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ORDINANCES 


AK  ORDINAN^OE 


To  authorize  the  creation  of  a  loan  or  loans  by  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  in  the  sum  of  eleven  million  three  hun- 
dred thousand  (11,300,000)  dollars,  toward  reorganiz- 
ing and  rebuilding  the  Philadelphia  General  Hospital^ 
construction  of  sedimentation  basin  at  Torresdale,  im- 
provement of  water  supply  in  South  Philadelphia  and 
West  Philadelphia,  purchase  of  water  pipe  and  appli- 
ances, improvement  of  country  roads,  grading  streets, 
paving  intersections,  repaving  streets,  construction  of 
bridges,  construction,  reconstruction  and  relocation  of 
main  and  branch  sewers,  improvement  of  Boulevard 
and  branches  from  Rhawn  street  northward,  harbor  im- 
provements, abolition  of  grade  crossings  in  South  Phila- 
delphia, toward  the  erection  of  an  Art  Museum,  acqui- 
sition of  property  and  improvement  of  the  Parkway, 
toward  the  erection  of  a  Library  building,  toward  a 
Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Memorial,  acquiring  property  and 
improvement  of  small  parks  and  recreation  centers,  pur- 
chase of  property,  erection  of  buildings  and  improve- 
ment of  existing  police  and  fire  stations,  purchase  of 
fire  apparatus,  improvement  of  the  County  Prisons,  im- 
provement of  Fairmount  Park,  purchase  of  property 
and  improvement  of  Cobbs  Creek,  Morris  and  Indian 
Creek  Parks,  construction  of  buildings  for  Juvenile 
and  Domestic  Relations  Branch  of  Municipal  Court, 
and  payment  of  mandamuses. 

Section  1,  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  gf  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor,  City 
Controller  and  City  Solicitor,  or  any  two  of  them,  be,  and 
are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow,  at  such  times  and  in  such 
proportions  as  in  their  judgment  the  best  interests  of  the 


City  demand,  from  the  highest  bidder  or  bidders,  either 
by  popular  subscription  or  by  advertisement,  at  not  less 
than  par,  on  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, a  sum  or  sums  which  in  the  aggregate  shall  not  ex- 
ceed eleven  million  three  hundred  thousand  (11,300,000) 
dollars,  to  be  expended  as  provided  for  in  the  second  sec- 
tion of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  sum  of  eleven  million  three  hundred 
thousand  (11,300,000)  dollars,  authorized  to  be  borrowed 
by  the  first  section  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  expended  as 
follows:  Toward  reorganizing  and  rebuilding  the  Phila- 
delphia General  Hospital,  one  million  (1,000,000)  dol- 
lars; construction  of  sedimentation  basin  at  Torresdale, 
four  himdred  thousand  (400,000)  dollars;  improvement 
of  water  supply  in  South  Philadelphia,  five  hundred  thou- 
sand (500,000)  dollars;  improvement  of  water  supply  in 
West  Philadelphia,  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
(150,000)  dollars;  purchase  of  water  pipe  and  appliances, 
one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  dollars;  improvement  of 
country  roads,  two  hundred  thousand  (200,000)  dollars; 
grading  streets,  two  hundred  thousand  (200,000)  dollars; 
paving  intersections,  one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  dol- 
lars ;  repaving  streets,  between  Snyder  and  Columbia  ave- 
nues, including  said  avenues,  and  between  the  Delaware 
and  Schuylkill  rivers,  six  hundred  thousand  (600,000) 
dollars;  repaving  streets,  two  hundred  thousand  (200,000) 
dollars;  grading,  paving,  repaving,  etc.,  Passyunk  avenue, 
from  Twenty-third  street  westward,  fifty  thousand 
(50,000)  dollars;  construction  of  main  sewers,  two  hun- 
dred thousand  (200,000)  dollars;  construction  of  Gunner's 
Pun  relief  sewer  in  Indiana  street,  from  Third  to  Twelfth 
street,  two  hundred  thousand  (200,000)  dollars;  recon- 
struction and  relocation  of  sewers  in  the  central  portion 
of  the  City,  five  hundred  thousand  (500.000)  dollars;  con- 
struction of  branch  sewers,  two  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand (250,000)  dollars;  construction  of  new  bridges, 
three  hundred  thousand  (300,000)  dollars;  improvement 
of  the  Boulevard  and  branches,  from  Rhawn  street  north- 
ward, four  hundred  thousand  (400,000)  dollars ;  harbor 
improvements,  nine  hundred  thousand   (900,000)  dollars 


(to  be  expended  as  follows:  For  completion  of  piers  be- 
tween Catharine  and  Christian  streets,  and  construction 
of  pier  at  or  near  McKean  street,  eight  hundred  thousand 
(800,000)  dollars;  bulkheading  the  Schuylkill  river, 
seventy-five  thousand  (75,000)  dollars;  repairs  and  im- 
provements to  City  piers,  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000) 
dollars);  abolition  of  grade  crossings  in  South  Philadel- 
phia, one  million  (1,000,000)  dollars;  toward  the  erec- 
tion of  an  Art  Museum,  eight  hundred  thousand 
(800,000)  dollars;  acquisition  of  property  and  the  im- 
provement of  the  Parkway,  eight  hundred  thousand 
(800,000)  dollars;  toward  the  erection  of  a  Library  build- 
ing on  site  acquired  with  money  borrowed  pursuant  to 
ordinance  approved  June  17,  1898,  forty  thousand 
(40,000)  dollars;  toward  a  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Mem- 
orial, one  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  (160,000)  dollars; 
acquiring  property  and  improvement  of  small  parks  and 
recreation  centers,  three  hundred  thousand  (300,000)  dol- 
lars ;  purchase  of  property,  erection  of  buildings  and  im- 
provements of  existing  police  and  fire  stations,  one  hun- 
dred thousand  (100,000)  dollars;  purchase  of  fire  appa- 
ratus, one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  dollars;  improve- 
ment of  the  County  Prisons,  two  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand (250,000)  dollars;  improvement  of  Fairmount  Park, 
tw^o  hundred  thousand  (200,000)  dollars;  purchase  of 
property  and  improvement  of  Cobbs  Creek,  Morris  and 
Indian  Creek  Parks,  one  hundred  thousand  (100,000) 
dollars;  construction  of  buildings  for  Juvenile  and  Do- 
mestic Eolations  Branch  of  the  Municipal  Court,  four 
hundred  thousand  (400,000)  dollars;  payment  of  manda- 
muses, eight  hundred  thousand  (800,000)  dollars. 

Sect.  3.  Interest  on  said  loan  at  a  rate  not  exceeding 
four  per  centum  per  annum  shall  be  paid  by  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  half  yearly,  on  the  first  days  of  the  months 
of  January  and  July,  at  the  office  of  the  fiscal  agency  of 
the  Cit3^^  of  Philadelphia.  Certificates  of  the  said  loan 
shall^  be  in  usual  form,  in  such  amounts  as  the  lender  may 
require,  in  the  sums  of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars  and  its 
multiples,  in  registered  or  coupon  form,  and  it  shall  be 
expressed   in  the  said  certificates  that  the  loan  therein 


mentioned  is  payable  in  thirty  years  after  date  thereof, 
and  that  the  principal  and  interest  on  said  loan  are  pay- 
able in  lawful  money  qf  the  United  States  free  from  all 
taxes. 

Sect.  4.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  created  by  virtue 
of  this  ordinance,  there  is,  by  force  of  this  ordinance,  an 
annual  tax  levied  of  six  and  one-half  (6^)  per  centum  on 
the  par  value  of  such  certificates  so  issued  to  pay  the  in- 
terest, also  the  principal,  of  such  loan  within  thirty  years, 
and  there  is  hereby  annually  appropriated  to  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  Sinking  Fund,  out  of  the  tax  so  col- 
lected, a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  loan, 
also  the  principal  thereof,  within  thirty  years  and  as  the 
same  become  payable.  The  appropriation  for  interest  to 
be  paid  semi-annually,  and  for  the  Sinking  Fund  quar- 
terly, to  the  said  Commissioners.

To  authorize  the  opening  of  Central  avenue,  from  Cott- 
man  avenue  to  Hasbrook  avenue,  and  Hasbrook  avenue, 
from  Central  avenue  to  Oxford  avenue. 

iSection  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  be  authorized  and  directed  to  notify  the 
owners  of  property  over  and  through  which  Central  ave- 
nue, from  Cottman  avenue  to  Hasbrook  avenue,  and  Has- 
brook avenue,  from  Central  avenue  to  Oxford  avenue,  will 
pass,  that  at  the  expiration  of  three  months  from  the  date 
of  said  notices  said  avenues  will  be  required  for  public  use. 

Sect.  2.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  enter  security,  on  behalf  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  for  the  payment  of  any  damages  which  may 


be  assessed  by  reason  of  the  opening  of  said  avenues ;  upon 
the  tiling  of  said  bonds,  and  at  the  expiration  of  the  said 
three  months,  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  open  said  avenues.

AX  ORDINANCE 

To  permit  the  Mt.  Sinai  Hospital  to  construct  and  main- 
tain a  tunnel  under  and  across  Wilder  street,  east  of 
Fifth  street. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  be 
granted  to  the  Mt.  Sinai  Hospital  to  construct  and  main- 
tain a  tunnel  under  and  across  Wilder  street,  at  a  point 
about  seventy-four  feet  east  of  Fifth  street,  to  connect  the 
Hospital  building  with  the  boiler  house  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  steam  and  hot  water  lines.  The  said  tunnel  to 
be  seven  feet  wide  and  seven  feet  three  inches  deep  from 
the  curb  line,  and  to  be  constructed  of  stone  side  walls 
with  concrete  floor  and  reinfojrced  concrete  slab  over 
same.  The  said  tunnel  to  be  constructed  under  the  su- 
pervision and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  in  accordance  with  plans  to  be  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors,  and  shall  be  used  ex- 
clusively in  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  said  Hospital. 
Before  exercising  any  privilege  under  this  ordinance,  the 
said  Mt.  Sinai  Hospital  shall  first  file  an  agreement,  sat- 
isfactory to  the  City  Solicitor,  indemnifying  the  City 
against  all  damages  by  reason  of  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  said  tunnel,  and  remove  the  same  and  re- 
store the  street  to  its  present  condition  at  any  time  within 
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one  year  from  the  passage  of  an  ordinanee  to  that  effect, 
and  shall  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50) 
dollars  for  the  publication  of  this  ordinance.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  permit  the  Powers-AVeightman-Rosengarten  Company 
to  construct  a  bridge  over  and  across  Ridge  avenue, 
west  of  Calumet  street,  and  to  lay  pipes  and  conduits 
upon  said  bridge. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  permission  be,  and 
is  hereby  granted  to  the  Powers-Weightman-Rosengarten 
Company  to  construct  a  steel  bridge  over  and  across  Ridge 
avenue,  at  a  point  about  one  hundred  and  fifty-six  feet 
nine  inches  west  of  Calumet  street,  and  to  lay  pipes  and 
conduits  upon  said  bridge  for  the  purpose  of  conveying 
steam,  water  and  electric  wires  from  their  power  house 
on  the  south  side  of  said  avenue  to  other  buildings  of 
their  plant  on  the  north  side  thereof,  and  shall  be  used 
only  and  exclusively  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the 
said  company.  The  said  bridge  shall  not  exceed  six  feet 
in  width,  and  shall  have  a  clearance  of  at  least  twenty- 
four  feet  six  inches  above  the  curb  height.  The  said 
bridge  shall  be  constructed  and  the  said  pipes  and  con- 
duits laid  under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  the  De- 
partments of  Public  Works  and  Public  Safety,  in  accord- 
ance with  plans  to  be  approved  by  said  Departments.  Be- 
fore exercising  any  privileges  under  this  ordinan'^e  the 
said  Powers-Weightman-Rosengarten  Company  shall  en- 
ter into  an  agreement,  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor, 
protecting  the  'City  from  all  damages  by  reason  of  the 
construction  and  m.aintenance  of  said  bridge,  pipes  and 


conduits,  and  shall  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  into 
the  City  Treasury  for  the  publication  of  this  ordinance. 
The  privilege  hereby  granted  shall  be  revocable,  and  the 
bridge,  pipes  and  conduits  removed  upon  the  passage  of 
an  ordinance  to  that  effect.

To  authorize  satisfaction  of  certain  liens  for  water  pipe 
against  the  Twenty-second  Street  M.  E.  Church  prop- 
erty at  Twenty-second  and  Moore  streets ;  and  directing 
the  Clerks  of  Councils  to  present  this  resolution  to  .the 
Mayor  for  his  approval  or  disapproval. 

Besolved,  By  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  author- 
ized and  directed  to  have  stridden  from  the  record  the  liens 
filed  for  water  pipe  against  premises  on  south  side  of 
Pierce  street  and  west  side  of  Twenty-second  street,  one 
hundred  and  two  feet  on  Pierce  street  by  one  hundred 
and  sixteen  feet  three  inches  to  the  north  side  of  Moore 
street,  and  north  side  of  Moore  street  and  west  side  of 
Twenty-second  street,  one  hundred  and  two  feet  on  Moore 
street  l3y  one  hundred  and  sixteen  feet  six  inches  to  Pierce 
street;  the  first  being  C.  P.  No.  2,  December  Term, 
1900,  No.  46,  and  the  second  being  C.  P.  No.  1,  Decem- 
ber Term,  1900,  No.  514:;  the  same  being  against  the 
property  of  the  Twenty-second  Street  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  Philadelphia,  located  at  TVenty-second  and  Moore 
streets,  used  solely  for  religious  purposes,  and  the  same 
to  be  discharged  free  from  all  interest  and  costs. 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerks  of  Councils  be  directed  to 
present  this  resolution  to  the  Mayor  for  his  approval  or 
disapproval.

This  is  to  certify  that  the  resolution  entitled  "Resolution 
to  authorize  satisfaction  of  certain  liens  for  water  pipe 
against  the  Twenty-second  street  M.  E.  Church  property 
at  Twenty-second  and  Moore  streets;  and  directing  the 
Clerks  of  Councils  to  present  this  resolution  to  the  Mayor 
for  his  approval  or  disapproval,"  was  returned  by  the 
Mayor  to  Common  Council  on  the  twenty-first  day  of 
January,  1915,  without  his  approval,  and  said  resolution 
having  been  again  considered,  was  passed  on  the  same 
day  by  a  vote  of  yeas,  59 ;  nays,  6. 

And  said  resolution,  together  with  the  objections  of  the 
Mayor,  having  been  sent  to  Select  Council,  was  again 
considered  and  passed  by  that  body  on  the  same  day  by  a 
vote  of  yeas,  39 ;  nays,  2. 

The  said  resolution  having  been  passed  by  both  Select 
and  Common  Councils  by  a  vote  of  three-fifths  of  the 
members  elected,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
of  Assembly  approved  May  23,  1874,  dividing  the  cities 
of  the  State  into  three  classes,  etc.,  it  has  become  as 
effective  as  if  the  Mayor  had  signed  it.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  Department  of  City  Transit  to  recon- 
struct and  relocate  certain  sewers  in  the  central  portion 
of  the  City. 

Section  1.     The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Department  of 
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City  Transit  be  authorized  and  directed  to  enter  into  con- 
tracts for  the  reconstruction  and  relocation  of  the  follow- 
ing sewers  and  the  work  appurtenant  thereto,  viz. :  Wal- 
nut street,  from  a  point  about  145  feet  east  of  Third  street 
to  a  point  about  62  feet  west  of  Sixth  street;  Walnut 
street,  from  a  point  62  feet  west  of  Sixth  street  to  Seventh 
street;  thence  diagonally  across  Washington  Square  to  the 
intersection  of  Locust  street  and  W^est  Washington  Square ; 
and  thence  in  Locust  street  to  Eighth  street ;  Sixth  street, 
from  Willow  street  to  Vine  street ;  thence  diagonally  across 
Franklin  Square  to  the  intersection  of  Franklin  and  Race 
streets;  thence  in  Race  street  to  Eighth  street;  and  thence 
in  Eighth  street  to  Arch  street;  Ninth  street,  from  Market 
street  to  Arch  street;  and  Ranstead  stfeet,  from  Ninth 
street  to  Eighth  street. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  following  sums  be  set  aside  in  Item 
160  (loan)  of  the  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  City 
Transit  for  the  reconstruction  and  relocation  of  sewers: 
For  the  sewer  in  Walnut  street,  from  east  of  Third  street 
to  west  of  Sixth  street,  one  hundred  and  ninety-two  thou- 
sand (192,000)  dollars;  for  the  sewer  in  Walnut  street, 
west  of  Sixth  street,  AVashington  Square  and  Locust  street, 
ninety-six  thousand  (96,000)  dollars;  for  the  sewer  in 
Sixth  street,  Franklin  Square,  Race  street  and  Eighth 
street,  one  hundred  and  seventy-six  thousand  (176,000) 
dollars;  for  the  sewer  in  Ninth  street,  twenty-eight  thou- 
sand (28,000)  dollars;  for  the  sewer  in  Ranstead  street, 
eight  thousand  (8,000)  dollars:  Provided,  That  in  the 
event  of  any  of  the  said  sewers  costing  less  than  the  sum 
herein  set  aside  for  its  construction,  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  City  Transit  is  hereby  authorized  at  his 
discretion  to  use  the  balance,  or  any  part  thereof,  for  the 
completion  of  any  of  the  sewers  named  herein  for  which 
the  sum  set  aside  may  be  insufficient. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  City 
Transit  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  ad- 
vertise for  proposals,  and  to  award  contracts,  as  provided 
in  existing  ordinances  and  laws,  for  the  construction  of  the 
said  sewers  and  the  work  appurtenant  thereto,  in  accord- 
ance with  plans  and  specifications  to  be  prepared  by  the 
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Department  of  City  Transit,  and  is  also  authorized  to 
appoint  assistants  and  inspectors  as  may  be  requisite,  and 
to  pay  all  expenses  for  borings,  salaries,  inspection,  tests, 
transportation,  and  incidental  expenses  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided for  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the  cost  of  the  said 
sewers.

struct, maintain  and  operate  their  lines  of  railroad  over, 
across  or  through  the  same. 

Sect.  2.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  enter  security,  in  the  name  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  for  the  payment  of  any  damages  that  may 
be  awarded  by  reason  of  the  taking  of  the  said  ground, 
and  thereupon  possession  of  the  same  shall  be  taken  for 
public  use. 

'Sect.  3.  As  soon  as  the  City  shall  become  legally 
possessed  of  the  tract  of  ground  herein  described  the  said 
tract  shall  be  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Fairmount  Park,  subject  to  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  have  been,  or  shall  be  from  time  to  time, 
established  by  the  said  Commissioners  for  the  care,  man- 
agement and  maintenance  of  Fairmount  Park :  Provided 
however,  That  such  control  shall  not  extend  over  streets 
or  roads  now  upon  the  City  plan,  or  hereafter  placed 
thereon,  as  public  highways  over,  across  or  through  the 
said  park. 

Sect.  4.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  incon- 
sistent herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

To  condemn  the  plot  of  ground  bounded  by  Ann  street, 
Cedar  street,  Cambria  street  and  Chatham  street,  in  the 
Twenty-fifth  Ward,  and  to  place  the  same  under  the 
custody  and  control  of  the  Board  of  Recreation. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Comynon  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  by  virtue  and 
in  pursuance  of  the  authority  vested  in  them  by  the  fourth' 
section  of  an  Act  of  Assembly  approved  May  13,  1857, 
they  do  select  and  appropriate  for  park  and  playground 
purposes  and  for  the  health  and  enjoyment  of  the  people 
forever,  to  wit:  All  that  certain  lot  or  piece  of  ground 
situated  in  the  Twenty-fifth  \Yard  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia and  described  as  follows:  Beginning  at  a  point 
formed  by  the  intersection  of  the  northeast  side  of  Cam- 
bria street,  and  the  northwest  side  of  Chatham  street ; 
thence  northeastwardly  along  Chatham  street  six  hundred 
and  seventy -six  (676)  feet  one-eighth  (^)  inch  to  a  point 
in  the  southwest  side  of  Ann  street ;  thence  northwest- 
wardly along  Ann  street  one  hundred  and  sixty-six  (166) 
feet  six  and  one-quarter  (6^)  inches  to  Cedar  street; 
thence  southwestwardly  along  Cedar  street  six  hundred 
and  ninety-eight  (698)  feet  five  and  three-quarter  (5f) 
inches  to  Cambria  street ;  thence  northeastwardly  along 
same  one  hundred  and  sixty-five  (165)  feet  to  the  first 
mentioned  point  and  place  of  beginning.

Sect.  4.  The  tract  of  ground  herein  described  is 
hereby  placed  under  the  custody  and  control  of  the  Board 
of  Recreation,   authorized  by   the  Act   of   Assembly   ap- 
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proved  June  9,  1911,  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  have  been,  or  shall  be  from  time  to  time,  established 
by  the  said  Board  of  Recreation  for  the  care,  manage- 
ment and  maintenance  of  public  playgrounds,  and  the  said 
Board  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  imm(?diately 
enter  upon  said  premises  and  take  possession  of  the  same.

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AN  ORDIISrANCE 


To  authorize  the  creation  of  a  loan  or  loans  by  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  in  the  sum  of  four  million  three  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  thousand  (4,325,000)  dollars,  for 
the  construction  of  main  and  branch  sewers,  construc- 
tion of  bridges,  removal  of  grade  crossings,  grading 
streets,  paving  intersections,  improvement  of  country 
roads,  improvement  and  alterations  to  water  supply, 
purchase  of  water  pipe  and  fire  equipment,  erection  of 
buildings  and  improvement  of  police  and  fire  stations, 
acquiring  property  and  improvement  of  small  parks 
and  recreation  centers,  improvement  of  the  County 
Prisons,  improvement  of  property  taken  for  Municipal 
Court  purposes. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor,  City  Con- 
troller and  City  Solicitor,  or  any  two  of  them,  be,  and  are 
hereby  authorized  to  borrow,  at  such  times  and  in  such 
proportions  as  in  their  judgment  the  best  interests  of  the 
City  demand,  from  the  highest  bidder  or  bidders,  either 
by  popular  subscription  or  by  advertisement,  at  not  less 
than  par,  on  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, a  sum  or  sums  which  in  the  aggregate  shall  not 
exceed  four  million  three  hundred  and  twenty-five  thou- 
sand (4,325,000)  dollars,  to  be  expended  as  provided  for 
in  the  second  section  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  sum  of  four  million  three  himdred 
and  twenty-five  thousand  (4,325,000)  dollars,  authorized 
to  be  borrowed  by  the  first  section  of  this  ordinance,  shall 
be  expended  as  follows :  For  construction  of  main  sewers, 
five  hundred  thousand  (500,000)  dollars;  construction  of 
intercepting  sewers  along  Frankford  creek,  five  hundred 
thousand  (500,000)  dollars;  construction  of  branch  sewers, 
three  hundred  thousand  (300,000)  dollars;  construction 
of  new  bridges,  four  hundred  thousand  (400,000)  dollars; 
removal  of  grade  crossings,  four  hundred  and  twenty-five 
thousand  (425,000)  dollars;  grading  streets,  four  hun- 
dred  thousand    (400,000)    dollars;    paving   intersecti/)n3, 
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two  hundred  thousand  (200,000)  dollars;  improvement  of 
country  roads,  one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  dollars; 
improvement  and  alterations  to  water  supply,  five  hundred 
thousand  (500,000)  dollars;  purchase  of  water  pipe,  one 
hundred  thousand  (100,000)  dollars;  purchase  of  fire 
equipment,  one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  dollars;  erec- 
tion of  buildings  and  improvement  of  police  and  fire 
stations,  one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  dollars;  acquir- 
ing and  improvement  of  small  parks,  two  hundred  thou- 
sand (200,000)  dollars;  acquiring  property  and  improve- 
ment of  recreation  centers,  two  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand (250,000)  dollars;  improvement  of  the  County 
Prisons,  two  hundred  thousand  (200,000)  dollars;  im- 
provement of  property,  Twenty-first  and  Race  streets, 
taken  for  Municipal  Court  purposes,  fifty  thousand 
(50,000)  dollars. 

Sect.  3.  Interest  on  said  loan  at  a  rate  not  exceeding 
four  per  centum  per  annum  shall  be  paid  by  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  half  yearly,  on  the  first  days  of  the  months 
of  January  and  July,  at  the  office  of  the  fiscal  agency  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia.  Certificates  of  the  said  loan  shall 
be  in  usual  form,  in  such  amounts  as  the  lender  may  re- 
quire, in  the  sums  of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars  and  its 
multiples,  in  registered  or  coupon  form,  and  it  shall  be 
expressed  in  the  said  certificates  that  the  loan  therein 
mentioned  is  payable  in  thirt}^  years  after  date  thereof, 
and  that  the  principal  and  interest  on  said  loan  are  pay- 
able in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States  free  from  all 
taxes. 

•Sect.  4.  Whenever  a  loan  shall  be  created  by  virtue 
of  this  ordinance,  there  is,  by  force  of  this  ordinance,  an 
annual  tax  levied  of  six  per  centum  of  the  par  value  of 
such  certificates  so  issued  to  pay  the  interest,  also  the 
principal,  of  such  loan,  within  thirty  years,  and  there  is 
hereby  annually  appropriated  to  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fund,  out  of  the  tax  so  collected,  a  sum  sufficient 
to  pay  the  interest  on  said  loan,  also  the  principal  thereof, 
within  thirty  years  and  as  the  same  become  payable.     The 
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appropriation  for  interest  to  be  paid  semi-annually,  and 
for  the  Sinking  Fund  quarterly,  to  tlie  said  Commis- 
aioners.

That  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works  is  authorized  to  pay  for  inspections,  borings  and 
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expenses  incidental  to  the  work  of  constriieting-  said 
branch  sewers  from  the  item  for  the  construction  of 
branch  sewers.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  execution  of  a  contract  between  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  and  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading 
Railway  Company,  lessee  of  the  North  Pennsylvania 
Railroad,  to  abolish  the  grade  crossing  at  Green  lane 
over  the  tracks  of  the  North  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  by 
the  opening  of  Godfrey  avenue  and  the  construction  of 
a  bridge  under  the  tracks  of  said  railroad;  to  author- 
ize the  opening  of  Godfrey  avenue  and  Tenth  street 
and  the. vacating  of  Green  lane;  to  authorize  the  exe- 
cution of  the  work ;  to  authorize  the  Mayor  to  enter 
security  for  damages  to  private  property. 

Section"  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  pursuant  to  the 
power  and  authority  vested  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
under  and  by  virtue  of  the  Act  of  General  Assembly,  en- 
titled "An  Act  to  authorize  the  counties,  cities,  towns  and 
townships,  in  this  State  respectively,  to  enter  into  contracts 
with  railroad  companies  whose  roads  enter  into  their 
limits,  whereby  said  companies  may  relocate,  change  or 
elevate  their  railroads,"  approved  the  ninth  day  of  June^ 
1874;  of  the  rights  and  powers  of  the  Railroad  Company, 
and  of  all  other  power  enabling  the  parties  to  act  in  the 
premises,  the  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
enter  into  a  contract  with  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading 
Railway  Company,  lessee  of  the  North  Pennsylvania 
Railroad,  for  the  abolishment  of  the  grade  crossing  now 
existing  at  Green  lane  and  the  North  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
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road,  by  the  opening  of  Godfrey  avenue  and  the  construc- 
tion of  a  bridge  under  the  said  railroad,  and  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  bridge  and  its  appurtenances  under  the 
tracks  of  the  railroad,  and  for  apportioning  the  expense 
between  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  the  Philadelj)hia 
and  Reading  Railway  Company. 

The  said  contract  shall  embody  all  the  terms  and  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  and  shall  contain  adequate  cove- 
nants, in  form  and  substance  to  be  approved  by  the  City 
Solicitor,  binding  and  obliging  each  of  the  parties  to  the 
contract  to  do  and  perform  each  and  every  of  the  thing-s 
by  them  to  be  done  and  performed  respectively,  under  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  to  make  the  payments 
toward  the  expenses  of  the  work  in  the  proportions  herein 
provided  for. 

Sect.  2.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
"Works  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  notify  the 
owners  of  property  over  and  through  which  the  following 
streets  will  pass,  to  wit,  Godfrey  avenue,  between  Seventh 
street  and  Tenth  street;  and  Tenth  street,  between  God- 
frey avenue  and  Green  lane,  that,  at  the  expiration  of 
three  months  from  the  date  of  said  notice  said  streets  will 
be  required  for  public  use.  Upon  the  entering  of  security, 
as  provided  in  Section  8  and  upon  the  expiration  of  the 
said  three  months,  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  open  said  streets. 

Sect.  3.  The  Board  of  Surveyors  be,  and  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  vacate  Green  lane,  from  Tenth 
street  eastward  to  the  south  line  of  Godfrey  avenue. 

Sect.  4.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  is  authorized  and  directed  to  prepare  plans  and 
specifications  for  the  entire  work  of  constructing  a  double- 
track  bridge,  80  feet  clear  span,  on  the  line  of  Godfrey 
avenue  under  the  North  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  for  the 
construction*  of  retaining  walls,  grading,  drainage,  macad- 
amizing and  readjustment  of  railroad  sidings  and  other 
appurtenant  work. 

The  plans  and  specifications  for  said  work  shall  include 
all  the  work,  the  cost  of  which  is  to  be  paid  equally  by 
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the  Citv  of  Philadelphia  and  Philadelphia  and  Eeadinc^ 
Railway  Company,  and  such  plans  and  specifications  shall 
be  identified  by  the  signatures  of  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  and  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  Company.  One  copy 
of  each  of  the  said  plans  and  specifications  shall,  upon 
approval,  be  filed  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
(Bureau  of  Surveys)  and  one  in  the  office  of  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  Com- 
pany. 

Upon  the  approval  of  said  plans  and  specifications,  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is  authorized 
and  directed  to  advertise  for  proposals  and  enter  into  con- 
tracts jointly  with  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway 
Company  for  the  work  covered  by  the  plans  and  specifi- 
cations provided  for  in  this  section. 

Sect.  5.  The  work  authorized  herein  shall  be  generally 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  and  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Philadel- 
phia and  Reading  Railway  Company,  and  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  is  hereby  authorized  to 
appoint  such  inspectors  as  may  be  required  to  enable  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  to  properly  inspect  the  work 
during  the  progress  of  construction.  All  expenses,  for  sal- 
aries, transportation,  inspection  and  tests,  not  otherwise 
provided  for,  shall  be  included  in  the  cost  of  the  work. 

Sect.  6.  The  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  Com- 
pany shall  pay  one-half  of  the  cost  of  all  work  to  be  per- 
formed within  the  bed  of  Godfrey  avenue,  or  abutting 
upon  Godfrej'  avenue,  between  the  westerly  right-of-way 
line  and  the  easterly  property  line  of  the  said  Railway 
Company  (extended  to  intersect  the  north  house  line  of 
Godfrey  avenue),  this  to  include  a  bridge  and  its  abut- 
ments, wing  walls  and  drainage ;  the  excavation  and  drain- 
age of  Godfrey  avenue;  the  curbs,  sidewalks  and  macad- 
amizing to  full  width  between  curbs ;  the  necessary  retain- 
ing walls  for  the  support  of  private  property  on  the  north 
side  of  Godfrey  avenue ;  all  claims  for  damage  to  private 
property  by  reason  of  the  manner  of  executing  the  work, 
but  not  by  reason  of  the  opening  of  Godfrey  avenue ;  and 
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any  and  all  incidental  work  appurtenant  to  the  above, 
within  the  limits  above  defined. 

The  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Eailway  Company  shall 
pay  one^half  of  the  cost  of  removing  its  existing  siding 
track  and  relocating  and  reconstructing  the  same  in  a  new 
position  outside  of  the  bed  of  Godfrey  avenue. 

The  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  Company  shall 
pay  one-half  of  the  cost  of  constructing  a  driveway  ap- 
proach from  Godfrey  avenue  to  approximately  the  level 
of  its  tracks  at  or  north  of  the  present  Green  lane  crossing, 
including  the  necessary  grading,  macadamizing,  drainage 
and  any  and  all  incidental  work  appurtenant  thereto. 

The  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  pay  one-half  of  the  cost 
of  all  the  items  of  work  enumerated  above;  and  in  addi- 
tion shall  pay  the  entire  cost  of  opening,  grading  and  sur- 
facing Godfrey  avenue,  from  Seventh  street  to  Tenth 
street,  outside  of  the  limits  above  defined ;  and  Tenth 
street,  from  Godfrey  avenue  to  Green  lane,  including  re- 
taining walls  and  other  appurtenant  work. 

The  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  pay  the  entire  cost  of 
any  damages  which  may  be  caused  by  reason  of  the  open- 
ing of  the  streets  herein  authorized  or  that  may  be  caused 
by  carrying  into  effect  any  or  all  of  the  work  herein  au- 
thorized, except  as  expressly  stipulated  above. 

The  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  Company  shall 
pay  the  entire  cost  of  any  and  all  work  within  the  limits 
of  its  property  except  as  expressly  stipulated  above. 

Sect.  7.  The  Railway  Company  shall  release  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  from  any  and  all  claims  for  damages 
it,  or  any  corporation,  person  or  persons  holding  property 
in  its  behalf,  m,ay  have  by  reason  of  the  opening  of  God- 
frey avenue,  between  Seventh  street  and  Tenth  street,  or 
by  reason  of  the  execution  of  any  work  provided  for 
herein. 

Sect.  S.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby  authorized 
to  enter  security  for  any  land  damages  which  may  be 
caused  by  reason  of  the  opening  of  the  streets  herein  au- 
thorized or  that  may  be  caused  by  carrying  into  effect  any 
or  all  of  the  work  herein  authorized. 
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Sect.  9.  The  cost  of  the  City's  share  of  the  work 
herein  authorized  to  be  charged  against  Item  175,  loan,  in 
the  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
Bureau  of  Surveys. 

Sect.  10.  It  is  hereby  understood  and  agreed  that 
neither  the  purpose  nor  intent,  nor  the  obligation  of  the 
contract  authorized  by  this  ordinance,  if  and  when  ap- 
proved by  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania,  is  such  as  to  impair  or  in  any 
wise  effect  the  exercise  by  said  Commission  of  any  of  the 
powers  vested  in  it  by  the  Public  Service  Company  Law, 
approved  July  26,  1913.

AN  ORDNANCE 

To  authorize  the  execution  of  a  contract  between  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  the  Connecting  Railway  Company,  and 
the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  lessee  of  the  Con- 
necting Railway  Company,  providing  for  the  abolish- 
ment of  grade  crossings  at  Highland,  Seminole,  Hart- 
well  and  Chelten  avenues,  for  the  construction  of  a 
bridge  on  the  line  of  the  Connecting  Railway  across 
Hortter  street,  and  for  such  purposes  authorizing  the 
placing  upon  the  City  plan,  the  striking  from  the  City 
plan,  the  vacation,  widening,  and  revision  of  the  lines 
and  grades  of  streets,  and  for  the  opening  and  physical 
changes  of  streets,  in  the  Twenty-second  Ward,  upon 
certain  terms  and  conditions. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  proper  officers 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  be,  and  they  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  execute  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  said  City  and  un- 
der its  corporate  seal  a  contract  with  the  Connecting  Rail- 
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way  Company  and  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company^ 
lessee  of  said  Connecting  Railway  Company,  in  the  follow- 
ing form : 

"This  Agreement,,  made  this  day 

of  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thou- 

sand nine  hundred  and  between  the 

City  of  Philadelphia^  hereinafter  called  the  "City," 
party  of  the  first  part,  and  The  Connecting  Railway 
Company  and  The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company, 
lessee  of  said  Connecting  Railway  Company,  hereinafter 
called  the  "Pennsylvania  Companies,"  parties  of  the 
second  part. 

Whereas,  The  parties  hereto  desire  to  abolish  the  cross- 
ings at  grade  on  the  railroad  of  the  Connecting  Railway 
Company  at  Highland,  Seminole,  Hartwell  and  Chelten 
avenues,  and  to  have  constructed  a  bridge  to  carry  said 
railroad  over  HoTtter  street,  in  the  Twenty-second  Ward, 
and  have  duly  negotiated  concerning  and  definitely  agreed 
upon  the  terms  and  conditions  for  said  contract  and  are 
about  to  execute  the  same  accordingly. 

K'ow^  Therefore,  This  Agreement  Witnesseth, 
That  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  premises  and  the 
privileges  and  advantages  to  each  of  them  thereunto  mov- 
ing and  the  mutual  covenants  hereinafter  contained  and 
set  forth,  the  said  parties  hereto  have  mutually  covenanted 
and  agreed  for  themselves,  their  successors  and  assigns, 
and  by  these  presents  do  severally  covenant  and  agree  to 
and  with  each  other  as  follows : 

First.  The  said  City  covenants,  promises  and  agrees  to 
revise  the  lines  and  grades  of  the  following  streets :  High- 
land avenue,  from  a  point  about  200  feet  southwest  of 
Navahoe  street  to  Seminole  avenue;  Seminole  avenue, 
from  a  point  about  210  feet  northwest  of  Highland  avenue 
to  Gravers  lane;  and  Chelten  avenue,  from  Pulaski  ave- 
nue to  Morris  street;  to  revise  the  lines  and  grades  and 
open  Hortter  street,  from  McCallum  street  to  Pelham 
road;  N"avahoe  street,  from  a  point  about  175  feet  north- 
west of  Highland  avenue  to  Evergreen  avenue ;  and  Ever- 
green avenue,  from  a  point  about  175  feet  northeast  of 
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Navalioe  street  to  iSTavalioe  street;  to  place  upon  tlie  City 
plan  and  open  a  new  street,  not  less  than  sixty  (60)  feet 
wide,  to  be  called  St.  Martins  lane,  from  the  intersection 
of  Highland  and  Seminole  avennes  to  Gravers  lane,  and 
to  strike  from  the  City  plan  and  vacate  snch  portions  of 
Highland  avenue,  from  Seminole  avenue  to  St.  Martins 
lane,  and  St.  Martins  lane,  from  Highland  avenue  to 
Gravers  lane,  as  do  not  lie  within  the  lines  of  the  said 
new  St.  Martins  lane,  and  so  much  of  the  bed  of  Wood- 
lawn  street  as  may  lie  within  the  widened  and  revised 
right-of-way  of  the  said  Pennsylvania  Companies. 

Second.  The  City  hereby  covenants,  promises  and 
agrees  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  for,  and  to  carry 
out,  the  grading,  paving  or  repaving  and  setting  and  reset- 
ting of  curbs  to  the  lines  and  grades  established  under  au- 
thority of  this  ordinance,  the  construction,  reconstruction, 
alteration  or  removal  of  all  sewers,  water  and  gas  mains, 
electrical  conduits  and  numicipal  structures  and  street  im- 
provements and  their  appurtenances,  in  so  far  as  they  may 
be  affected  or  are  made  necessary  by  the  work  provided 
for  in  this  contract  and  ordinance.  IJpon  the  approval  of 
said  plans  and  specifications  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  Penns,ylvania  Companies,  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  of  the  City  shall  advertise  for  pro- 
posals and  enter  into  contracts,  to  be  approved  by  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Pennsylvania  Com-panies,  for  the  work 
covered  by  the  said  plans  and  specifications,  and  said  work 
shall  be  carried  out  by  and  under  the  supervision  of  the 
City.  The  said  plans,  specifications  and  contracts  shall  be 
identified  by  the  sigiiatures  of  the  said  Director,  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  and  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer of  the  Pennsylvania  Companies,  and  shall  be  filed 
and  preserved  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and 
copies  shall  be  furnished  to  said  Pennsylvania  Companies. 

Third.  The  Pennsylvania  Companies  hereby  covenant, 
promise  and  agree  to  lower  the  grade  of  their  tracks  from 
a  point  about  1,100  feet  south  of  to  a  point  about  1,600 
feet  north  of  Highland  Station  as  now  located,  and  from 
a  point  about  900  feet  southeast  of  to  a  point  about  1,300 
feet  northwest  of  Chelten  Avenue  Station. 
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Fourth.  The  Pennsylvania  Companies  further  cove- 
nant, promise  and  agree  to  prepare  plans  and  specifica- 
tions for,  and  to  carry  out,  all  the  work  necessary  to  con- 
struct bridges,  with  masonry  abutments,  with  steel  or  con- 
crete superstructures,  to  carry  Highland,  Seminole  and 
Chelten  avenues  over  their  tracks  with  an  overhead  clear- 
ance of  not  less  than  17  feet  6  inches,  to  construct  a  foot- 
bridge with  suitable  stairways  and  approaches  over  and 
above  their  tracks  on  the  line  of  Hartwell  avenue,  to  con- 
struct a  bridge  with  masonry  abutments  and  with  columns 
on  the  curb  lines  and  steel  superstructures  to  carry  their 
tracks  over  and  above  Hortter  street,  and  to  readjust  the 
bridge  carrying  their  tracks  over  and  above  Gravers  lane 
with  an  overhead  clearance  of  not  less  than  14  feet.  Upon 
the  approval  of  said  plans  and  specifications  by  the  Di- 
rector of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Companies  shall  advertise  for  proposals  and  enter 
into  contracts,  to  be  approved  by  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works,  for  the  work  covered  by  the 
said  plans  and  specifications,  and  said  work  shall  be  car- 
ried out  by  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  Pennsylva- 
nia Companies.  The  said  plans,  specifications  and  con- 
tracts shall  be  identified  by  the  signatures  of  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Pennsylvania  Companies,  the  said  Direc- 
tor, and  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  and 
shall  be  filed  and  preserved  by  the  Pennsylvania  Com- 
panies, and  copies  shall  be  furnished  to  the  said  City. 

Fifth.  The  Pennsylvania  Companies  further  covenant 
and  agree  that  in  the  event  of  the  passage  of  an  ordinance 
of  Councils  at  any  time  in  the  future  authorizing  and  di- 
recting the  opening  of  Hartwell  avenue,  between  Seminole 
avenue  and  St.  Martins  lane,  said  companies  will  raise 
the  grade  of  their  tracks  at  the  crossing  of  said  avenue  to 
an  elevation  of  at  least  plus  357.4  City  datum,  will  dedi- 
cate to  the  City  so  much  of  the  property  owned  by  them  as 
will  lie  within  the  lines  of  said  avenue  as  confirmed  under 
authority  of  this  ordinance,  will  pay  the  entire  cost  of  rais- 
ing the  grade  of  said  tracks  outside  the  lines  of  said  ave- 
nue, and  will  pay  one-half  the  cost  of  constructing  a  bridge 
to  carry  said  tracks  over  and  above  said  avenue,  and  of  all 
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work  appurtenant  thereto  within  the  right-of-way  of  said 
railroad ;  in  consideration  whereof  the  City  agrees  that, 
upon  the  completion  of  the  work  authorized  in  this  con- 
tract, the  said  Pennsylvania  Companies  may  close  the 
crossing  of  their  tracks  at  grade  on  the  line  of  said  llart- 
well  avenue  against  public  travel  and  keep  the  same  closed 
until  Councils  shall,  by  ordinance,  authorize  the  opening 
of  said  Ilartwell  avenue  and  the  construction  of  a  bridge 
to  carry  the  tracks  of  the  said  railroad  over  and  above  the 
same. 

Sixth.  It  is  hereby  understood  and  agreed  that  the  City 
shall  pay  one-half  the  cost,  and  the  Pennsylvania  Com- 
panies one-half  the  cost  of  all  the  work  incident  to  the 
change  of  the  lines  and  grades  of  Highland,  Seminole  and 
Chelten  avenues,  the  change  of  the  lines  and  grades  and 
the  opening  and  grading  of  Evergreen  avenue,  Navahoe 
street  and  the  new  St.  Martins  lane,  within  the  limits  de- 
scribed in  this  contract;  the  changes  of  the  grades  of  the 
railroad  and  the  reconstruction  of  tracks,  telegraph  and 
telephone  lines,  and  station  facilities  and  their  appurte- 
nances, on  the  new  grades  from  a  point  about  1,100  feet 
south  of  to  a  point  about  1,600  feet  north  of  Highland  Sta- 
tion as  now  located ;  of  constructing  a  bridge  to  carry 
Highland  and  Seminole  avenues  over  and  above  the  tracks 
of  the  said  Pennsylvania  Companies ;  of  constructing  a 
footbridge,  with  suital)le  stairways  and  approaches  over 
and  above  said  tracks  on  the  line  of  Hartwell  avenue;  of 
readjusting  the  bridge  carrying  the  tracks  of  the  said  com- 
panies over  and  above  Gravers  lane;  of  grading  Gravers 
lane  and  macadamizing  a  16-feet  wide  roadway  therein 
from  Seminole  avenue  to  St.  Martins  lane ;  of  lowering  the 
grade  of  the  railroad  and  reconstructing  the  tracks,  tele- 
graph and  telephone  lines,  station  facilities  and  their  ap- 
purtenances on  the  new  grade  authorized  under  authority 
of  this  ordinance  from  a  point  about  900  feet  southeast  of 
to  a  point  about  1,300  feet  northwest  of  Chelten  avenue 
Station ;  of  constructing  a  bridge  to  carry  Chelten  avenue 
over  the  tracks  of  the  said  Pennsylvania  Companies;  and 
of  all  the  work  incident  to  and  necessary  for  the  opening 
and  paving  of  Hortter  street  within  the  right-of-way  of  the 
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said  Pennsylvania  Companies,  the  grading  of  the  said 
Hortter  street,  between  Pelham  road  and  MoCallum  street, 
and  of  constructing  a  bridge  to  carry  the  said  railroad  over 
and  above  said  Hortter  street,  except  the  cost  of  work  inci- 
dent to  or  necessary  for  changing  the  location,  grade  or  con- 
struction of  the  private  siding  of  the  Gerinantown  Steam 
Company  beyond  the  limits  of  the  right-of-way  of  the  said 
Pennsylvania  Companies  at  or  near  Hortter  street:  Pro- 
vided, That  all  changes  or  improvements  to  existing  sta- 
tions and  appurtenances  other  than  those  required  to 
adapt  the  present  traffic  facilities  and  appurtenances  to 
the  new  condition  shall  be  wholly  paid  for  by  the  said 
Pennsylvania  Companies. 

Seventh.  The  various  portions  of  the  work  authorized 
and  provided  for  by  this  contract  and  ordinance  shall  be 
done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works,  or  such  engineer  as  shall  be  desig- 
nated by  him  for  that  duty,  and  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Companies.  They  shall  confer  with  each 
other  in  respect  to  the  j)lans  and  specifications  for  the  va- 
rious parts  or  portions  of  the  work,  and  in  respect  to  the 
performiance  of  the  work,  at  all  times  during  the  prejoara- 
tion  and  progress  of  the  same ;  and  each  shall,  upon  no- 
tice from  the  other,  of  any  fault  or  failure  of  any  party, 
firm  or  corporation  holding  contracts  for  any  part  of  said 
work,  promptly  proceed  to  secure  full  compliance  with  the 
plans  and  specifications  pertaining  thereto,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  contract. 

The  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Pennsylvania  Companies  is 
authorized  to  employ  such  engineers,  assistants,  draughts- 
men, engineer  corps  and  inspectors  as  may  be  necessary  to 
prepare  or  examine  plans  and  specifications  and  to  insure 
the  prompt  and  efficient  execution  of  the  work,  and  to  in- 
clude all  expenses  for  salaries,  transportation,  office  and 
incidental  expenses  of  said  engineering  force,  and  the  costs 
of  tests  and  inspection  not  otherwise  provided  for,  in  the 
cost  of  the  work. 

The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is 
hereby  authorized  to  appoint  such  engineers,  assistants, 
draughtsmen,  engineer  corps  and  inspectors  as  may  be  re- 
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quired  to  enable  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  pre- 
pare or  examine  plans  and  specifications,  to  properly  in- 
spect the  work  during  progress  of  construction  and  to  pre- 
pare the  necessary  certificates  and  other  documentary  rec- 
ords of  the  work.  All  expenses  for  salaries,  transporta- 
tion, office  and  incidental  expenses  of  said  engineering 
force,  and  the  expenses  of  inspection  and  tests  made  by  the 
same  and  not  otherwise  provided  for,  shall  be  included  in 
the  cost  of  the  work. 

In  case  of  emergency  work  in  maintaining  railroad  or 
highway  travel,  and  in  other  cases  where  necessary,  not 
covered  by  contract,  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Companies  shall  have  authority  to  employ  la- 
borers, hire  machinery  and  purchase  materials  to  perform 
such  work ;  a  labor  force  account  and  an  account  of  the 
materials  so  used  shall  be  kept  and,  after  approval  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  of  the  City,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Pennsylvania  Com- 
panies and  included  in  the  cost  of  the  work. 

In  cases  of  emergency  work  in  protecting  and  maintain- 
ing municipal  structures,  in  other  cases  where  necessary, 
and  in  such  classes  of  work  upon  the  highways  as  may  not 
be  covered  by  contract,  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  is  hereby  authorized  to  employ  laborers, 
hire  machinery  and  purchase  materials  to  perform  such 
work,  and  a  labor  force  account  and  an  account  of  the 
materials  so  used  shall  be  kept  and,  after  approval  by 
the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Penns.ylvania  Companies,  shall 
be  paid  by  the  City  and  included  in  the  cost  of  the  work. 

Eighth.  The  City  covenants  and  agrees  to  maintain,  at 
its  sole  expense,  the  bridges  to  be  built  under  the  terms  of 
this  contract  to  carry  Highland,  Seminole  and  Chelten 
avenues  over  and  above  the  tracks  of  the  said  railroad. 

Ninth.  The  Pennsylvania  Companies  covenant  and 
agree,  at  their  sole  expense,  to  maintain  the  bridges  to  be 
constructed  under  the  terms  of  this  contract  to  carry  the 
said  railroad  over  and  above  Gravers  lane  and  Hortter 
street,  and  the  footbridge  over  and  above  the  tracks  of  the 
said  railroad  on  the  line  of  ITartwell  avenue. 
14 
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Tenth.  It  is  mutually  covenanted  and  agreed  by  and 
between  the  parties  hereto  that  the  City  and  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Companies  shall  each  pay  one-half  of  all  costs  and 
damages  assessed  against  the  City  by  reason  of  the  change 
of  the  lines  and  grades  of  Highland,  Seminole  and  Chel- 
ten  avenues,  by  reason  of  the  change  of  lines  and  grades 
and  the  opening  of  Evergreen  avenue,  jSTavahoe  street  and 
the  new  St.  Martins  lane,  and  the  vacation  of  portions  of 
Highland  avenue  and  St.  Martins  lane,  within  the  limits 
described  in  this  contract,  and  of  the  cost  of  all  property, 
other  than  that  owned  by  the  Pennsylvania  Companies, 
required  for  the  reconstruction  of  said  tracks  on  the  new 
grade  as  provided  for  by  this  contract  at  or  near  High- 
land Station  and  Chelten  Avenue  Station.  It  is  also  fur- 
ther covenanted  and  agreed  that  the  Pennsylvania  Com- 
panies shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  and  costs  arising 
from  such  accidents  as  may  be  due  solely  to  negligence  or 
carelessness  in  railroad  operation. 

For  the  more  speedy  and  economical  adjustment  of 
claims  arising  or  to  arise  hereunder,  the  City  Solicitor, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Mayor,  and  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Pennsylvania  Companies,  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  compromise,  settle  and  adjust  any  or  all  such 
claims,  and  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  direct  the 
drawing  of  warrants  for  his  approval  upon  the  City  Treas- 
urer, for  such  sums  as  shall  be  required  from  time  to  time 
for  the  settlement  and  payment  of  such  claims,  the  amounts 
thereof  to  be  taken  from  the  appropriations  herein  pro- 
vided for :  Provided,  That  when  any  claim  shall  be  pre- 
sented to  or  any  suit  on  account  thereof  shall  be  brought 
against  either  of  the  said  parties,  the  other  shall  have  the 
right,  on  due  notice,  to  appear  and  defend,  on  its  own  be- 
half, or  otherwise  it  shall  not  be  bound  by  any  judgment 
or  decree  in  the  premises:  Provided,  That  it  shall  be 
competent  for  the  City  Solicitor  to  arrange  with  the 
Pennsylvania  Companies  and  their  attorneys  for  division 
of  the  work  of  preparing  cases  for  trial,  the  preparation 
and  production  of  testimony,  and  the  conduct  of  hearings 
or  trials ;  and  all  expenses  connected  with  the  defence  of 
such  claims  or  suits,  except  the  service  of  the  City  So- 
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licitor,  or  his  associates,  or  of  special  counsel  to  be  em- 
ployed on  behalf  of  the  City,  or  the  services  of  the  attor- 
neys or  counsel  of  the  Pennsylvania  Companies,  shall  be 
included  in  and  settled  and  paid  for  as  part  of  the  expense 
of  the  work  in  this  ordinance  provided  for  out  of  the  ap- 
propriations to  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

The  Pennsylvania  Companies  further  agree  to  release 
the  City  from  all  claims  for  damages  to  any  property, 
owned  or  controlled  by  them,  which  may  be  affected  by 
reason  of  the  revision  of  the  lines  and  grades  of  Highland, 
Seminole  and  Chelten  avenues,  the  revision  of  the  lines 
and  grades  and  the  opening  of  Evergreen  avenue,  jSTava- 
hoe  street  and  St.  Martins  lane,  and  the  opening  of  Hort- 
ter  street. 

Eleventh.  It  is  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties 
hereto  that  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  shall  arrange  with  the  proper  officials  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Companies  for  the  keeping  by  the  City  and  by  the 
Pennsylvania  Companies  of  true  and  itemized  accounts 
concerning  the  various  payments  and  disbursements  made, 
or  to  be  made,  by  each  upon  all  obligations,  whether  as- 
sumed by  contract  or  in  any  manner  herein  authorized. 
Settlements  between  the  City  and  the  said  companies, 
based  upon  said  itemized  account,  duly  certified,  shall  be 
made  monthly  as  the  work  herein  provided  for  shall 
progress,  and  the  said  Director  shall  draw  a  warrant  or 
warrants  for  any  balance  that  may  be  payable  to  the  Penn- 
sylvania Companies;  in  like  manner  the  Pennsylvania 
Companies  shall  promptly  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  all 
such  sums  as  may  be  found  to  be  due  and  payable  to  the 
City,  and  all  such  sums  shall  be  credited  to  the  appro- 
priation by  the  City  and  become  immediately  available 
for  the  work  provided  for  herein.  The  City  and  the 
Pennsylvania  Companies  shall  and  will  make  prompt 
payments  of  their  respective  proportions  of  said  cost  at' 
the  times  and  in  the  manner  set  forth. 

Twelfth.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  work  provided 
for,  all  old  rails  and  other  materials  now  in  use  by  the 
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said  Pennsylvania  Companies  which  may  not  be  used  in 
the  construction  of  new  work,  shall  be  disposed  of  at  pub- 
lic sale,  and  the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be  credited  to  the 
joint  appropriation.  It  is  also  provided  that  upon  the 
completion  of  the  work  provided  for,  all  old  paving  mate- 
rials and  street  improvements  removed  from,  the  work,  but 
not  actually  used  for  the  joint  interest,  shall  be  disposed 
of  at  public  sale,  and  the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be  cred- 
ited to  the  joint  appropriation:  Provided,  That  should 
the  Pennsylvania  Companies  desire  to  hold  any  of  the  said 
old  rails  or  other  materials  so  to  be  disposed  of,  an  ap- 
praisement of  the  value  of  the  same  shall  be  made,  and 
such  appraised  value  credited  to  the  joint  appropriation: 
Provided  further.  That  should  the  City  desire  to  hold  any 
paving  materials  or  street  improvements  removed  from  the 
work  and  so  to  be  disposed  of,  an  appraisement  of  the 
value  of  the  same  shall  be  made,  and  such  appraised  values 
credited  to  the  joint  appropriation. 

Thirteenth.  The  work  authorized  by  this  contract  shall 
be  started  within  six  months  after  the  approval  of  said 
contract  by  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania,  and  shall  be  completed 
within  two  years  thereafter. 

Fourteenth.  It  is  hereby  understood  and  agreed  that 
neither  the  purpose  nor  intent,  nor  the  obligation  of  this 
contract,  if  and  when  approved  by  the  Public  Service 
Commission  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  is 
such  as  to  impair  or  in  any  wise  affect  the  exercise  by  the 
said  Commission  of  any  of  the  powers  vested  in  it  by  the 
Public  Service  Company  Law,  approved  July  26,  1913.

AGREEMEITT. 

This  Agreement^  made  this  day 

of  1915,  by  and  between  the  City  of 

Philadelphia,  herein  referred  to  as  the  City,  and  the 
Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad  Company  and  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  herein  called  the 
Baltimore  Companies,  Witnesseth  : 

Whereas^  Under  an  agreement  dated  March  23,  1914, 
the  execution  of  which  was  authorized  by  ordinance  ap- 
proved February  14,  1914,  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
agreed  {inter  alia)  to  purchase  and  the  Baltimore  Compan- 
ies agreed  to  sell,  for  municipal  development  of  the  water 
front,  the  real  estate,  piers,  terminal  facilities  and  ap- 
purtenances situate  between  McKean  street  and  Jackson 
street,  and  between  the  east  line  of  Delaware  avenue  and 
the  pierhead  line,  and  that  there  should  be  paid  and 
received  therefor  the  appraised  value  of  the  said  real 
estate,  to  be  determined  as  therein  provided ; 

And  Whereas,  It  is  claimed  by  the  Baltimore  Com- 
panies that  they  are  not  bound  to  perform  said  agreement 
of  sale  until  after  there  shall  have  been  provided  new  real 
estate  and  yard  facilities  equal  to  those  abandoned; 

And  Whereas,  The  present  plans  of  the  City  for 
municipal  development  at  this  point  can  be  carried  out 
without  substantial  interference  with  such  part  of  said 
real  estate  as  is  now  in  active    use    by    said    Baltimore 
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Companies,  and  said  Baltimore  Companies  are  desirous 
of  co-operating  in  said  plans  of  municipal  development 
in  the  way  and  to  the  extent  hereinafter  stated;  Now, 
therefore.  As  a  compromise  settlement  it  is  hereby  agreed 
as  follows: 

First.  The  Baltimore  Companies  hereby  waive  any  and 
all  objection  to  the  free  and  unrestricted  use  by  the  City 
for  purposes  of  municipal  development  of  the  water  front, 
within  the  limitations  stated  in  said  agreement  of  March 
23,  1914,  of  so  much  of  said  real  estate  agreed  to  be  pur- 
chased and  sold  as  lies  north  of  the  north  line  of  Snyder 
avenue,  the  front  thereof  along  the  bulkhead  being  ap- 
proximately three  hundred  and  seventy  feet,  including 
all  riparian  and  other  rights  appurtenant  thereto ;  said 
tract  being  hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Tract  A." 

Second.  When  an  appraisement  shall  hereafter  be  made 
of  said  real  estate  of  the  Baltimore  Companies,  as  pro- 
vided in  said  agreement  of  March  23,  1914,  there  shall  be 
made  a  separate  appraisement  of  the  present  value  of  said 
'^Tract  A,"  and  interest  upon  the  value  of  said  "Tract  A" 
at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum  from  the  date  of 
this  agreement  to  the  date  of  the  payment  of  said  award 
shall  be  added  to  the  amount  thereof,  and  paid  by  the  said 
City. 

Third.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  City  to  construct  on 
said  site,  and  other  land  adjoining  on  the  north,  a  doublo- 
decked  pier  planned  to  be  approximately  two  hundred  and 
fift}"  feet  in  width  and  nine  hundred  feet  in  length,  and 
so  located  that  the  southerly  side  thereof  shall  be  at  least 
two  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet  north  of  the  northerly 
side  of  Pier  80.  Upon  the  completion  of  said  pier  the 
City  will  execute  and  deliver  to  the  Baltimore  Com- 
panies, on  their  request,  a  lease,  in  form  attached  hereto 
and  made  part  hereof,  of  the  southern  half  thereof,  the 
rental  therefor  not  to  exceed  $20,000  per  annum  with  a 
reduction  in  proportion  as  the  area  of  the  pier  may  be 
less  than  900x250  feet;  said  lease  shall  be  for  the  term 
of  five  years  from  date  of  completion  of  said  pier,  with 
such  further  extensions  of  the  term  from  year  to  year  as 
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the  lessee  ma}^  desire,  until  the  provision  of  the  new  real 
estate,  piers  and  yard  facilities  and  the  occupation  and 
operation  thereof  by  the  Baltimore  Companies  provided 
for  in  said  agreement  of  March  23,  1914,  but  if  said  new 
real  estate,  piers  and  yard  facilities  are  provided  and  be- 
come ready  for  occupation  and  operation  by  the  lessee 
before  the  expiration  of  said  period  of  five  years,  the  lessor 
shall  have  the  right  to  terminate  this  lease  upon  then  giv- 
ing to  the  lessee  written  notice  of  such  termination  at 
a  date  sufficiently  in  the  future  as  will  enable  the  lessee 
to  remove  from  the  demised  premises  to  said  new  facilities 
without  interference  with  the  performance  by  the  lessee 
of  its  corporate  functions  and  duties  to  the  public.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  amend  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  author- 
ize and  regulate  the  erection  and  construction  of  iron 
awnings  over  the  sidewalks,  and  authorizing  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  to  issue  permits  therefor," 
approved  March  22,  1900. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  ordinance  en- 
titled "An  Ordinance  to  authorize  and  regulate  the  erecr 
tion  and  construction  of  iron  awnings  over  the  sidewalks, 
and  authorizing  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  to 
issue  permits  therefor,"  approved  March  22,  1900,  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  Sections  1,  2,  3,  4  and  5, 
and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

SECTioisr  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  no  one  shall  erect  or 
maintain  a  metal  or  glass  awning  over  a  sidewalk  without 
obtaining  a  permit  therefor  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Highways. 

Sect.  2.  No  such  awning  shall  extend  more  than  four 
(4)  feet  from  the  building  line  except  in  front  of  railroad 
stations,  theatres  and  hotels,  which  may  have  one  such 
awning  extending  to  the  curb  in  front  of  one  door  of  the 
building  facing  on  each  street  from  which  it  may  have 
an  entrance.  Every  such  awning  shall  leave  at  least  ten 
(10)  feet  clear  head  rooiii  over  the  sidewalk,  and  no  sign 
of  any  kind  shall  be  displayed  thereon. 

■Sect.  3.  The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  may 
issue  a  permit  for  the  erection  of  such  an  awning  if  the 
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plans  and  specifications  thereof  are  approved  by  him  and 
are  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
and  the  proposed  awning  appears  to  him  to  be  otherwise 
desirable  at  the  location  selected. 

Sect.  4.  Permits  shall  also  be  required  for  all  repairs 
or  alterations  to  existing  metal  or  glass  awnings,  which 
may  be  granted  if  the  proposed  repairs  or  alterations  are 
satisfactory  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways. 

Sect.  5.  Every  applicant  shall  pay  to  the  Receiver  of 
Taxes  for  every  permit  issued  for  the  erection  or  the  re- 
pair or  alteration  of  such  awnings,  before  such  permit  is 
issued,  the  sum  of  three  (3)  dollars.

ture of  the  Market  Street  Elevated  Passenger  Railway 
Company,  north  of  City  Hall,  to  a  point  in  Broad  street 
at  the  south  side  of  the  existing  subway  structure  of  the 
Market  Street  Elevated  Passenger  Railway  Company, 
south  of  City  Hall,  and  passing  diagonally  under  the 
westerly  side  of  City  Hall,  together  with  any  or  all  work 
appurtenant  thereto,  including  station  platforms  and  en- 
trances.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  regulate  the  operation  of  motor  busses  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  and  providing  for  the  licensing  thereof. 

■Section  1.  The  Select  and  'Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  for  the  purposes  of 
this  ordinance  a  motor  bus  is  defined  to  be  any  motor 
propelled  vehicle  operated  in  or  upon  the  streets  of  the 
City  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  passengers  for  hire : 
Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  apply  to 
any  street  railway  car  or  motor-propelled  vehicle  used  ex- 
clusively for  sight-seeing  purposes  or  to  any  motor-pro- 
pelled vehicle  which  is  rented  or  hired  from  a  fixed  stand 
in  the  street  or  from  a  public  or  private  garage,  the  destina- 
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tion  of  whicli  is  solely  under  the  direction  of  tlie  passenger 
or  passengers  transported  therein,  or  to  any  motor-pro- 
pelled vehicle  the  charge  or  fare  for  transportation  in 
which  is  not  fixed,  but  is  determined  and  regulated  by  a 
meter  attached  to  such  vehicle:  Provided  further.  That 
nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  affect,  amend  or  repeal 
any  of  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  July  15,  1907, 
with  respect  to  omnibusses  carrying  not  less  than  thirty 
(30)  nor  more  than  forty  (40)  passengers.  For  the  pur- 
poses of  this  ordinance  the  word  "driver"  is  defined  to 
mean  the  person  operating  a  motor  bus. 

■Sect.  2.  That  no  motor  bus  shall  be  operated  in  or 
upon  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  unless  a 
license  be  first  obtained  by  the  owner,  lessee  or  bailee, 
from  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  (Bureau  of 
Police).  Application  for  a  license  shall  be  made  to  said 
Bureau  of  Police  upon  a  form  provided  by  it,  and  shall 
give  the  name,  age,  and  residence  of  the  person  or  per- 
sons applying  therefor;  if  a  partnership  or  association, 
the  names,  ages  and  residences  of  the  person  or  persons 
composing  such  partnership  or  association ;  if  a  corpora- 
tion, the  corporate  name  and  place  of  incorporation,  with 
the  names  and  residences  of  the  ofiicers.  The  applicant 
shall  also  state  whether  he  is  the  owner,  lessee  or  bailee 
of  the  motor  bus  sought  to  be  licensed,  and  the  experience 
and .  qualifications  as  a  driver  of  motor  vehicles  of  the 
person  who  is  to  operate  said  motor  bus,  the  route  or  routes 
over  which  it  is  proposed  to  operate  such  motor  bus,  to- 
gether with  such  other  information  as  the  said  Bureau  of 
Police  may  require.  A  separate  application  shall  be  filed 
for  each  motor  bus  to  be  licensed,  in  which  such  motor  shall 
be  described  by  giving  the  make  of  the  car,  factory  number, 
motor  number  and  the  State  license  number,  together  with 
the  nuniber  of  persons,  including  the  driver,  who  are  to 
be  carried  thereon.  Every  application  shall  be  acknowl- 
edged before  a  Notary  Public  or  other  person  duly  author- 
ized to  administer  oaths. 

Whenever  an  application  is  presented  to  said  Bureau 
of  Police  it  shall  either  approve  or  reject  the  applica- 
tion.   But  if  the  application  be  approved,  no  license  shall 
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issue  until  the  applicant  present  to  said  Bureau  of  Police 

(1)  a  certificate  from  the  City  Solicitor  that  the  bond 
or  bonds  hereinafter  required  have  been  filed  in  his  office ; 

(2)  a  receipt  or  receipts  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  for  the 
payment  of  the  license  fee  hereinafter  required.  All 
licenses  issued  hereunder  shall  be  in  force  for  one  year 
from  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year,  subject  to  the  right 
of  revocation  by  said  Bureau  of  Police  as  hereinafter 
provided,  and  no  license  shall  issue  except  that  it  expire 
on  the  first  day  of  April  next  ensuing. 

Sect.  3.  That  in  order  to  insure  the  safety  of  the 
public  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner,  lessee  or  bailee 
of  any  motor  bus  to  operate  or  cause  or  permit  such  motor 
bus  to  be  operated,  nor  shall  any  license  be  issued  here- 
under, until  and  unless  the  owner,  lessee  or  bailee  shall 
have  given,  and  there  is  in  full  force  and  effect  during 
the  whole  time  of  operation  of  such  bus,  a  good  and  suf- 
ficient bond  in  the  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred 
(2,500)  dollars  for  each  bus  licensed.  The  said  bond  to 
have  such  surety  or  sureties  and  to  be  in  such  form  as 
may  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor  with  whom  the  said 
bond  shall  be  filed.  Such  bonds  shall  be  given  to  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  and  shall  by  its  terms  be  conditioned: 
(1)  For  the  faithful  performance  of  each  and  every  pro- 
vision of  this  ordinance;  (2)  that  any  person  or  persons 
who  may  be  injured  or  damaged  in  person  or  in  property 
by  the  operation  of  such  bus  may  sue  under  such  bond 
in  the  name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  recover  there- 
under such  damages  as  they  may  have  sustained. 

Sect.  4.  That  before  any  such  license  shall  issue,  the 
person  or  persons,  firm,  association  or  corporation  apply- 
ing for  the  same  shall  pay  to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  for  the  use  of  said  City,  the  sum 
of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  each  motor  bus  to  be  licensed: 
Provided,  That  one-half  only  of  the  above  sum  shall  be 
charged  in  the  case  of  licenses  issued  after  the  first  day  of 
January  and  before  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year. 
The  fee  for  each  driver's  license  shall  be  one  (1)  dollar, 
which  shall  include  the  costs  of  a  badge  and  identification 
card  hereinafter  required. 
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Sect.  5.  When  an  application  is  approved  and  tlie 
applicant  has  complied  with  the  provisions  of  Sections  2, 
3  and  4  hereof,  and  said  Bureau  of  Police  is  satisfied  as 
to  the  good  character  of  the  applicant,  and  that  the  motor 
bus  to  be  operated  is  a  proper  and  safe  vehicle  for  the 
transportation  of  passengers,  it  shall  issue  a  license  to 
such  applicant,  together  with  an  identification  card. 
Such  identification  card  shall  be  of  suitable  size  for 
each  motor  bus  licensed.  Said  identification  card  shall 
give  the  description  of  the  holder  of  said  license,  his  age, 
and  the  description  of  the  car,  the  name  of  the  owner, 
lessee  or  bailee,  his  residence,  the  serial  number  of  the 
license,  the  number  of  persons  said  bus  is  permitted  to 
carry  and  the  route  or  routes  over  which  the  motor  bus  is  to 
be  operated.  Said  identification  card  is  to  be  attached  to 
said  bus  so  that  the  same  may  be  easily  read  by  any  person 
therein,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  operate  any  bus  unless 
said  identification  card  is  attached  thereto  in  the  manner 
specified,  and  shall  be  presented  for  inspection  upon  the 
request  of  any  police  officer  or  other  person  desiring  to 
examine  the  same. 

In  addition,  there  shall  be  issued  a  badge  and  identifi- 
cation card  to  the  person  who  has  been  named  in 
the  application,  under  the  provisions  of  Section  2 
hereof,  as  the  driver  of  said  motor  bus.  Said  badge 
shall  be  circular  in  shape  approximately  two  inchehs 
in  diameter  and  shall  be  inscribed  with  the  words: 
"License  Driver  'No.  ,  Philadelphia"   (setting  forth 

the  serial  number).  It  shall  be  worn  in  a  conspicuous 
manner  by  the  person  to  whom  it  is  issued  at  all  times 
while  such  person  is  operating  or  in  charge  of  any  motor 
bus.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  having  procured 
a  driver's  license  to  permit  any  other  person  to  wear  his 
badge  or  carry  his  identification  card,  and  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  while  operating  or  in  charge  of 
a  motor  bus  to  wear  the  badge  or  carry  the  identification 
card  of  another  driver  so  licensed. 

Sect.  6.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  carry  a  greater 
number  of  persons  or  passengers  in  any  motor  bus  than 
permitted  by  the  license  or  to  operate  the  said  bus  over 
any  route  not  covered  by  the  license. 
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Sect.  7.  That  it  shall  he  unlawful  for  any  person 
to  drive,  operate  or  be  in  charge  of  any  motor  bus  without 
first  having  obtained  a  driver's  license  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided for. 

Any  owner,  lessee  or  bailee  whose  motor  bus  is 
operated  or  in  charge  of  a  person  not  licensed  as  herein 
provided  shall  be  subject,  as  well  as  the  person  so  operat- 
ing, to  a  fine  or  fines  as  hereinafter  imposed  for  a  viola- 
tion of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Sect.  8.  That  the  owner,  lessee  or  bailee  of  a  motor 
bus  licensed  hereunder  may  substitute  one  motor  bus  for 
another,  but  if  such  substitution  continue  for  more  than 
seven  days,  a  like  description  of  such  substituted  motor 
bus  shall  be  filed  with  said  Bureau  of  Police  as  is  herein 
required  upon  filing  application  for  a  license  to  operate 
a  motor  bus,  and  a  notice  of  such  substitution  shall  be 
endorsed  upon  the  identification  card.  A  fee  of  fifty  (50) 
cents  shall  accompany  every  such  application  for  substitu- 
tion. 

Sect.  9.  That  the  driver  of  every  motor  bus  shall 
carefully  preserve  and  keep  any  article  left  in  such  bus 
by  a  passenger.  If  not  called  for  by  the  owner  within 
twenty-four  hours,  each  and  every  article  shall  thereupon 
be  turned^  over  to  the  Bureau  of'  Police  for  safe  keeping 
and  identification  by  the  owner. 

Sect.  10.  That  no  license  shall  be  issued  for  the 
operation  of  a  motor  bus  over  any  north  and  south  route 
unless  the  same  shall  extend  from  Market  street  north  to 
Olney  avenue,  or  from  Market  street  south  to  the  Wavy 
Yard,  or  over  any  east  and  west  route  unless  its  terminal 
points  are  Delaware  avenue  on  the  east  and  the  County 
line  on  the  west;  except  that  a  route  may  be  established 
from  City  Hall  to  Thirty-third  and  Diamond  streets. 

Every  motor  bus  must  be  operated  over  its  whole  route 
in  a  continuous  trip  from  one  terminal  point  thereof  to 
the  other,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  charge  a  greater  fare 
than  five  (5)  cents  for  a  continuous  ride  over  the  whole 
route:  Provided,  That  when  a  game  is  being  plaved  at 
either  Base  Ball  Park,  such  Park  may  be  made  the 
northern  terminal  of  vehicles  operating  on  North  Broad 
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street,  and  after  discharging  passengers  there  the  vehicle 
may  return  to  the  terminal  at  City  Hall. 

Sect.  11.  That  there  shall  be  attached  to  every  motor 
bus  a  sign  upon  which  there  shall  be  set  forth  the  main 
street  or  streets  of  the  route,  the  terminal  points,  the 
license  number  of  the  bus,  and  the  fare  or  fares  charged, 
and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  owner,  lessee  or  bailee, 
driver  or  person  in  charge  thereof,  to  charge  a  greater 
fare  than  that  set  forth  on  said  sign:  Provided,  That  no 
sign  shall  be  carried  on  the  wind-shield  of  a  motor  bus  in 
any  way  obstructing  or  interfering  with  the  driver's 
vision. 

Sect.  12.  That  the  Bureau  of  Police  are  hereby  au- 
thorized from  time  to  time  to  issue  rules  and  regulations 
governing  the  operation  of  motor  busses  in  and  upon  the 
streets  of  the  City,  which  rules  and  regulations  shall  be 
observed  and  obeyed  by  all  owners,  lessees,  bailees  and 
drivers  of  motor  busses  under  penalty  of  the  fines  herein- 
after imposed:  Provided,  That  no  provision  of  this  or 
any  other  section  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  constructed  to 
exempt  any  motor  bus,  its  owner,  lessee,  bailee  or  driver, 
from  the  general  trafiic  regulations  now  or  hereafter  in  ' 
force  in  the  City :  Provided  further.  That  no  provision  in 
this,  or  any  other  section  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  con- 
structed as  prohibiting  the  Bureau  of  Police  from  regulat- 
ing the  operation  of  motor  busses  or  excluding  the  same 
from  any  street  or  streets  which  it  shall  at  any  time  con- 
sider unsuited  for  such  traffic ;  it  being  the  intent  of  this 
ordinance  that  said  Bureau  in  the  course  of  its  general 
supervision  of  traffic  in  the  City  may  from  time  to  time 
determine  and  regulate  the  route  or  routes  over  which 
motor  busses  may  be  operated,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  Section  10'  hereof,  and  as  a  part  of  such  regulations  may 
exclude  such  busses  from  any  street  or  parts  of  streets. 

Sect.  13.  That  the  said  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Safety  is  hereby  authorized  in  his  discretion  to 
suspend  or  revoke  any  license  as  owner,  lessee,  bailee  or 
driver  granted  hereunder  in  the  event  that  the  person 
holding  such  license  or  his  agent  or  employee  fails,  re- 
fuses or  neglects  to  obey  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  or  whenever  said  Director  of  the  Department 
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of  Public  Safety  believes  that  the  safety  of  the  traveling 
public  demands  such  suspension  or  revocation. 

Sect.  14.  That  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  who 
shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  Sections  2,  3,  4,  5, 
6,  7,  8,  9,  10  and  11  of  this  ordinance,  or  shall  make  any 
false  statements  as  to  any  of  the  matters  required  to  be 
breach  of  this  ordinance  and  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  five  (5)  nor  more  than  twelve  (12)  dollars 
and  fifty  (50)  cents  for  a  first  offense,  of  not  less  than 
seven  (7)  dollars  and  fifty  (50)  cents  nor  more  than 
twenty-five  (25)  dollars  for  a  second  offense,  and  not  less 
than  twelve  (12)  dollars  and  fifty  (50)  cents  nor  more 
than  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  each  subsequent  offense.  That 
any  person,  firm  or  corporation  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
rules  or  regulations  governing  the  operation  of  motor 
busses,  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  issued  by  the 
Bureau  of  Police  under  the  authority  of  Section  12  hereof, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  ordinance  and  subject  to 
a  fine  of  ten  (10)  dollars.  The  said  fines  shall  be  levied 
and  collected  as  like  fines  are  now  levied  and  collected  by 
law,  and  that  any  police  officer  is  hereby  authorized  to 
arrest  the  owner,  driver  or  person  in  charge  of  any  motor 
bus^  for  any  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance. 

Sect.  15.  Tliat  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  So- 
licitor, upon  being  furnished  with  evidence  of  any  viola- 
tion of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  to  sue  before  any 
Magistrate,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  or  Court  having  lawful 
jurisdiction,  and  to  collect  and  recover  for  the  use  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  the  fine  or  fines  for  such  violation 
in  the  same  manner  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  by  law 
recovered. 

Sect.  16.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  ten  days 
after  passage. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

To  amend  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  au- 
thorize the  revision  of  the  lines  and  grades  of  Dyott 
street,  from  Delaware  avenue  northeastward,"  approved 
July  7,  A.  D.  1914,  so  as  to  provide  for  the  payment

necessary  to  conform  the  street  improvements  to  the 
lines  and  grades  as  revised  under  authority  of  this  ordi- 
nance and  of  the  ordinance  approved  tlie  twenty-sixth

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Director  of  the 
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Department  of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries  be,  and  is 
hereby  authorized  to  use  the  unencumbered  l)alance  of  the 
two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (250,000)  dollars  appro- 
priated to  said  Department  by  Act  of  Assembly  approved 
July  25,  1913,  axaounting  to  seventeen  thousand  (17,000) 
dollars,  and  a  sum  not  to  exceed  fifty  thousand  (50,000) 
dollars,  of  the  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (250,000) 
dollars,  appropriated  to  said  Department  by  Act  of  As- 
sembly approved  June  19,  1915,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
tinuing the  construction  of  a  wooden  bulkhead  along  the 
Schuylkill  river  between  Penrose  Ferry  Bridge  and  Pas- 
syunk  avenue,  and  a  further  sum  not  exceeding  seventy- 
five  thousand  (75,000)  dollars,  out  of  the  two  hundred

To  authorize  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  to  expend  certain  loan  balances  for  repairs  and 
alterations  to  police  and  fire  stations. 

Section"  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety  is  hereby  authorized  to  ex- 
pend any  balances  in  Items  160  and  170  (loans)  in  the 
appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Public  Safety

SECTioisr  1.  The  Select  m%d  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  where  any  person  or 
persons  shall  be  desirous  of  constructing,  extending,  alter- 
ing, improving  or  repairing  any  wharf  or  other  building 
in  the  nature  of  a  wharf  or  other  harbor  structure  situated 
within  the  City  limits,  for  which  the  Acts  of  Assembly  and 
ordinances  of  Councils  require  the  issuance  of  a  license 
or  a  permit  from  the  Department  of  Wharves,  Docks  and 
Ferries,  such  person  or  persons  shall  pay  for  such  privi- 
lege the  sums  as  follows: 

Sect.  2.  For  the  issuance  of  a  license  (requiring 
public  advertising)  to  construct,  extend,  alter,  or  improve 
any  wharf  or  other  building  in  the  nature  of  a  wharf  or 
other  harbor  structure,  a  fee  of  $20  for  advertising,  to  be 
paid  at  the  time  of  application  for  license,  and  in  case  the 
license  is  granted  a  further  charge  for  checking  over  plans, 
issuance  of  license,  and  supervision  of  construction  of  $1 
per  thousand  dollars  of  the  estimated  cost  of  construc- 
tion up  to  $100,000,  and  50  cents  per  thousand  dollars 
for  any  amount  of  estimated  cost  in  excess  of  $100,000, 
but  provided  that  no  license  be  issued  for  a  cost  less  than 
$10'. 

Sect.  3.  For  the  issuance  of  a  permit  (not  requiring 
advertising)  to  construct,  alter,  improve,  or  repair  any 
wharf  or  other  building  in  the  nature  of  a  wharf,  or  other 
harbor  structure,  a  fee  of  $1  per  thousand  dollars  of  the 
estimated  cost  of  construction  up  to  $100,000,  and  50 
cents  per  thousand  dollars  for  any  amount  of  estimated 
cost  in  excess  of  $100,000,  but  no  permit  shall  be  issued 
for  less  than  $2. 

Sect.  4.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect 
on  and  after  July  1,  1915. 
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Sect.  5.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  incon- 
sistent herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

The  City  Solicitor  is  hereby  directed  to  file 
in  the  proper  Court,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  a  petition  for 
the  assessment  of  damages  and  setting  forth  therein  the 
ground  herein  selected  and  appropriated. 

Sect,  4.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter 
security,  in  behalf  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  for  the  pay- 
ment of  any  damages  by  reason  of  the  taking  of  the  tract 
of  ground  herein  described.  Upon  the  filing  of  said  bond 
the  said  ground  is  hereby  placed  under  the  custody  and 
control  of  the  Board  of  Recreation  authorized  by  the  Act 
of  Assembly,  approved  June  0,  1911,  subject  to  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  have  been  or  shall  be  from  time 
to  time  established  by  the  said  Board  of  Eecreation  for  the 
care,  management  and  maintenance  of  public  playgrounds, 
and  the  said  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
immediately  enter  upon  said  premises  and  take  possession 
of  the  same. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

son street,  to  Sixtieth  street  and  Girard  avenue;  from 
Fifty-ninth  street  north  of  Thomas  avenue  to  Fifty-ninth 
street,  between  Thomas  and  Whitby  avenues ;  from  Cum- 
berland street,  between  Franklin  and  Eighth  streets,  to 
Cumberland  street,  between  Eighth  and  Ninth  streets ; 
from  Somerset  street,  between  Trenton  avenue  and  ]\Iem- 
phis  street  to  Somerset  street,  between  Trenton  avenue 
and  Amber  street;  from  west  side  of  Ridge  avenue,  north 
of  Nicetown  lane  to  directly  opposite  on  east  side  of 
Bidge  avenue;  from  Thirty-fourth  street,  between  Bace 
street  and  Powelton  avenue,  to  Thirty-sixth  and  Olive 
streets ;  from  Twenty-fourth,  between  Locust  and  Spruce 
streets  to  Twenty-fourth  street,  between  Walnut  and 
Locust  streets ;  from  American  street  below  ]\f aster  street 
to  Cadwallader  and  Master  streets;  seventeen  (17)  lights 
from  Race  street  pier  to  the  following  locations :  Walnut 
street,  between  Fiftieth  and  Fifty-first  streets ;  Tenth 
and  Rockland  streets ;  Tenth  and  Ruscomb  streets ;  Ben- 
salem  pike  and  Lower  Byberry  road ;  Twenty-first  and 
Rittenhonse  streets;  five  (5)  Spring  Garden  street  bridge, 
upper  deck :  Vine  street,  between  Twenty-second  and 
Twenty-third  streets ;  Germantown  avenue,  south  of  Wis- 
sahickon  creek ;  Chestnut  street  bridge ;  Sixth  street  and 
Chelten  avenue ;  Rising  Sun  avenue,  between  Northeast 
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Boulevard  and  Tabor  road ;  Qiadwielc  street,  between 
Tasker  and  Morris  streets ;  Springfield  avenue  west  of 
Baltimore  Central  Railroad;  sixteen  (16)  lights  from 
Cliestnnt  street  pier  to  the  following  locations:  two  (2) 
Kensington  Recreation  Center;  Eleventh  street,  between 
Ellsworth  street  and  Washington  avenue;  Haverford  and 
Girard  avenues ;  Twentieth  street  and  Oregon  avenue ; 
Twentieth  and  Johnson  streets ;  Twentieth  street  and  Erie 
avenue;  Snyder  avenue  and  Swanson  street;  Oxford 
street,  between  Sixty-first  and  Sixty-third  streets;  Church 
lane  and  Twentieth  streets ;  Chelten  avenue,'  west  of  York 
road ;  Broad  and  Butler  streets ;  Forty-eighth  and  Spruce 
streets;  Fifty-eighth  and  Sanson  streets;  Ludlow  street, 
between  Fortieth  and  Forty-first  streets ;  McKean  street, 
west  of  Twenty-third  street;  from  Thomas  avenue  and 
Ithan  street  to  Fifty-sixth  and  Thomas  avenue ;  from 
Sixteenth  street  north  of  Chestnut  street  to  Seventeenth 
and  Ranstead  streets.

Amendatory  of  and  supplementary  to  an  ordinance  en- 
titled "An  Ordinance  giving  authority  and  consent  by 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  ^  to  the  construction,  mainte- 
nance and  operation  of  so  much  of  the  proposed  branch 
or  improved  line  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Com- 
pany, extending  from  a  point  in  the  said  City  on  its  pres- 
ent main  line  at  or  near  Fifty-sixth  street,  Philadelphia, 
to  connections  with  its  low  grade  line  and  Trenton 
Branch,  at  or  near  Glen  Loch,  in  Chester  County,  as  is 
located  within  the  limits  of  said  City,  and  for  the  pur- 
pose of  aiding  and  enabling  the  construction  thereof, 
providing  upon  certain  terms  and  conditions  for  change 
■and  alteration  of  certain  City  plans  by  revising  the  lines 
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and  grades  of  certain  streets  thereon;  by  striking  there- 
from and  vacating  portions  of  certain  streets,  by  ex- 
tending certain  existing  streets,  by  opening  certain  new 
streets,  and  by  making  such  revisions  of  lines  and  grades 
as  may  be  necessary  to  properly  complete  the  City  plans 
within  certain  limits  of  the  Thirty-fourth  Ward  of  the 
said  City,"  approved  the  2;3d  day  of  JSTovember,  1905. 

Section-  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  an  ordinance  entitled 
"An  Ordinance  giving  authority  and  consent  by  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  to  the  construction,  maintenance  and 
operation  of  so  much  of  the  proposed  branch  or  improved 
line  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  extending 
from  a  point  in  the  said  City  on  its  present  line  at  or  near 
Fifty-sixth  street,  Philadelphia,  to  connections  with  its 
low  grade  line  and  Trenton  Branch,  at  or  near  Glen  Loch, 
in  Chester  County,  as  is  located  within  the  limits  of  said 
City,  and  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  and  enabling  the 
construction  thereof,  providing  upon  certain  terms  and 
conditions  for  change  and  alteration  of  certain  City  plans 
by  revising  the  lines  and  grades  of  certain  streets  thereon, 
by  striking  therefrom  and  vacating  portions  of  certain 
streets,  by  extending  certain  existing  streets,  by  opening 
-certain  new  streets  and  by  making  such  revision  of  lines 
and  grades  of  streets  as  may  be  necessary  to  properly  com- 
plete the  City  plans  within  certain  limits  of  the  Thirty- 
fourth  "Ward  of  the  said  City,"  approved  the  23d  day  of 
November,  1905,  be  amended  and  supplemented  as  fol- 
lows: 

That  Section  5  of  said  ordinance,  which  reads  as  fol- 
lows: 

"Section  5.  No  street  now  or  hereafter  placed  upon 
the  City  plan  shall  cross  the  said  railroad  at  grade:  and 
all  streets  upon  the  City  plan,  as  revised  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  all  streets, 
roads  and  lanes  now  open  or  hereafter  opened,  shall  be 
carried  over  or  under  the  said  railroad.  The  said  Penn- 
sylvania Pailroad  Company  shall  bear  the  entire  cost  of 
constructing  and  forever  maintaining  all  bridges,  whether 
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overhead  or  undergrade,  and  all  tunnels  upon  the  lines  of 
streets,  roads  or  lanes  now  legally  or  physically  open,  and 
upon  the  lines  of  Sixty-eighth  and  Sixty-ninth  streets,  and 
shall  agree  to  pay  one-half  of  the  entire  cost  of  construc- 
tion, and  the  whole  cost  of  maintenance,  of  all  bridges, 
whether  overhead  or  undergrade,  upon  the  lines  of  all 
streets  or  roads  now  upon  the  City  Plan  or  placed  thereon 
under  authority  of  this  ordinance,  and  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided for  therein,  and  hereafter  opened  across  the  line  of 
the  said  railroad,  whenever  Councils,  by  ordinance,  shall 
direct  the  construction  of  such  bridges.  All  bridges  for 
carrying  the  said  railroad  over  and  above  streets  and  roads 
now  opened  or  hereafter  opened  shall  have  a  clearance  of 
at  least  fourteen  (14)  feet  above  the  confirmed  grade  of 
the  street,  and  all  bridges  for  carrying  streets  or  roads 
over  and  above  the  said  railroad  shall  have  a  clearance  of 
at  least  twenty  (20)  feet  above  the  tops  of  the  rails,  and 
shall  be  designed  in  accordance  with  the  standard  specifi- 
cations of  the  Department  of  Public  AVorks  (Bureau  of 
Surveys)  for  the  designing  of  bridges.  No  bridge  of 
any  kind  or  character  shall  be  erected  until  the  plans  for 
the  same  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  Board  of  Surveyors. 
The  said  railroad  company  shall  keep  its  road,  wherever 
it  crosses  the  line  of  any.  street  or  road,  in  good  order  and 
condition  at  all  times,  and  shall  save  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia harmless,  so  far  as  the  said  City  may  be  liable 
therefor,  from  any  liability  or  responsibility  that  may 
arise  from  the  construction  or  operation  of  the  said  rail- 
road over  or  under  any  of  the  streets  aforesaid,  or  for  the 
longitudinal  occupation  of  Malvern  avenue  with  a  tunnel," 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows : 

Section  5.  No  street  now  or  hereafter  placed  upon  the 
City  plan  shall  cross  the  said  railroad  at  grade;  and  all 
streets  upon  the  City  plan,  as  revised  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  all  streets, 
roads  and  lanes  now  open  or  hereafter  opened,  shall  be 
carried  over  or  under  the  said  railroad.  The  said  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad  Company  shall  bear  the  entire  cost  of 
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constmcting  and  forever  maintaining  all  bridges,  whether 
overhead  or  undergrade,  and  all  tunnels  upon  the  lines  of 
streets,  roads  or  lanes  now  legally  or  physically  open,  and 
the  new  street  to  he  opened  across  the  main  line  and  yards 
extending  from  the  intersection  of  Fifty-ninth  street  and 
Lancaster  avenue  to  Fifty-seventh  street  and  Upland  Way, 
and  the  bridge  from  the  east  side  of  Sixty-eighth  street 
to  the  west  side  of  Sixty-ninth  street,  and  shall  agree  to 
pay  one-half  of  the  entire  cost  of  construction,  and  the 
whole  cost  of  maintenance,  of  all  other  bridges,  whether 
overhead  or  undergrade,  upon  the  lines  of  all  streets  or 
roads,  now  iipon  the  City  plan  or  placed  thereon  under 
authority  of  this  ordinance,  and  not  otherwise  provided 
for  herein,  and  hereafter  opened  across  the  line  of  the 
said  railroad,  whenever  Councils,  by  ordinance,  shall 
direct  the  construction  of  said  bridges.  All  bridges  for 
carrying  the  said  railroad  over  and  above  streets  and 
roads  now  opened  or  hereafter  opened  shall  have  a 
clearance  of  at  least  fourteen  (14)  feet  above  the  con- 
firmed grade  of  the  street,  and  all  bridges  for  carrying 
streets  or  roads  over  and  above  the  said  railroad  shall  have 
a  clearance  of  at  least  twenty- three  (23)  feet  above  the 
tops  of  the  rails,  except  the  bridge  to  be  constructed 
across  the  Main  Line  and  yards  at  the  intersection  of 
Fifty-ninth  street  and  Lancaster  avenue  to  Fifty-seventh 
street  and  Upland  Way,  which  shall  have  a  clearance  of 
not  less  than  seventeen  and  one-half  (17^)  feet  over  the 
]\rain  Line  passenger  tracks  and  not  less  than  twenty- 
three  (23)  feet  over  the  yard  tracks  and  the  bridge  on  the 
line  of  ]\[alvern  avenue,  which  shall  have  a  clearance  of 
not  less  than  seventeen  and  one-half  (17^)  feet  over 
the  west  bound  passenger  tracks,  and  shall  be  designed 
in  accordance  with  the  standard  specifications  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys)  for 
the  designing  of  bridges.  Xo  bridge  of  any  kind  or 
character  shall  be  erected  until  the  plans  of  the  same  shall 
have  been  approved  by  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  and  the  Board  of  Surveyors.  The  said 
railroad  company  shall  keep  its  road,  wherever  it  crosses 
the  line  of  anv  street  or  road,  in  jj-ood  order  and  condition 
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at  all  times,  and  shall  save  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
harmless,  so  far  as  the  City  may  be  liable  therefor,  from 
any  liability  or  responsibility  that  may  arise  from  the 
construction  or  operation  of  the  said  railroad  over  or  under 
any  of  the  streets  aforesaid  or  for  the  longitudinal  occa- 
pation  of  Malvern  avenue  with  a  tunnel. 

That  Section  6  of  said  ordinance,  which  reads  as  fol- 
lows: 

"Section  6.  Before  this  ordinance  shall  become  effec- 
tive or  confer  any  authority  upon  the  said  Pennsylvania 
Eailroad  Company,  and  before  the  Board  of  Surveyors 
may  confirm  any  of  the  revisions  or  changes  of  streets  and 
roads  herein  authorized,  the  said  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company  shall  enter  into  an  agreement,  satisfactory  to 
the  City  Solicitor,  to  comply  with  the  following  condi- 
tions :  To  reconstruct  at  its  own  expense  such  portions  of 
the  Mill  Creek  sewer  as  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  may  deem  necessary,  from  a  point  in 
Sixty-second  street,  about  four  hundred  (400)  feet  south 
of  Woodbine  avenue,  along  Sixty-second  street,  Malvern 
avenue.  Sixtieth  street,  Montgomery  avenue  and  Jeffer- 
son street,  and  thence  across  property  of  the  said  railroad 
company  to  Lancaster  avenue,  near  Fifty-sixth  street,  and 
such  other  existing  sewers,  drainage  channels,  water  pipe, 
electrical  conduits  and  other  municipal  structures,  as  may 
be  affected  by  the  construction  of  said  railroad  and  the 
changes  of  lines  and  grades  of  streets  herein  authorized, 
together  with  all  necessary  appurtenances  and  connections 
with  existing  sewers,  in  accordance  with  plans  and  speci- 
fications to  be  prepared  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys)  ;  to  forever  maintain  said 
sewer  or  sewers  and  appurtenances  at  its  own  expense 
wherever  they  lie  within  property  owned  by  the  said  rail- 
road compan}^;  to  permit  inspection  of  the  same  by 
representatives  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  at  any 
time  and  to  repair  same  whenever  directed  to  do  so  by  the 
Director  of  said  Department.  To  construct  its  railroad 
in  tunnel  from  a  point  northeast  of  Lancaster  avenue, 
under  Malvern  avenue,  Sixty-third  street.  Gross  street  and 
Sixty-fourth   street:     Provided,   That  there  shall  be  no 
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tunnel  to  a  point  west  of  Sixty-fourth  street,  and  to  at 
once  construct  steel  or  masonry  bridges  with  floors  paved 
with  asphalt,  and  to  construct  satisfactory  approaches  to 
the  same  to  the  grades  established  under  authority  of  this 
ordinance,  at  its  own  expense,  for  carrying  Sixty-sixth 
street  and  Haverford  avenue,  of  their  full  width  as  now 
confirmed  or  as  confirmed  under  authority  of  this 
ordinance,  over  and  above  the  said  railroad ;  also  to  at 
once  construct  single  span  steel  or  masonry  bridges  for 
carrying  the  said  railroad  over  and  above  Sixty-eighth 
street  and  Sixty-ninth  street  of  their  full  widths  as  now 
confirmed  or  confirmed  under  authority  of  this  ordinance, 
and  to  forever  maintain  all  the  bridges  named  in  this  sec- 
tion at  its  own  expense.  To  dedicate  or  agree  to  dedicate 
to  the  City  as  much  of  the  property  owned  or  controlled 
by  it  as  may  be  required  to  widen  or  open  any  street  or 
road  now  upon  the  City  plan  or  placed  upon  the  City  plan 
under  authority  of  this  ordinance  crossing  under  or  over 
the  said  railroad ;  to  dedicate  or  indemnify  the  City 
against  all  damages  and  costs  for  the  opening  of  the  fol- 
lowing streets  now  upon  the  City  plan  or  placed  thereon 
under  authority  of  this  ordinance:  JefFerson  street,  l)e- 
tween  Fifty-fourth  street  and  Montgomery  avenue :  ^lal- 
vern  avenue,  between  Sixtieth  street  and  Lancaster 
avenue;  Sixtieth  street,  or  Upland  Way,  between  Cole- 
man avenue  and  Montgomery  avenue ;  Sixty-second  street, 
between  a  point  about  four  hundred  (400)  feet  south  of 
"Woodbine  avenue  and  Malvern  avenue ;  the  unopened  por- 
tion of  Fifty-sixth  street,  between  Lancaster  avenue  and 
Jefferson  street ;  IMontgomery  avenue,  between  Sixtieth 
street  and  Jeft'erson  street,  and  so  much  of  Lancaster 
avenue,  between  Fifty-sixth  street  and  Malvern  avenue,  as 
is  owned  or  controlled  by  it.  To  open,  grade  and 
macadamize  to  the  lines  and  grades  confirmed  under  au- 
thority of  this  ordinance,  and  to  construct  the  necessary 
bridges  upon  the  following  streets  at  its  own  expense: 
Ifalvern  avenue,  between  Lancaster  avenue  and  Sixtieth 
street;  Sixtieth  street,  between  Coleman  avenue  and 
IMontgomery  avenue ;  Montgomery  avenue,  between  Six- 
tieth street  and  Jefferson  street :  Jefferson  street  between 
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Montgomerv  avenue  and  Fifty-fourth  street,  and  tlie  un- 
opened portion  of  Fifty-sixth  street,  between  Lancaster 
avenue  and  Jefferson  street.  To  maintain  travel  in  a 
manner  satisfactory  to  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  upon  all  streets  and  roads  now  open  to 
public  use,  or  upon  streets  or  roads  substituted  therefor, 
at  all  times  during  the  construction  of  the  said  railroad. 
The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  shall  also  agree  not 
to  claim  any  damages  for  the  opening,  grading  or  chang- 
ing of  grade  of  any  street  or  road  now  open  or  upon  the 
City  plan,  or  placed  upon  the  City  plan  under  authority 
of  this  ordinance,  or  upon  or  across  any  property  owned 
or  controlled  by  it  within  the  territory  covered  by  this 
ordinance,  and  shall  file  its  bond  in  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (250,000)  dollars  duly  ex- 
ecuted under  its  corporate  seal,  in  a  form  satisfactory  to 
the  City  Solicitor,  conditioned  to  indemnify  the  City 
against  any  or  all  damages  which  may  arise  by  reason  of 
the  construction  of  the  said  railroad  and  the  consequent 
changes  of  lines  and  grades  of  any  street  or  road  now 
legally  or  physically  open,  and  also  to  faithfully  comply 
with  all  the  conditions,  requirements  and  provisions  of 
this  ordinance,  and  shall  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the 
sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  printing  the  same,"  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  6.  Before  this  ordinance  shall  become  effective 
or  confer  any  authority  upon  the  said  Pennsylvania  Eail- 
road  Company,  and  before  the  Board  of  Surveyors  may 
confirm  any  of  the  revisions  and  changes  of  streets  and 
roads  herein  authorized,  the  said  Pennsjdvania  Railroad 
Company  shall  enter  into  an  agreement  satisfactory  to 
the  City  Solicitor,  to  comply  with  the  following  condi- 
tions: to  reconstruct  at  its  own  expense  such  portions  of 
the  Mill  Creek  sewer  as  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  may  deem  necessary  from  the  intersec- 
tion of  Malvern  and  Lancaster  avenues  to  a  point  in  the 
present  sewer  west  of  the  vacated  Fifty-sixth  street,  about 
six  hundred  (GOO)  feet  north  of  Lancaster  avenue,  and 
construct  a  sewer  from  Sixty-first  street  and  Lebanon 
avenue  along  Lebanon  avenue  to  Lancaster  avenue,  and 
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along'  Lancaster  avenue  to  Fifty-ninth  street,  and  con- 
struct and  maintain  at  its  own  expense  a  channel  for 
drainage,  in  addition  to  the  sewer  system,  from  Fifty- 
eighth  street  and  Lebanon  avenue  to  the  southeast  side  of 
Upland  Way,  and  reconstruct  such  other  existing  sewers, 
drainage  channel,  water  pipes,  electrical  conduits  and 
other  municipal  structures  as  may  be  affected  by  the  con- 
struction of  said  railroad  and  the  changes  of  lines  and 
grades  of  streets  herein  authorized,  together  with  all 
necessary  new  sewers  and  inlets  and  appurtenances  and 
connections  therewith  and  with  existing  sewers,  in  accord- 
ance with  plans  and  specifications  to  be  prepared  by  the 
Department  of  Pul)lic  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys)  ;  to 
forever  maintain  said  sewer  or  sewers  and  appurtenances 
at  its  own  expense,  wherever  they  lie  within  property 
owned  by  the  said  railroad  company  or  cross  under  the 
lines  of  railroad  owned  by  it;  to  permit  inspection  of  the 
«anie  by  representatives  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  at  any  time,  and  to  repair  same  whenever  directed 
to  do  so  by  the  Director  of  said  Department ;  those  por- 
tions of  said  sewers  that  are  relocated  within  the  lines 
of  any  street  or  streets  now  on  the  City  plan  or  placed 
thereon  by  authority  of  this  ordinance  are  to  be  main- 
tained by  the  City,  except  where  they  cross  under  the  lines 
of  the  said  railroad  company ;  to  construct  its  railroad  in 
tunnel  from  a  point  northeast  of  Lancaster  avenue,  under 
Lancaster  avenue,  Malvern  avenue.  Sixty-third  street, 
(iross  street  and  Sixty-fourth  street:  Provided,  That  there 
shall  be  no  openings  in  the  surface  of  Malvern  avenue 
from  the 'said  tunnel,  between  the  portal  northeast  of 
Lancaster  avenue  and  a  point  west  of  Sixty-fourth  street, 
and  to  construct  steel  or  masonry  bridges,  with  paved 
floors,  and  to  construct  satisfactory  paved  approaches  to 
the  same  to  the  grades  established  under  authority  of  this 
ordinance,  at  its  own  expense,  for  carrying  Sixty-sixth 
street.  Haverford  avenue,  Jefferson  street  and  the  new 
street  from  the  proposed  intersection  of  Fifty-ninth  street 
and  Lancaster  avenue  to  the  proposed  intersection  of 
Fifty-seventh  street  and  Upland  Way,  of  their  full  widths 
as  now  confirmed  or  as  confirmed  under  authority  of  thfs 
ordinance,  over  and  above  the  said  railroad,  also  to  con- 
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struct  a  steel  or  masonry  bridge  for  carrying  the  said 
railroad  from  the  east  side  of  Sixty-eighth  street  to  the 
west  side  of  Sixty-ninth  street  over  and  above  said  streets, 
and  to  relocate  and  reconstruct  bridges,  with  columns  on 
curb  lines  carrying  its  tracks,  connecting  with  the  Schuyl- 
kill Valley  Railroad,  over  Jefferson  street,  between  Fifty- 
third  and  Fifty-fourth  streets,  and  to  relocate,  reconstruct 
and  build  additional  bridges  with  columns  in  the  center 
of  the  street  to  carry  its  main  and  yard  tracks  over  and 
above  Fifty-second  street,  between  Merion  avenue  and 
Monticello  street,  and  to  extend  the  present  arch  bridge 
over  Woodbine  avenue  for  three  tracks,  with  clearances 
not  less  than  under  the  present  arch,  or  build  bridges  for 
three  additional  tracks  with  clear  spans  and  of  clearance 
of  not  less  than  fourteen  (14)  feet  over  Woodbine  avenue, 
of  their  full  widths  as  now  confirmed,  or  confirmed  under 
authority  of  this  ordinance,  and  to  forever  maintain  all 
of  the  bridges  named  in  this  section  at  its  own  expense? 
To  dedicate  to  the  City  as  much  of  the  property  owned  or 
controlled  by  it  as  may  be  required  to  widen  or  open  any 
street  or  road  now  upon  the  City  plan  or  placed  upon  the 
City  plan  under  authority  of  this  ordinance,  crossing 
under  or  over  the  said  railroad ;  to  dedicate  the  property 
or  indemnify  the  City  against  all  damages  or  costs  for  the 
opening  of  the  following  streets  now  upon  the  City  plan 
or  placed  thereon  under  authority  of  this  ordinance: 
Upland  Way,  between  Fifty-fourth  street  and  W^oodbine 
avenue;  Malvern  avenue,  between  Upland  Way  and 
Lancaster  avenue;  Sixty-second  street,  betwen  a  point 
about  four  hundrd  (400)  feet  south  of  'Woodbine 
avenue  and  Lancaster  avenue;  Fifty-ninth  street,  eighty 
(80)  feet  wide,  between  Nassau  street  and  Lancaster 
avenue;  a  new  street,  seventy  (70)  feet  wide,  over  the 
tracks  and  property  of  the  Pennsylvania  Eailroad,  from 
the  hereinbefore  proposed  intersection  of  Fifty-ninth 
street  and  Lancaster  avenue  to  the  hereinbefore  proposed 
intersection  of  Fifty-seventh  street  and  Lapland  Way; 
Fifty-seventh  street,  between  Upland  Way  as  proposed  to 
be  laid  out  and  Lebanon  avenue;  Columbia  avenue,  from 
Fifty-ninth  street  to  Lancaster  avenue,  including  the  inter- 
section of  Columbia  avenue,  Fiftv-ninth  street  and  Lan- 
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caster  avenue;  and  so  mnoh  of  Lancaster  avenue,  between 
Fifty-sixth  street  and  Malvern  avenue,  as  is  owned  or 
controlled  by  it;  and  to  indemnify  the  City  against  all 
damages  and  costs  for  the  changes  of  lines  and  grades  of 
the  following  streets,  as  authorized  by  this  ordinance: 
Fifty-seventh  street,  from  Berks  street  to  Lebanon 
avenue;  Lebanon  avenue,  from  Fifty-seventh  street  to 
Fifty-ninth  street;  Fifty-ninth  street,  from  Lel)anon 
avenue  to  Malvern  avenue;  Coleman  avenue,  from  Upland 
Way  to  a  point  about  five  hundred  and  fifty  (550)  feet 
east  of  IPpland  Way;  Lapland  Way,  between  Woodbine 
avenue  and  Coleman  avenue;  Malvern  avenue,  from  Lan- 
caster avenue  to  Sixty-third  street;  Sixty-second  street, 
from  Woodbine  avenue  to  a  point  about  four  hundred 
(400)  feet  south  of  W^oodbine  avenue,  and  from  Lan- 
caster avenue  to  a  point  about  five  hundred  and  seventy 
(570)  feet  south  thereof;  Oxford  street,  from  Fifty- 
seventh  street  to  Sixtieth  street ;  Fifty-sixth  street,  from 
the  summit  north  of  Berks  street  to  Upland  Way ;  Berks 
street,  from  about  three  hundred  (300)  feet  east  of  Fifty- 
sixth  street  to  Fifty-seventh  street;  Columbia  avenue, 
from  Fifty-ninth  street  to  Lancaster  avenue;  Fifty-ninth 
street,  from  Oxford  street  to  ISTassau  street;  Fifty- 
seventh  street,  from  Lancaster  avenue  to  J^assau  street; 
and  Lancaster  avenue,  from  a  point  about  350  feet  west 
of  Fifty-sixth  street  to  Sixtieth  street.  To  open,  grade  and 
pave,  with  materials  to  be  designated  by  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works,  to  the  lines  and  grades 
confirmed  under  authority  of  this  ordinance  the  following 
streets  at  its  own  expense:  Malvern  avenue,  between  Sixty- 
third  street  and  Lancaster  avenue,  as  proposed  to  be  laid 
out;  Lancaster  avenue,  between  Sixty-second  street  and 
Sixty-third  street ;  Sixty-second  street,  between  Wood- 
l»ine  avenue  and  Lancaster  avenue,  and  between  Lancaster 
avenue  and  a  point  about  five  hundred  and  seventy  (570) 
feet  south  thereof;  Fifty-ninth  street,  between  Xassau 
street  and  Lancaster  avenue;  a  new  seventy  (70)  feet 
wide  street  over  the  tracks  and  property  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad  from  the  hereinbefore  proposed  inter- 
section of  Fifty-ninth  street  and  Lancaster  avenue  to  the 
hereinbefore  proposed  intersection  of  Fifty-seventh  street 
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and  Upland  Way ;  Fiftv-seventh  street,  between  T'pland 
Way  as  proposed  to  be  laid  out  and  Lebanon  avenue.  To 
open  and  grade  to  the  lines  and  grades  as  authorized  by 
this  ordinance  Upland  Way,  between  Woodbine  avenue 
and  Fifty-fourth  street,  and  to  pave  a  strip  twenty-four 
(24)  feet  in  width  of  said  Upland  Way  with  bituminous 
bound  macadam.  To  maintain  travel  in  a  manner 
satisfactory  to  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  upon  all  streets  and  roads  now  open  to  puldic  use, 
or  upon  streets  or  roads  substituted  therefor,  at  all  times 
during  the  construction  of  the  said  railroad. 

That  Section  7  of  said  ordinance,  which  reads  as 
follows : 

Sect.  7.  The  authority  herein  granted  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  said  railroad  shall  terminate  and  become 
null  and  void  if  the  said  railroad  is  not  completed  within 
ten  years  from  the  date  of  the  approval  of  this  ordinance,'' 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed. 

Sect.  2.  The  dedications  of  property  to  the  City 
and  the  work  in  connection  with  the  opening,  g'rading  and 
paving  of  streets,  building  of  sewers  and  other  municipal 
structures,  and  building  of  bridges  which  the  said  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad  Company  obligates  itself  to  carry  out 
along  its  main  line  from  Fifty-fourth  street  to  Sixty-third 
street  and  Woodbine  avenue,  shall  be  started  within  three 
months  after  the  date  of  confirmation  of  the  City  plans 
by  the  Board  of  Surveyors,  and  completed  within  two  and 
one-half  years  from  the  date  of  said  confirmation,  ex- 
cepting that  the  widening  of  the  bridge  over  Woodbine 
avenue  shall  be  completed  within  seven  years  after  date 
of  said  confirmation.  The  dedications  of  property,  and 
the  work  in  connection  with  the  opening,  grading  and 
paving  of  streets  and  Iniilding  of  sewers  and  other 
municipal  structures,  and  building  of  bridges  wdiich  the 
said  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  obligates  itself  to 
carry  out  along  its  said  branch  or  improved  line  from 
Sixty-third  street  and  Malvern  avenue  to  the  City  Line 
at  Cobb's  Creek,  near  Woodbine  avenue,  shall  be  com- 
pleted  wdthin    five   years,    and   the  construction   of   the 
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tunnel  nnder  ]\lalveni  avenue  shall  be  completed  within 
eight  years  from  the  date  of  the  approval  of  the  amenda- 
tory and  supplementary  ordinances.  The  relocation  of 
tracks  and  construction  of  bridtics  necessary  to  permit  the 
Citv  to  change  the  grade  of  Fiftv-fourth  street,  from 
Jefferson  street  to  Upland  Way,  as  placed  upon  the  City 
Plan  under  authority  of  this  ordinance,  and  of  Jefferson 
street,  from  Fifty-third  street  to  Fifty-fourth  street,  shall 
he  completed  within  seven  years  from  the  date  of  the  ap- 
proval of  this  amendatory  and  supplementary  ordinance. 

Skct.  3.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  (Board 
of  Surveyors)  is  hereby  authorized  to  revise  the  lines  and 
grades  of  all  streets  and  roads  now  open  or  upon  the  City 
plan  adjacent  to  the  said  branch  or  improved  line  or 
affected  by  its  construction  between  Fifty-ninth  street  and 
Cobbs  creek,  or  affected  by  any  changes  of  the  location 
or  grades  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  between  Fifty- 
second  street  and  Woodbine  avenue,  caused  by  or  made  in 
connection  with  the  construction  of  the  said  branch  or 
improved  line ;  to  make  the  following  changes  in  the  City 
plans.  To  strike  from  the  City  plan  and  vacate  the  fol- 
lowing streets:  Sixty-second  street,  from  a  point  about 
four  hundred  (400)  feet  south  of  Woodbine  avenue  to 
IMalvern  avenue :  Upland  Way,  from  Woodbine  avenue  to 
Malvern  avenue;  Montgomery  avenue,  as  the  same  now 
appears  on  the  City  plan,  from  Malvern  avenue  to  Fifty- 
fourth  street;  Jefferson  street,  from  Montgomery  avenue 
to  Fif t)--f ourth  street ;  Lebanon  avenue,  from  ]\Iontgomery 
avenue  to  Fifty-ninth  street;  Fifty-seventh  street,  from 
Jefferson  street  to  Berks  street;  Fifty-sixth  street,  from 
Lancaster  avenue  to  Berks  street;  Berks  street,  from 
Fifty-sixth  street  to  Fifty-seventh  street;  Columbia 
avenue,  from  Jefferson  street,  as  now  located,  to  Fifty- 
fourth  street;  Fifty-ninth  street,  as  now  located,  from 
Oxford  street  to  Columbia  avenue,  except  such  portions 
of  said  streets  as  may  lie  within  the  lines  of  new  streets 
hereinafter  authorized.  To  place  upon  the  City  plan  the 
following  streets:  Sixty-second  street,  fifty  (50)  feet 
wide^  from  a  point  about  four  hundred  (400)  feet  south 
of  Woodbine  avenue  to  Lancaster  avenue;  Upland  Way, 
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seventy  (70)  feet  wide,  from  Woodbine  avenue  to  Mal- 
vern avenue;  Upland  Way,  eighty  (80)  feet  wide,  from 
Malvern  avenue  to  Fifty-fourth  street;  Fifty-seventh 
street,  eighty  (80)  feet  wide,  from  Upland  Way,  as  here- 
inbefore proposed  to  be  laid  out,  to  Berks  street ;  Fifty- 
ninth  street,  eighty  (80)  feet  wide,  from  jSTassau  street 
to  Lancaster  avenue;  the  intersection  of  Columbia  avenue, 
Fifty-ninth  street  and  Lancaster  avenue;  a  new  street 
seventy  (70)  feet  wide,  over  the  tracks  and  property  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  from  the  hereinbe- 
fore proposed  intersection  of  Fifty-ninth  street  and  Lan- 
caster avenue  to  the  hereinbefore  proposed  intersection 
of  Fifty-seventh  street  and  Upland  Way;  Berks  street, 
sixty  (60)  feet  wide,  from  Fifty-sixth  street  to  Fifty- 
seventh  street;  Fifty-sixth  street,  seventy  (70)  feet  wide, 
from  Berks  street  to  Upland  Way;  Montgomery  avenue, 
seventy  (70)  feet  wide,  from  Fifty-fourth  street  to  Up- 
land Way.  To  widen  Fifty-fourth  street  to  eighty  (80) 
feet,  and  revise  the  grade  from  Jefferson  street  to  Upland 
Way,  as  placed  upon  the  City  plan  under  authority  of  this 
ordinance;  Upland  Way  to  seventy  (70)  feet,  and  revise 
the  grade  of  same  between  Woodbine  avenue  and  Malvern- 
avenue;  to  widen  Fifty-ninth  street  to  eighty  (80)  feet, 
and  revise  the  grade  of  same  between  jSTassau  street  and 
Oxford  street.  To  revise  the  grades  of  Lancaster  avenue, 
from  a  point  about  three  hundred  and  fifty  (350)  feet 
west  of  Fifty-sixth  street  to  Sixtieth  street;  Malvern 
avenue,  from  Lancaster  avenue  to  Fifty-ninth  street; 
Sixty-second  street,  from  Woodbine  avenue  to  a  point 
about  four  hundred  (400)  feet  south  of  Woodbine 
avenue ;  Coleman  avenue,  from  Upland  Way  to  a  point 
about  five  hundred  and  fifty  (550)  feet  east  of  Upland 
Way ;  Fifty-ninth  street,  from  Malvern  avenue  to  Lebanon 
avenue;  Lebanon  avenue,  from  Fiftj^-eighth  street  to 
Fifty-ninth  street ;  Fifty-seventh  street,  from  Lebanon 
avenue  to  Berks  street,  and  from  Lancaster  avenue  to 
Jefferson  street;  Columbia  avenue,  from  Lancaster 
avenue  to  Sixtieth  street;  Jefferson  street,  from  Fifty- 
third  street  to  Fifty-fourth  street;  ISTassau  street,  from 
Fifty-seventh  to  Fifty-ninth  street;  Oxford  street,  from 
Fifty-seventh  street  to  Sixtieth  street;  Fifty-sixth  street, 
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fi-om  Montgomery  avenue  to  the  summit  in  Fifty-sixth 
street,  north  of  Berks  street;  Berks  street,  fron/Fifty- 
sixth  street  to  a  point  about  three  hundred  (300)  feet 
cast  of  Fifty-sixth  street;  and  to  make  such  other  re- 
visions in  the  lines  and  grades  of  streets,  and  to  lay  out 
such  new  streets,  within  the  territory  bounded  by'  City 
avenue  on  the  north,  Fifty-fourth  street  on  the  east, 
Lansdowne  avenue  on  the  south,  and  Cobb's  creek  on  the 
west,  as  may  be  necessary  to  complete  the  City  plan  in 
that  vicinity. 

Sect.  4.  The  location  and  grade  of  the  said  branch 
or  improved  line  shall  be  substantially  as  shown  upon  a 
plan  and  profile  which,  before  this  ordinance  shall  have 
any  effect  or  confer  any  authority  upon  the  said  railroad 
company,  shall  be  approved  by  the  proper  officials  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Eailroad  Company  and  the  proper  officials 
of  the  City  and  filed  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
(Bureau  of  Surveys),  and  said  plan  and  profile  are  hereby 
substituted  for  the  plan  and  profile  approved  and  filed 
pursuant  to  Section  two  (2)  of  the  ordinance  which  this 
ordinance  supplements  and  amends. 

Sect.  5.  The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Companv  shall 
covenant,  promise  and  agree  to  the  following  conditions: 

First.  To  equip  and  operate  electrically  the  Malvern 
Avenue  Tunnel  and  that  portion  of  the  proposed  branch 
or  improved  line  of  railroad  between  Fiftv-ninth  street 
and  City  Line  at  Cobbs  Creek. 

Second.  That,  inasmuch  as  it  is  claimed  by  the  rail- 
road company  that  the  electrical  operation  of  a  classifica- 
tion freight  yard  of  the  type  proposed  is  at  the  present  time 
in  more  or  less  of  an  experimental  stage,  it  will  not  place 
m  service  the  new  freight  yard  proposed  between  Fiftv- 
fourth  street  and  Malvern  avenue  until  four  years  after 
the  date  of  the  approval  of  this  amendatory  and  supple- 
iiientary  ordinance,  and  that  before  said  new  freight  vard 
or  any  part  thereof  is  placed  in  operation  the  question  of 
the  motive  power  to  be  used  therein  shall  be  submitted  to 
a  board  consisting  of  three  members,  one  member  of  said 
board  to  be  the  Honorable  Edwin  S.  Stuart,  one  to  be 
25 
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chosen  by  the  railroad  company,  and  the  third  by  the  two 
so  chosen.  Vacancies,  if  any,  in  said  board,  shall  be  filled 
from  time  to  time  by  the  parties  originally  selecting  them, 
except  that  in  the  case  of  the  office  provided  herein  to  be 
filled  by  the  Honorable  Edwin  S.  Stuart,  the  vacancy  shall 
be  filled  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  from  a  list  of  five  names 
presented  to  him  by  the  Overbrook  Club  and  the  Overbrook 
Association.  The  decision  of  the  board,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  be  made  in  the  light  of  information  and  experi- 
ence then  available,  and,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Public  Service  Commission  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania, shall  be  binding  and  conclusive  upon  the  railroad 
company  and  the  City:  Provided,  however,  That  the  de- 
cision of  the  board  shall  not  operate  as  a  waiver  of  any 
rights  of  said  City  or  said  railroad  company  in  regard  to 
the  motive  power  which  shall  thereafter  be  used  in  the 
operation  of  said  yard. 

The  railroad  company  will  make  necessary  and  reason- 
able experiments  and  demonstrations  in  said  yard  of  sys- 
tems of  motive  power  for  said  board  to  assist  it  in  reach- 
ing a  decision. 

Third.  After  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  no  steam 
locomotive  shall  be  stored  or  parked,  and  no  roundhouse  or 
railroad  coaling  plant  or  repair  shop  shall  be  constructed 
west  of  Fifty-fourth  street  to  City  avenue  and  along  the 
proposed  branch  or  improved  line  within  the  City  limits. 

Sect.  6.  Before  this  ordinance  shall  become  effective 
or  confer  any  authority  upon  the  said  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road Company,  and  before  the  Board  of  Surveyors  may 
confirm  any  of  the  revisions  or  changes  of  streets  and  roads 
herein  authorized,  the  said  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Com- 
pany, which  has  duly  entered  into  an  agreement  to  comply 
with  the  conditions  contained  in  Section  six  (6)  of  the  or- 
dinance to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  shall  enter  into  a 
supplemental  agreement,  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor, 
to  comply  with  the  conditions  contained  in  said  Section  six 
(6)  as  amended  and  supplemented  by  Section  one  (1)  of 
this  ordinance,  and  with  conditions  contained  in  Section 
five  (5)  of  this  ordinance.     The  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
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Company  shall  also  agree  not  to  claim  any  damages  for  the 
opening,  grading  or  changing  of  grade  of  any  street  or  road 
now  open  or  upon  the  City  plan  or  placed  upon  the  City 
plan  under  authority  of  this  ordinance,  or  of  the  ordinance 
to  which  this  is  amendatory,  upon  or  across  any  property 
owned  or  controlled  by  it  within  the  territory  covered  by 
the  above  recited  ordinance,  as  amended  by  this  ordinance, 
and  having  filed  its  bond  in  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  (250,000)  dollars,  duly  executed  under  its 
corporate  seal,  in  a  form  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor, 
as  provided  in  the  ordinance  to  w^hich  this  is  an  amend- 
ment, shall  file  an  amended  bond  in  the  sum  of  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  thousand  (250,000)  dollars,  duly  executed 
under  its  corporate  seal,  in  a  form  satisfactory  to  the 
City  Solicitor,  in  lieu  of  and  substitution  for  the  said  bond 
heretofore  filed,  conditioned  to  indemnify  the  City  against 
any  and  all  damages  which  may  arise  by  reason  of  the  con- 
struction of  the  said  branch  or  improved  line  and  the  con- 
sequent changes  of  lines  and  grades  of  any  street  or  road 
now  legally  or  jDhysieally  open,  or  opened  under  authority 
of  this  ordinance,  and  also  to  faithfully  comply  with  the 
conditions,  requirements  and  provisions  of  the  said  ordi- 
nance approved  the  twenty-third  day  of  ISTovember,  1905, 
as  hereby  amended  and  supplemented,  and  shall  pay  into 
the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  print- 
ing this  amendatory  and  supplementary  ordinance. 

Sect.  7.  It  is  hereby  understood  and  agreed  that  neither 
the  purpose  nor  intent,  nor  the  obligation  of  this  contract, 
if  and  when  approved  by  the  Public  Service  Commission 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  is  such  as  to  im- 
pair or  in  any  wise  affect  the  exercise  by  said  commission 
of  any  of  the  powers  vested  in  it  by  the  Public  Service 
Company  Law,  approved  July  26,  1913.

Authorizing  and  directing  the  Board  of  Recreation  to  im- 
mediately enter  upon  and  take  possession  of  a  certain 
plot  of  ground,  situated  in  the  Thirty-fourth  Ward,  se- 
lected and  appropriated  as  a  playground  and  open  pub- 
lic place  for  the  health  and  enjoyment  of  the  people  for- 
ever, under  ordinance  approved  December  2,  1914. 

Whereas,  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  by  ordinance,  approved  the  second 
day  of  December,  1914,  selected  for  a  playground  an  open 
public  place  for  the  health  and  enjoyment  of  the  people, 
all  that  certain  lot  or  piece  of  ground,  situated  in  the 
Thirty-fourth  Ward  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Board  of  Recre- 
ation be,  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  im- 
mediately enter  upon  and  take  possession  of  said  lot  or 
piece  of  ground,  situated  in  the  Thirty-fourth  Ward  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  described  as  follows:  Begin- 
ning at  Fifty-eighth  street  and  Westminster  avenue; 
thence  along  Westminster  avenue  492  feet  7||  inches 
to  Fifty-seventh  street;  thence  northwestwardly  along 
Fifty-seventh  street  Y4  feet  8-J  inches  to  a  point ;  thence 
westwardly  parallel  on  a  line  parallel  with  Callowhill 
street  73  feet  9f  inches  to  a  point;  thence  northwest- 
wardly parallel  on  a  line  with  Fifty-seventh  street  114  £eet 
2|-  inches  to  a  point;  thence  northeastwardly  17  feet  1-| 
inches  to  a  point  in  the  south  side  of  Haverford  street 
(said  point  being  71  feet  9f  inches  west  of  Fifty-seventh 
street)  ;  thence  northwestwardly  along  Haverford  street 
120  feet  to  a  point;  thence  southwestwardly  89  feet  8^ 
inches  to  a  point ;  thence  westwardly  on  a  line  parallel  with 
Callowhill  street  260  feet  6|  inches  to  a  point  in  the  east 
line  of  Fifty-eighth  street;  thence  southwardly  280  feet 
10|-  inches  to  Westminster  avenue  and  place  of  begin- 
ning.

No  improvement  of  any  kind,  for  which  a 
location  is  shown  upon  the  said  plans  and  cross-sections,

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plans  in  the  setting  of  curb,  the  laying  of  footwalks,  or 
the  making  of  other  improvements,  for  the  cost  of  which 
said  owner  may  be  liable,  the  Bureau  of  Highways  shall 
notify  the  said  owner  to  reconstruct  said  improvements  in 
accordance  with  the  approved  plan  within  thirty  days,  and 
upon  failure  to  comply  with  said  notice  the  improvement 
shall  be  reconstructed  under  contract  by  the  Bureau  of 
Highways,  and  the  cost  of  the  same  shall  be  charged 
against  the  abutting  property  and  collected  by  the  contrac- 
tor in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law  for  the  collection 
of  assessment  bills  for  street  improvements. 

Sect.  4.  Whenever  any  street  is  to  be  improved  by

rebuild  inlets,  on  the  confirmed  lines;  the  additional  new 
paving-  to  be  assessed  against  abutting  property  where 
legally  chargeable.

cate the  beds  of  the  same  to  the  City,  on  the  lines  and 
grades  as  confirmed  by  the  Board  of  Surveyors,  or  shall

for  twenty-one  years,  and  before  said  Susquehanna  avenue 
shall  be  placed  on  the  plan  Benjamin  R.  Hoftman  shall

In  consideration  of  said  grading  the  City  agrees 
to  reconstruct,  without  expense  to  the  owners  of  property, 
the  sewer  now  in  the  bed  of  Susquehanna  avenue.

and  Charities,  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries,  Supplies, 
Mayor,  City  Commissioners,  Commissioners  of  Fair- 
mount  Park,  City  Treasurer,  City  Controller,  and 
Clerks  of  Councils. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  City  Treasurer, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  borrow,  on  the  faith  and 
credit  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  the  sum  of  one  million 
two  hundred  thousand  (1,200,000)  dollars  for  general 
municipal  purposes.  Said  loan  shall  bear  -interest  at  a  rate 
not  exceeding  four  (4)  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  shall 
be  redeemable  at  or  within  four  months  from  its  date, 
and  for  the  sum  so  borrowed  certificates  of  the  City  debt 
shall  be  issued  in  the  form  prescribed  by  existing  ordi- 
nances.

Beginning  at  the  point  of  intersection  of  the  east  line  of 
The  Boulevard  and  the  southwest  line  of  Faunce  street,  as 
the  same  are  now  upon  the  City  plan,  and  extending  thence 
along  the  said  line  of  Faunce  street  S.  52°  19'  6.8''  E. 
585.139  feet  to  a  point  of  curve;  thence  along  a  line 
curving  to  the  left  with  a  radius  of  580  feet,  639.698  feet 
to  a  point  of  tangent;  thence  along  a  prolongation  of  the 
southeast  line  of  Lexington  avenue  IST.  64°  29'  18"  E.

Sect.  9.  When  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  is  obliged  to  employ  labor  to  do  work  under 
neglected  or  annulled  contracts,  then  payments  shall  be 
made  from  item  against  which  such  contracts  are  charged, 
and  the  amount  so  paid  charged  against  the  contractor  on 
the  amount  set  aside  for  such  neglected  or  annulled  con- 
tracts. 

Sect.  10.  That  all  bids  shall  be  opened  and  all  con- 
tracts awarded  in  the  presence  of  the  Committee  of  Coun- 
cils having  supervision. 

Sect.  11.  That  the  money  appropriated  for  uniforms 
in  this  Department  shall  be  paid  to  each  man. 

Sect.  12.  Warrants  shall  be  drawn  as  follows:  For 
employees  in  the  District  Surveyor's  Office  (Bureau  of 
Surveys),  one  warrant,  payable  semi-monthly. 

Por  Bureau  of  Highways:  For  employees  on  street 
and  road  repairs,  sewers,  bridges,  meadow  banks  and 
water  courses,  one  warrant  for  each  class  of  work,  payable 
semi-monthly. 

For  Bureau  of  Water :  For  employees  at  the  pumping 
and  filtration  stations,  one  warrant  for  each  station,  pay- 
able  semi-monthly. 

The  following  employees  in  the  Bureau  of  Watei-  to  be 
paid  semi-monthly :  For  the  employees  in  the  Purveyor's 
district,  one  warrant  for  each  district ;  for  the  employees  of 
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the  City  construction  and  repair  shop,  one  warrant;  for 
the  employees  upon  the  improvement  roll,  one  warrant; 
for  the  employees  upon  the  building,  grounds,  and  reser- 
voir, one  warrant;  for  laborers,  at  filtration  stations,  one 
Avarrant  for  each  station.  Warrants  for  the  Director's 
office  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Director,  and  all  other  war- 
rants by  the  Chiefs  of  the  respective  Bureaus,  and  shall 
be  approved  by  the  Director. 

Provided  further.  That  before  any  warrants  for  contract 
work  are  countersigned  by  the  City  Controller,  the  con- 
tractor shall  file  an  affidavit  with  him  that  none  but  Ameri- 
can citizens  have  been  employed  on  the  work,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  Councils,  en- 
titled "An  Ordinance  for  the  emplo\Tnent  only  of  Ameri- 
can citizens  by  contractors  doing  work  for  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,"  approved  by  the  Mayor,  December  16, 
1896 :  Provided  further.  That  in  work  in  which  the  cost 
is  paid  whole  or  in  part  from  assessments  of  benefits  the 
affidavit  shall  not  be  required. 

Provided,  That  all  employees  of  this  Department,  now 
or  hereafter  employed,  shall  be  citizens  of  the  United 
States  and  bona  fide  residents  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
at  least  one  year  prior  to  their  emplojTuent,  and  shall  re- 
main bona  fide  residents  during  such  employment. 

Provided,  That  whenever  possible,  contracts  for  supplies 
or  materials  shall  be  awarded  only  to  Philadelphia  firms 
whose  plants  are  located  in  the  City,  and  tliat  a  schedule 
of  such  awards,  certified  by  the  appropriate  Committee  of 
Councils,  shall  be  sent  to  the  City  Controller  before  he 
shall  sign  any  warrants  for  such  materials  or  supplies. 

And  the  City  Controller  shall  countersign  no  warrants 
against  any  item  in  this  ordinance  unless  all  conditions 
imposed  are  complied  with. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Authorizing  the  condciiination  of  property  located  along 
the  Delaware  river,  at  the  foot  of  i\IcKean  street,  for  the 
construction  of  nejv  piers,  and  providing  for  the  cost  of 
same  out  of  money  appropriated  to  the  Department  of 
AVluirves,  Docks  and  Ferries,  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, by  Act  of  Assembly  approved  June  18,  1015, 

Section  1.  The  Select  aiid  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  by  virtue  of  the 
authority  vested  in  them  by  an  Act  of  Assembly,  they  do 
hereby  select  and  appropriate,  for  the  purpose  of  construct- 
ing new  piers,  all  those  certain  three  lots  or  pieces  of 
ground  situate  in  the  Thirty-ninth  Ward  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  described  as  follows: 

The  first  one  of  them  beginning  at  a  point  on  the  north- 
erly side  of  Snyder  avenue,  as  is  now  on  the  City  plan  75 
ft.  wide  and  is  legally  opened,  at  the  distance  of  497.447 
ft.  eastward  from  the  southeasterly  side  of  Delaware  ave- 
nue as  is  now  laid  out  on  the  City  plan  200  ft.  wide  and  is 
legally  opened ;  thence  extending  in  a  northwesterly  direc- 
tion 331.364  ft.  to  a  point;  thence  extending  in  an.  east-

The  City  Solicitor  is  hereby  directed  to  in- 
stitute the  necessary  proceedings  on  behalf  of  the  City 
setting  forth  the  property  herein  appropriated,  to  the  end 
that  the  damages  shall  be  assessed  as  provided  for  by  law, 
said  damages  to  be  charged  against  the  State  appropri- 
ation to  the  Department  of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries, 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  by  Act  of  Assembly  approved 
June  18,  1915.

form  of  the  statement,  but  would  suggest  that  possibly  it 
might  be  well  to  set  forth  that  subscriptions  must  be  upon 
the  blanks  furnished  by  the  City  Treasurer  for  that  pur- 
pose; and  also,  that  the  right  is  reserved  in  case  of  over- 
subscription, to  reject  any  subscriptions  or  award  a 
smaller  amount  than  that  subscribed  for.  These  changes 
could  readily  be  made  in  the  Otli  paragraph  of  the  cir- 
cular, so  that  that  paragraph  would  read  as  follows : 

"The  subscription  must  be  (made  upon  the  blank 
furnished  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  must  be)  accom- 
panied by  cash  or  certified  check,  drawn  to  the  order

Requirement  to  Dispose  of  Garbage  Within  City  Limits. 
MoEKis  L.  CooKE^  Esq.;, 

Director,  Department  of  Public  Works, 

City  Hall,  Philadelphia. 

Dear  Sir: — I  have  a  letter  dated  December  31,  1914, 
but  only  received  yesterday,  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Highways,  approved  by  you,  in  reference  to  the  con- 
tract for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  garbage  during  the 
year  1915.  The  attention  of  this  Department  is  called  to 
the  fact  that  in  the  bond  accompanying  the  contract,  and 
in  the  contract  itself,  the  contractor  assumes  the  obligation 
to  dispose  of  the  garbage  "within  the  City  and  County  of 
Philadelphia,"  whereas  this  limitation  as  to  the  place  of 
disposal  of  the  garbage  does  not  appear  in  the  specifica- 
tions and  proposal.  Inquiry  is  made  whether  the  contrac- 
tor is  obliged  to  dispose  of  the  garbage  within  the  City  and 
County  of  Philadelphia  in  view  of  this  discrepancy,  or, 
"in  other  words,  as  this  matter  now  stands  if  it  (the  con- 
tract)  were  signed  by  the  City  officials,  would  the  con- 


tractor  be  compelled  to  dispose  of  all  the  garbage  withm 
the  Citv  of  Philadelphia,  or  could  he  dispose  of  any  part 
of  it  outside  of  the  City  if  approved  by  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works?" 

I  mav  say  that  inquiry  at  the  office  of  the  City  Con- 
troller shows  that  the.  contract  has  now  been  signed  by  all 
parties,  and  every  step  has  been  taken  to  make  it  a  final 
and  binding  contract  upon  all  the  parties  thereto.  The 
mere  recital  of  the  terms  of  the  contract  in  the  bond  would 
not  have  the  eifect  of  defining  the  terms  of  the  agree- 
ment, but  the  contract  itself,  inasmuch  as  it  specifically 
provides  that  the  garbage  is  to  be  disposed  of  within  the 
City,  does  impose  this  obligation  upon  the  contractor,  since 
it  takes  the  place  of  all  preliminary  negotiations  or  pro- 
visions. I  think,  therefore,  that  the  contractor  may  be 
required  to  incinerate  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  garbage 
within  the  City  limits. 

As  to  the  latter  part  of  the  inquiry,  whether  he  could 
dispose  of  it  outside  of  the  City  if  this  course  were  ap- 
proved by   the  Director   of  the   Department   of   Public 
AVorks,  I  think  that  the  discretion  which  is  vested  in  you 
as  such  Director  is  sufficiently  wide  to  admit  of  your  dis- 
pensing with  this  requirement  if  it  be  deemed  best  for  the 
interest  of  the  City  that  this  should  be  done,  especially  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  since  the  specifications  do  not  call 
for  a  restriction  of  this  character,  there  would  be  no  just 
ground  for  complaint  that  such  a  change  would  be  unfair 
to  other  bidders,  if  there  were  any  such,  by  showing  fa- 
voritism to  the  successful  competitor.     ^N'evertheless,  the 
obligation   of   the   contractor   in   this   respect   is   beyond 
question,  and  he  should  not  be  relieved  of  it  unless  such  a 
step  is  advisable  for  reasons  favorable  to  the  Cits^'s  interest. 
I  note  that  the  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  re- 
peatedly speaks  of  the  bond  and  agreement  as  "the  bond 
and  agreement  of  the  Law  Department,"  as  if  in  contradis- 
tinction to  the  agreement  of  bond  of  your  own  Depart- 
ment.    As  already  stated,  the  langiiage  used  in  the  bond 
is  merely  by  way  of  descriptive  recital  in  the  preamble 
thereto,  and  properly  follows  the  contract  in  this  respect. 
The  contract  was  drawn  upon  the  printed  form,  which  is 


similar  to  that  which  has  been  in  use  for  several  years, 
and  which  in  all  cases  has  used  the  same  terms,  to  wit, 
that  the  contractor  aorees  "to  collect,  remove  and  dipose  of 
in  a  manner  not  prejudical  to  public  health,  either  by  in- 
cineration, utilization  or  by  other  process,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  of  said  City,  within  the  City  and  County  of  Phila- 
delphia, all  kitchen  2;arba2,'e,  dead  animals  in  the  entire 
City." 

You  will  see  from  this  that  the  Department  of  Law  has 
not  placed  in  the  agreement  or  bond  attached  thereto,  any 
restriction  which  is  novel  or  different  from  that  heretofore 
in  use.  Moreover,  the  contract  was  submitted  to  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  and  to  yourself  as  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  approved  by 
both  of  you  in  your  respective  official  characters.  For 
these  reasons  the  implication  that  this  agreement  and  bond 
are  those  "of  the  Law  Department"  in  any  sense  different 
from  that  which  may  be  properly  applied  to  any  agree- 
ment sent  by  the  heads  of  the  various  Departments  of  the 
City  government  to  this  Department  for  preparation  and 
execution,  or  in  any  other  invidious  sense,  does  not  seem 
to  me  to  be  justified.

Deae  Sir  : — In  connection  with  the  activities  of  your 
Committee  in  advocating  legislation  which  may  be  bene- 
ficial to  this  City,  it  occurs  to  me  to  suggest  the  question 
whether  it  may  not  be  advisable  to  urge  the  repeal  or 


iniidificntion  of  the  stahitcs  iiiijxtsiiiii'  a  State  tax  upon 
the  loans  of  cities  and  other  nnnii('i})al  eorpovations.  The 
tax  wliieh  the  Ciry  of  Pliiladelphia  y)aid  to  the  State 
upon  its  loans  for  the  year  l!)13  anionnted  to  the  sum  of 
'$:^<)7,()4.'],21,  and  witli  the  proposed  increase  of  the  (^ity's 
deht  for  transit  and  other  purposes  of  permanent  improve- 
ment ntili/.inu'  the  power  conferred  hy  the  Act  of  dune  17, 
1018,  to  borrow  money  upon  the  basis  of  tlie  taxed  per- 
sonal property,  as  the  total  amount  of  incurred  deht  in- 
creases the  taxes  payable  to  the  State  will  also  rapidly 
increase. 

The  policy  of  taxing  the  public  loans,  that  is  to  say,  the 
loans  of  Cities,  Counties  and  other  municipal  cor])ora- 
tions,  was  initiated  by  the  Act  of  April  29,  1844,  which 
imposed  a  tax  of  three  mills  upon  the  face  value  of  such 
loans,  makini!'  it  the  duty  of  the  City  or  County  Treasurer 
to  withhold  the  amount  of  the  tax  upon  the  payment  of 
the  interest  to  the  holders  of  the  loans,  and  to  pay  the 
same  to  the  Stale  Treasurer,  By  the  Act  of  April  30, 
isC)-}-,  it  was  made  the  duty  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  other 
official  occupying  the  like  position,  to  file  a  return  with 
the  Auditor-General  of  the  State,  whereupon  the  amount 
of  the  tax  payable  was  settled  by  the  latter  officer,  and 
the  City  or  its  Treasurer  held  liable  therefor.  By  the 
Act  of  June  7,  1S7!)  (P.  L.  112),  the  rate  of  taxation 
upon  City  or  other  public  loans  was  increased  from  three 
mills  to  four  mills  upon  their  face  value  annually,  and 
this  rate  has  prevailed  up  to  the  present  time,  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  of  1879  bcino-  successively  re-enacted 
in  the  later  Acts  providing  for  general  taxation,  the  most 
recent  of  which  was  the  Act  of  Jniie  17,  1913,  by  which 
the  tax  on  public  loans  for  State  purposes  at  the  rate 
of  four  mills  was  continued. 

For  many  years  it  has  been  the  policy  of  this  City  in 
issuing  iis  loans  to  provide  that  they  shall  be  free  from 
State  taxation  to  the  holder  of  the  bonds — this  is,  the 
City  itself  has  assumed  this  burden,  taking  over  the 
liability  for  State  taxation,  so  that  the  bonds  may  bear 
the  interest  provided  for  at  the  rate  stipulated,  without 
deduction.      Thus  that  part  of  rhe  public   iidiabiting  the 


Cltx  of  Philadelpliia,  which  in  itself  is  a  considerable  por- 
tion of  the  population  of  the  State,  and  probably  also 
the  public  as  represented  by  many  of  the  other  municipal 
corporations,  that  is  to  say,  Cities,  Boroup;hs,  Counties, 
Townships,  School  Districts  and  Poor  Districts  of  the 
State,  pays  taxes  of  this  character  to  the  State  as  a  whole. 
The  financial  condition  of  this  City  is  such  that  every 
dollar  of  its  available  revenue  is  required  to  finance  the 
public  improvements  so  imperatively  needed  for  the  ad- 
vancement of  its  welfare,  and  I  make  this  suggestion 
with  the  thought  that  this  considerable  item  of  expendi- 
ture may  be  saved  in  the  future,  should  it  be  deemed  ad- 
visable, and  found  possible  to  obtain  the  necessary  change 
in  the  laws. 

In  this  connection  I  may  call  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  United  States  Government,  in  its  recent  War 
Revenue  measure,  has  exempted  from  taxation  the  bonds 
of  Cities  and  other  subordinate  agencies  of  State  govern- 
ments, and  though  this  was  done  in  pursuance  of  Consti- 
tutional requirements,  nevertheless  the  policy  of  such  ex- 
emption may  well  be  followed  by  the  Commonwealth. 
Should  it  not  be  deemed  desirable,  or  not  found  prac- 
ticable, to  obtain  the  repeal  of  this  tax,  I  may  further 
advert  to  the  provision  of  law  with  respect  to  the  exemp- 
tion of  savings  institutions  having  no  capital  stock  from 
the  tax  upon  securities  held  by  them.  By  the  Act  of  May 
1,  1909,  by  which  this  exemption  was  established,  it  is 
provided  by  way  of  exception  thereto : 

''That  if  at  any  time,  either  now  or  hereafter,  any 
persons,  individuals  or  bodies  corporate,  have  agreed 
or  shall  hereafter  agree  to  issue  his,  their  or  its  se- 
curities, bonds  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness 
clear  of  and  free  from  the  said  four  mills  tax  herein 
provided  for,  or  have  agreed  or  shall  hereafter  agree 
to  pay  the  same,  nothing  herein  contained  shall  lie  so 
construed  as  to  relieve  or  exempt  him,  it  or  them, 
from  paying  the  said  four  mills  tax  on  any  of  said 
such  securities,  bonds  or  other  evidences  of  indebted- 
ness, as  may  Ije  held,  owned  by  or  owing  to  the  said 
savings  institutions  having  no  capital  stock." 
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This  provision  has  been  repeated  in  the  Act  of  -June 
17,  1913,  and  its  effect  has  been  to  require  the  City  to 
pay  the  four  mills  tax  upon  its  bonds  held  by  the  various 
savings  institutions,  amounting  approximately  to  $14,000- 
000,  and  entailing  an  annual  charge  upon  the  City  of 
between  $50,000  "and  $00,000.  It  may  be  possible  to 
secure  a  moditication  of  this  statute  so  that  the  exception 
in  the  Act  requiring  State  taxes  to  be  paid  upon  bonds 
held  by  saving  fund  societies  issued  free  of  tax  may  be 
made  inapplicable  to  the  bonds  of  Cities  and  other  munici- 
pal corporations,  and  this  suggestion  is  offered  as  an  al- 
ternative one  for  the  consideration  of  your  Committee.

Failure  of  Contractor  to  File  Prop,osal  Bond — Status  of 

Bid. 

S.  Lewis  Zieglee,  M.D.,

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  your  letter  of  yesterday  stating  that 
bids  having  been  opened  for  the  electrical  equipment  of  a 
power  plant  at  the  Home  for  the  Indigent  at  Holmesburg, 
the  lowest  bidder,  at  the  sum  of  $30,365,  was  found  to 
have  failed  to  file  a  proposal  bond,  the  next  lowest  bid 
being  $32,000.  You  ask  whether  it  would  be  proper  to 
award  the  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder  in  view  of  these 
facts. 

The  Ordinance  of  May  25,  18G0,  providing  for  the 
filing  of  a  proposal  bond  is  imperative  in  its  terms,  and 
compliance  therewith  artords  the  only  protection  to  the 
City  against  the  practice  of  putting  in  fictitious  or  "straw" 
bids,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  provisions  of  the 
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ordinance  shonlJ  be  enforced,  and  where  no  effort  has 
been  made  to  tile  the  reqnired  bond,  the  contract  shonld 
not  be  awarded  to  snch  bidder.

Dear  Sir  : — Permit  me  to  make  a  further  suggestion 
to  yonr  Committee  in  reference  to  the  financial  interests 
of  the  City,  and  so  that  remedial  legislation  may  be  en- 
acted by  this  Legislature. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  effect  of  the  Act  of  June  17, 
1913,  P.  L.  507,  upon  the  City's  revenues,  by  reason  of 
the  fact  that  that  Act  exempts  from  the  four  mills  tax 
upon  bonds,  mortgages,  etc.,  those  which  are  owned  by  life 
or  fire  insurance  corporations  having  no  capital  stock — 
that  is  to  say,  by  mutual  insurance  corporations.  Such 
companies  had  heretofore  been  taxable  upon  the  securi- 
ties held  by  them  in  the  same  manner  as  other  corpora- 
tions or  individuals  owning  similar  personal  property. 
All  lawyers  and  those  of  our  citizens  who  are  familiar  with 
the  City's  finances  will  recall  that  one  of  the  large  insur- 
ance companies  situated  in  this  City  had  long  escaped  pay- 
ment of  this  tax  because  of  a  certain  degree  of  ambiguity 
as  to  the  character  in  which  the  securities  held  by  it  were 
owned— whether  in  its  own  right  or  by  its  policyholders. 
The  company,  in  its  endeavor  to  escape  taxation  thereon, 
claimed  that  these  securities  constituted  a  part  of  its 
capital  stock  on  which  it  already  paid  a  tax,  and  the  Su- 
preme Court  upheld  its  contention.  The  Legislature 
sought  to  change  this  condition  of  affairs  by  an  Act  passed 


June  7,  1!)07,  P.  I..  4.')0,  which  Act,  however,  was  held 
by  the  Supreme  Court  to  be  ineffective  because  of  defects 
ill  the  recital  of  the  date  and  title  of  an  earlier  Act  which 
it  purported  to  amend. 

At  the  session  of  the  Lei>islatnre  of  11)11,  a  second  Act 
was  passed,  which  cured  the  defects  in  the  orii>inal  Act 
and  narrowed  the  exemption  from  taxation  of  mortgao-es, 
etc.,  owned  by  corporations  liable  to  a  tax  on  their  capital 
stock  to  those  securities  "in  which  the  whole  body  of  stock- 
holders or  nieml)ers,  as  such,  have  the  entire  equitable  in- 
terest in  remainder."     The  Supreme  Court,  on  Mav  18, 
1914,  tinally  held  the  Act  of  1911  to  be  a  valid  and  effec- 
tive one.  and  the  company  in  question  liable  to  taxation 
upon    the   securities    so   held   by    it,    amounting-   to    over 
$01,000,000.      This   decision,    related   only   to   the  years 
1912    aufl    1918,    as   the   Act   of   June   17,    1913,   which 
omitted  the  words  above  quoted  in  re-enacting  legislation 
on  this  subject,  took  effect  from  the  beginning  of  "the  year 
1914.     As  you  are  aware,  the  said  Act  of  June  17,  1913, 
transferred  the  proceeds  of  the  taxation  upon   personal 
property  from  the  State  to  tlie  various  Counties,  and,  with 
respect  to  the  County  of  Philadelphia,  to  this  City,  which 
is  coterminous  therewith.     In  making  this  transfer,  how- 
ever, not  only  was  the  language  omitted  wdiich  had  been 
finally  adopted  in  the  Act  of  i911  above  referred  to,  and 
the  validity  of  which  was  sustained  by  the  Supreme  Court 
in  1914,  but  the  exemption  of  all  fire  and  life  insurance 
companies  having  no  capital  stock — mutual  insurance  com- 
panies— was  inserted  in  the  statute,  and  the  result  of  this 
change  in  the  law  has  been  to  free  from  taxation,  now 
inuring  to  the  City,  personal  property  of  a  total  valuation 
of  over  $140,000,000,  so  that  by  this  change  the  City  has 
lost  revenue  in  the  amount  of  $r)S4,r)00,  which  approxi- 
mately offsets  the  one-quarter  of  the   personal   property 
tax  which  was  retained  by  the  State  prior  to  the  year  1914, 
and   which  it  was  supposed  would   increase   the  income 
of  the  City  by  giving  to  it  the  entire  proceeds  of  the  four 
mills  tax  upon  the  taxable  personal  securities  held  within 
its  limits,  instead  of  the  three-quarters  of  that  tax  which 
the  State  formerly  returned  to  it. 
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So  far  as  additional  revenue  to  the  City  is  concerned, 
therefore,  it  is  apparent  that  the  Act  of  1913  will  not  have 
the  anticipated  effect  of  adding  materially  thereto. 

I  take  the  liberty  of  calling  your  attention  to  these  facts 
for  the  purpose  of  bringing  before  your  Committee  for  its 
consideration  the  question  whether  steps  should  not  be 
taken  to  restore  the  tax  upon  securities  held  by  mutual 
insurance  companies,  as  well  as  the  clause  in  the  Act  of 
1911,  already  cited,  w^hich,  as  I  have  stated,  was  omitted 
from  the  Act  of  June  17,  1913;  and  thus  adding  to  the 
City's  income  a  sum  which  is  but  little  short  of  $600,000 
per  annum. 

I  send  herewith  a  form  of  bill,  which  may  be  introduced 
into  the  Legislature  if  it  be  deemed  advisable  to  make  the 
change  herein  suggested.

Deak*Sie: — I  have  your  letter  of  the  16th  instant 
headed  "Highwaj'^s,  Bureau  of — request  for  balances  to  be 
carried  forward  to  the  books  of  1915."  In  it,  you  send  a 
schedule  from  the  Bureau  of  Highways  of  many  contracts 
which  you  state  have  been  awarded,  drawm  and  executed 
during  the  year  1914  for  different  classes  of  work  "upon 
which  nothing  whatever  has  been  done  during  the  said 
year." 

You  further  state  that  this  procedure  merely  transfers 
from  the  unencumbered  balances   of   appropriations  for 
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11)14  to  the  oucuiuhci'cd  balances  ni'  ap})i'(ij)i'iatioiis  for 
1915,  witliont  any  work  or  other  resnlts  beinp;  accom- 
plished in  the  former  year,  and  you  request  to  be  informed 
whether  "'such  practically  mortgaging  of  balances  of  ap- 
propriatictns  at  so  late  a  period  in  1914  and  carrying  the 
same  over  to  the  year  1915  does  not  prevent  the  accurate 
closing  of  the  books  and  accounts  for  1914,  as  contem- 
plated by  the  Acts  of  1874  and  1879." 

In  the  accompanying  schedule,  you  send  me,  tlie  con- 
tracts appear  to  have  been  executed  as  early  as  July,  and 
running  through  September,  October,  November  and  De- 
cember of  1914.  Some  of  this  work  may  have  been  im- 
possible to  prosecute.  There  must,  of  course,  be  some  rea- 
son for  delay,  and  your  calling  the  attention  of  the  proper 
Department  to  the  non-user  of  the  funds  will  cause  re- 
newed activity,  for  all  seem  to  be  of  a  character  requiring 
the  employment  of  labor. 

As  to  the  legal  effect,  however,  I  answer  your  query  as 
follows:  Wherever  the  contract  itself  provides  that  the 
work  is  to  be  done  during  the  year  w^hich  is  current  at  the 
execution  of  the  contract,  or  in  eases  w^here  the  appropria- 
tion itself  is  merely  for  the  work  to  be  done  during  such 
year,  the  contract  ceases  to  be  effective  at  the  expiration 
of  the  year,  and  so  much  of  the  appropriation  as  is  not 
needed  to  pay  for  work  wdiich  has  been  done  when  the 
year  ends  should  be  merged  in  the  general  funds  of  the 
City,  subject  to  appropriation  for  the  succeeding  year, 
and  so  certified  to  Councils.  Where  neither  the  conti'act 
itself  nor  the  appropriation,  however,  is  limited  to  the 
current  year,  then  upon  the  execution  of  the  contract  the 
amount  tlierein  limited  should  be  debited  against  the  ap- 
propriation and  remains  a  charge  upon  it  until  the  con- 
tract shall  be  annulled.  Funds  so  dedicated  to  contracts 
which  are  thus  unlimited  as  to  time  should  not  be  merged, 
but  sliould  remain  ear-marked  so  that  warrants  may  be 
drawn  against  them  as  the  work  proceeds.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  the  15th  instant,  ask- 
ing whether  you  are  ''right  in  believing  that  there  should 
be  certified  copies  of  the  specifications  for  all  important 
contract  work  if  we  are  to  make  proper  preparation  for 
the  possibility  of  criminal  and  civil  proceedings." 

I  am  not  clear  as  to  what  is  meant  precisely  by  this  in- 
quiry, or  by  whom  it  is  desirable  or  possible  to  have  the 
specifications  certified.  Certification  is  done  by  some  of- 
ficial bureau  or  officer  legally  authorized  to  authenticate 
that  which  is  the  subject  of  the  certification,  and  there  is 
no  such  Bureau  or  officer  so  legally  authorized  to  certify 
specifications  to  City  contracts.  In  addition  to  executing 
the  contract  itself,  it  is  the  practice  in  this  Department 
to  have  the  specifications  attached  to  every  contract  signed 
by  the  contractor.  The  executed  contract  and  the  signed 
specifications  are  lodged  with  the  Mayor  and  remain  in 
his  custody,  and  no  specifications  can  be  altered  unless 
some  one  connected  with  him  assents  thereto.  The  produc- 
tion of  the  contract,  executed  in  the  manner  provided  by 
law,  and  of  the  specifications  attached  to  and  forming  a 
part  of  it,  and  bearing  the  signature  of  the  contractor, 
would  seem  to  identify  the  agreement  beyond  the  pos- 
sil)ility  of  question  or  dispute. 

So  far  as  concerns  the  authorization  to  this  Department 
from  the  other  Departments  of  the  City,  with  respect  to 
the  specifications,  these  are  sent  here  accompanied  by  a 
letter  stating  that  the  enclosures  are  the  actual  specifica- 
tions, and  requesting  the  preparation  of  the  contract  in 
accordance  therewith. 

T  have  followed  the  plan  of  permitting  Directors  to 
prepare  specifications  so  that  they  may  have  the  respon- 
sibility for  the  details  of  all  work,  and  therefore  the  speci- 


ticatioiis  wliicli  tlio  various  Departments  prepare,  I  take 
wirliout  chaiiiic  and  embody  them  as  part  of  tlie  conrract 
which,  under  the  law,  I  am  required  to  prepare. 

Tuless  there  is  some  specific  purpose  which  you  have 
in  mind,  and  which  is  not  fulhlled  by  the  fore<ioini>-  pre- 
cautions, I  do  not  see  any  need  to  change  the  present  prac- 
tice. Of  course,  every  care  should  be  exercised  to  prevent 
any  change  in  the  specilications  after  bids  thereon  are  in- 
vited, and  before  they  are  sent  to  this  Department  as  the 
basis  of  the  contracts.

Deati  Sir  : — I  have  your  letter  of  yesterday  calling  at- 
tention to  the  appropriation  for  salaries  and  wages  for 
extra  help,  etc.,  Philadelphia  Hospital  for  Contagious 
Diseases,  for  the  year  1915,  in  the  sum  of  $60,000,  to 
which  is  attached  a  proviso  that  not  more  than  one-tenth 
thereof  shall  be  expended  in  any  one  month.  You  state 
that  for  this  purpose  there  was  used  in  December,  1014, 
$6,464-.fi0,  and  that  for  very  urgent  reasons  more  than 
Ihat  sum  will  be  needed  in  the  present  month,  and  that 
"a  really  serious  condition  confronts  us  if  we  are  thus 
limited  in  our  expenditures — a  limitation  never  before 
imposed  on  the  Department."  You  ask  whether  the  pro- 
viso is  legal  and  must  be  observed. 

I  see  no  escape  from  the  inference  that  Councils,  as  the 
appropriating  body,  have  a  right  to  attach  this  condition 
to  the  appropriation  in  order  to  prevent  the  funds  being 
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exliaiisted  at  an  early  period  of  the  year,  and  I  think  the 
City  Controller  would  not  be  jnstiiied  in  countersigning 
Avarrants  against  the  appropriation  in  excess  of  the  limita- 
tion thus  fixed. 

I  would  suggest  that  you  call  the  attention  of  Councils 
to  the  serious  character  of  the  situation  imposed  by  reason 
of  this  proviso,  and  ask  for  immediate  action  looking  to 
its  modification  or  repeal.

Deae  Sir: — In  response  to  your  communication  of  the 
26th  inst.,  enclosing  a  copy  of  the  lease  for  rooms  for  your 
Department  in  the  Bourse  Building,  I  herewith  return  the 
same,  and  would  suggest  that  the  renewal  clause  be  stricken 
out,  as  the  appropriation  by  Councils  for  the  amount  of 
the  rent  is  only  made  for  one  year,  and  they  might  not  in 
succeeding  years  appropriate  a  sum  sufficient  to  cover  the 
amount  of  rent  called  for  in  this  lease. 

The  lease  runs  from  the  1st  day  of  February.  For  the 
same  reasons  above,  it  should  be  made  to  terminate  on  the 
31st  day  of  December  of  this  year.

Dear  Sik  : — I  have  your  letter  of  this  date,  stating  that 
you  have  received  a  nimiber  of  contracts  from  the  Bureau 
of  Highways  for  the  hire  of  teams  for  1915  in  the  total 
sum  of  $80,000,  with  a  request  that  they  be  certified 
against  Item  20  in  the  annual  appropriation  from  the 
general  fund  for  1915,  and  $30,000  from  Item  132  of  the 
$7,000,000  loan  of  1913,  for  the  "resurfacing  of  streets." 
You  refer  to  the  Resolution  of  Councils  of  ISTovember  7, 
1914,  under  which  the  unexpended  balance  of  such  loan 
was  appropriated,  with  other  funds,  to  the  Bureau  of 
Highways,  for  emergency  work  "to  employ  labor,  hire 
teams  and  equipment  for  repairs  of  streets  and  roads." 
You  call  attention  to  the  language  of  one  of  the  contracts 
which  is  "to  furnish  carts  or  wheels  with  the  requisite  and 
necessary  horses  and  drivers  that  may  be  required  *  *  * 
to  do  such  hauling  as  may  be  ordered  in  the  First  High- 
way District  of  said  Qity,  as  specified  in  the  proposal 
hereto  attached,  during  the  .year  1915."  The  other  con- 
tracts are  in  substantially  similar  terms,  with  respect  to 
the  various  Highway  Districts;  and  you  ask  whether,  in 
view  of  the  facts  stated,  you  would  be  justified  in  certify- 
ing those  contracts  from  loan  funds  and  countersigning 
warrants  drawn  against  the  same. 

The  purpose  of  the  resolution  of  November  7,  1914,  was 
to  use  the  various  unexpended  balances  as  an  emergency 
fund  for  the  urgent  purpose  of  giving  work  to  the  unem- 
ployed, and  thns  relieving  in  part  the  distress  which  was 
prevalent  in  the  City.  To  further  this  purpose,  the  resolu- 
tion was  so  worded  as  to  require  the  employment  of  labor 
and  the  hiring  of  teams  and  equipment.     It  was  not  the 
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inteutioii  that  this  money  should  form  the  basis  of  con- 
tracts extending  over  an  entire  year,  and  in  which  the 
City  would  not  employ  labor  or  hire  teams,  but  would 
simply  enter  into  an  agreement  with  a  contractor.  In 
other  words,  the  object  in  view  was  immediate,  and  was 
to  be  effected  by  the  action  of  the  City  officials  themselves 
in  providing  for  the  unemployed.  To  use  such  money  as 
the  basis  of  the  contracts  in  question  would  divert  it  from 
the  direction  in  which  it  was  destined  by  the  appropriating 
resolution,  and  would  not  be  in  accordance  either  with  the 
language  or  the  spirit  and  purpose  thereof,  and  I  there- 
fore am  of  the  opinion  that  you  would  not  be  justified  in 
certifying  the  said  contracts  in  the  manner  proposed.

Dear  Sir  : — Permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  another 
pliase  of  evasion  of  taxation  which  I  respectfully  submit 
should  be  remedied  at  this  session  of  the  Legislature, 
namely,  the  exemption  of  the  real  estate  in  Philadelphia 
of  Public  Service  Corporations,  such  as  the  properties  of 
the  Rapid  Transit  Company,  the  Bell  Telephone  Com- 
pany, the  Keystone  Telephone  Company,  the  Philadelphia 
Electric  Company,  and  the  United  Gas  Improvement 
Company. 

Of  these  various  companies,  twenty-seven  pieces  of  real 
estate  belonging  to  the  Rapid  Transit  Company,  twenty- 
three  belonging  to  the  Philadelphia  Electric  Company, 
nineteen  belonging  to  the  Bell  Telephone  Company,  and 
ten  belonging  to  the  United  Gas  Improvement  Company, 
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ainong  others,  are  carried  as  exempt,  and  even  with  the 
inadequate  values  given  to  them  thoy  amount  in  the  ag- 
gregate to  nearly  five  millions  of  dollars. 

I  do  not  believe  there  is  any  moral  right  fur  the  non- 
payment of  taxes  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  by  these 
corporations  upon  these  separate  pieces  of  real  estate,  and 
the  justification  for  the  legal  exempting  had  its  beginning 
in  a  decision  which  was  rendered  as  far  back  as  1820.  in 
the  case  of  the  Schuylkill  Bridge  Co.  vs.  Fraley,  reported 
in  13  S.  &  K.,  at  page  422.  In  that  case,  the  effort  was 
made  by  the  local  authorities  to  tax  Market  street  bridge, 
then  a  privately  owned  structure,  but  the  Court  held  that 
the  bridge  was  ''neither  land,  house,  nor  lot,"  and  that 
"the  bridge  itself,  though  it  cost  an  immense  sum  of 
money,  would  be  of  little  value  were  it  not  for  the  right 
of  taking  tolls  annexed  to  it,"  and  "it  would  seem,  there- 
fore, that  if  it  had  been  intended  to  make  it  subject  to 
taxation,  the  law  would  have  pointed  out  the  mode  in 
which  it  should  be  valued."  The  Court  denied  the  right 
to  collect  from  the  Bridge  Company  taxes,  Imt  said  that 
if  the  taxation  should  be  imposed  that:  "Our  Legisla- 
ture is  convened  annually,  and  whenever  it  shall  be  satis- 
fied that  it  is  for  the  public  good  to  impose  a  tax  on  bridges, 
roads,  or  other  works  of  that  nature,  it  is  to  be  done  in 
such  manner  as  under  all  the  circumstances  shall  be 
judged  proper." 

In  the  early  days  of  the  Commonwealth,  when  the 
whole  idea  of  public  service  corporations  was  compara- 
tively new,  and  when  States  and  Counties  gave  to  them 
bounties  and  gifts  of  lands,  there  may  have  been  reason 
for  exemption,  but  certainly  that  time  has  long  since 
passed. 

AVith  this  decision  as  a  foundation,  there  has  come  down 
through  our  law,  a  number  of  cases  in  which  it  has  been 
held — so  that  it  is  now  a  firmly  established  rule — that  the 
property  of  a  quasi-public  corporation,  indispensably  nec- 
essary to  the  proper  operation  of  its  works,  and  to  the  exer- 
cise of  its  proper  franchises,  is  not  included  in  the  general 
words  "real  estate,"  "lands,"  "lots  of  ground,"  and  these

are  the  phrases  used  in  the  general  tax  Act  of  1844,  as 
they  were  used  in  the  prior  Acts  of  1799  and  1834.  This 
Act  of  1844  is  the  basis  of  the  taxation  upon  real  estate, 
and  it  enumerates  ''all  real  estate,  to  wit,  houses,  lands, 
lots  of  ground  and  ground  rents,  mills  and  manufactories 
of  all  kinds,  furnaces,  forges,  bloomeries,  distilleries,  sugar 
houses,  malt  houses,  breweries,  tan  yards,  fisheries,  fer- 
ries, wharves  and  all  other  real  estate  not  exempted  by 
law  from  taxation." 

It  will  be  very  easy  to  change  the  law  and  to  make  all 
the  real  estate  of  all  these  companies  pay  their  share  of 
carrying  on  the  local  government.  Each  of  these  nearly 
one  hundred  pieces  of  real  estate  in  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia that  are  carried  on  the  books  as  exempt  requires 
police  protection  and  fire  protection,  and  even  if  they  do 
not,  they  displace  dwellings  and  business  places,  all  of 
which  would  contribute  their  share  to  the  public  funds 
were  the  lots  not  occupied  by  the  structures  of  the  quasi- 
public  corporations. 

It  is  true  that  these  companies  pay  a  tax  upon  their 
capital  stock,  but  so  do  the  great  number  of  Trust  Com- 
panies and  other  corporations  which  exist  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  and  yet  these  all  pay  a  real  estate  tax  to  the 
City  of  Philadelphia. 

In  ISTew  York,  in  the  year  1909,  a  most  comprehensive 
Act  was  passed,  by  which  not  only  the  structures  and 
superstructures  erected  upon  and  affixed  to  the  land  owned 
by  quasi-public  corporations,  and  the  land  itself  was 
taxed,  but  all  appurtenances— whether  upon,  above,  or 
under  ground,  including  the  value  of  all  franchises,  rights 
and  permissions  to  construct,  maintain,  or  operate  under, 
above,  or  through  streets,  highways,  or  public  places,  and 
defines  that  a  "franchise  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the 
value  of  the  tangible  propert)^  situate  in,  upon,  under,  or 
above  any  street,  highway,  public  place,  or  public  waters 
*  *  *"  The  public  thought  of  Pennsylvania  may  not  as 
yet  have  advanced  to  the  .stage  when  a  franchise  tax  shall 
be  levied,  and  when  the  road  bed,  or  space  between  tracks 
on  highways,  of  the  carrying  corporations  shall  be  subject 
to  taxation,  but  certainly  the  mere  presentation  to  the 
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Legislature  of  the  unquestioned  fact  that  nearly  one  hun- 
dred separate  pieces  of  real  estate  exist  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  protected  and  guarded  by  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, and  from  which  the  City  derives  no  penny  of 
revenue,  sliould  carry  conviction  to  the  mind  of  every 
Legislator  that  a  change  is  needed,  and  insure  speedy 
correction. 

The  Act  of  1844  was  framed  before  the  modern  Public 
Service  corporations  had  obtained  their  present  develop- 
ment. The  language  of  the  Act,  as  I  have  said,  has  been 
held  insufiicient  to  include  them,  but  there  seems  to  me  no 
valid  reason  why  they  should  not  contribute  their  share 
to  the  upbuilding  of  the  City  in  which  their  business  is 
carried  on,  and  from  whence  practically  all  their  profit 
comes. 

I  send  to  you  hercMdth  a  draft  of  an  Act  which  is  ex- 
ceedingly conservative.  It  does  not  attempt  to  make  tax- 
able the  right  of  way,  the  road  bed,  the  tracks  of  railways 
or  railroad  companies,  or  the  pipes  or  mains  of  gas  com- 
panies, but  only  to  make  their  buildings  and  lands  used 
by  them  for  offices,  exchanges,  and  the  carryings  on  of  their 
business  contribute  the  same  as  like  buildings  of  other 
companies  or  of  individuals. 

I  may  also  add,  so  that  no  one  may  think  that  this 
proposed  measure  is  aggressively  radical,  that  the  pro- 
posed change  meets  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Pevision  of  Taxes  of  Philadelphia.  Personally,  I  would 
advocate  the  enactment  of  a  measure  framed  on  the  lines 
of  the  iNTew  York  legislation.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  1st  instant,  in 
relation  to  the  proposed  filing  of  the  Bond  of  the  City  in 
the  preparation  of  a  petition  for  the  appointment  of  a 
Board  of  View  in  the  matter  of  the  conveyance  of  tract  of 
ground  under  ordinance  of  December  9,  1914,  permit  me 
to  say  that  while  the  Act  of  June  8,  1895,  provides  that 
"it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  municipalities  to  tender  its 
bond  as  security  to  the  party  claiming  to  be  entitled  to 
damages"  this  does  not  authorize  any  Department  of  the 
City  to  enter  a  bond  without  authority  from  Councils, 
nor  to  the  presentation  of  the  petition  for  the  appointment 
of  a  Board  of  View. 

I  suggest  that  you  should  cause  to  be  introduced  an 
amending  ordinance,  directing  the  Mayor  to  file  the  bond, 
and  the  City  Solicitor  to  present  a  petition;  and  if  it  is 
the  wish  of  the  Commission  to  get  possession  of  the  prem- 
ises immediately  in  addition  to  these  two  directions,  there 
should  also  be  one  to  the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount 
Park  to  at  once  enter  upon  and  take  possession  of  the 
premises.  Immediately  upon  action  so  authorizing  me,  I 
shall  proceed  forthwith.

Dear   Sir: — I  have  received  your  letter  of  January 
28th,  requesting  me  to  furnish  a  Committee  of  Councils 
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■\vitli  an  opinion  as  to  the  right  of  those  bodies  to  pass  an 
ordinanco,  a  draft  of  which  is  submitted,  and  if  so, 
wlTDther  tlic  form  chosen  is  ''the  best  to  carrv  out  the  in- 
tent." 

Tlie  ordinance  is  one  making  it  a  nuisance  and  prohibit- 
ing the  use  of  the  highways  or  sidewalks  from  Second 
street  to  the  Schuylkill  river,  and  from  Walnut  street  to 
Arch  street,  inclusive,  for  the  sale  or  offering  for  sale 
of  any  commodity  or  article  whatsoever,  excepting  news- 
papers, under  penalty  of  five  (5)  dollars  for  each  hour 
during  which  such  violation  or  violations  shall  occur. 
Whether  ordinances  on  subjects  of  this  general  character, 
and  relating  only  to  certain  portions  of  the  City  are  valid, 
was  the  subject  of  dispute  in  Court  of  Common  Pleas  No. 
1  in  the  recent  case  of  Lenon  vs.  Porter,  in  reference  to 
the  ordinance  prohibiting  the  maintenance  of  certain 
awnings  on  South  street.  It  was  there  decided  that  the 
City  has  the  right  to  make  such  discrimination.  This 
decision  will  probably  be  appealed  from,  and,  therefore, 
the  question  can  hardly  be  regarded  as  definitely  settled 
until  the  Supreme  Court  has  acted.  In  my  opinion,  the 
right  so  to  discriminate  exists  where  the  distinction  thus 
made  between  the  various  parts  of  the  Citv  is  a  reasonable 
and  proper  one,  based  upon  actual  differences  of  location, 
density  of  travel,  surroundings  and  the  like,  which  would 
fairly  justify  making  the  distinction. 

In  reply  to  the  query  whether  the  form  of  the  proposed 
ordinance  is  *'the  best  form  to  carry  out  the  intent,"  it 
seems  to  me  that  the  language  chosen  is  vague  and  am- 
biguous. The  controlling  expression  used  is  "the  use  of 
the  highwavs  or  sidewalks  of  the  streets  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  *  *  *  for  the  sale  or  offering  for  sale  of 
any  commodity  or  article  whatsoever,  excepting  news- 
papers." It  is  by  no  means  clear  whether  this  is  in- 
tended to  prohibit  the  maintenance  of  stands  within  the 
specified  localities,  or  whether  it  relates  to  the  subject  of 
itinerant  vending,  or  to  both;  or,  in  short,  what  is  the 
precise  significance  of  "the  use  of  the  highways  or  side- 
walks for  the  sale  or  offering  for  sale"  of  commodities  or 
articles.     Again,  the  iniiiction  of  a  penalt}'  of  five  dollars 
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for  every  hour  of  the  continuance  of  sucli  violation  is 
g-reatly  in  excess  of  the  usual  penalties  in  such  cases,  and 
it  is  quite  probable  that  it  could  not  be  upheld  as  rea- 
sonable. 

I  am  obliged,  therefore,  to  answer  your  inquiry  as  to 
whether  the  draft  enclosed  in  your  letter  is  the  best  form 
to  carry  out  the  intent,  in  the  negative.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  the  letter  of  3d  inst.,  of  the  Chief 
of  the  Electrical  Bureau,  approved  by  you,  with  reference 
to  effort  of  that  Bureau  to  compel  the  placing  under- 
ground of  as  many  wires  as  possible,  with  especial  refer- 
ence to  the  case  of  the  fire  alarm  circuits.  It  appears  that 
the  auxiliary  company,  which  enjoys  its  privileges  under 
the  Ordinance  of  N"ovember  15,  1909,  page  206,  objects 
to  l)eing  placed  under  the  expense  of  burying  its  wires, 
and  urges  that  the  City  should  do  this  at  its  own  expense, 
so  far,  at  least,  as  concerns  the  wires  running  into  the 
premises  with  wliich  it  connects.  The  Chief  of  the  Bu- 
reau states  a  number  of  reasons,  both  in  favor  of  this  con- 
tention of  the  auxiliary  company  and  against  it,  and  fin- 
ally requests  the  opinion  of  this  Department  "whether  or 
not  the  Electrical  Bureau  is  warranted  in  changing  these 
overhead  circuits  running  from  the  general  line  of  the 
fire  alarm  wires  into  the  private  premises,  from  over- 
head to  underground,  at  the  expense  of  the  City."  There 
ought  to  be  no  question  of  the  desirability  of  abolishing 
all  overhead  wires  of  every  kind,  but  I  do  not  think  the 
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Electrical  Bureau  would  1)0  warranted  in  acting  on  be- 
half of  the  City,  as  proposed,  without  the  sanction  of 
Councils,  and  I  suggest  that  the  matter  be  brouo;ht  to  the 
attention  of  those  bodies,  with  such  recommendation  as 
mav  be  deemed  advisable,  and  that  the  subsequent  action 
of  your  Department  be  governed  by  the  result  of  such  rep- 
resentation.

Dear  Sir: — The  levying  of  equal  taxes  is  an  exceed- 
ingly difhcult  problem  to  solve.  In  Philadelphia,  the  bulk 
of  the  revenue  to  support  the  municipality  comes  from  the 
taxes  upon  real  estate.  While  City  Councils,  with  the 
concurrence  of  the  ]\rayor,  fixes  the  tax  rate,  the  assess- 
ment itself,  or  the  value  of  the  taxable  property,  is  de- 
termined by  a  body  absolutely  independent  of  the  munici- 
pality, to  wut,  the  Board  of  Revision  of  Taxes.  These 
gentlemen  are  appointed  by  the  Judges  of  the  Courts  of 
Common  Pleas,  and  in  turn  they  exercise  their  functions 
in  the  first  instance  by  the  division  of  the  City  into  dis- 
tricts, the  supervision  of  which  is  entrusted  to  officials 
designated  as  "Real  Estate  Assessors."  These  Assessors 
endeavor,  by  inspection  and  inquiry,  to  fix  as  the  value 
of  the  property  *'the  price  at  which  it  would  sell  for  if 
sold  singly  and  separately  at  a  bona  fide  sale  after  full 
public  notice."'  Under  the  law,  as  now  framed,  there  is. 
from  the  deiusion  of  the  Real  Estate  Assessors  and  the 
Board  of  Revision,  no  appeal  given  to  any  one  except  the 
legal  owner  of  the  particular  property  assessed — neither 
City  nor  outsider  having  any  standing,  either  to  protest 
or  to  object. 
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I  respectfully  recommend  to  the  Committee,  havino;  in 
charge  remedial  legislation  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
to  be  presented  at  this  Session  of  the  Legislature,  the  wis- 
dom of  securing  the  right  of  appeal  to  other  property 
owners  and  to  the  City  itself.  There  can  be  no  question 
that  the  City  is  vitally  interested  in  the  fixing  of  values. 
Its  income  depends  upon  an  accurate  valuation,  and  even 
though  there  be  conceded  the  fullest  measure  of  wisdom 
on  the  part  of  the  gentlemen  now  entrusted  with  this  duty, 
there  ought  to  be  given  to  any  person,  and  especially  to 
the  City  itself  as  a  corporate  entity,  the  right  to  appeal 
to  the  Courts  for  final  arbitrament. 

Within  the  last  ten  days,  I  had  occasion  to  recommend 
to  the  ]\Iayor  the  vetoing  of  a  proposed  ordinance  asking 
the  City  to  pay  $18,000  for  property  assessed  at  $4,000. 
It  ought  to  be  within  the  power  of  Councils  to  instruct  the 
City  Solicitor  to  appeal  from  an  assessment  of  this  char- 
acter, and  to  compel  the  payment  of  a  proper  sum  for  tax- 
ation. On  the  other  hand,  it  has  been  tlie  experience  of 
the  Road  Bureau  of  this  Department,  in  several  cases  that 
assessments  have  been  too  high,  for  example,  a  tract  of 
land  ordered  to  be  taken  for  Playground  purposes  is  as- 
sessed at  $126,500.  The  Board  of  View  fixed  the  value, 
after  hearing  testimony  and  argument  of  counsel,  at 
$108,000.  Upon  appeal  from  that  finding  a  jury  of  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  has  fixed  the  value  at  $91,000. 

I  mention  these,  not  as  a  matter  of  complaint,  but  sim- 
ply by  way  of  illustration  of  the  existing  condition,  and 
of  the  wisdom  of  providing  a  method  outside  of  the  prop- 
erty owner  himself  to  reach  the  desired  result  of  equality. 
We  have  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  numbers  of  dwelling 
houses  where  the  assessment  is  greater  or  equal  to  the 
amount  at  which  the  property  could  be  sold.  Advertise- 
ments appear  frequently  in  the  newspapers  of  tenders  of 
real  estate  at  prices  below  the  assessment.  On  the  other 
hand,  there  are  numbers  of  properties,  especially  in  the 
central  portion  of  the  City,  in  Germantown,  and  in  Chest- 
nut Hill,  where  the  selling  prices  are  greatly  in  excess 
of  the  assessments.  It  might  be  that  occasionally  there 
would  result  some  annoyance  when  the  assessment  was 
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attacked  In-  some  one  not  an  owner,  Init  as  costs  follow 
the  result  of  all  litigation,  nnwan-auted  intereferenee  be- 
tween the  property  owner  and  the  Board  of  Revision 
would  be  very  unlikely  and  certainly  would  be  very  rare. 
The  counterbalancing  good,  however,  outweighs  I  re- 
spectfully suggest,  all  objections  and  I  send  to  vou  the 
draft  ol  an  Act  accomplishing  these  purposes,  and  which 
will  give  the  right  to  an  appeal  to  other  property  owners 
and  to  the  City,  Borough,  County,  Township,  School  Dis- 
trict, or  other  public  corporations  entitled  to  lew  and  col- 
lect taxes.

Deae  Sir: — As  you  are  aware,  the  legislation  of  1913 
transferred  in  its  entirety  what  is  popularlv  known  as 
tlie  "Tax  on  money  at  interest"  from  the  State  to  the 
County.  One  of  the  prolific  sources  of  revenue  has  been, 
and  is,  the  tax  upon  mortgages.  In  presenting  the  fol- 
lowing view  to  you,  I  do  not  desire  to  concur  in  the  wis- 
dom of  this  tax,  for  I  believe  it  to  be  double  taxation. 
Owners  of  real  estate  in  the  County  of  Philadelphia  pav 
not  only  $1..>0  per  hundred  m  the  assessed  value  of  their 
real  estate,  but  also  pay,  in  fact,  the  four  mills  tax  upon 
the  mortgage  which  may  be  secured  upon  the  same  prem- 
ises—no matter  the  statutory  requirement  othervvise. 

Froin  the  beginning  of  time,  the  "tax-gatherer  has  been 
odious."  and  numerous  have  been  the  devices  designed  to 
escape  him.  Whatever  may  be  said  of  the  wisdom'  of  the 
mortgage  tax  under  the  gaiise  of  "money  at  interest,"  it 
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is  part  of  our  law,   and,  like  all  other  laws,   should  be 
either  squarely  repealed  or  rigidly  enforced. 

There  has  sprung  up  in  Philadelphia  recently  a  plan 
to  escape  this  tax  by  creating  that  which  is  tantamount 
to  a  mortgage,  although  called  by  another  name  and  with 
different  legal  attributes:  to  wit,  the  old-time  "ground 
rent."  The  device  is  now  being  resorted  to  on  an  increas- 
ingly large  scale,  and  especially  in  large  transactions,  to 
convey  real  estate  subject  to  a  ground  rent.  If  it  were  sold 
subject  to  a  mortgage,  the  mortgage  would  be  taxable  as 
representing  money  at  interest.  The  ground  rent  is  not 
taxable,  it  not  being  personal  property  in  the  eyes  of  the 
law,  but  an  estate  in  the  land.  To  the  purchaser  it  is  in 
eifect  the  same — money  due — money  at  interest. 

Under  the  basic  taxing  Act  of  1844,  ground  rents  were 
specifically  enumerated  as  the  subject  of  taxation  as  real 
estate.  In  1845  another  Act  was  passed  so  as  to  provide 
for  their  being  taxed  only  under  certain  contingencies, 
to  w^it,  where  there  was  "no  provision  made  in  the  ground 
rent  deed  that  the  lessee  shall  pay  the  taxes  on  the  said 
ground  rent."'  As  a  matter  of  fact,  in  the  whole  City  of 
Philadelphia,  althoiigh  there  are  a  great  number  of  old 
ground  rents,  less  than  one  hundred  in  all  pay  taxes,  and 
these  are  increased  under  present  conditions  only  by  about 
two  a  year,  and  then  usually  from  a  "spite  cause" — the 
unwillingness  of  the  owners  of  irredeemable  ground  rents 
to  take  a  fair  amount  and  extinguish  the  same,  and  the 
attention  being  called  of  the  Board  of  Revision  to  the 
condition  of  the  deed. 

I  enclose  to  you  the  draft  of  "An  Act  taxing  ground 
rents  for  County  purposes,  and  in  Cities  co-extensive 
with  Counties,  for  City  and  County  purposes,  at  the  rate 
of  four  mills  on  the  assessed  value  thereof  (the  same  as 
the  mortgage  tax),  and  providing  for  the  assessment  and 
collection  of  said  tax,"  and  I  earnestly  commend  it  to 
your  Committee,  and  ask  for  its  favorable  recommenda- 
tion to  our  representatives  at  Harrisburg,  so  that  it  may 
be  enacted  into  law,  and  this  growing  and  gross  inequality 
removed.  It  is  believed  that  the  passage  of  this  bill  will 
add  several  hundred  thousand  dollars  a  vear  to  Philadel- 
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needed  in  the  days  which  are  coniino-,  unless  the  already 
heavily  bnrdened  real  estate  owners  are  willing-  to  have 
the  tax  rate  greatly  increased.

Dear  Sir  : — Permit  me  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  let- 
ter from  W.  H.  Ball,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  City  Prop- 
erty, dated  February  3d,  and  approved  by  you,  in  relation 
to  the  taking  possession  by  the  Bureau  of  City  Property 
of  the  plot  of  ground  Kensington  avenue  and  Tioga  street, 
being  an  addition  to  Harrow^gate  Park,  under  the  ordi- 
nance approved  July  7,  1914, 

Tn  reply  thereto:  Section  2  of  the  ordinance  provides 
that  upon  the  entering  of  security  by  the  City,  possession 
of  the  plot  shall  be  taken  for  puWic  use.  Security  has 
been  entered. 

Section  o  of  the  ordinance  approved  August  20,  l.S,"')4, 
establishing  and  authorizing  the  Department  of  City  Prop- 
erty, which,  by  Section  1,  creates  the  office  of  Conunis- 
sioner  of  City  Property,  is  as  follows: 

'^'He  shall  be  the  head  of  the  Department  of  City 
Property.  He  shall  be  charged  with  the  renting 
and  collecting  of  the  rents  of  all  the  real  estate  be- 
longing to  the  corporation  in  its  own  right,  includ- 
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ing  therein  the  revenue  from  the  tobacco  warehouse ; 
and  he  shall  be  charged  with  the  care  of  the  same, 
except  that  part  of  the  real  estate  which  is  used  for 
police  and  county  purposes." 

Section  3  of  the  ordinance  approved  March  22,  1888, 
provides  as  follows : 

''All  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  by  law  or 
ordinance  upon  the  Commissioners  of  Markets  and 
City  Property  shall  be  performed  by  the  head  of  the 
Bureau  of  City  Property." 

I  am  of  opinion  that  where  an  ordinance  authorizes  the 
taking  possession  of  a  piece  of  property  condemned  by  the 
City,  and  does  not  designate  an}'  particular  body  to  enter 
upon  and  take  possession  of  the  same,  the  proper  agency 
so  to  do  is  the  Bureau  of  City  Property.

Liahilitij  of  Property  Owners  for  Repaving  Fifth  Street 
Between  Railway  Trades — Original  Paving.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  Con- 
nell,  approved  by  you,  requesting  my  opinion  as  to  the 
liability  of  the  property  owners  for  paving  Eifth  street, 
from  Pockland  street  to  Somerville  avenue,  between  the 
rails  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Company,  the  samfe  having 
been  previously  paved  liy  the  Company  at  its  own  ex- 
pense in  1901.     You  state  that  the  property  owners  never 
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rcinihursed  the  Compaiiv  for  the  cost  of  this  j^aving,  and 
tliat  the  City  kept  it  in  repair  out  of  the  money  paid  to 
the  City  by  the  Transit  Company. 

Under  the  circnimstanpes  mentioned  in  your  letter,  it 
would  seem  that  the  paving  by  the  Transit  Company^  con- 
sisting  of  granite  blocks,  would  be  considered  an  original 
paving,  which  would  exempt  the  property  owners  from 
being  charged  with  the  repaving,  regardness  of  whether 
the  first  paving  was  paid  for  by  the  Company  or  the 
property  owners. 

The  sole  question  in  cases  of  this  kind  is:  Did  the 
City  ever  adopt  the  paving,  either  expressly  or  by  im- 
plication, with  the  purpose  and  intent  of  recognizing  it 
as  a  City  paving?  Mere  maintenance  and  repair  are 
not  sufficient  to  indicate  municipal  adoption  where  the 
paving  is  not  of  the  kind  ordinarily  used  in  City  streets, 
unless  there  co-exists  the  municipal  purpose  and  intent  to 
recognize  it  as  a  City  paving.  A  formal  ordinance  of 
adoption  is  not  necessars',  but  the  fact  may  be  proved 
by  evidence  from  which  it  may  be  fairly  inferred. 

Tn  this  case  the  Transit  Company  paved  between  the 
rails  and  in  the  dummy  with  granite  blocks.  This  was  an 
actual  paving  of  the  kind  and  character  the  City  probably 
would  have  put  down  had  it  done  the  work.  The  paving 
being  of  a  real  and  substantial  character,  and  such  as  is 
ordinarily  found  on  City  streets,  I  am  of  opinion  that 
considerably  less  evidence  would  be  required  to  indicate 
municipal  adoption  of  this  granite  block  paving  as  a  City 
paving  than  is  usually  required  in  cases  of  this  kind. 

The  fact  that  the  Transit  Company  did  the  work  and 
paid  for  it,  and  was  not  reimbursed  by  the  property  own- 
ers, does  not  impose  upon  the  latter  the  obligation  to  pay 
for  the  repaving,  if  the  City  subsequently  recognized  and 
adopted  it  as  a  City  paving;  and  this  municipal  recog- 
nition or  adoption  may  be  reasonably  inferred  from  the 
fact  that  the  paving  is  of  the  kind  and  character  ordinarily 
used  in  paving  City  streets,  and  from  the  further  fact 
that  the  City,  for  a  considerable  period  of  years,  kept  the 
paving  in  maintenance  and  repair. 
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I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  liens  filed  against  prop- 
erty owners  covering  the  cost  of  the  repaying  would  be  of 
doubtful  validity.

Dear  Sir: — In  further  reply  to  the  communication 
dated  January  Tth,  from  George  S.  Webster,  Chief  Engi- 
neer, approved  by  you,  in  relation  to  the  status  of  Willow 
street,  from  Beach  street  to  Delaware  avenue,  permit  me 
to  say  that  an  examination  of  the  records  discloses  the 
following : 

Prior  to  1852  Willow  street,  of  the  width  of  30  feet, 
was  laid  out  on  the  City  plan  from  Front  street  to  Dela- 
ware avenue  on  a  line  not  at  right  angles  to  Front  street. 
In  that  year  (1852)  Willow  street,  of  the  width  of  50  feet 
at  right  angles,  or  nearly  so,  to  Front  street  was  laid  out 
from  that  street  to  Delaware  avenue  of  the  width  of  fifty 
feet.  The  deed  of  the  Lehigh  Coal  &  jSTavigation  Com- 
pany to  the  Philadelphia  &  Eeading  Railway  Company, 
dated  December  20,  1860,  contains  the  following  language, 
in  describing  the  lot  conveyed : 

"Including  on  the  north  the  greater  part  of  the  soil 
of  Willow  street  as  widened  and  laid  out  for  public 
use  and  extending  in  length  or  depth  northeastwardly, 
crossing  Water  street  and  Delaware  avenue,  and  the 
northernmost  line  also  crossing  Willow  street  to  the 
River  Delaware,  and  thence  extending  into  the  said 
river  as  far  as  law  and  custom  will  allow." 
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Had  this  description  referred  to  Willow  street  of  the 
width  of  30  feet,  the  north  line  of  the  property  would  not 
have  crossed  Willow  street,  as  the  line  ran  practically  in 
the  same  direction.  It  can  only  apply  to  Willow  street  as 
widened  to  the  width  of  50  feet,  as  shown  on  the  plan  dated 
January  20,  1915,  and  prepared  at  my  request  by  A.  Z. 
Hoffman,  Registrar  of  the  Survey  Bureau. 

Although  the  Law  Department  can  find  no  record  in  the 
Quarter  Sessions,  of  the  opening  of  Willow  street  by  pro- 
ceedings therein,  my  opinion  is  that  this  street  was  opened 
by  the  property  owners  to  the  width  of  50  feet  from  Front 
street  to  Delaware  avenue  on  the  line  sho^vn  upon  the 
"Hoffman  plan" ;  and  I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  Wil- 
low street,  of  the  width  of  50  feet  from  Front  street  to 
Delaware  avenue,  running  at  right  angles  or  almost  thereto 
is  a  legally  opened  public  street  and  cannot  be  closed  ex- 
cept by  a  legal  vacation  thereof.

Permits  for  Buildings  on  Streets  Less  Than  Thirty  Feet 
Wide;  or  of  Sufficient  Width,  But  Not  on  City  Plan.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  the  inquiry  of  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  approved  by  you,  whether 
under  the  Ordinance  of  April  8,  1890,  forbidding,  among 
other  things,  the  Board  of  Building  Inspectors  to  issue 
any  permits  for  the  erection  of  a  building  or  buildings 
on  any  street  not  less  than  30  feet  (by  Ordinance  of  April 
2,   1906,   40  feet)    in  width   "or  on   the   Oity  Plan,"   it 
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would  be  lawful  for  tliat  Bureau  to  issue  permits  for  the 
erection  of  buildings  upon  a  street  40  feet  wide  if  such 
street  be  not  upon  the  City  plan,  and  whether  the  ordi- 
nance would  prevent  persons  from  erecting  buildings  on 
streets  not  upon  the  City  plan,  although  of  the  requisite 
width ;  and  inquiring  further,  whether  a  highway  or  street 
which  is  physically  in  existence,  but  which  has  not  been 
placed  upon  the  City  plan,  would  be  such  a  street  as  is 
contemplated  by  the  ordinance. 

It  would  not  be  lawful  to  issue  a  permit  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  building  upon  a  street  not  on  the  City  plan, 
although  of  the  requisite  width,  except  that  by  Ordinance 
of  June  9,  1890,  p.  213,  it  is  provided  that  the  prohibition 
shall  not  apply  to  "any  street  that  was  on  the  City  plan, 
or  that  was  actually  or  legally  open  at  the  time  said  ordi- 
nance (of  April  8,  1890)  was  passed." 

If  the  street  in  question  is  not  now  on  the  City  plan, 
and  was  not  on  the  plan  on  April  8,  1890,  or  not  legally 
opened  at  that  date,  no  permit  for  the  erection  of  a  build- 
ing thereon  should  be  issued.

Kemhle  Avenue  Sewer — Price  to  he  Paid  Under  Different 
Contracts — Deductions  for  Deficiency  Ruhhle  Masonry.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  a  letter  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  Surveys,  approved  by  you,  in  reference  to  ques- 
tions which  have  arisen  between  the  City  of  Philadelphia 


and  the  estate  of  David  McMahon,  with  regard  to  two 
contracts  for  the  laying  of  a  sewer  in  Kenil)lc  avenue,  the 
whole  of  which  sewer  was  intended  to  extend  as  prescribed 
by  the  ordinance  of  May  29,  1913,  under  which  it  was 
begun,  from  "the  present  sewer  north  of  Chew  street  to  the 
present  sewer  south  of  ISTedro  street."  Tliat  ordinance 
appropriated  the  sum  of  $30,000  for  this  work,  but  pro- 
vided further  for  the  building  of  other  sewers,  and  that 
any  surplus  from  the  amounts  appropriated  for  them 
severally  might  be  used  in  the  construction  of  the  other 
sewers.  By  virtue  of  this  proviso,  the  amount  available 
for  the  sewer  on  Kemble  avenue  was  $31,500.  which  was 
insufficient  and  understood  at  the  time  of  entering  into  the 
contract  to  be  insufficient  to  construct  the  entire  sewer. 
In  the  invitation  to  bidders,  it  was  provided  that  the 
lowest  bidder  should  be  estimated  by  the  length  of  sewer 
which  could  be  constructed  under  his  bid  price  for  the 
sum  which  was  thus  available  for  use  in  the  building  of 
that  sewer.  The  estate  of  David  McMahon  was  the  low- 
est bidder,  and  the  price  bid  by  it  for  rock  section  was 
$23  per  linear  foot.  While  the  work  under  said  contract 
was  in  process  of  completion,  a  second  ordinance  was 
passed  on  July  2,  1914,  which  provided  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  sewer  on  "Kemble  avenue  from  the  present  sewer 
south  of  Xodro  street  to  the  present  sewer  north  of  ISTedro 
street."  The  estate  of  David  McMahon  was  also  the  suc- 
cessful bidder  under  the  contract  provided  for  by  the  later 
ordinance,  at  the  price,  however,  of  $28  per  linear  foot, 
rock  section.  In  asking  for  bids  for  each  of  the  contracts, 
reference  was  made  to  the  plaus  thereof  prepared  in  the 
Bureau  of  Surveys.  Both  of  said  plans  contained  this 
note:  "The  2  foot  3  inch  by  1  foot  6  inch  spur  on  the 
line  of  Twentieth  street  shall  be  supported  across  the 
sow^er  trench  by  rubble  masonry  cradle  carried  up  from  the 
arch  of  main  sewer,  the  cost  to  be  included  in  price  per 
linear  foot  of  main  sewer,"  and  on  the  plan  referred  to  in 
the  second  set  of  proposals,  the  point  at  station  56  was 
indicated  in  the  following  terms:  "The  new  sewer  to 
begin  at  the  end  of  the  present  contract  at  or  about  this 
point."     The  point  so  indicated  was  that  at  which  it  was 
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tliouglit  probable  that  the  appropriation  of  $31,500,  which 
was  made  the  limitation  amount  of  the  first  contract,  would 
carry  the  sewer,  but  as  a  matter  of  fact  it  has  been  found 
that  the  point  to  which  the  sewer  could  be  brought  under 
the  first  contract  would  be  from  100  to  150  feet  nearer 
]Sredro  street  than  the  point  so  indicated  on  the  plan. 

The  difference  between  the  contractor  and  the  City 
arises  out  of  this  discrepancy,  the  former  claiming  that  the 
second  contract  at  $28  per  linear  foot  should  be  the  meas- 
ure of  its  remuneration  from  the  point  indiqated  on  the 
plan  to  the  terminus  of  the  sewer  north  of  ISTedro  street 
while  the  City  claims  that  the  payment  at  the  rate  of  $28 
per  linear  foot  should  only  begin  from  the  point  where 
the  appropriation  of  $31,500'  under  the  first  contract  be- 
comes exhausted.  This  leaves  in  dispute  between  the  par- 
ties the  question  whether  the  rate  should  be  $28  per  foot, 
or  $23  per  foot  for  the  distance  of  100  or  150  feet  be- 
tween the  point  shown  on  the  plan,  and  the  point  to  which 
the  sewer  could  be  built  for  the  sum  of  $31,500  at  the  rate 
provided  in  the  first  contract. 

There  is  a  further  dispute  between  the  parties  relative 
to  a  deduction  which  has  been  made  for  a  deficiency  in  the 
rul)l)le  masonry,  both  as  to  the  price  at  which  such  deduc- 
tion should  be  made,  and  as  to  the  amount  of  the  rubble 
masimry  on  which  the  deduction  should  be  based.  The 
relevant  provision  upon  the  latter  subject  is  found  in 
Specification  161  of  the  contract  of  October  23,  1913, 
which  provides  that  "in  case  of  decrease  in  the  amount 
of  work  done  or  material  used,  a  deduction  will  be  made 
at  the  prices  bid  or  fixed  in  the  proposal."  ^o  separate 
price  was  bid  for  the  rubble  masonry,  but  the  contractor 
claims  that  in  figuring  upon  the  bid  it  estimated  the 
price  of  rubble  masonry  at  $4  per  cubic  yard.  In  the 
form  of  proposal,  which  was  prepared  by  the  Cits^  and  used 
by  the  bidders,  prices  were  fixed  for  any  additional  quan- 
tities which  might  be  furnished,  and  among  them  appears 
the  item  "for  additional  rubble  masonry  in  place,  per 
cubic  yard,  including  all  appurtenances  excepting  exca- 
vation, the  sum  of  five  dollars."  The  amount  of  rubble 
masonrv  for  which  a  deduction  should  be  made  is  fixed 
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In-  the  Survey  IJureuu  at  325  yards.  The  (-(nitractor  eoiu- 
plains  that  these  figures  were  made  up  without  any  notiee 
to  it  of  the  measurements,  and  that  the  quantity  is  perhaps 
excessive.  This  is  denied  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureaii  of 
Surveys,  who  states  that  the  contractor  was  fully  advised 
of  the  measurement,  and  might  have  verified  it  had  it 
wished. 

The  logical  order  of  dealing  with  these  various  (juestions 
would  seem  to  be  that  those  with  respect  to  the  rubble 
masonry  be  taken  up  first.  So  far  as  concerns  the  price 
of  such' masonry,  it  is  quite  clear  that  the  figure  definitely 
fixed  in  advance  should  prevail  and  not  an  uu<lisclosed  one 
which  may  have  been  in  the  mind  of  the  bidder  in  cal- 
culating the  amount  of  his  proposal.  The  latter  would 
substitute  a  totally  indefinite  standard  for  one  which  is 
precisely  fixed,  and  I  do  not  think  the  claim  of  the  con- 
tractor in  this  respect  is  tenable. 

With  respect  to  the  quantity  of  the  rubble  masonry  for 
which  a  deduction  should  bo  made,  the  question  raised  is 
one  of  fact.  If  the  City  officials  are  convinced  that  their 
measurement  is  correct  and  that  the  contractor  was  afforded 
an  opportunity  to  test  such  measurement,  or  might  now 
have  that  opportunity,  the  quantity  so  ascertained  should 
govern  irrespective  of  whether  formal  notice  of  the  time 
of  the  measurement  was  given  to  the  contractor  or  not. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  the  deduction  of  $1,625 
for  325  yards  of  rubble  masonry,  at  $5  per  yard,  is  a  pro- 
per one  upon  the  supposition  stated,  and  that  the  City 
should  insist  upon  it. 

To  return  to  the  question  first  al)Ove  referred  to.  that 
is,  whether  payment  for  the  sewer  should  be  made  at  $23 
per  foot,  or  at  $28  per  foot,  between  the  point  where  the 
first  contract  would  terminate  by  the  exhaustion  of  the 
sum  of  $31,500,  and  the  point  (Station  56)  referred  to 
upon  the  plan  under  the  second  contract,  it  will  be  noticed 
that  that  reference  does  not  purport  to  be  an  exact  one 
definitelv  fixing  a  particular  point.  The  contractor  was 
notified  that  under  the  second  contract  the  new  sewer  was 
to  begin  ''at  the  end  of  the  present  contract  al  or  about 
this  point:'     The  expression,  "at  the  end  of  the  present 
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contract,"  can  have  no  other  meaning  than  the  point  where 
the  building  of  the  sewer  under  the  original  contract  would 
terminate  upon  the  fund  devoted  to  that  purpose  being  con- 
sumed, and  that  was  estimated  to  be  at  or  about  the  point 
designated.  The  fact  that  the  second  contract  provided 
for  a  sewer  upon  Kemble  avenue,  from  the  present  sewer 
south  of  Nedro  street  to  the  present  sewer  north  of  JSTedrc 
street,  is  likewise  without  special  significance.  ''The  pre- 
sent sewer  south  of  Nedro  street"  undoubtedly  meant  that 
part  of  the  sewer  which  would  or  might  be  constructed 
under  the  first  contract  of  October  23,  1913.  The  conten- 
tion of  the  contractor  has  been  fully  and  most  ably  pre- 
sented in  a  letter  a  copy  of  which  accompanies  the  request 
for  an  opinion.  In  this  letter  from  the  contractor  ref- 
erence is  made  to  the  fact  that  the  plan  prepared  for  the 
use  of  the  bidders  under  the  second  contract  provided  for 
the  building  of  a  spur  on  Twentieth  street  which  should 
be  included  in  the  cost  per  foot  of  the  sewer,  and  it  is 
argued  that  this  necessarily  implies  that  the  work  under 
the  second  contract  must  be  begun  at  a  point  which  would 
cross  Twentieth  street.  I  do  not  think  that  this  neces- 
sarily follows,  for  it  might  well  be  that  although  the  build- 
ing under  the  second  contract  was  to  begin  at  a  point 
which  would  not  cross  Twentieth  street,  yet  the  spur  on 
Twentieth  street  might  be  included  in  the  cost. 

It  is  further  stated  in  the  contractor's  letter  that  if  an- 
other bidder  had  been  the  successful  one  under  the  second 
contract,  and  not  the  contractor  under  the  first,  it  would 
be  clear  that  he  would  have  a  right  to  regard  the  point  in- 
dicated on  the  plan  as  the  point  of  beginning,  and  he  would 
not  be  bound  by  the  prices  agreed  upon  by  the  first  con- 
tractor. To  this  I  may  reply,  that  if  a  different  contractor 
under  the  second  contract  had  been  permitted  to  begin 
work  at  any  particular  point  he  would,  of  course,  have 
been  entitled  to  payment  at  the  rate  bid  by  him  from  that 
point,  but  from  the  approximate  character  of  the  note  upon 
the  plan  it  would  seem  equally  clear  that  such  a  different 
successful  bidder  under  the  second  contract  would  not 
have  had  a  right  to  demand  to  be  allowed  to  begin  at  that 
point,  and  the  same  reasoning,  from  the  words  of  the  plan- 
note,  would  apply  to  him  as  to  the  successful  bidder  who 


lini)peiu'(l  to  lie  the  first  eoiiti'actor.  That  is  \n  sa.v,  tliat 
he  could  only  caU  for  a  ris>ht  to  (h)  eoiistructioii  woi'k  from 
the  "end  of  tlie  ])resent  contract  at  or  about  this  point." 

The  foregoing  view,  however,  is  subject  to  the  modi- 
fication tiiat  the  point  at  which  work  under  the  second  con- 
tract should  be  regarded  as  having  begun  is  not  to  he  ad- 
vanced beyond  the  place  at  which  $31,500  would,  at  the 
price  named,  carry  the  first  contract.  That  is  to  say,  tlie 
point  of  beginning  under  the  second  contract  should  not  lie 
carried  forward  by  the  deduction  for  the  deficiency  of  rnl)- 
ble  masonry  already  referred  to  being  added  to  the  amount 
available  under  the  first  contract,  and  thus  making  the  ad- 
ditional snm  of  $1,625  applicable  for  extending  the  linear 
ni(>asurement  of  the  sewer  which  would  be  Iniilt  for  the 
$ol,500  originally  named, 

A  bidder  under  the  second  contract  might  properly 
assume  that  the  first  contract  would  be  carried  forward  as 
far,  and  no  farther,  than  the  sum  of  $31,500  would  build 
the  sewer,  and  the  fact  that  the  first  contractor  (although 
the  same  as  the  second  contractor)  is  subjected  to  a  de- 
duction for  deficiency  of  rubble  masonry,  ought  not  to 
affect  rights  accruing  under  the  second  contract, 

1  therefore  think  that  the  matter  should  be  adjusted  by- 
allowing  to  the  contractor  the  amount  of  $23  per  foot  to 
the  extent  that  the  sum  of  $31,500,  without  being  so 
augmented,  would  carry  the  work,  and  that  it  should  be 
paid  $28  per  foot  from  that  point  onward.

Dear  Sin : — vSome  time  since  I  called  attention  to  the 
wrong  done  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  by  the  insertion  of 
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what  has  been  called  a  "joker"  in  that  section  of  the  Per- 
sonal Property  Act  of  11)13  taxing  various  corporations, 
and  by  which  the  City  has  been  deprived  of  at  least 
$000,000  of  revenue. 

It  may  be  idle  to  inquire  as  to  how  the  thing  was  done 
(u-  who  did  it,  l)ut  there  ought  to  be  no  dissent  in  correcting 
the  wrong.  I  have  forwarded  to  you  a  proposed  amend- 
ment of  the  Act  which  will  accomplish  the  purpose  which 
was  intended,  I  have  no  doubt,  by  the  Legislature.  In 
view  of  the  possible  litigation  as  to  this  Act  in  the  very  near 
future,  I  am  loath  to  undertake  the  responsibility  of  sug- 
gesting further  "tinkering"  with  it,  as  it  is  easy,  unless 
those  in  legislative  charge  are  excessively  watchful,  to  omit 
a  phrase  or  change  a  sentence  which,  in  a  tax  measure, 
would  make  it  devoid  of  value ;  but  I  earnestly  recommend 
at  least  this  one  amendment. 

I  have  proposed  an  additional  source  of  revenue  to  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  by  suggesting  the  taxation  of  ground 
rents.  The  recently  created  "ground  rents"  especially  are 
practically  "mortgages,"  and  are,  in  fact,  the  same  as 
"money  at  interest,"  which,  when  it  takes  the  form  of  a 
mortgage,  must  pay  a  four  mills  tax.  When  levied  upon 
the  real  estate  and  upon  a  mortgage  secured  thereon,  it  is 
of  course  double  taxation  and  is  open  to  every  objection 
that  can  l)e  urged  against  such  forms  of  revenue;  but  until 
the  tax  on  mortgages  is  repealed  and  taxation  is  made  more 
equitable,  there  ought  not  to  be  a  loophole  by  which  the 
same  thing  when  called  a  "ground  rent"  can  escape. 

The  magnitude  of  these  ground  rent  mortgages  can  be 
seen  from  this  fact,  which  I  cite  for  you;  namely,  that  in 
an  area  two  squares  long  by  one  square  wide,  there  have 
been  created  during  the  past  few  years,  and  mainly  within 
the  last  two  years,  $7,235,000  of  these  alleged  ground 
]-cijts. 

The  tliird  source  of  additional  reveime  which  I  propose 
will  take  the  form  of  a  saving  rather  than  a  receipt  of  new 
money :  to  wit,  the  exemption  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
from  the  necessity  of  paying  a  tax  to  the  State  of  Pennsyl- 
vania upon  the  bonds  issued  by  it.  I  send  you  herewith 
the  draft  of  an  Act  which  will  accomplish  this  purpose.     It 
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is  a  separate  Act,  and  I  urge  its  presentation  to  the  Legis- 
lature as  an  independent  nieasnre,  so  that  it  can  be  dis- 
cussed upon  its  own  merits,  and  so  that,  as  I  have  hereto- 
fore said  any  mutilation  of  the  1913  Act  may  be  avoided. 

The  present  year's  payment  to  the  State  of  Pennsylvania 
by  the  City  will  amount  to  more  than  $265,000.  Last 
year  we  paid  $277,000.  This  sum  of  more  than  a  quarter 
of  a  million  of  dollars  ought  not  to  be  taken  by  the  State 
from  the  City,  for  the  City  is  in  effect  an  agent  of  the 
State,  performing  the  State's  duty  within  its  boundaries. 

The  enacting  into  law  of  these  three  measures,  to  wit : 

1.  The  taxing  of  money  at  interest  held  by  various 
companies. 

2.  The  taxing  of  ground  rents ;  and 

3.  The  relieving  of  the  City  of  the  necessity  of  pay- 
ing a  tax  to  the  State, 

will  mean  to  Philadelphia  more  than  $1,000,000  a  year 
additional.  This  million  dollars  is  the  interest  on  $25,- 
000,000  at  47^ ,  and  these  three  things  can  be  secured  to 
the  City  and  that  much  money  saved  to  the  City. 

While  the  clamor  goes  up  from  many  sources  for  im- 
provements of  various  kinds,  there  seems  to  be  a  forgetful- 
ness  that  money  borrowed  must  be  repaid.  Great  public 
im})rovements  may  lead,  of  course,  to  increased  tax  rates, 
and  there  ought  to  be  every  effort  put  forth  to  conserve  all 
revenues  from  personal  property  taxes  and  kindred  sources 
particularly,  and  to  increase  the  amount  which  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  should  receive  and  save. 

These  three  practical  measures  which  I  have  suggested 
mean  at  the  very  lowest  one  million  dollars  more  per  year 
in  Philadelphia's  treasury;  and  I  respectfully  urge  that 
the  whole  weight  of  the  influence  of  Councils  and  the  ad- 
ministration should  join  in  securing  their  passage.  Tliey 
are  just  measures,  they  will  add  no  unfair  burden  to  any 
one.  and  they  should  be  enacted  into  laws.

pared and  herewith  enclose  you  said  lease  in  triplicate. 
In  addition  to  the  clauses  that  you  request  me  to  incor- 
porate in  said  lease,  I  have,  in  conformity  with  my  opinion 
of  ]May  26,  lOM,  to  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Puldic  Works  on  the  ''rights  of  the  City  to  land  under 
Waliuit  street  bridge,"  a  copy  of  which  I  sent  you  on  June 
3,  1914,  also  incorporated  in  said  lease  the  following 
clause: 

"V.  The  lessee  agrees  to  use  the  premises  in  such 
a  manner  as  not  to  interfere  with  such  rights  as 
abutting  owners  and  the  public  have  therein,  and  to 
save  and  defend  the  lessor  from  all  actions  and  dam- 
ages for  or  l>y  reason  of  any  interference  with  such 
rights."

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  before  me  a  communication  from 
George  S.  Webster,  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  duly 
approved  by  you,  in  which  he  states  that  he  has  an  ap- 
plication from  the  Consolidated  Construction  Company 
for  a  permit  to  connect  with  a  private  sewer  in  Eddington 
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street,  between  Edgemont  and  Iviclimond  streets,  which 
was  bnilt  bv  Joseph  B,  Vanderslice  in  1910  nnder  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  April  12,  1909  (page  94). 
Section  2  of  that  ordinance  provides  as  follows : 

''T^pon  the  completion  of  a  sewer  as  anthorized  in 
Section  1,  the  District  Surveyor  shall  prepare  a  plan 
and  file  the  same  in  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  with  the 
cost  thereof,  and  no  permit  shall  be  granted  for  a  con- 
nection therewith  to  any  person  until  a  receipt  has 
been  produced  showing  that  such  person,  or  some  pre- 
ceding owner  of  the  property  who  desired  to  be  so  con- 
nected, has  contributed  to  the  expense  of  its  construc- 
tion, which  prohibition  shall  be  null  and  void  after 
the  lapse  of  ten  years  from  the  completion  of  the 
sewer,  but  after  the  lapse  of  said  period  any  person 
desiring  to  connect  with  such  sewer  shall,  before  a 
permit  be  granted,  pay  into  the  City  Treasury,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  usual  permit  charges,  an  amount  equal 
to  the  assessment  charges  for  sewers  constructed  by 
the  City." 

Chief  Webster  further  states  that  ^*at  the  time  of  build- 
ing the  sewer  Joseph  B.  Yauderslice  was  the  owner  of 
record  of  all  the  abutting  property."  As  the  owner  of  the 
sewer  and  the  owner  of  all  the  abutting  property  was  there- 
fore the  same  person  under  whom  the  applicant  now  holds 
title  by  Sheriff's  sale  and  sundry  conveyances,  it  neces- 
sarily follows  that  ^'some  preceding  owner  of  the  property 
who  desired  to  be  so  connected  has  contributed  to  the  ex- 
pense of  its  construction,"  which  would  entitle  the  present 
owner  to  make  the  connection  and  to  receive  a  permit  there- 
fore without  any  further  consent  of  the  builder  or  owner  of 
record  of  the  private  sewer.

Deai;  Sik  : — I  liave  the  letter  of  March  1st,  of  the  Chief 
of  tlie  Biireau  of  Highways  and  Street  Cleaning,  approved 
l)_v  you,  with  reference  to  the  disputes  which  have  arisen 
with  the  American  Surety  Company  in  re  contract  with 
John  ]\riraglia  for  the  removal  and  disposal  of  waste, 
which  contract,  upon  default  Ly  ]\Ir.  ^Miraglia,  was  taken 
over  liy  that  company.  Accompanying  ^tr,  ConnelFs 
letter  is  a  copy  of  the  correspondence  lietween  him  and  the 
Surety  Company.  From  this  I  gather  that  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  is  willing  to  allow  claims  in  the  net  sum  of 
$128.94,  reducing  the  final  payment  of  $400  due  the  City 
to  $217.06.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Surety  Company 
claims  a  deduction  of  $o24.3G,  which  would  leave  $75.04 
due  the  City  on  the  said  payment,  which  was  to  have  been 
$400. 

The  questions  involved  do  not  affect  any  legal  principle 
hut  are  purely  matters  of  fact.  If  possible,  therefore.  I 
would  advise  that  an  amicable  adjustment  of  these  figures 
be  made  on  a  mutually  satisfactory  basis.  If  this  cannot 
be  (lone,  the  City  will,  of  course,  have  to  insist  upon  the 
]):iyuieiit  of  such  amount  as  it  claims  to  be  due.

Increasiufj  Indehtedness  hi  the  Sum  of  $6,000,000  for  the 
Construction  of  a  Subway  in  Broad  Street. 

John  P.  Connelly,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir  : — ^^I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  February 
26th  enclosing  copy  of  an  ordinance  entitled: 

"An  Ordinance  signifying  the  desire  of  the  cor- 
porate authorities  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  in- 
crease the  indebtedness  of  the  said  City  in  the  sum 
of  six  million  (6,000,000)  dollars,  based  on  the  as- 
sessed valuation  of  taxable  personal  property  in  said 
City,  toward  the  construction  of  a  subway  railway  in 
Broad  street,  from  League  Island  to  Olney  avenue, 
with  the  necessary  branch  lines  northeast  and  north- 
west from  Broad  street,  and  the  construction  of  an 
elevated  railway  from  Front  and  Arch  streets  to 
Ehawn  street;  and  to  authorize  and  provide  for  sub- 
mitting to  the  vote  of  the  electors  the  question  of  in- 
creasing the  said  indebtedness  in  the  sum  of  six 
million  (6,000,000)  dollars,  fixing  a  day  for  holding 
an  election  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  assent  of 
the  electors  to  said  increase,  and  authorizing  the 
Mayor  to  give  notice  of  such  election  ;  and  to  make  an 
appropriation  to  pay  the  expenses  for  holding  said 
election." 

Concerning  this  ordinance,  which  has  been  duly  reported 
by  the  Finance  Committee  and  which  is  now  pending  in 
Councils,  you  ask  the  opinion  of  this  Department  on  the 
following  questions : 

"First:  Is  the  ordinance  as  drawn  in  legal  and 
proper  shape?" 

"Second:  What  relation  does  this  ordinance  bear 
to  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  July  21,  1913,  P.  L.  868, 
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relating  to  the  borrowing  of  money  on  personal  pro2> 
erty  for  transit  and  other  permanent  improvements  ?" 

"Third:  Have  Councils  the  right,  as  designated 
in  this  ordinance,  to  specify  where  the  proposed  sub- 
way and  elevated  lines  shall  be  built  ?" 

"Fourth :  Does  such  designation  in  any  way  affect 
the  legality  of  this  ordinance  ?"• 

In  reply  thereto  permit  me  to  say :  The  borrowing  of 
money  for  the  purpose  intended  is  authorized  by  the  Act 
of  June  17,  1913  (P.  L.  520),  which  empowers  cities  of 
the  first  class  to  acquire,  own,  maintain,  use,  operate  or 
construct  transit  facilities  within  their  limits,  and,  Under 
certain  conditions,  within  the  limits  of  adjacent  cities, 
boroughs  and  townships. 

By  the  Act  of  May  9,  1913  (P.  L.  188),  the  Department 
of  City  Transit  was  created  and  vested  with  the  charge, 
control  and  management  of  such  transit  facilities. 

By  the  Act  of  June  lY,  1913  (P.  L.  507),  it  is  provided 
that  the  proceeds  of  the  taxes  theretofore  levied  on  certain 
forms  of  personal  property  in  the  Commonwealth  for  State 
purposes  be  transferred  to  the  various  counties,  and  in 
cities  co-extensive  with  counties  (/.  e.,  Philadelphia)  to 
such  cities  and  counties.  The  constitutionality  of  this 
act  was  upheld  in  the  case  of  McGuire  vs.  Philadelphia. 
245  Pa.  307,  and  the  right  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to 
increase  its  debt  by  seven  per  centum  of  the  last  assessed 
valuation  of  such  personal  property  was  by  that  decision 
sustained. 

A  fourth  Act  passed  at  the  same  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature, being  the  one  to  which  your  second  inquiry  is  di- 
rected, to  wit,  the  Act  of  July  21,  1913  (P.  L.  868). 
That  Act  jDrovides : 

"That  hereafter  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  cities  of 
the  first  class  to  use  or  appropriate  any  moneys 
realized  from  the  sale  of  any  bonds,  issued  by  such 
cities  of  the  first  class,  based  on  the  assessed  valua- 
tion of  personal  property  for  either  city  or  county 
purposes,  for  any  other  purpose  than  the  establishing, 
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piirehasiuii",  leasing,  locatiiii>',  constructing,  equipping 
and  iiuj^roving  transit  facilities,  or  any  one  or  more  of 
them,  and  the  use  and  operation  of  the  same  within 
their  respective  corporate  limits,  and  within  the  limits 
of  adjacent  cities,  boroughs,  or  townships,  or  for  other 
permanent  improvements." 

So  far  as  the  substantial  power  attempted  to  be  exer- 
cised b_v  the  proposed  ordinance  is  concerned,  these  Acts  of 
Assembly  confer  ample  authority  for  the  purpose. 

Several  inquiries,  however,  arise  with  respect  to  the 
form  in  which  the  suggested  ordinance  is  cast.  The  first 
of  these  is,  perhaps,  the  propriety  of  including  in  the  same 
ordinance  an  expression  of  the  desire  of  the  municipal 
authorities  for  the  increase  of  the  indebtedness  and  the 
direction  that  an  election  should  be  held  for  the  purpose 
of  obtaining  the  assent  of  the  voters  thereto.  The  practice 
of  thus  uniting  these  statutory  requirements  in  one  ordi- 
nance was  condemned  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  cases 
of  Hoffman  vs.  Pittsburg,  229  Pa.  36,  and  Bullit  vs.  Phila- 
delphia, 230  Pa.  544,  or,  the  same  court  afterward  ex- 
plained in  disting-uishing  these  cases,  the  defect  in  the  ordi- 
nances therein  construed  was  that  the  intended  expression 
of  the  desire  of  the  municipal  authorities  was  not  couched 
in  the  clear  and  express  terms  which  the  statute  requires. 
In  the  later  cases  of  Egan  vs.  Clayville  Borough,  239  Pa. 
259,  and  Storch  vs.  Lansdowne  Borough,  239  Pa.  306,  it 
was  clearly  and  distinctly  ruled  by  the  Supreme  Court 
that  the  signification  of  the  desire  to  increase  the  indebt- 
edness might  properly  be  embraced  within  the  same  ordi- 
nance which  provided  for  an  election  to  ascertain  the 
wishes  of  the  electorate  in  the  premises.  In  view  of  these 
later  deliverances  of  the  Court  of  final  resort  in  this  State, 
I  thiidv  it  may  be  accepted  as  settled,  that  this  is  a  method 
(if  Councilmanic  legislation  duly  sanctioned  by  law,  and  I 
do  not  think  that  an  ordinance  so  framed  would  be  open 
to  the  charge  of  containing  more  than  one  subject,  for 
these  two  branches  of  the  subject  are  intimately  germane. 

A  second  line  of  inquiry  suggested  by  your  questions  is 
whether  the  words  "based  on  the  assessed  valuation  of  tax- 
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able  personal  property  in  said  City,"  which  are  contained 
in  the  proposed  measure,   are  proper  to  be  nsed.     The 
terms  so  nsed  are  in  substantial  conformity  to  those  ap- 
pcarino'  in  the  Act  of  July  21,   lUl^,  the  provisions  of 
which  have  already  been  quoted.     That  Act  makes  it  un- 
lawful for  cities  of  the  first  class  to  use  or  appropriate 
money  realized  from  the  sale  of  bonds  issued  by  said  cities 
and  based  on  the  assessed  valuation  of  taxable  personal 
property  for  either  city  or  county  purposes  or  for  any 
other  use  than  the  establishing,  purchasing,  etc.,  of  transit 
facilities  "or  for  other  permanent  improvements."     The 
language  thus  chosen  by  the  Legislature. to  define  the  uses 
to  which  money  borrowed  on  the  basis  of  the  assessment  of 
personal  properts'  may  be  devoted  has  been  followed  in  the 
prospective  ordinance.     I  believe  the  provisions   of  this 
Act  of  xissembly  when  attempted  to  be  put  into  practical 
operation  will  prove  confusing,  for  I  do  not  see  how  money 
borrowed  by  the  City  can  be  thus  segregated  and  desig- 
nated as  having  been  borrowed  on  the  basis  of  the  assessed 
valuation  of  personal  property,  or  of  real  estate,  or  any 
other  subject  of  taxation  which  might  contribute  to  the 
assessment    on    which    the    limitation    of    the    borrowing 
capacity  is  to  be  computed.     If  the  municipal  debt  should 
reach   the  limit   allowable  upon   the   assessment   of   real 
estate,  it  might,  perhaps,  in  a  rough  sense,  be  said  that 
si\bsequent  loans  were  "based  on  the  assessed  valuation  of 
personal  property,''  but  even  in  that  event  the  separation 
of  the  del)t  as  based  on  the  valuation  of  this  or  that  kind 
of  property,  instead  of  all  the  taxable  property  as  a  unit, 
could  have  but  an  unprecise  and  inaccurate  significance. 
Fortunately,  the  statute  of  July  21,  1913,  does  not  make  it 
imperative  thus  to  individuate  the  debt  as  being  based  on 
the  valuation  of  personal  property',  but  at  most  gives  a 
legislative  precedent  or  sanction  for  this  course.     The  only 
possible  advantage  of  retaining  these  words  in  the  ordi- 
nance uiidcr  present  conditions  would  be  to  leave  loans 
hereafter  negotiated  free  from  the  restriction  of  this  Act 
so  that  they  might  unquestionably  be  used  for  other  than 
transit   purposes   or   permanent   improvements.     Against 
this  consideration,  which  is  remote,  is  to  be  balanced  the 
ambiguity  and  uncertainty  which  would  follow  from  at- 
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tempting  to  separate  elements  which  are  in  their  very  na- 
ture inseparable,  and  I  strongly  recommend  that  before  the 
ordinance  shall  finally  be  passed  the  words  in  question  be 
dropped,  both  from  the  body  of  the  ordinance  and  from  its 
title. 

Passing  to  the  third  inquiry  made  by  you,  I  am  clearly 
of  opinion  that  Councils  have  the  undoubted  right  to 
specify  where  any  proposed  subway  and  elevated  lines 
shall  be  built,  and,  of  course,  that  such  designation  cannot 
affect  the  validity  of  the  ordinance.  The  Act  of  June  IT, 
1913  (P.  L.  520),  providing  for  the  acquisition  of  transit 
facilities  by  this  City,  confers  the  broadest  possible  powers 
upon  the  legislative  branch  of  the  City  Government  with 
reference  to  the  location  and  other  basic  questions  con- 
nected with  the  construction,  purchase  or  acquisition  of 
such  facilities,  which  in  the  first  section  of  that  Act  are 
defined  in  the  most  inclusive  terms.  The  Act  of  May  9, 
1913,  establishing  the  Department  of  City  Transit,  does 
not  display  any  purpose  to  take  from  Councils  the  right 
to  decide  upon  such  matters  which  from  their  nature  are 
legislative  and  not  executive  in  character.  The  sixth 
section  of  that  Act  provides  that  "The  Director  shall  from 
time  to  time  make  such  recommendations  to  the  Councils 
of  said  City  as  to  him  shall  seem  proper  for  the  improve- 
ment and  development  of  the  facilities  for  transportation 
of  persons  and  property  within  said  cities;"  thus  by  the 
clearest  implication — if  any  implication  be  needed — show- 
ing that  the  duty  and  responsibility  of  accepting,  rejecting 
or  modifying  such  recommendations  rests  with  Councils. 
It  is  not  incumbent  upon  those  bodies,  when  they  propose  to 
the  voters  the  borrowing  of  money  for  transit  facilities,  to 
indicate  precisely  what  lines  are  to  be  built  with  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  loans,  provided  that  the  terms  of  the  ordi- 
nance are  sufficiently  clear  to  give  to  the  electors  fair 
notice  of  the  purpose  for  which  the  proposed  debt  is  to  be 
incurred.  ISTevertheless,  if  Councils  deem  it  more  ad- 
vantageous at  this  initial  stage  to  limit  the  uses  for  which 
the  money  is  to  be  borrowed  and  to  specify  lines  and  routes, 
they  have  the  absolute  power  so  to  do.  It  is,  of  course,  to 
be  borne  in  mind  that  the  money  once  being  borrowed  in 
pursuance  of  a  popular  vote  cannot  be  diverted  from  the 
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use  iiulicated  in  the  original  ordinance,  and  if  that  purpose 
should  prove  to  be  impracticahki  or  impossil)lc  of  fulfill- 
ment, much  delay,  as  well  as  a  partial  exhaustion  of  the 
City's  borrowing  power,  would  ensue.  These  considera- 
tions are,  however,  for  Councils,  and  while  they  make 
necessary  a  careful  selection  of  the  terms  to  be  inserted  in 
the  ordinance  as  dohning  the  purpose  of  the  loan,  they  do 
not  take  away  from  those  bodies  the  power  of  determining 
the  degree  of  particularity  to  be  employed.  By  reason  of 
the  Public  Service  Company  law  of  July  2G,  1913,  the  as- 
sent of  the  Commission  thereby  created  must  l)e  obtained 
to  the  building  of  structures  of  this  character.  But  that 
statute  does  not,  in  my  judgment,  take  from  Councils  the 
right  to  provide  in  the  first  instance,  and  subject  to  the 
action  of  the  Public  Service  Commission,  for  particular 
lines  of  railroad  or  to  submit  to  the  voters  the  proposition 
to  borrow  money  on  the  City's  credit  for  their  establish- 
ment. 

To  your  four  questions  I  make  answer  therefore  as  fol- 
lows : 

To  the  first:  "Whether  the  ordinance  as  drawn  is  in 
legal  and  proper  shape?"  I  answer,  yes;  but  recommend 
that  the  words  ''based  on  the  assessed  valuation  of  taxable 
])ersonal  property  in  said  City  be  omitted,  and  that  for 
greater  clearness  the  words  ''to  be  used"  shall  be  inserted 
in  their  place  before  the  word  "toward." 

The  second:  "What  relation  does  the  proposed  ordi- 
nance bear  to  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  July  21,  1913,  P.  T., 
])age  868?"  I  answer  that  the  phrasing  of  the  ordinance 
follows  substantially,  if  not  literally,  the  words  of  that  Act. 

To  the  third:  "Whether  Councils  have  the  right  to 
sjiecify  where  the  proposed  subway  and  elevated  lines  may 
be  built?"     I  answer  in  the  affirmative. 

To  the  fourth:  "Whether  such  designation  affects  tlie 
legality  of  the  ordinance?"  T  answer  in  the  negative.

Payment  for  Electric  Current  to  Free  Libraries.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Chief 
of  the  Electrical  Bureau,  dated  February  26,  1915,  ap- 
proved by  you,  and  referring  to  my  reply  of  August  3, 
1914,  to  a  former  letter  from  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical 
Bureau  in  reference  to  payment  for  electric  current  fur- 
nished to  Free  Libraries. 

In  his  previous  communication  the  Chief  of  the  Elec- 
trical Bureau  cites  the  ordinance  of  April  1,  1895,  pro- 
viding for  a  Commission  of  three  members  to  determine 
the  price  at  which  current  was  to  be  furnished  by  the 
Edison  Electric  Light  Company  to  the  City,  and  he  asked 
whether  the  Free  Libraries  were  entitled  to  the  same 
prices  for  electric  current  as  prescribed  by  this  Commis- 
sion. I  advised  him  that  the  price  fixed  by  the  Com- 
mission would  apply  to  the  Free  Libraries  as  well  as  to 
other  buildings  owned  by  the  Municipality,  and  I  see  no 
reason  to  modify  the  advice  thus  given,  which,  however, 
i-clates  only  to  the  rights  acquired  from  the  old  Edison 
Electric  Light  Company  by  the  Philadelphia  Electric 
Company,  and  to  the  territory  embraced  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  Edison  Company's  franchise.

Dear  Sir: — Tn  response  to  your  letter  of  tlie  2d  iiist.. 
in  re  proposed  leasing  of  bed  of  Walnut  street,  between 
the  Schuylkill  River  and  Thirtieth  street,  by  the  Fairlaiiil) 
Coal  Company,  in  which  you  call  my  attention  to  two 
changes  that  the  Coal  Company  desires  made  in  the  form 
of  the  lease  prepared  by  me,  permit  me  to  say : 

As  to  the  first — if  you  are  willing  to  waive  the  reiinire- 
ment  that  the  Coal  Company  shall  keep  the  bulkhead  in 
repair  as  provided  in  Clause  6th  of  the  lease,  you  nuty 
strike  out  that  portion  of  said  clause  and  note  that  it  was 
done  before  execution. 

As  to  the  second  objection  relative  to  the  obligation  im- 
posed in  Clause  7th  of  the  lease,  which  reads  as  follows : 
''The  Lessee  hereby  agrees  to  use  the  premises  in  sucb  a 
manner  as  not  to  interfere  with  such  rights  as  the  abutting 
owners  and  the  public  have  therein  and  to  save  and  defend 
the  Lessor  from  all  actions  and  damages  for  or  by  reason 
of  any  interference  with  such  public  rights,"  yon  state 
that  the  proposed  Lessee  is  willing  to  agree  to  certain 
specific  public  rights  but  does  not  like  to  render  itself  liable 
to  become  involved  in  legal  complications. 

If  you  will  refer  to  my  opinion  of  May  26,  1914,  to 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works — a  co])y 
of  which  was  sent  you  -Tune  3,  1914,  when  the  lease  to 
the  Waste  Product  Company  containing  the  above  clause 
Avas  sent  you — you  will  find  that  the  Court  in  Cresson  vs. 
City  restrained  the  City  from  letting  the  property  under 
Walnut  street  bridge  in  such  manner  as  to  interfere  with 
the  abutting  owner.  The  Court  did  not  define  the  ri'ihts 
of  abutting  owners  nor  of  the  public  and  1  do  not  feel 
that  we  should  attempt  to  define  these  rights  in  preparing 
leases  for  any  jiortion  of  this  ground. 
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Tt  would  in  my  opinion  be  nnwise  for  the  City  to  make 
a  lease  in  broader  terms  than  those  permitted  by  law,  as 
it  would  thus  be  undertaking  to  do  something  which  is 
beyond  its  power,  with  the  resulting  possibility  of  serious 
legal  complications. 

I  therefore  return  to  you  the  two  copies  of  the  pro- 
posed lease  to  the  Fairlamb  Coal  Company  which  you 
sent  me.

Aysessinoil  of  Property  Oivners  for  Paving  Delaware  Ave- 
nue— Liability  of  Railroad  Companies  for  Paving 
Between  Tracks.

Dkar  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  George 
S.  Webster,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  approved  l)y 
you,  dated  February  11,  1915,  requesting  my  opinion  as 
to  the  relative  liability  of  the  property  owners  and  rail- 
road companies  for  paving  Delaware  avenue,  between 
IJeod  and  Mifflin  streets.  The  specific  inquiry  is  as  fol- 
lows : 

''The  Department  desires  your  opinion  as  to 
\vhether  the  property  owners  abutting  on  Delaware 
avenue  l)etween  Reed  street  and  Mifflin  street  can 
be  assessed  for  this  paving  for  the  entire  width  of 
the  driveway,  including  the  portion  occupied  by  the 
railroad  tracks,  or  only  for  that  portion  of  the  drive- 
way between  the  railroad  tracks  and  the  end  of  the 
ties  of  the  nearest  rail,  and  also  whether  the  railroad 
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(•<iiii]i;inics  are  lial)le  for  the  cost  of  ])iiviiiii  tlic  ai'ca 
(ic('ui)ied  l)y  their  tracks,  iiiclndiuii'  tics.  iiii(k'r  the 
terms  of  tlic  Sonlli  Phila(k'l])]iia  AiirecuiciiT."" 

The  (lucstiiiu  is  in  tlic  altcniai  ixc  tnnii,  ami  iii\iil\':s: 
(1)  The  liability  of  the  railroad  companies  liiidcr  the 
agTeeiiieiit  for  the  aholition  of  grade  crossini>s  of  Fcln'iiarv 
14,  1!>14,  and  the  various  acts  of  Assembly  and  oi'dinan  -es 
of  Councils  hearing  on  the  same,  and  (2)  the  extent  of 
the  liahility  of  the  property  owners.  It  is  ass  imed  that 
the  property  owners  are  liable  for  paving  that  portion  ol' 
the  driveway  between  the  curb  lines  and  the  nearest  lail. 
and  the  sole  question,  therefore,  is  as  to  whether  tlic  lail- 
roa<l  companies  or  the  property  owners  are  liable  for  ])a\'- 
ing  the  portion  occn2)ied  by  the  tracks. 

The  foiirth  paragraph  of  the  agreement  in  qnestion,  on 
page  3,  provides  as  follows: 

'^The  City  covenants,  })roinises  and  agrees  to  j.)re- 
pare  plans  and  specitications  for  and  to  carry  ont, 
so  far  as  may  be  affected  or  are  made  necessary  by 
the  work  provided  for  in  this  agreement,  the  grading, 
paving  or  repaving,  and  setting  or  resetting  of  curbs 
to  the  lines  and  grades  established  under  anthority 
of  said  ordinance  upon  all  streets  legally  or  physically 
opened  ])rior  to  the  approval  of  said  ordinance ;  the 
grading  and  drainage  of  the  streets  provided  to  be 
opened  by  Article  Third  h^-eof ;  the  construction,  re- 
construction and  alteration  or  removal  of  all  sewers, 
water  and  gas  mains,  electrical  conduits  and  ninnici- 
])al  structures  and  street  improvements  and  their 
;i[)])nrtenances.  and  the  nndei'pinning  or  removal  ot" 
linildings  adjacent  to  the  work:  Provided,  lioirrrcr. 
That  the  (•nrl)ing  and  paving  of  Delaware  avennc  be- 
tween (^ueen  street  and  Reed  street  and  the  })aving 
(^f  intersections  of  all  legally  and  physically  opened 
streets  crossing  said  Delaware  avenue  between  Reed 
and  Bigler  streets,  inclnsive.'' 

It  a})pears  that  Delaware  avenne  between  Reed  and 
Mifflin  streets  was  legally  and  physically  opened  prior  to 
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the  approval  of  the  ordinance  authorizing  the  agreement. 
]t  will  also  be  noted  that  this  section  does  not  authorize 
the  paving  of  Delaware  avenue  between  the  points  named, 
nor  does  it  appear  to  have  been  contemplated  either  in 
this  section  or  in  any  other  part  of  the  agreement  or 
ordinance  authorizing  it,  the  necessary  authority  to  pave 
being  obtained  by  the  ordinance  of  July  6,  1914  (p.  273), 
which  provides  that  the  cost  of  the  paving  shall  be  assessed 
against  the  abutting  property  owners.  The  last  mentioned 
ordinance  imposing  the  cost  on  the  abutting  property 
owners,  would  seem  to  settle  the  question,  were  it  not  for 
various  acts  of  Assembly  by  which  the  charter  powers  of 
the  railroads  in  question  are  conferred. 

The  16th  section  of  the  agreement  provides  that  if  the 
Belt  Line  Company  takes  over  the  ownership  of  the  tracks 
constructed  by  the  Baltimore  companies,  then  it  must  re- 
imburse the  latter  for  the  cost  thereof,  thus  implying 
that  the  Baltimore  companies  are  to  pay  the  original  cost 
of  ^construction.  I  understand  that  the  Pennsylvania 
companies  already  had  tracks  on  Delaware  avenue  between 
Bced  and  Mifflin  streets,  and  that  these  tracks  are  being 
relocated  owing  to  the  widening  of  the  street ;  but  that 
the  Baltimore  companies  have  no  tracks  there  at  present 
and  by  this  agreement  are  given  authority  to  construct 
two  tracks,  the  use  and  ownership  of  which  may  subse- 
quently 1)0  acquired  by  the  Belt  Line  Company.  This 
provision  might  by  inference  be  said  to  impose  the  cost 
of  constructing  two  tracfe  on  the  Baltimore  companies, 
but  is  silent  as  to  the  liability  of  the  Pennsylvania  com- 
panies for  relocating  and  reconstructing  its  tracks. 

Tli(^  agreement  throws  little,  if  any,  light  on  the  ques- 
tion, although  the  general  intention  seems  to  be  to  impose 
u]ion  the  railroad  companies  the  cost  of  all  construction 
other  than  that  required  to  .adapt  the  present  facilities  to 
tlic  ]\e\v  conditions.  I  have  examined  the  charter  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  and  the  Acts  of  As- 
sembly amending  it,  and  also  those  Acts  of  Assembly 
authorizing  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Bailroad  Company 
to  construct  and  operate  a  railroad  in  Pennsylvania. 

The  Act  of  March  27,  184S,  a  supplement  to  the  Act 


to  incorporate   the  Pennsylvania   Kuilroad   Company,   in 
Section  5,  provides  as  follows: 

'"That  if  the  said  railroad  company  shall  find  it 
necessary  to  change  the  site  of  any  portion  of  any 
turnpike  or  public  road,  they  shall  cause  the  same  to 
be  reconstrncted  forthwith,  at  their  own  proper  ex- 
pense, on  the  most  favorable  location,  and  in  as 
])erfect  a  manner  as  the  original  road :  Provided, 
That  the  damages  incurred  in  changing  the  location 
of  any  road  authorized  by  this  section  shall  be  ascer- 
tained and  paid  by  said  company,  in  the  same  manner 
as  is  provided  for  in  regard  to  the  location  and  con- 
struction of  their  own  road." 

A  similar  provision  is  found  in  the  General  Railroad 
Law  dated  February  19,  1849,  Sec.  13,  which  would  sulv 
jeet  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Eailroad  Company  to  the 
same  liabilities. 

>s'o  ordinance  of  Councils,  nor  any  agreement  made  in 
pursuance  thereof,  could  change  the  provisions  of  an  Act 
of  Assembly  in  so  far  as  it  is  applicable. 

1  do  not  think  it  clear,  however,  that  the  change  of  loca- 
tion here  in  question  can  be  said  to  be  within  the  purview 
of  the  Statute  of  March  27,  1848,  above  referred  to — that 
is  to  say,  that  the  change  is  such  that  the  '"railroad  com- 
pany shall  find  it  necessary"  to  make,  since  it  is  a  part 
of  the  general  undertaking  for  the  benefit  of  all  the  parties 
to  the  agreement  which  the  ordinance  had  in  view. 

In  so  far  as  the  laying  of  these  tracks  is  in  the  nature 
of  an  addition  to  the  facilities  of  the  respective  railroads 
and  not  a  mere  substitution,  the  terms  of  the  agreement 
impose  the  liability  for  the  entire  cost  of  construction 
u])(>n  the  railroads  so  benefited  (see  Section  14,  page  10 
of  the  agreement),  and  this,  I  think,  would  include  the 
exi)ense  of  the  paving  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  con- 
struction of  the  railroad. 

r  would  suggest  as  a  practical  course  of  action  in  this 
matter  that  liens  be  filed  against  the  abutting  owners  for 
the  entire  cost  of  the  new  paving,  including  the  portion 
between  the  railroad  tracks,  and  that  in  the  meanwhile 


the  subject  l)e  taken  up  with  the  railroad  companies  with 
a  view  to  an  amicable  adjustment  of  the  amount  properly 
chargeable  against  them  as  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  pro- 
viding increased  facilities  for  their  benefit,  or  otherwise, 
under  the  agreement,  at  being  further  understood  that 
should  the  property  owners  defend  against  such  liens  suc- 
cessfully, in  whole  or  in  part,  any  portion  of  the  cost  of 
paving  thus  found  to  be  uncollectible  against  them  shall 
form  the  basis  of  a  further  settlement  between  the  City 
and  the  other  parties  to  the  contract.

Erection  of  Houses  Having  No  Frontages  on  a  Street.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  a  letter  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  Building  Inspection,  approved  by  you,  with  ref- 
erence to  a  permit  to  erect  dwelling  houses  on  an  old 
cemetery  ground  located  at  Twelfth  and  Tasker  streets 
and  Passyunk  avenue.  Therein  it  is  stated  that  the  ap- 
plicant proposes  to  erect  dwellings  on  a  passageway  forty 
feet  in  width  leading  from  Passyunk  avenue  to  Twelfth 
street,  and  the  opinion  of  this  Department  is  asked 
whether  the  parties  have  the  right  to  erect  the  dwelling 
houses  if  they  do  not  have  frontages  on  a  street. 

I  understand  that  this  is  the  same  matter  which  was 
the  subject  of  an  opinion  given  you  on  February  23d  last, 
in  which  reference  was  made  to  the  ordinance  of  April  8, 
18!)(),  forbidding  the  Board  of  Building  Inspectors  to 
issue  permits  for  the  erection  of  a  l)uilding  or  buildings 
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(111  any  street  which  is  not  on  the  City  plan,  and  in  which 
you  were  advised  that  to  issue  such  permits  would  bo  in 
violation  of  said  ordinance  and  therefore  not  permissible. 
1  do  not  think  the  situation  is  altered  in  any  way  by 
calling  the  avenue  on  which  the  houses  are  sought  to  be 
erected  ''a  passageway"'  instead  of  a  street.  T  understiind 
that  the  proposed  passageway  or  street  is  not  to  be  in  lino 
with  the  other  streets  running  in  the  same  direction,  and 
the  mischief  designed  to  be  prevented  by  the  ordinance  of 
1890  would  equally  ensue  in  the  present  case  whether  or 
not  the  frontage  was  upon,  what  is  called  a  passageway. 
r  would  therefore  advise  that  the  permit  should  not  issue.

Dear  Siii: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  March 
2d  requesting  me  to  advise  you  under  what  law  your  De- 
])artment  collects  the  amount  of  fifty  cents  for  poll  tax. 

For  many  years  prior  to  18G8  Councils  had  annually, 
ill  the  ordinance  fixing  the  tax  rate  for  the  succeeding 
year,  provided  for  a  tax  of  twenty-five  cents  ])er  annum  on 
all  taxable  inhabitants  of  the  City.  The  last  time  that  this 
occurred  was  in  the  ordinance  of  1868  tixiui>'  the  rate 
for  1SG9. 

By  the  Act  of  .March  4,  18(52,  P.  L.  00.  it  is  provided 
that  whenever  Councils  neglect  or  refuse  to  fix  the  tax 
rate  for  a  particular  year,  the  rate  fixed  for  the  preceding 
year  shall  continue.  This  Act  was  re-enacted  in  substance 
in  1870. 

Tt  would  appear,  therefore,  that  from  IsfVs  to  the  })res- 
eut  time  the  failure  of  Councils  to  specially  tix  the  amount 


of  the  poll  tax  has  resulted  in  its  continuance  at  twenty- 
live  cents  per  year. 

The  Constitution  of  1874,  in  Section  1  of  Article  8, 
prescrihes  the.  qualifications  of  an  elector,  and  provides, 
iider  alia,  that  "if  twenty-two  years  of  age  or  upwards,  he 
shall  have  paid  within  two  years  a  State  or  county  tax, 
which  shall  have  been  assessed  within  two  months  and 
paid  within  one  month  of  the  election.'' 

You  will  observe  that  the  payment  of  the  poll  tax  is 
sufficient  under  this  constitutional  provision  to  permit 
the  exercise  of  the  franchise  (for  a  period  of  two  years. 
This  probably  accounts  for  the  custom  which  has  grown 
up  of  paying  fift}'  cents  for  the  two-yearly  period,  rather 
than  twenty-five  cents  each  year. 

Your  right  to  collect  the  taxes  is  found  in  Section  4  of 
the  Act  of  April  6,  1870,  P.  L.  54,  which  devolves  that 
duty  upon  the  Receiver  of  Taxes. 

I  may  add  that  the  Act  of  April  17,  1869,  P.  L.  65, 
makes  it  the  duty  of  Councils  to  fix  the  amount  of  the 
county  tax  to  be  assessed  personally  and  annually  on  the 
qualified  electors  of  the  City.  This  is  not  the  creation  of 
new  power  in  Councils,  for  it  had  been  their  custom  for 
many  years  preceding  that  to  fix  the  amount  of  the  poll 
tax,  and  the  Act  in  this  respect  therefore  seems  to  be 
merely  declaratory  of  the  existing  law.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  a  letter  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  Highways,  apj)roved  by  you,  dated  February  IS, 


101,").  iiKiuivine;  whether  the  City  of  Philadelphia  or  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  shonld  hear  the  cost  of 
erecting  a  fence  at  Fifty-sixth  street  and  Hoffman  avenne. 
along  the  line  of  the  railroad  property. 

Tliis  Department  is  informed  by  the  District  Surveyor 
of  the  following  facts : 

The  land  of  the  railroad  company  at  this  point  was 
condemned  as  a  right-of-way  under  their  power  of  emi- 
nent domain  over  fifty  years  ago,  and  has  been  used  con- 
tinuously as  a  right-of-way  since  then.  Hoffman  avenue, 
from  Fifty-sixth  to  Fifty-seventh  street,  and  Fifty-sixth 
street,  from  Thomas  avenue  to  Hoffman  avenue,  were 
opened  by  deeds  of  dedication,  which  were  accepted  by 
the  Board  of  Surveyors  April  2,  1894.  Where  these 
streets  intersect,  the  right-of-way  runs  diagonally  adjacent 
to  the  said  streets. 

On  March  21,  1912,  an  opinion  was  given  by  me  to 
Councils  in  which  the  question  of  the  right  of  the  City 
under  its  police  powers  was  discussed,  and  the  conclusion 
reached  that  under  these  powers  the  City  had  the  right 
to  compel  railroad  companies  to  construct  bridges  so  as 
to  carry  streets  over  or  under  its  tracks. 

in  the  present  case  the  City  has  opened  streets  up  to 
the  rairoad,  and  it  would  seem  tliat  the  same  power 
could  compel  the  railroad  company  to  erect  a  fence  in 
order  to  protect  the  jniblic  from  harm.  The  railroad  at 
this  point  is  considernVdy  l)elow  the  grade  of  the  streets. 
and  there  is  danger  of  accidents  occurring  unless  a  fence 
is  erected  along  the  right-of-way. 

In  addition  to  the  cases  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States,  quoted  in  the  opinion  referred  to,  it 
also  quotes  the  decisions  from  our  own  State,  viz. :  Erie 
City  vs.  Erie  Electric  Motor  Co.,  24  Pa.  Sup.  Ct.  77; 
Western  Saving  Fund  Society  vs.  City  of  Philadelphia, 
ol  Pa.  St.  Reps.  175.  and  Scranton  Gas  Co.  vs.  Scranton 
City,  214  Pa.  oSH.  These  decisions  establish  the  principle 
that  while  a  railroad  under  its  charter  rights  may  con- 
demn a  right-of-way.  this  does  not  prevent  the  City  under 
its  police  power  from  opening  or  performing  any  other 
municipal    action    that   may   bo   necessary   or   convenient, 
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and  tliat  the  expense  of  adjnstinent  to  the  new  conditions 
ninst  l^e  borne  by  the  railroad  company. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  railroad  company 
can  be  compelled  to  erect  and  maintain  a  fence  aloni>,'  its 
right-of-way  at  this  point.  As  the  opening  of  streets  is 
regidated  by  ordinances  of  Conncils.  which  have  l)een 
complied  with,  I  feel  that  there  is  no  necessity  for  fnrther 
legislation  by  Councils  directing"  the  company  to  erect  the 
fence,  but  the  Bnreau  of  Highways  could  compel  tlie 
erection  without  further  authority.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  Cou- 
nell,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  approved  by  you, 
requesting  my  opinion  as  to  the  status  of  assessment  bills 
for  paving  Front  street  in  front  of  a  lot  in  the  bed  of 
Wellens  avenue. 

It  appears  that  ^Yellens  avenue,  west  of  Front  street, 
is  not  on  the  City  plan  and  not  legally  opened,  although 
it  had  been  laid  out  by  the  property  owners  as  a  street  and 
used  by  them  as  such. 

Tender  these  circumstances  the  property  is  undoubtedly 
assessable,  and  the  contractor  should  be  given  assessment 
bills  as  usual.  In  view  of  the  fact,  however,  that  Councils 
have  already,  by  ordinance  dated  December  21,  1914,  rec- 
ognized the  status  of  Wellens  avenue  in  connection  with 


claims  for  water  pipe  laid  in  Front  street  in  front  of  the 
propei-tv  ill  (piestion  (which  ordinance  was  passed  in  pur- 
snancc  ol'  tlic  refnsal  of  the  Law  Department,  at  the  re- 
<|nest  of  the  owners,  to  strike  the  claim  for  water  pipe 
from  the  records),  it  may  be  advisable  also  to  direct  the 
attention  of  Councils  to  the  matter  so  that  if  they  deem 
it  proper  to  do  so,  the  claims  may  be  directed  to  be  satis- 
tied  and  the  contractor  reimbursed  in  money.

Dkar  Sir: — The  Department  of  Public  Health  and 
Charities  has  forwarded  to  me  for  collection,  bills  agii'rc- 
iiating'  $150,000,  being  the  amounts  dne  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  insane  persons  committed  to  the  jSTorristown 
Asyhim.  I  have  endeavored  to  collect  by  writino-  letters 
askinji'  for  payment,  and  have  received  only  a  compara- 
tively small  sum.  These  unfortunates  were  committed 
to  the  Asylum  and  orders  made  upon  relatives  (husbands, 
fathers,  brothers,  sons),  and  in  many  cases  these  people 
are  abundantly  able  to  pay,  but  are  guilty  of  gross  neglect. 

What  I  desire  is  that  you  will  co-operate  with  me  and 
with  the  Bureau  of  Health  and  Charities  in  the  collection 
of  these  funds  to  this  extent,  namely,  that  I  shall  forward 
to  your  Department  the  name  and  address  of  the  person 
legally  responsible  for  the  commitment  of  the  insane  per- 
son and  against  whom  the  order  for  maintenance  has  been 
made,  and  that  you  will  have  the  policeman  upon  the 
beat  nuike  in(]uirv  and  report  in  writing  as  to  the  financial 
condition  or  ability  to  pay  of  these  persons,  if  they  own 
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their  own  houses,  if  they  carry  on  business,  and  if  they 
are  employed,  etc.  Of  course,  where  there  is  poverty  there 
is  no  desire  to  add  to  the  sorrows,  but  where  there  is 
a])ility  to  recompense  the  City  and  the  State  we  ought  not 
to  permit  an  escape  fl'om  a  legal  as  well  as  a  moral  and 
sacred  obligation.

Tahing  Possession  of  Ground  C ondemned  for  Playground 

Purposes. 

^Ir.  W.  D.  Champlin^

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  two  letters,  each  bearing  date 
February  19,  1915,  with  copies  of  ordinances  which  you 
state  have  been  passed  by  Councils  and  await  the  approval 
of  the  Mayor. 

Properties  for  parks,  playgrounds  and  recreation  cen- 
tres are  all  condemned  under  Section  4  of  the  Act  of  May 
13,  1857,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"That  the  Councils  of  said  City,  whenever  they 
shall  select  any  square  or  other  area  of  ground  to 
be  laid  out  and  maintained  forever  as  an  open  public 
place  or  park  for  the  health  and  enjoyment  of  the 
people,  shall  have  the  power,  if  they  cannot  agree 
with  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  as  to  price,  to 
cause  a  petition  to  be  filed  in  the  Court  of  Quarter 
Sessions  of  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia,  on 
l)ehalf  of  the  said  City,  setting  forth  by  proper  metes 
and  bounds  the  ground  so  selected,  and  that  by  ordi- 
nance the  said  Councils  have  appropriated  the  same 
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for  said  purpose;  whereupon  rlie  said  Court  shall 
api)oiut  a  jury  to  assess  the  damages  in  the  manner 
now  ])rovided  by  law,  and  the  proceedings  thereupon 
shall  he  the  same  and  with  the  like  effect  as  upon  the 
assessment  of  damages  for  the  opening  of  streets  in 
said  City." 

This  does  not  provide  for  the  filing  of  a  bond  by  the 
City.  There  is  no  Act  authorizing  the  condemnation  for 
a  playground  as  such,  or  for  a  recreation  centre  as  such. 

When  the  ordinance  authorizing  and  directing  the 
Board  of  liecreation  to  immediately  enter  upon  and  take 
possession  of  the  plot  of  ground  bounded  by  Twenty- 
sixth,  Twenty-seventh,  Morris  and  Moore  streets,  and  the 
plot  of  ground  hounded  by  Fitzwater,  Seventeenth,  Cath- 
arine and  Eighteenth  streets  are  approved  by  the  Mayor, 
the  Board  of  Recreation  can  immediately  enter  upon  and 
take  possession  of  said  premises. 

In  regard  to  the  other  plot  of  ground  l)ounded  b}'  Blair 
street,  the  Trenton  Railroad  Company  and  the  rear  of 
properties  fronting  on  Hewson  street,  there  is  no  ordi- 
nance authorizing  the  Board  of  Recreation  to  take  pos- 
session. Section  4  of  the  ordinance  condemning  this  plot 
of  ground,  approved  July  27,  1911,  is  as  follows: 

"As  soon  as  the  City  shall  become  legally  possessed 
of  the  tract  of  ground  herein  described,  the  said  tract 
shall  be  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Mayor  (Pub- 
lic Playgrounds  Committee),  subject  to  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  have  been  or  shall  be  from  time 
to  time  estal)lished  by  the  said  Public  Playgrounds 
Committee  for  the  care  and  management  of  Public 
Playgrounds." 

AU  of  this  property  has  been  condemned  and  paid  for 
by  the  City  except  two  small  lots  on  which  are  erected  a 
couple  of  dwellings,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  as  the 
City  is  now  legally  possessed  of  all  but  these  two  small 
lots,  the  Public  Playgrounds  Counuittee  (now  merged 
into  the  Board  of  Recreation)  can  enter  upon  and  take 
possession  of  this  tract,  except  the  two  small  lots. 
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There  is  no  method  prescribed  for  taking  possession. 
The  Board  of  Recreation  have  the  right  to  go  in  and 
take  possession.  I  wonld  snggest,  however,  that  before 
this  is  done,  the  property  owners  be  notified  of  the  in- 
tention of  the  Board  of  Recreation  to  take  possession,  and 
if  any  of  the  property  is  nnder  lease  that  assignments  of 
leases  be  made.

Dear  Sir: — The  Supreme  Court  has  affirmed  the  de- 
cision of  the  Court  below  in  the  case  of  Gallagher  vs. 
Yourself  and  other  Departments  of  the  City? 

It  Avould  seem  from  the  broad  language  of  the  opinion 
that  the  Police  Court  of  Trial  has  the  power  to  retry  and 
order  the  reinstatement  of  discharged  policemen,  and 
that  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  in  the  absence  of  juris- 
dictional or  procedural  irregularities,  or  abuse  of  discre- 
tion by  the  Court,  cannot  review  its  findings  and  sentence. 

I  would,  therefore,  suggest  that  those  officers  whose 
cases  come  within  the  language  of  this  decision,  be 
promptly  reinstated,  in  order  that  the  City  may  be  re- 
lieved of  the  burden  of  paying  salaries  to  men  who  are 
not  rendering  service  in  return  for  the  same.

Gentlemen  : — Permit  me  to  inform  you  that  the  Su- 
preme Court  has  affirmed  the  decision  of  the  Court  below 
in  the  case  of  Gallagher  vs.  City,  wherein  you  were  made 
defendant  with  the  Mayor  and  the  Director  of  Public 
Safety. 

This  case  settles  the  law  in  this  State  respecting  the 
powers  and  jurisdiction  of  the  Police  Court  of  Trial,  and, 
in  effect,  holds  that  unless  there  are  fundamental  irregu- 
larities in  the  proceedings,  or  fraud  or  abuse  of  discretion 
in  the  finding  of  the  Court,  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
has  no  jurisdiction  to  review  its  findings  and  sentence, 
either  upon  an  original  trial  or  on  a  re-trial. 

I  would  suggest,  therefore,  that  you  grant  requisitions 
for  the  reinstatement  of  policemen  or  firemen  whose  cases 
come  within  the  principles  enunciated  in  the  Gallagher 
case.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  yours  of  the  12th  inst.,  stating  that 
at  the  request  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  City 
Property,  to  which  the  following  bills  were  referred  for 
consideration,  you  write  for  my  opinion  as  to  the  legality 


of  the  two  bills  which  His  nonor  the  Mavor  has  requested 
Councils  to  recall  from  him  by  resolutions,  and  which 
were  returned  to  Select  Council  on  Thni'sda.v,  March  k 
1915.     The  bills  are  as  follows: 

Select  Council  bill,  Appendix  iSTiO.  8,  Vol.  I,  en- 
titled "An  Ordinance  authorizing  and  directing  the 
Board  of  Recreation  to  immediately  enter  upon  and 
take  possession  of  the  jjlot  of  ground  bounded  by 
Twenty-sixth,  Twenty-seventh,  Morris  and  ^foorc 
streets,  in  the  Thirty-sixth  Ward,  selected  and  ap- 
propriated for  park  and  playground  purposes  and 
for  the  health  and  enjoyment  of  the  people  forever, 
under  ordinance  approved  July  29,  1911," 

and 

Select  Council  bill,  Appendix  ISTo.  Y,  Vol.  I,  en- 
titled "An  Ordinance  to  place  the  custody  and  con- 
trol of,  and  authorizing  and  directing  the  Board  of 
Recreation  to  immediately  enter  upon  and  take  pos- 
session of  the  plot  of  ground  bounded  by  Fitzwater 
street,  Seventeenth  street,  Catharine  street  and 
Eighteenth  street,  selected  and  appropriated  as  an

Immediately  upon  the  passage  of  these  ordinances,  cer- 
tain rights  accrue.  The  property  owners  have  the  riglit 
to  bring  an  action  against  the  City  for  the  recovery  of 
damages  for  the  taking  of  the  property,  but  until  the 
property  is  paid  for,  or  there  is  a  definitive  judgment 
unappealed  from,  the  legal  title  to  the  same  remains  in 
the  owners.  Any  proper  Department  of  the  City  has  the 
right,  when  authorized  to  do  so  by  ordinance  of  Councils, 
to  enter  upon  and  take  possession  of  the  premises.  It  will 
thus  be  seen  that  the  legal  possession  may  be  in  the  City, 
while  the  legal  title  still  remains  in  the  propert}^  owners. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  the  two  bills  re- 
ferred to  are  in  proper  form  and  legal  in  their  effect,  and 
that  upon  their  passage  the  Board  of  Recreation  can  im- 
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mediately  enter  upon  and  take  possession  of  both  of  said 
tracts.

Debt.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  your  Sec- 
retary enclosing  draft  of  proposed  advertisement  giving- 
notice  to  the  voters  of  the  election  to  be  held  on  April 
29th  for  the  increase  of  the  City's  indebtedness  in  the  sum 
of  $6,000,000.  Replying  to  the  inquiries  therein  con- 
tained, I  may  sa}"  that  the  statute  regulating  the  contents 
of  such  notices  provides  that  ''said  notice  shall  contain  a 
statement  of  the  amount  of  the  last  assessed  valuation,  of 
the  amount  of  the  existing  debt,  of  the  amount  and  per- 
centage of  the  proposed  increase,  and  the  purposes  for 
which  the  indebtedness  is  to  be  increased." 

The  notice  in  the  present  case,  you  will  observe,  is  much 
fuller  than  the  requirements  of  the  statute.  This  is  in 
accordance  with  the  practice  in  this  Oity  which  has  pre- 
vailed for  some  time,  and  I  do  not  think  it  open  to  objec- 
tion to  give  the  electors  the  facts  in  somewhat  more  detail 
than  is  absolutely  prescribed  by  the  Act. 

The  inclusion  in  the  statement  of  gross  funded  debt  of 
the  sum  of  $4,325,000,  which  is  the  subject  of  a  Ciouncil- 
manic  loan  now  pending  but  not  yet  authorized,  may  be 
open  to  doubt.     On  the  whole,  however,  I  agree  with  the 
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('ily  ( 'oiiti'ollcr  ill  iucliidini>;  this  so  that"  tlic  xittcrs  iiiav 
have  before  tlieiii  all  the  relevant  facts.  I  tlo  not  believe 
it  iiecessai'v  to  make  a  statement  of  the  pereentajie  of  the 
proposed  increase  of  indebtedness  to  the  amount  of  the 
last  assessed  valnation  of  taxable  real  property,  or  to  the 
aiiioiiiit  of  the  last  valuation  of  personal  property.  After 
the  Act  of  1018  transferring  })ersoiial  property  to  the  City 
had  been  passed,  and  while  the  validity  of  that  Act  Avas 
open  to  (question,  as  a  measnre  of  precaiTtion  a  separation 
was  made  between  the  valuation  of  the  real  estate  and  the 
valuation  of  both  kinds  of  taxable  property.  I  think  wc 
may  now  assume  the  validity  of  the  Act  of  l!*!-'!  to  have 
been  established  by  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
and  it  seems  unnecessary  to  apportion  the  percentao'e  as 
between  the  various  kinds  of  taxable  property. 

1  would  therefore  omit  the  two  paragraphs  dealing  Avitli 
those  separate  subjects,  and  retain  the  third  paragraph 
stating  the  percentage  of  the  proposed  increase  of  indebt- 
edness to  the  aggregate  amount  of  last  assessed  valuation 
of  taxable  real  and  personal  property.  This  I  believe 
sutticiently  coniplys  with  the  statutory  requirement  that 
the  notice  to  the  electors  shall  state  the  '^percentage  of  the 
})roposed  increase,"  and  is,  perhaps,  less  confusing  than 
the  repetition  of  this  statement  with  respect  to  the  ditfer- 
eiit  kinds  of  property. 

I  do  not  approve  the  method  in  which  the  purpose  of 
the  increase  is  stated  in  the  form  sent  me.  The  state- 
ments reipiired  by  law  should  l)e  direct  and  upon  the 
authority  of  the  municipal  otKcers,  and  not  by  reference 
to  the  language  of  the  ordinance.  I  would  suggest  as  a 
substitute  for  the  terms  employed  in  the  form  submitted 
the  following:  the  purpose  for  which  the  indebtedness  of 
the  said  City  is  to  be  increased  is  that  such  increase  in  the 
indebtedness  is  to  be  used  toward  the  ('(Uistruction  of  a 
subway  railway  in  Broad  street,  from  League  Island  to 
Olney  avenue,  with  the  necessary  branch  lines  northeast 
and  northwest  from  15road  street;  and  the  construction  of 
an  ck'vatcfl  railway  from  Front  street  and  Arch  street 
to  Rliawii  sti'cet.  via  Front  street,  Kensington  avenue  and 
!•  1  aiikford  avenue  to  TJhawn  street. 


The  dates  suggested  for  the  insertion  of  the  advertise- 
ment—March 24th  and  31st,  April  7th,  14th,  21st  and 
28th — are  proj)er  ones.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  your  letter  of  this  date,  stating  that 
on  the  ISth  inst.  Councils  passed  a  resolution  accepting  a 
bequest  under  the  will  of  Emma  Lathers  Simpson,  de- 
ceased, of  $3,000,  or  so  much  thereof  as  shall  be  necessary 
for  the  purchase  and  erection  of  a  suitable  drinking 
fountain  from  which  wholesome  cold  water  shall  be  con- 
stantly supplied  to  the  public,  under  certain  conditions 
therein  named,  and  providing  for  the  acceptance  of  the 
bequest  within  three  months  after  the  decease  of  the  testa- 
trix, which  occurred  on  December  23,  1914.  The  resolu- 
tion docs  not  provide  for  submission  to  you  for  your 
approval,  l)ut  is  simply  in  the  form  of  a  concurrent  resolu- 
tion of  'Councils.  You  further  state  that  the  attorney  for 
the  executor  of  the  estate  has  called  upon  you,  asking  you. 
either  on  the  certified  copy  of  the  resolution  or  in  a  letter, 
to  add  yr.ur  approval  thereto,  and  you  inquire  (1)  whether 
the  resolution  is  a  sufficient  acceptance  by  the  City  without 
your  action,  and  (2)  whether  there  is  any  action  you  can 
]tr()])erly  take,  either  in  an  informal  approval  upon  the 
certified  copy  of  the  resolution,  or  in  a  letter,  or  otherwise, 
that  would  make  the  action  legal  and  effective. 

(  1  )  It  would  have  been  more  formal  and  proper  for  the 
resolution  to  have  been  presented  to  you  for  your  approval. 
so  that  the  acceptance  of  the  City  might  be  at  the  hands  of 


Councils  and  the  ]\rayor  acting  conjointly  as  the  legisla- 
tive body. 

{■2)  T  would  advise  that  you  transmit  a  certified  copy 
of  the  resolution  to  the  executor  or  his  counsel,  with  a 
letter  stating  that  in  accordance  therewith,  and  with  your 
approval  of  the  action  so  taken,  the  bequest  contained  in 
the  said  will  ''is  herebv  accepted  on  behalf  of  the  City^  of 
Philadelphia."

I  )i;ae  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
Superintendent  Eobinson,  approved  by  you,  requesting  my 
opinion  whether  Patrolman  John  B.  Reinholt,  whose  case 
is  now  pending  before  the  police  court  of  trial,  is  disquali- 
fied from  longer  remaining  a  patrolman  of  the  City  be- 
cause of  the  fact  that  he  was  twice  convicted  of  larceny 
l>efore  his  appointment  as  patrolman. 

Assuming  the  truth  of  the  facts  which  you  have  recited, 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  police  court 
of  trial  to  recommend  the  dismissal  of  the  patrolman.  It 
appears  that  in  1900,  and  again  in  1903,  Eeiuholt  was  con- 
\icted  in  the  (^larter  Sessions  Court  of  larceny  and  receiv- 
ing stolen  goods;  on  the  first  occasion  being  sentenced  to 
the  House  of  Refuge,  and  on  the  second  to  Huntingdon 
RcfoiTuatory. 

The  Act  of  Tune  1,  1885.  P.  L.  37,  prescribing  the 
qualifications  of  policemen  and  firemen,  provides  that  "no 
person  shall  be  employed  as  a  patrolman  or  fireman  who  is 
]iot  a  citizen  of  the  Ignited   States,  or  who  has  been  con- 


vieted  of  crime,  unless  pardoned,  or  who  cannot  read  and 
thoroughly  understand  the  English  language,  or  who  shall 
not  have  been  a  resident  in  this  State  at  least  one  year 
preceding  appointment."  In  the  case  of  Casper  vs.  City, 
55  Superior  Court,  266,  it  was  held  that  this  section  did 
not  apply  to  a  person  convicted  of  crime  after  his  appoint- 
ment; but  that  the  police  court  of  trial  in  such  a  case  had 
power  to  recommend  a  punishment  less  drastic  than  dis- 
missal from  the  service,  and  that  the  Director  had  no  right 
to  exceed  the  punishment  recommended  by  the  Court. 

The  case  which  you  submit  to  me,  however,  is  not  one 
involving  a  conflict  between  the  rights  of  the  Director  and 
the  police  court  of  trial,  because,  as  I  understand  your 
letter,  it  is  that  Court  which  is  seeking  advice  respecting 
its  dut}'.  It  seems  clear  that  in  such  a  case  as  this,  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  police  court  of  trial  to  enforce  the  require- 
ments of  the  law  respecting  qualifications  for  the  police 
force.  The  Act  of  Assembl}^  which  I  have  quoted  does 
not  make  any  distinction  between  degrees  of  crime,  or  the 
age  of  applicants  for  the  force  at  the  time  of  their  con- 
viction. Its  language  is  general  and  inclusive  of  all  kinds 
and  degrees  of  criminal  offences ;  and  I  do  not  think  that 
the  fact  that  the  patrolman  in  ^question  was  only  fifteen 
years  old  at  the  time  of  the  first  con\'ietion  and  eighteen 
at  the  time  of  the  second  takes  his  case  out  of  the  plain 
provisions  of  the  Act  of  1885.  These  provisions  relate  to 
the  qualifications  of  a  patrolman  at  the  time  of  his  appoint- 
ment, and  unless  he  possesses  them  he  is  disqualified  from 
holding  office.  With  the  wisdom  of  enacting  so  general 
and  rigid  a  ({ualification,  we  have  nothing  to  do.  It  may 
work  some  hardship  in  individual  cases,  but  it  cannot  be 
waived  by  the  City  or  any  of  its  officers. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  Patrolman  Reinholt  comes 
within  the  Act  of  1885,  and  neither  the  action  of  the  Com- 
mission in  certifying  his  name  to  the  Director  for  appoint- 
ment, nor  his  continued  employment,  can  cure  the  original 
defect  in  his  appointment  and  tenure  of  office.  If  the 
police  court  of  trial,  therefore,  should  find  that  Reinholt 
was  twice  convicted  of  crime  before  his  appointment,  and 
was  not  pardoned  for  either  offence,  I  believe  that  it  is  the 


duty  of  the  Court  to  reconnucud  his  dismissal.  (Qualifi- 
cation for  office  cannot  be  disrciiarded  at  any  time  without 
thrcateninii  the  diunity  and  funchimental  chai'acter  of  the 
ofHce  itself.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  informed  that  House  Bill  ISTo.  200, 
])roviding'  f\)r  an  amendment  to  the  Personal  Property  Tax 
Act  of  June  IT,  1913,  is  now  before  your  Committee  for 
consideration.  This  Act  was  prepared  by  the  Law  De- 
])artment  and  forwarded  to  Harrisburg'  by  the  Leii'islative 
Comniittee  of  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  Pliihi'lcl- 
I>hia  to  remedy  a  defect  in  the  Act  of  ID  13. 

To  make  its  purpose  clear,  let  me  call  your  attention  to 
the  eftect  of  the  Act  of  June  17,  101:],  P.  L.  507,  upon  the 
( 'ity's  revenues,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  that  Act  exempts 
from  the  four  mills  tax  upon  bonds,  mortgages,  etc.,  those 
which  are  owned  by  life  or  fire  insurance  corporations 
having  no  capital  stock — that  is  to  say,  by  mutual  insurance 
corporations.  Such  companies  had  theretofore  l)een  taxable 
upon  the  securities  held  by  them  in  the  same  manner  as 
other  corporations  or  individuals  owning  similar  personal 
)»ro})erty.  All  lawyers  and  those  of  our  citizens  who  are 
familiar  with  the  City's  finances  will  recall  that  one  of  the 
large  insurance  companies  situated  in  this  City  had  long 
escaped  payment  of  this  tax  because  of  a  certain  degree 
of  ambiguity  as  to  the  character  in  which  the  securities 
held  by  it  were  owned — whether  in  its  own  right  or  by  its 
})()licy  holders.     The  company  in   its  endeavor  to  escape 
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taxation  thereon  claimed  tliat  these  securities  constituted 
a  part  of  its  capital  stock  on  which  it  already  paid  a  tax, 
and  the  Supreme  Court  upheld  its  contention. 

The  Legislature  sought  to  change  this  condition  of 
affairs  by  an  Act  passed  June  7,  1907,  P.  L.  430,  which 
^\.et,  however,  was  held  by  the  Supreme  Court  to  be  in- 
elfecti\'e  because  of  defects  in  the  recital  of  the  date  and 
title  of  an  earlier  Act  which  it  purported  to  amend. 

At  the  session  of  the  Legislature  of  1911,  a  second  Act 
was  passed  which  cured  the  defects  in  the  original  Act  and 
narrowed  the  exemption  from  taxation  of  mortgages,  etc., 
owned  by  corporations  liable  to  a  tax  on  their  capital  stock, 
to  those  securities  ''in  which  the  whole  body  of  stockholders 
or  members,  as  such,  have  the  entire  equitable  interest  in 
remainder."  The  Supreme  Court  on  May  18,  1914, 
finally  held  the  Act  of  1911  to  be  a  valid  and  effective  one, 
and  the  company  in  question  liable  to  taxation  upon  the 
securities  so  held  by  it,  amounting  to  over  $61,000,000. 
This  decision  related  only  to  the  years  1912  and  1913, 
as  the  Act  of  June  17,  1913,  which  omitted  the  words 
above  quoted  in  re-enacting  legislation  on  this  subject, 
took  effect  from  the  beginning  of  the  year  1914.  As  you 
are  aware,  the  said  Act  of  June  17,  1913,  transferred  the 
])roceeds  of  the  taxation  upon  personal  property  from  the 
State  to  the  various  counties,  and,  with  respect  to  the 
County  of  Philadelphia,  to  this  City,  which  is  coterminous 
therewith.  In  making  this  transfer,  however,  not  only 
was  the  language  omitted  which  had  been  finally  adopted 
in  the  Act  of  1911  above  referred  to,  and  the  validity  of 
which  was  sustained  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  1914,  but 
the  exemption  of  all  fire  and  life  insurance  companies 
having  no  capital  stock — mutual  insurance  companies — 
was  inserted  in  the  statute,  and  the  result  of  this  change 
in  the  law  has  been  to  free  from  taxation,  now  inuring  to 
the  City,  personal  property  of  a  total  valuation  of  over 
$146,000,000,  so  that  by  this  change  the  City  has  lost 
reveniie  in  the  amount  of  $584,500,  which  approximately 
offsets  the  one-quarter  of  the  personal  property  tax  which 
was  retained  by  the  State  prior  to  the  year  1914,  and  which 
it  was  supposed  would  increase  the  income  of  the  City  by 


ui\iii^'  to  it  the  entire  proceeds  of  the  four  mills  tax  upon 
the  taxable  personal  securities  held  within  its  limits,  in- 
stead of  the^  three-quarters  of  that  tax  which  the  State 
formerly  returned  to  it. 

So  far  as  additional  revenue  to  the  City  is  concerned,  it 
is  apparent  that  the  Act  of  1913  will  not  have  the  an- 
ticipated effect  of  adding  materially  thereto. 

I  take  the  liberty  of  calling  your  attention  to  these  facts 
for  the  purpose  of  bringing  before  your  Committee  for  its 
consideration  the  question  whether  the  Legislature  should 
not  restore  the  tax  up,on  securities  held  by  mutual  insur- 
ance companies,  as  well  as  the  clause  in  the  Act  of  1911, 
already  cited,  which,  as  I  have  stated,  was  omitted  from 
the  Act  of  June  17,  1913,  and  thus  adding  to  the  City's 
income  a  sura  which  is  but  little  short  of  $600,000  per 
annum. 

As  is  well  known,  the  purpose  of  the  Act  of  1913  was  to 
increase  the  borrowing  power  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
so  that  it  might  increase  its  transit  facilities,  and  to  in- 
crease its  taxes,  so  that  it  might  be  better  able  to  pay  the 
interest  on  the  money  borrowed.  The  latter  purpose  was 
defeated  by  the  change  made  in  the  personal  property  tax 
by  the  Act  of  1913,  and  it  seems  to  us  that  it  should  be 
corrected  and  remedied. 

I  therefore  trust  that  House  Bill  ISTo.  200,  which  makes 
the  necessary  change  and  restoration  in  the  personal  prop- 
erty tax,  may  receive  the  favorable  consideration  of  your 
C^ommittee.

Dear  Sir: — I  liave  your  letter  of  the  22d  iiist.  askinc; 
ti.  1)e  advised  as  to  the  method  of  procedure  to  be  followed 
ill  the  al)ateineiit  of  nuisances  in  private  alleys  under 
the  Act  of  June  iT),  1918,  P.  L.  541:;  whether,  for  instance, 
a  nuisance  existing  in  a  private  alley  inust  l)e  so  declared 
by  formal  action  of  the  Board  of  Health  before  measures 
for  its  abatement  are  to  be  undertaken. 

I  think  it  should  be  so  declared,  and  the  procedure  for 
the  purpose  should  be  in  the  uSiuil  manner  of  declaring 
nuisances,  as  in  other  cases. 

The  object  of  the  Act  of  191-3  appears  to  be  two-fold: 
first,  to  remove  any  possible  doubt  as  to  the  right  to 
declare  nuisances  in  private  alleys  and  to  provide  for  their 
abatement  on  ten  days'  notice  on  refusal  of  the  owners  to 
do  so  themselves ;  and,  second,  to  provide  for  the  grading 
or  paving  of  such  alleys  to  prevent  a  repetition  of  nuis- 
ances when  caused  by  improper  grading,  paving,  etc.  In 
the  latter  case,  upon  ten  days'  service  of  notice  to  pave, 
repave  or  grade,  and  refusal  to  comply  therewith,  the  work 
may  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  owners  of  the  abutting 
property,  to  be  enforced  by  the  filing  of  liens,  as  in  other 
cases.

Dkai;  Sir: — Permit  me  to  call  yonr  attentinii  to  11.  of 
li.  hill,  ^o.  109.  which  is  intended  to  remedy  another 
phase  of  evasion  of  taxation  which  I  respectfully  submit 
should  he  remedied  at  this  session  of  the  Leo-islature, 
namely,  the  exemption  of  the  real  estate  in  Philadelphia 
of  Public  Service  Corporations,  such  as  the  properties  of 
the  Rapid  Transit  Company,  the  Bell  Telephone  Com- 
pany, the  Keystone  Telephone  Company,  the  Philadelphia 
Electric  Company,  and  the  T'nited  Gas  Improvement 
(  ompany. 

Of  these  various  companies,  twenty-seven  pieces  of  real 
estate  helonaiuii-  to  the  Papid  Transit  Company,  twenty- 
three  helono-inii-  to  the  Philadelphia  Electric  Company, 
nineteen  belonging  to  the  Bell  Telephone  Company,  and 
ten  belonging  to  the  United  Gas  Improvement  Company, 
among  others,  are  carried  as  exempt,  and  even  with  the 
iuadecjuate  values  given  to  them  they  amount  in  the  aggre- 
gate to  nearly  five  millions  of  dollars. 

I  do  not  believe  there  is  any  moral  right  for  the  non- 
])ayment  of  taxes  to  the  CitA-  of  Philadelphia  by  these 
corporations  upon  these  separate  pieces  of  real  estate,  and 
the  justification  for  the  legal  exemption  had  its  beginning 
in  a  decision  which  was  rendered  as  far  back  as  lS-2n  in 
the  case  of  the  Schuylkill  Bridge  Co.  vs.  Fraley,  reported 
in  13  S.  &  P.,  at  page  422.  In  that  case,  the  effort  was 
made  by  the  local  authorities  to  tax  Market  street  bridge, 
then  a  privately  owned  structure,  but  the  Court  held  that 
the  bridge  was  ''neither  land,  house,  nor  lot,"  and  that  "the 
bridge  itself,  though  it  cost  an  immense  sum  of  money, 
would  be  of  little  value  were  it  not  for  the  right  of  taking 
tolls  annexed  to  it,"  and  ''it  would  seem,  therefore,  that 
if  it  had  been  intended  to  make  it  subject  to  taxation,  the 
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law  would  have  pointed  out  the  mode  in  which  it  shonld 
1)0  valued,-'  The  Court  denied  the  rig-ht  to  collect  from 
the  Bridge  Company  taxes,  but  said  that  if  the  taxation 
shonld  be  imposed  that  "our  Legislature  is  convened  an- 
nually and  whenever  it  shall  be  satisfied  that  it  is  for  the 
public  good  to  impose  a  tax  on  bridges,  roads,  or  other 
works  of  that  nature,  it  is  to  be  done  in  such  manner  as 
under  all  the  circumstances  shall  be  judged  proper." 

In  the  early  days  of  the  Commonwealth,  when  the  whole 
idea  of  public  service  corporations  was  comparatively  new, 
and  when  States  and  counties  gave  to  them  bounties  and 
gifts  of  lands,  there  may  have  been  reason  for  exemption, 
but  certainly  that  time  has  long  since  passed. 

With  this  decision  as  a  foundation,  there  has  come  downi 
through  our  law  a  number  of  cases  in  which  it  has  been 
held — so  that  it  is  now  a  firmly  established  rule — that  the 
propert}^  of  a  quasi-public  corporation,  indispensably 
necessary  to  the  proper  operation  of  its  works  and  to  the 
exercise  of  its  proper  franchises,  is  not  included  in  the 
general  words  "real  estate,"  "lands,"  "lots  of  ground," 
and  these  are  the  phrases  used  in  the  General  Tax  Act  of 
1844-  as  they  were  used  in  the  prior  Acts  of  1799  and 
1834.  This  Act  of  1844  is  the  basis  of  the  taxation  upon 
real  estate,  and  it  enumerates,  "all  real  estate,  to  wit. 
houses,  lands,  lots  of  ground  and  ground  rents,  mills  and 
manufactories  of  all  kinds,  furnaces,  forges,  bloomer ies. 
distilleries,  sugar  houses,  malt  houses,  breweries,  tan 
yards,  fisheries,  ferries,  wharves,  and  all  other  real  estate 
not  exempted  by  law  from  taxation." 

It  will  be  very  easy  to  change  the  law  and  to  make  all 
the  real  estate  of  all  these  companies  pay  its  share  of 
carrying  on  the  local  government.  Each  of  these  nearly 
one  hundred  pieces  of  real  estate  in  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia that  are  carried  on  the  books  as  exempt  requires 
police  protection  and  fire  protection,  and  even  if  they  do 
not,  they  displace  dwellings  and  business  places  all  of 
which  would  contribute  their  share  to  the  public  funds 
were  the  lots  not  occupied  by  the  structures  of  the  (piasi- 
public  corporations. 

It  is  true  that  these  companies  pay  a  tax  upon  their 
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capital  stock,  but  so  do  tlie  great  nuinlxM-  of  Trust  Com- 
panies and  other  corporations  which  exist  in  the  (  itv  of 
Pliiladelphia,  and  yet  these  all  pay  a  real  estate  tax  to  the 
City  of  Philadelphia. 

In  ]Srew  York,  in  the  year  1009,  a  most  comprehensive 
Act  was  passed  by  which  not  only  the  structures  and 
superstructures  erected  upon  and  affixed  to  the  land  owned 
by  quasi-public  corporations  and  the  land  itself  was  taxed, 
but  all  appurtenances — whether  upon,  above,  or  under 
ii'i'ound,  includinii-  the  value  of  all  franchises,  rights  and 
permissions  to  construct,  maintain,  or  operate  under, 
above,  or  through  streets,  highways,  or  public  places,  and 
defines  that  a  ^'franchise  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the 
value  of  the  tangible  property  situate  in,  upon,  under,  of 
above  any  street,  highway,  public  place,  or  public  waters 
"  The  public  thought  of  Peimsylvania  may 
not  as  yet  have  advanced  to  the  stage  when  a  franchise  tax 
sh^l  be  levied  and  when  the  road  bed,  or  space  between 
tracks  on  highways,  of  the  carrying  corporations  shall  be 
subject  to  taxation,  but  certainly  the  mere  presentation 
to  the  Legislature  of  the  uncpiestioned  fact  that  nearly 
one  hundred  separate  pieces  of  real  estate  exist  in  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  protected  and  guarded  by  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  and  from  which  the  City  derives  no  penny 
of  revenue,  should  carry  conviction  to  the  ipind  of  every 
Legislator  that  a  change  is  needed,  and  insure  speedy  cor- 
rection. 

The  Act  of  1844  was  framed  before  the  modern  Pul)lic 
Service  Corporations  had  obtained  their  present  develop- 
ment. The  language  of  the  Act,  as  I  have  said,  has  been 
held  insufficient  to  include  them,  but  there  seems  to  me 
no  valid  reason  why  they  should  not  contribute  their 
share  to  the  upbuilding  of  the  City  in  which  their  business 
is  carried  on  and  from  whence  practically  all  their  ju-otir 
comes. 

The  Act  before  you.  H.  of  P.  Bill,  Xo.  199,  is  exceed- 
ingly conservative.  It  does  not  attempt  to  make  taxable 
the  right-of-way,  the  road  bed,  the  tracks  of  railways  or 
railroad  companies,  or  the  pipes  or  the  mains  of  gas 
companies,  but  only  to  make  their  buildings  and  lands 
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used  l)_y  tlieiu  fur  offices,  exchanges,  and  the  carrying  on 
of  their  bnsiness  contribute  the  same  as  like  buildings  of 
other  companies  or  of  individuals. 

I  may  also  add,  so  that  no  one  may  think  that  this  pro- 
posed measure  is  aggressively  radical,  that  the  proposed 
change  meets  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Revision 
of  Taxes  of  Philadelphia.  Personally,  I  would  advocate 
the  enactment  of  a  measure  framed  on  the  lines  of  the 
jSTew  York  Legislature.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  February  10th,  signed  by 
W.  H.  Connell,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  and 
approved  by  you,  requesting  an  opinion  as  to  whether  the 
Bureau  of  Highways  may  properly  proceied  with  the 
grading  and  paving  of  Second  street,  between  Erie  ave- 
nue and  Bristol  street,  provided  an  ordinance  of  Councils 
is  passed  authorizing  the  work,  was  duly  received. 

The  delay  in  reply  thereto  has  been  due  to  the  fact  that 
additional  information  was  requested  from  the  Survey 
Bureau,  which  has  just  been  received  in  a  letter  addressed 
to  Edgar  Dudley  Paries,  Esq.,  Assistant  Citv  Solicitor, 
in  reply  to  his  verbal  request.  Erom  this  letter  I  glean 
the  following  facts: 

Second  street  (of  the  width  of  33  feet),  from  Erie  ave- 
nue to  Bristol  street,  was  opened  by  jury  in  September. 
1801.  Under  Act  of  Assembly  of  March  17,  18-t2  (page 
110),  the  Kensington  and  Oxford  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany was  incorporated  with  authority  to  construct  a  road 
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f)!)  feet  wide.  Stihscquciitlv  this  road  was  coiistnu'ted  of 
this  width  and  covered  the  bed  of  Second  street  between, 
inlcr  (ilia,  Erie  avenue  and  Bristol  street.  l|v  proceediniis 
in  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  bejiun  Se])tember  l^^, 
1SV2,  and  concliuled  December  2S,  ISTT,  the  road  was 
freed  from  toll  On  May  15,  1872.  the  'I^inipike  Com- 
pany entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  IMiihidelphia 
tS:  Xewtown  Railroad  Company  aivina'  it  the  right  to  con- 
struct tracks  on  that  portion  of  the  turnpike  southward 
from  the  present  line  of  Rising  Sun  avenue.  Second 
street  was  on  the  City  phni.  (iO  feet  wide,  fi'om  dune  1."). 
1S44,  until  January  15,  18!)4,  when  it  was  vacated  under 
authority  of  an  ordinance  of  Councils  between  Butler 
street  and  Rising  Sun  avenue.  The  effect  of  the  freeing 
of  the  turnpike  road  from,  toll  was  that  thereby  a  legally 
opened  street  of  the  width  of  50  feet  on  the  line  of  Second 
street  was  opened.  The  effect  of  the  vacation  was  to  close 
this  street  and  to  place  the  title  to  the  bed  of  the  street 
in  the  abutting  property  owners. 

it  would  seem,  therefore,  that  the  question  as  to  the 
right  of  the  railroad  to  maintain  its  tracks  upon  the  line 
of  this  street  is  now  not  a  (juestion  between  the  City  an<l 
the  railroad,  but  between  the  pro]icrty  owners,  on  wdioso 
})roperty  the  tracks  are  located,  and  ilie  I'ailroad  com- 
pany. 

T  am  of  the  opinion,  therefore,  that  if  the  grading  and 
paving  of  this  street  is  to  take  place  there  will  first  have 
to  be  an  ordinance  passed  to  open  the  same,  followed  by 
ordinances  to  grade  and  pave,  and  the  rights  of  the  rail- 
road company,  it  would  seem,  would  de})end  upon  their 
agreement  with  tlie  property  owners.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  jour  favor  of  the  29tli  ult.  stating 
that  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Eailroad  Company  has  laid 
a  siding  on  Meadow  street  and  Snyder  avenue  for  the 
Gulf  Oil  Company  without  either  an  ordinance  of  Coun- 
cils or  a  permit  from  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors, 
and  asking  under  what  authority  the  company  can  lay 
such  a  siding  without  official  permission  by  the  City. 
Siuce  then  you  have  advised  me  you  have  been  informed 
that  the  siding  does  not  lie  upon  or  across  any  legally 
opened  pulilic  street  but  only  upon  a  plotted  but  unopened 
street. 

Should  such  a  siding  be  laid  upon  a  public  highway  the 
company  would  be  required  first  to  obtain  permission  from 
the  City ;  but  if  the  street  be  only  a  plotted  one  such  per- 
mission would  not  be  necessary.

Court  has  recently  decided  that  in  inviting  bids  for  the 
construction  of  public  buildings  it  is  not  permissible  to 
frame  the  specifications  in  such  a  manner  that  the  bidders 
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]ii;iv  each  tix  his  own  time  in  wliicb  he  proposes  to  coin- 
])l('te  the  wori<,  as  this  (h)es  not  introduce  tlie  ehMueiit  of 
.a  coiiunou  staiuhird  npoii  which  the  bids  may  ])ro])('i'ly 
he  compared,  lii  the  case  mentioned  the  Board  of  Echica- 
tion  was  restrained,  at  the  snit  of  a  taxpayer,  from  \)Vi^y- 
ceeding  with  a  contract  which  it  had  awarded  to  a  bidder 
not  the  lowest  one,  who  had,  however,  offered  to  construct 
the  buikling;  in  the  shortest  time. 

I  take  the  liberty  of  calling  this  decision  to  your  atten- 
tion so  that  in  preparing  specifications  hereafter  yon  may 
have  it  in  view. 

If  you  so  desire,  a  copy  of  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme 
Court  will  1)0  forwarded  to  you.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  a  letter  from  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Highways  and  Street  Cleaning,  dated 
^larch  20t.h,  bearing  your  approval,  stating  that  bids 
had  been  received  for  the  resurfacing  of  ^lartins  ]\Iill 
road,  from  Oxford  pike  to  County  line,  and  the  con- 
tract therefor  executed  by  the  contractor  but  not  by  the 
Mayor,  because  sonu»  question  had  been  raised  by  a  prop- 
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ci'tv  owner  claiiiiiiiii  that  he  had  a  right  to  pUice  'a  fence 
across  the  road.  fhe  Chief  of  the  Bureau  asks  whetlier 
it  is  true,  as  he  understands,  that  the  case  has  beeit 
dropped,  and  whether  the  resurfacing  of  the  road  may 
now  proceed. 

The  case  in  question  was  a  bill  in  equity  tiled  by  -John 
Y.  T.  Adair  to  restrain  the  City  from  removing  a  fence 
which  he  had  placed  across  this  road,  and  asking  for  a 
decree  declaring  it  to  have  been  vacated — Adair  vs.  City, 
et  «/.,  €.  P.  1,  September  Term,  1914:,  Xo.  2095. 

On  January  G,  1915,  Judge  Patterson  filed  an  opinion 
dismissing  the  bill  in  equity  and  deciding  that  the  street 
had  not  l)een  legally  vacated  and  that  the  plaintiif  in  the 
bill  had  no  right  to  obstruct  its  use.  Exceptions  to  this 
decision  were  filed  but  afterwards  abandoned  and  the  pro- 
ceedings dropped. 

There  is  no  reason  now  existing,  which  I  am  a'ware  of, 
why  the  contract  should  not  be  signed  by  the  Mayor  and 
the  resurfacing  done  in  accordance  therewith.

Dkak  Sii;: — I  liave  your  letter  of  April  ."ith  with  ref- 
CHMice  to  tlie  subject  nf  what  are  commonly  kncjwn  as 
penal  bonds.     Therefrom  it  appears  that  a  committee  from 


the  Builders'  Excliauiic  has  seen  you  for  the  purpose  of 
urging  that  tlie  amount  of  the  penal  bonds  be  made  fifty 
})er  cent,  of  the  contract  price  for  the  work  to  which  such 
l)onds  relate,  in  which,  suggesting  you  state  that  you  are 
disposed  to  agree. 

The  ordinance  of  March  30,  1896,  under  which  these 
bonds  are  provided  for,  authorizes  their  amount  to  be 
fixed  by  the  head  of  the  department  or  bureau,  unless  a 
definite  sum  is  required  by  ordinance.  As  the  latter  is 
never  done,  the  right  of  the  head  of  the  department  or 
l)ureau  to  settle  the  amount  of  the  penal  bond  is  left  un- 
restricted, and  if  you  think  that  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  con- 
tract price  is  a  proper  amount,  there  is  no  reason  why 
the  penal  bonds  should  not  be  so  adjusted,  with  respect  to 
all  contracts  supervised  by  your  department.  This  could 
be  done  either  by  giving  specific  instructions  to  the  Law 
Department,  in  each  case,  or  by  a  general  request  to  make 
the  amount  of  the  bond  fifty  per  cent,  of  that  of  the  con- 
tract unless  otherwise  directed.

Dear  Sir: — I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  letter  from 
Edwin  Clark,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection, 
dated  March  31,  1915,  approved  by  you,  inquiring  as  to 
whether  the  owner  of  buildings  at  the  southeast  corner  of 
Second  and  Church  streets  should  be  required  to  recede  a 
sufficient  number  of  feet  to  make  Church  street  at  this 
point  of  a  greater  width  than  at  present. 
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( 'Inirch  street,  under  different  names,  lias  existed  as 
a  ])iil)lic  street  or  alley  for  over  one  hundred  years,  being- 
known  at  different  times  as  Jones  alley.  Pewter  Platter 
alley,  and  Chureh  street.  As  the  section  is  one  of  the 
oldest  in  the  City,  it  is  to  be  presumed  that  the  buildings 
erected  upon  the  same  were  erected  prior  to  the  Act  of 
1855.  There  is  nothing  in  this  Act  which  would  compel 
the  owner  to  recede,  as  I  understand  the  building  to  be 
erected  is  not  to  face  on  Church  street,  but  on  Second 
street. 

The  alley  was  placed  on  the  City  plan  iSTovember  11, 
1912,  under  ordinance  of  July  20,  1912.  At  the  Second 
street  end  it  is  11  feet  10  inches  in  width,  and  at  the  Front 
street  end  25  feet  in  width. 

At  the  present  time  the  only  way  in  which  the  street  or 
alley  may  be  widened  would  be  l)y  an  ordinance  to  place 
it  on  the  City  plan  of  the  width  desired  and  a  subsequent 
ordinance  to  open.  After  the  street  is  placed  upon  the 
City  plan  of  the  desired  width,  an  owner  could  not  build 
upon  the  street,  but  if  he  builds  now  he  is  entitled  to  have 
his  lines  given  upon  Church  street  of  the  width  of  11  feet 
10  inches  at  the  Second  street  end.

Protest  to  final  payment  to  Theo.  Smith  cO  Sons  Co. — • 
Boilers  for  Queen  Lane  Pumping  Station.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Water,  approved  by  you,  under  date  of 
April  13th,  with  reference  to  the  final  payment  of  Theo- 
dore Smith  &  Sons  Co.,  under  contract  for  boilers  at  the 
Queen  Lane  Pumping  Station,  which  final  payment  is 
protested  by  a  taxpayer,  unless  a  deduction  therefrom  is 
made  for  damages  on  account  of  delay  in  the  completion  of 
the  work. 

It  appears  that  the  original  proposal  specified  240  days 
as  the  time  of  completion,  and  liquidated  damages  at  the 
rate  of  $25  per  day  were  provided  in  the  specifications  for 
time  in  excess  of  the  period  so  fixed.  In  sending  the  pro- 
posal -and  specifications  to  this  department  to  be  embodied 
in  the  contract,  however,  the  time  limitation  of  210  days 
was  omitted  and  the  contract  was  therefore  drawm  without 
fixing  a  time  for  completion. 

The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  recommends  that  the  final  pay- 
ment be  made  without  deduction  for  delay,  and  in  support 
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of  liis  reasons  tor. this  recoinmcudation  cites  a  iiiiniber  of 
facts  to  show  that  the  contractor  was,  at  least  in  part,  not 
res})onsible  for  the  delay,  but  that  it  arose  in  part  by  reason 
of  the  City's  unreadiness  to  perform  its  part  of  the  con- 
tract in  layiuii'  foundations,  etc.,  in  proper  season,  and  thus 
unduly  delaying  the  contractor. 

Another  fact  stated  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  is  that 
a  strike  occured  during  the  period  of  construction  by  the 
contractors.  He  formulates  the  reasons  for  his  recommen- 
(hition  as  follows: 

"1.  The  time  limit  submitted  in  the  contractor's 
proposal  was  not  embodied  in  the  executed  contract, 
possibly  for  the  reason  that  it  was  recognized  that  any 
time  limit  was  necessarily  so  involved  with  work  to 
be  done  by  the  City  that  a  calculation  of  said  time 
would  be  impracticable." 

"2.  The  retention  of  damages  was  contingent  on  the 
work  not  being  delayed  by  any  act  of  the  City.  An 
important  part  of  the  work  of  the  erection  of  the 
boilers  was  done  by  the  City  and  the  City  cannot 
escape  the  implication  of  being  a  party  to  the  delay." 

"3.  It  is  impossible  to  estimate  an  actual  money 
loss  to  the  City  suffered  on  account  of  delay  on  the 
part  of  the  contractor." 

1  think  the  matter  rests  largely  in  yuur  discretion. 
The  damages  for  delay,  by  section  48  of  the  specifications, 
are  specifically  based  upon  ''the  specified  time,"  and  there 
being  no  time  specified  in  the  contract,  which  supersedes 
the  preliminary  negotiations  in  fixing  the  obligations  of 
the  ])arties,  it  would  be  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  apply 
the  provision  for  the  deduction  of  such  damages.  For  this 
and  the  other  reasons  stated  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau,  if 
you  are  persuaded  that  it  would  not  be  just  and  proper  to 
make  the  deductions,  you  would  be  justified  in  refraining 
from  so  doing.

Dear  Sik  : — Permit  me  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of 
the  letter  of  the  24th  tilt.,  signed  by  William  II.  Connell, 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  and  approved  by  you, 
in  relation  to  the  contract  with  Thomas  F.  Riley,  for 
grading  Lancaster  avenue  from  Fifty-sixth  street  to  Sixty- 
second  street.  Yon  state  this  contract  was  advertised  in 
1!)11  and  was  in  that  year  signed  by  both  the  Director 
and  the  Mayor,  and  was  forwarded  to  the  City  Controller. 
In  your  connnunication  to  me  yon  state  that  yon  are  in- 
formed that  the  Controller  declined  to  countersign  this 
contract  on  advice  from  the  Law  Department,  and  yon 
state  that  you  have  seen  Air.  Riley  in  regard  to  this  mat- 
ter, and  ask  me  now  for  my  reasons  why  L  "advised  the 
contract  be  not  countersigned  ;"  and  secondly,  what  course 
of  procedure  I  would  recommend  in  regard  to  it. 

On  December  8,  1911 — over  three  years  and  four 
months  ago — you  sent  to  me  your  own  letter  in  relation 
to  this  matter  and  accompanied  it  with  letter  from  Chief 
Webster,  from  Chief  Benson,  and  from  Surveyor  Johnson 
in  relation  to  this  project.  In  your  letter  (if  that  date  you 
stated  : 

"From  the  report  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  Bureau 
of  Surveys  you  will  see  that  it  will  create  a  very  bad 
condition  if  this  grading  is  permitted  to  go  on  at  this 
time,  and  I  wish  your  advice  as  to  wdtether  the  City 
will  be  involved  in  any  damage  because  of  our  hold- 
ing the  work  in  abeyance  until  some  detinite  arrange- 
ment is  effected  between  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
and  the  City." 

On  December  11,  l!)ll,  I  sent  to  you  a  letter,  which 
appears  in  the  City  Solicitor's  Opinions  of  that  year,  at 
page  207.  part  of  which  was  as  follows: 


"111  view  of  all  the  facts.  1  would  advise  you  to 
recall  the  oi'der  to  proceed  with  the  work  for  the 
present.  .Vny  possible  liability  of  the  Citv  arisiriii 
out  of  the  circuiustances  would  be  trivial  compared 
with  the  advisal)ility  of  not  proceeding-  with  the 
work  at  this  time,  when  the  facts  stated  by  Mr.  John- 
son and  Chief  Engineer  Webster  are  taken  into  con- 
sideration.'' 

To  your  first  tiuesliou  in  your  present  letter,  I  answer, 
therefore,  that  my  action  was  taken  at  your  direct  re- 
(juest ;  and  before  answering  your  second  question  I  re- 
spectfully suggest  your  reading  of  the  more  than  three 
years  old  correspondence  and  your  determining  how  far 
and  to  what  extent  conditions  have  changed. 

The  contract  with  Mr.  Koilly  has  never  been  perfected 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  law. 

Absence  from  the  City  has  prevented  my  earlier  reply.

Dkai!  Sih: — I  have  received  your  letter  of  12th  inst., 
with  reference  to  a  proposed  contract  with  the  United 
(ias  Improvement  Company  to  connect  over  11,000  lamp 
posts  with  their  mains,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  place 
of  naphtha  lamps  now  in  use,  "at  a  reduction  of  about  $(5 
])er  lamp  per  year." 

Von  state  that  under  the  advice  of  this  Department  a 
contract  has  been  drawn  in  which  said  arrangement  is 
embodied,  and  that  if  it  can  be  consummated  it  will  go 
far  toward  getting  away  from  the  obsolete  and  expensive

form  of  street  lighting  by  gasoline,  saving  approximately 
$70,000  to  the  City's  annual  lighting  bill  and  providing 
for  a  capital  outlay  on  the  part  of  the  United  Gas  Im- 
provement Company  estimated  at  over  $400,000,  which 
later  will  become  the  property  of  the  City.  That  "for 
reasons  which  are  by  no  means  apparent,  City  Councils 
have  failed  to  pass  the  ordinance  authorizing  us  to  enter 
into  this  contract.  This  arrangement  is  so  obviously  in 
the  direction  of  economical  and  efficient  administration 
that  I  want  to  leave  no  stone  unturned  to  avoid  the  re- 
sponsibility for  failure  to  carry  it  out." 

You  therefore  ask  whether  the  authorization  from 
Councils  to  connect  the  lamp  posts  with  gas  mains  is 
necessary,  and  you  refer  to  an  appropriation  of  $550,000 
as  not  limited  to  the  use  of  gasoline  for  incandescent 
mantle  lighting,  but  as  extending  to  any  "other  suitable 
illuminant."  Your  further  purpose,  as  stated  by  you,  is, 
if  there  is  no  objection  to  entering  into  the  contract  with- 
out an  enabling  ordinance,  that  you  will  ask  the  United 
Gas  Improvement  Company  whether  they  have  any  ob- 
jection to  doing  so. 

The  proposed  contract  to  which  you  refer  was  drawn 
in  anticipation  that  its  execution  would  be  authorized  by 
Councils,  and  it  remains  uncompleted  because  such  au- 
thorization has  not  been  obtained.  However  meritorious 
may  be  the  proposition  submitted  by  you,  and  whatever 
its  advantages  to  the  City,  the  matter  is,  in  the  judgment 
of  this  Department,  for  the  determination  of  Councils. 
Those  bodies  have  the  right  to  decide  in  what  manner 
the  streets  of  the  City  shall  be  lighted,  and  I  do  not 
think  it  within  the  province  of  the  executive  branch  of 
the  City  government  to  override  the  determination  of 
Councils  upon  such  a  subject. 

With  reference  to  the  appropriation  of  which  you  speak, 
I  assume  that  this  relates  to  the  item  in  the  annual  appro- 
priation for  1915.  That  appropriation  is  in  the  following 
terms : 

"Incandescent  lighting  (lamps  now  erected), 

five  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars. .  .    550,000 


II.") 


"Provided,  That  eiich  lamp  shall  be  fifty  candle 
power:  Provided  further,  No  naphtha  lamp  shall  be 
located  on  any  street  where  i>as  mains  are  laid,  and  no 
naphtha  lamp  shall  be  located  or  relocated  without 
authority  of  Councils." 

I  do  not  think  that  this  appropriation  can  be  regarded 
as  authorizinti-  you  in  enterino'  into  the  proposed  contract 
for  gas  lighting  in  place  of  the  naphtha  or  gasoline  light- 
ing which  Councils  evidently  had  in  mind.  This  con- 
sideration is  further  emphasized  by  the  fact  that  an  ordi- 
nance authorizing  the  contract  in  question  has  been  before 
Councils,  who  have  not  given  their  sanction  thereto,  their 
inaction  being,  for  all  practical  purposes,  tantamount  to 
a  refusal  of  their  consent  to  the  arrangement. 

For  these  reasons  I  am  of  opinion  that  you  would  not 
have  the  necessary  authortiy  to  enter  into  this  contract  on 
behalf  of  the  City  until  Councils  shall  pass  the  necessary 
enabling  ordinance.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  the  ]r>th  inst.  with 
reference  to  the  proposed  substitution  of  tiling  for  concrete 
in  the  floor  of  the  Home  for  the  Feeble  Alinded,  as  well  as 
the  substitution  of  modern  wall  closets  for  latrines  which 
are  stated  to  be  unsanitary  and  illegal.  This  is  proi)Osed 
to  be  done  under  Section  17  of  the  specifications  which 
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provides  that  the  contractor  agrees  to  furnish  extra  ma- 
terials and  perform  extra  labor  at  prices  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Architect  and  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  and  (liarities  previous  to  the  commencement  of 
the  woi'k  whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the  Architect  or  the 
I  )irector  it  shall  become  necessary  to  use  luaterial  or  per- 
form labor  which  is  neither  contemplated  in  the  plans  for 
the  work  nor  implied  in  the  specifications  referring  to  said 
plans.  As  this  is  extra  work  and  will  cost  in  excess  of  the 
bid.  the  opinion  of  this  department  is  asked  how  the  result 
may  be  accomplished  promptly,  and  if  possible  by  the 
present  contractors,  the  contractors  being  willing  to  carry 
this  work  through  at  practically  cost  prices.  You  also  ask 
whether  the  balance  of  the  amount  appropriated  in  Item 
110.  Bureau  of  Charities,  Loan  of  1911,  amounting  to 
$:)..')L'r).)n,  could  be  utilized  if  this  extra  work  should  ex- 
ceed the  limit  of  the  contract. 

T  do  not  think  that  under  the  present  contract  any  sum 
of  money  can  be  used  which  is  in  excess  of  the  amount 
limited  in  the  contract.  If,  as  I  am  informed,  the  work 
contemplated  consists  in  tearing  out  flooring  and  latrines 
already  in  place  and  the  removal  of  the  material  for  the 
completion  thereof  already  on  the  ground,  the  proper 
method  of  procedure  would  be  to  advertise  for  new  bids 
and  award  a  new  contract,  the  present  contract  being  first 
adjusted  with  the  contractor  on  the  basis  of  a  proper 
credit  to  the  City  for  any  work  not  performed  or  material 
or  articles  not  supplied,  as  contemplated  in  the  contract,  or 
which  may  be  returned  to  the  contractor.  Under  such 
new  contract  whatever  funds  are  properly  appropriated 
for  the  performance  of  this  work  would  be  availalde.

On  the  facts  thus  stated  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  ex- 
cavation of  the  material  from  the  highway  should  not  be 
jx'rmitted.  Whatever  rights  Mr.  \'ai'e  may  have,  if  any, 
should  be  exercised  by  him  in  some  other  way.

Assessment  hills  for  paving  Sixty-third  Street — Liability 
of  Railway  Co.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  the  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Highways,  approved  by  you  and  hearing  date  of  April 
13th,  in  reference  to  the  paving  of  Sixty-third  street  north 
of  Lausdowne  avenue.  It  is  stated  therein  that  "in  view 
of  the  urgency  of  improving  this  street  I  would  appreciate 
an  early  reply  to  this  letter,"  yet  the  letter  only  reached 
me  this  morning.  It  encloses  copy  of  a  lettter  from  C. 
Oscar  Beasley,  Esq.,  protesting  against  the  giving  to  the 
contractor  of  assessment  bills  for  the  doing  of  this  work, 
he  stating  that  he  intends  to  take  legal  proceedings  to  con- 
test the  right  of  the  contractor  to  receive  assessment  bills 
from  the  City  government  for  such  paving. 

The  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  Mack  Paving  Co. 
vs.  Philadelphia,  244  Pa.  224,  to  which  Mr.  Beasley 
refers,  relates  solely  to  the  Union  Passenger  Railway  Com- 
pany, which,  under  its  charter,  is  obliged  to  lay  the  original 
paving  along  ils  route,  which  obligation  was  held  to  be 
shifted  to  the  City  by  virtue  of  the  contract  between  the 
Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company  and  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  of  July  1,  1907.  The  other  underlying 
street  railway  companies  not  being  obligated  to  do  the  work 
of  original  paving,  no  such  consequence  resulted  from  the 
contract  of  1907,  and  the  abutting  owners  are  liable  for  the 
paving  in  the  same  manner  as  they  always  have  been.  So 
far  as  concerns  repaving  there  is,  of  course,  no  liability 
on  the  part  of  the  owners  of  abutting  property. 

Another  consideration  bearing  upon  Mr.  Beasley's  letter 
is  that  if  any  legal  action  is  contemplated,  the  time  to  take 
it  will  be  when  the  contractor  attempts  to  enforce  his  rights 
by  tilini!:  liens,  etc.      Under  no  circumstances  would  the 
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])i'()])('i'tv  DwiKMs.  wlidiii  Ah'.  Beask'V  repi'cscnts,  !)(■  licui'il  to 
iutorveue  hotwccii  the  Citv  and  the  ('Oiitnictor  hy  prevent- 
ing the  giving  of  assessment  bills  to  the  latter. 

1  would  therefore  advise  you  that  such  hills  should  he 
giveu  to  the  contractor  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of 
his  contract,  and  in  the  same  way  as  usual.

Dear  Sir: — Permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  a  mis- 
leading circular  being  sent  out  by  one  or  two  of  the  mutnal 
life  insurance  companies  of  Philadelphia,  asking  their 
policy  holders  to  request  members  of  the  Legislature  to 
oppose  House  Bill  jS^o.  200,  and  enclosing  copies  of  a  pi-e- 
pared  letter  for  the  policy  holders  to  sign  and  mail  to 
Legislators. 

As  you  will  recall.  House  Bill  No.  200  is  the  one  which 
is  intended  to  remedy  and  correct  a  properly  so-called 
*'joker,"  which  was  inserted  in  the  Personal  Property  I'ax 
Act  of  June  17,  1913,  during  its  passage  through  the 
Legislature,  exempting  by  a  few  hardly  noticeable  words 
of  amendment,  mutual  life  and  fire  insurance  companies 
from  the  personal  property  tax  on  loans,  mortgages,  etc., 
to  which  they,  with  other  holders  thereof,  had  been  subject 
at  least  since  1889, 

The  sole  purpose  of  the  Act  of  June  17,  1913  was  to 
transfer  the  Personal  Property  Tax  from  the  State  to  the 
counties,  so  that  instead  of  receiving  three-fourths  of  the 
tax,  as  heretofore  from  the  State,  the  counties  should  be 
the  sole  OAvners  and  collectors  of  the  whole  of  the  tax  here- 
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after.  Incidentally,  as  a  result  of  sncli  transfer,  the  bor- 
rowing power  of  all  the  counties  would  be  enlarged,  not  by 
reason  of  anvthing  in  the  Act  of  June  IT,  19 KJ,  but  bv 
reason  of  the  language  of  the  constitution  of  the  State,  in 
reference  to  the  borrowing  power. 

This  was  the  sole  purpose  of  the  Act  of  1913  when  in- 
troduced. Nevertheless,  the  circular  sent  out  by  the  in- 
surance companies  states  that  the  exemption  of  mutual  in- 
surance companies  was  made  by  the  Legislature  of  1913 
"after  full  review  and  due  consideration  of  the  subject.'' 
There  v^'as  no  review  or  discussion  of  the  exempting  clause 
by  either  branch  of  the  Legislature  of  1913.  The  clause 
exempting  mutual  life  insurance  companies  was  inserted 
in  the  House  Committee  to  w^hich  the  bill  was  referred  on 
being  introduced,  and  the  exemption  of  mutual  fire  in- 
surance companies  was  made  by  a  two-word  amendment 
on  second  reading  in  the  Senate.  There  was  no  discus- 
sion or  consideration  of  either  amendment  in  either  the 
Senate  or  House.  The  taxing  authorities  of  the  State  and 
City  had  no  knowledge  of  the  insertion  of  the  amendment 
until  after  the  bill  had  been  finally  passed.  jSTo  one  called 
the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  the  fact  that  the  few 
words  of  an  apparentl}^  harmless  amendment  would  cut 
the  tax  down  about  one-fourth,  so  that  the  counties  would 
only  receive  about  the  same  as  heretofore  instead  of  ap- 
parently receiving  one-fourth  more. 

P)Ut  the  taxing  authorities  were  not  the  only  ones  un- 
aware of  this  "joker"  exempting  amendment.  Most  of  the 
mutual  insurance  companies  themselves  not  only  did  not 
ask  for  the  amendment,  but  were  not  aware  of  it  after  it 
l.iad  l)een  enacted,  so  that  notwithstanding  its  insertion  in 
the  Act  of  June  17,  1913,  the  Board  of  Revision  of  Taxes 
of  Philadelphia  informs  me  that  a  majority  of  them,  un- 
aware of  the  new  exemption,  made  a  return  for  personal 
property  tax  for  1914,  and  are  just  now  trying  to  get 
these  returns  set  aside. 

The  circiilar  is  further  misleading  in  stating  that  there 
was  a  material  lessening  of  its  premium  for  1914  because 
of  the  omission  of  the  personal  property  tax  for  that  year. 
All  the  leading  mutual  insurance  companies  of  the  county 
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Ii;i\('  liccii  Idwci'in^-  tlicir  proniiuius  1)V  eiilitr'.'cd  diviilciuls 
(liii'inu  r.n;;,  ll'l  l  and  since.  The  personal  ]ir()i)ertv  tax 
in  (|uesti<)ii  is  t.m  small  to  have  anv  ap])recia  le  diect  on 
preininnis.  The  real  reason  is  the  (l(H'reasin;.:  pric(s  at 
which  liood  investment  Inuids  can  he  houiiht,  th^-  incicasin.Li- 
rates  of  interest  thereon,  and  the  increasing  latcs  (d'  in- 
terest on  niortaaiies.  This  is  acknowlediie<l  in  the  recent 
animal  ix^port  of  many  (d'  the  lari:e  mntual  companies. 
'I'hns  tlie  <ll»th  rep«n't  of  the  New  York  Life  liMira-ice 
issned  JanuarN'  S,  1!>1~(-.  says,  "The  low  prices  of  1  on^'s  an  1 
the  hiiili  rate  ohtained  on  real  estate  mortua.m  s  ma  'e  ilie 
rear  a  iiood  one  for  investment,"  and  the  71st  animal  re- 
poi't  of  the  Mntnal  Idfe  Insurance  Company  ol'  New  \  ork, 
also  issne(l  in  Jannary,   11114,  says: 

••It  may  bo  added  that  interest  rates  in  oeneral  are 
risinu.  For  example,  the  new  bonds  purchased  by 
the  company  dni'inu  li'l.')  yielded  a  little  more  than 
one-half  of  one  })er  cent,  yearly  interest  in  excess  of 
the  average  realized  on  older  bonds  held,  while  th(^ 
new  r(>al  estate  loans  made  during,'  the  year  yield  an 
avera,<:e  of  mor(>  than  seven-tenths,  nearly  three- 
fourths  of  one  pel'  cent,  over  the  averaiie  rate  rcali/.ed 
on  older  loans  of  the  kind.  In  the  case  of  both  (dasses 
of  securities  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  in- 
terest rates  dnrini:'  the  last  Hve  years." 

The  increase  in  intei'est  rates  thus  received  by  the 
mutual  insurance  companies  on  their  investments  of  itself 
(>xcceds  the  amount  of  the  ])ersoiuil  ]u-o])erty  tax  rate  of 
foni'  mills.  .Moreovei',  the  tax  is  only  imposed  on  a  part 
of  their  investment.  Sur(dy  under  such  circumstances 
the  i)olicy  holders  of  mutual  insurance  companies  cannot 
reas(.naliiy  object  to  the  retention  of  a  tax  paid  by  them 
and  others  for  many  years  under  less  favorable  conditions. 

In  fact,  under  the  usual  practice  of  mutual  insurance 
companies,  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  the  exemption  of 
mutual  insurance  companies  in  the  Act  of  11)1.3  cmild 
ha\c  hail  any  efl'ect  on  the  premiums  for  11)14  at  all.  The 
repeal  <!id  not  lio  into  effect  until  the  year  11)14  and  the 
prcmir.m  and  (lividends  for  11)14  of  such  companies  was 
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iiOA'erned  bv  the  earnings  of  1913.  It  would  not  effect  the 
premiums  of  1915. 

The  circular  is  further  misleading  in  that  it  endeavors 
to  make  the  polic}'  holders  believe  that  the  object  of  House 
Bill  Xo.  200  is  to  make  them  pay  for  a  subway  system  in 
Philadelphia,  in  which  as  non-residents  they  have  no  in- 
terest. House  Bill  ISTo.  200  is  a  general,  not  a  local  act. 
and  the  taxes  collected  under  it  are  for  the  benefit  of  all 
counties  in  the  State.  The  tax  in  each  county  is  for 
general  county  purposes,  as  the  three-fourths  of  the  tax 
heretofore  received  by  the  counties  has  always  been.  The 
insurance  companies  under  House  Bill  jSTo.  200  will  be 
taxed  on  their  personal  property  in  exactly  the  same 
amount  as  heretofore,  and  there  is  therefore  no  new  burden 
imposed  on  the  policy  holders  in  the  transfer  from  the 
State  to"  the  City.  That  an  incidental  effect  thereof  is  to 
increase  the  borrowing  power  of  some  cities  does  not  work 
the  policy  holders  any  harm. 

Under  these  circumstances,  there  can  be  no  good  reason 
for  exempting  mutual  insurance  companies  from  this  tax 
now.  The  sphere  of  activities  both  of  the  State  and  the 
cities  has  been  sTeatlv  increased  and  enlarged  in  recent 
years  with  a  resultant  increase  in  their  expense.  They 
need  additional  sources  of  revenue  to  meet  these  expen- 
ditures for  the  public  good,  and  should  not  have  taken 
from  them  those  they  already  have.  The  real  estate  tax 
is  al)out  four  times  as  heavy  on  valuations  as  the  personal 
tax.  If  a  man,  either  as  owner  or  tenant,  must  pay  this 
heavy  tax  on  his  immediate  necessity,  a  home,  there  is 
manifestly  much  less  hardship  in  taxing  savings  for  the 
future  as  personal  property  at  such  a  low  rate  as  four  mills. 
Stocks,  bonds  and  mortgages  represent  savings  equally  as 
well  as  insurance  policies  and  there  is  no  more  reason  why 
one  should  be  taxed  than  the  other. 

I  am  sending  you  these  answers  to  the  misleading  argu- 
ments and  statements  of  the  insurance  company  circular 
as  3»ou  ha\e  introduced  and  have  charge  of  the  bill  in  ques- 
tion. 

Further  reasons  in  support  of  the  bill  were  more  fully 
set  forth  in  my  letter  of  March  23,  1915,  a  copy  of  which 
is  also  enclosed.

We,  of  course,  cannot  compel  him  to  sign  the  contract 
or  proceed  with  the  work,  and  I  recommend  that  the  check 
deposited  by  him  with  this  bid  be  covered  into  the  City 
Treasury;  that  he  be  required  to  pay  the  amount  of  his 
proposal  bond,  if  neccssai'v.  to  make  good  any  dirtercuce 
in  excess  of  the  check  between  his  bid  and  that  of  the  next 
lowest  bidder,  or  the  lowest  bidder  under  new  advertise- 
ment:  and  further,  that  the  City  do  not  release  any  pos- 
sil)le  further  rights  which  it  may  have  against  Mr.  Curran 
wliich  should  be  reserved  for  the  benefit  of  the  owners  of 
abutting  property.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  19th  iiist., 
in  further  reference  to  the  proposed  changes  and  substi-- 
tutioii  of  material  at  the  Institiition  for  the  Feehle  blinded 
for  that  specified  in  the  original  contract. 

The  principal  objection  to  the  proposition  as  appear- 
ing in  your  tirst  letter  was  that  the  limit  of  the  contract 
would  be  exceeded  by  the  changes  proposed.  This  cannot 
be  done.  Moreover,  speciiication  17  provides  for  extra 
work  Init  not  for  changes  in  the  material  and  plan  of  con- 
struction, and  I  do  not  think  such  alterations  can  be  justi- 
iied  under  a  specification  providing  merely  for  extra  work. 
After  a  contract  has  been  duly  let  in  pursuance  of  fixed 
specifications  and  bidding  thereon,  it  is  always  of  question- 
able wisdom  and  propriety  to  permit  changes  in  the  method 
of  work  or  in  the  material  to  be  supplied,  unless  distinct 
})r()vision  is  made  in  the  contract  and  specifications  for 
such  changes.  As  previously  stated  it  would  seem  that  in 
the  present  instance  the  proper  method  of  procedure  is  to 
obtain  credit  for  the  (^ity  for  any  work  or  material  not 
furnished,  ami  to  utilize  the  balance  of  the  appropriation 
to  the  item,  together  wath  the  amount  which  will  remain 
after  deducting  such  credit  from  the  sum  to  which  the 
present  contract  is  limited,  as  a  1)asis  for  a  new  contract  to 
be  (Mitercd  into  in  the  regular  and  formal  manner.

'I"he  ordinance  of  June  11.  li>14.  directed  that  notice  l)e 
iiiven  to  have  all  awnini-s,  poles,  tixtures,  etc.,  on  South 
sti-eet,  hetween  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  rivers,  re- 
moved within  ninety  days.  This  Avas  amended  hy  a  suh- 
se(pient  ordinance  authorizing  awninus  of  a  certain  charac- 
ter on  that  street.  Xotiee  was  duly  liiven  of  the  intention 
of  your  department  to  enforce  the  ordinance,  whereupon 
a  hill  in  ecjnity  was  tiled  seekin<>'  an  injunction  to  restrain 
von  from  entorcin<>'  the  ordinance  hy  the  removal  of  the 
awniuiis.  Such  hill  has  lieen  dismissed  and  the  action  of 
the  Trial  -ludiie  sustained  l.y  the  court  in  banc. 

You  will  observe,  therefore,  that  the  effort  to  secure  an 
injunction  to  ])revent  the  enforcement  of  the  ordinance, 
that  is  to  say.  l>y  having  the  awnings  and  fixtures  removed, 
has  so  far  faih^L  This  dispenses  with  the  necessity  for 
anv  penaltv  or  j»ro\  ision  for  specitied  ])rocedure  in  the 
ordinance  and  would  leave  your  department  free  to  re- 
move what  has  become  an  ohstruction  upon  the  highway 
by  sunnnary  action.  '  The  proper  method  of  doinii'  this 
would  be  to  rei)eat  the  notice  already  given  regarding  the 
removal  of  the  awnings  within  a  lixed  time,  say  thirty 
(lavs.  In  so  far  as  such  notice  is  not  complied  with  the 
awnings  might  then  i)e  removed  either  by  the  Highway 
liureau  or  by  the  l^)lice  Ibireau  of  your  Departnu'ut,  or, 
lieiha]>s,  by  the  two  in  conjunction. 

There  is  one  a.spect  of  the  matter,  however,  which  is 
worth  considerini:.  and  that  is,  that  there  may  still  be  an 


appeal  to  a  higher  court,  upon  which  it  is  possible  that  the 
(\;iurt  of  Common  Pleas  may  be  reversed.  In  view  of  this 
possibility  I  would  suggest  that  you  withhold  >  action  for 
the  immediate  present  as  it  will  probably  soon  develop 
whether  the  plaintiffs  intend  to  take  an  appeal.

Deae  Sir  : — Replying  to  the  letter  of  April  6th,  of  Mr. 
George  W.  IN^orris,  formerly  in  charge  of  your  department, 
in  which  he  transmits  for  my  opinion  a  proposed  agree- 
meet  between  the  City  and  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad 
Company  and  the  Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad 
Company,  for  the  building  by  the  City  of  a  warf  or  pier 
partly  on  the  property  of  those  companies  and  partly  on 
adjoining  property  of  the  Morris  Estate,  I  would  say  that 
in  the  absence  of  a  former  agreement  with  respect  to  these 
properties  it  would,  of  course,  be  illegal  for  the  City  to  ex- 
pend its  money  in  building  such  a  structure  upon  prop- 
erty OM'ued  by  others. 

The  contract  between  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  ^ari- 
ous  railroad  companies  under  authority  of  the  ordinance 
of  February  14,  1914,  however,  provides  in  Article  10 
a  distinct  agreement  whereby  the  City  l)inds  itself  to  buy, 
and  the  Railroad  Companies  to  sell,  certain  propei'ty,  in- 
cluding that  in  question,  or  so  much  thereof  as  is  owned 
by  the  railroad  companies,  at  an  appraised  valuation. 
In  ^'iew  of  this  fact  and  of  the  equitable  title  thereby  vested 
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ill  the  City,  I  am  of  opinion  that  such  an  agreement  as 
that  submitted  wonhl  not  be  illegal  if  sanctioned  bv  Coun- 
cils and  the  necessary  funds  provided  bv  appropriation. 

As  to  the  form  of  the  agreement,  this  is  also  a  question 
for  the  judgment  and  discretion  of  Councils,  though  I  may 
say  that  the  tenative  agreement  submitted  would  carry  into 
effect  the  purpose  therein  stipulated ;  but  before  any  such 
agreement  is  executed  it  should  contain  the  provision  re- 
(juired  by  the  Public  Service  Commission,  to  the  effect  that 
"It  is  hereby  understood  and  agreed  that  neither  the  pur- 
pose nor  intent,  nor  the  obligation  of  this  contract,  if  and 
when  approved  by  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  is  such  as  to  impair  or 
in  any  wise  affect  the  exercise  by  said  commission  of  any 
of  the  powers  vested  in  it  by  the  Public  Service  Company 
law,  approved  July  26,  1918."

1)kak  Sji;: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  i!lsr 
inst.,  referring  to  your  re(|uest  for  the  execution  of  a 
contract  between  the  City  and  the  contractor  for  the  in- 
stallation of  screens  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Municipal 
Repair  Shop.  As  to  this  you  state  that  the  architects 
for  the  erection  of  the  building  suggest  that  thirty-eight 
days  from  the  date  of  signing  the  contract  be  designat<,*d 
as  a  just  rime  allowance  for  the  installivtion  of  these 
screens. 
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Tlic  final  specification  as  submitted  by  your  depart- 
ment provides  that  the  work  shall  be  completed  on  or 
l)efore  April  3,  1915,  Owing  to  the  delay  in  having  the 
contract  executed  this  has,  of  course,  become  an  impossible 
date  for  completion.

My  Deab  Sirs  : — Before  the  convening  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, I  called  attention  to  the  two  joint  resolutions  propos- 
ing Constitutional  amendments,  each  having  as  their  pur- 
pose the  increase  of  the  borrowing  power  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  adopted  at  the  1913  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, and  pointed  out  that  there  should  be  a  selection  of 
one  of  them  for  action  at  this  session,  as  they  were  mu- 
tually inconsistent,  and  that  both  of  them  should  not  be 
submitted  to  the  voters.  Eollowing  thereafter,  the  Senate 
Committee  met  in  Philadelphia,  in  public  session,  and.  I 
understand  that  it  has  been  determined  to  submit  to  the 
people  Joint  I  Resolution  l^o.  2,  alone.  That  resolution 
amending  the  Constitution,  if  adopted  by  the  Legislature, 
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iiiid  tlicir  action  ratified  by  the  people  at  the  Xovciiihcr 
election,  will,  it  is  trne,  authorize  the  increase  of  the  debt 
of  Philadelphia  from  seven  per  cent,  to  ten  per  cent.,  but 
the  increase  of  three  per  cent,  will  only  be  possible  for 
subway  purposes,  transit  facilities,  and  for  the  consti'uc- 
tion  and  improvement  of  wharves  and  docks,  for  it  is 
limited  to  these  alone.  These  purposes  are  most  meri- 
torious, but  it  may  be  that  the  City  of  Philadelphia  would 
desire  to  exercise  its  increased  borrowing  power  in  some 
additional  ways,  and  I  therefore  respectfully  submit  the 
wisdom  of  having  now  passed  at  this  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  which  will  not 
only  include  transit  facilities  and  harbor  improvements, 
but  will  embrace  every  character  of  public  work. 

By  passing  the  resolution  at  this  session,  at  least  two 
years  would  be  saved,  for  if  this  which  I  now  propose  is 
])asse(l  and  passed  again  at  the  session  of  1917,  it  may  be 
\'o'ted  upon  at  the  November  election  of  that  year,  and  if 
approved  would  be  immediately  thereafter  effective. 

In  the  amendment  which  I  propose,  I  have  endeavored 
to  retain  all  the  good  features  of  the  current  proposition, 
only  broadening  and  enlarging  its  scope — in  other  words 
to  completely  unfetter  Philadelphia  by  making  the  limit 
of  its  public  debt  ten  per  cent,  upon  the  assessed  value  of 
all  taxable  property  within  its  borders  instead  of  seven 
per  cent,  as  now. 

The  advantages  of  that  which  I  suggest,  as  compared 
with  the  amendment  which  you  have  determined  to  pass 
at  this  session  of  the  Legislature  and  which  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  voters  in  Xovember  next  are: 

1.  All  ambiguity  will  be  removed  and  the  intention  and 
purpose  will  be  clear  and  distinct. 

2.  The  provision  with  respect  to  the  increase  of  three 
})er  cent,  by  cities  whose  debt  exceeded  seven  per  cent,  in 
1S74,  is  dropped.  That  clause  related  only  to  Philadel- 
l)hia  and  has  long  been  obsolete  and  useless. 

•'5.  The  right  of  the  City  to  inci-ease  its  debt  to  t(ni  per 
cent,  is  freed  from  all  restrictions  whatever,  debt  to  that 
amount  being  authorized  for  any  purpose  and  not  only  for 
the  few  purposes  enumerated  in  the  resolution  of  1913. 
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4.  Tlie  power  to  issue  bonds  running  for  iifty  years  is 
extended  to  all  bonds  of  the  Citv  which  may  be  issued  after 
the  adoption  of  the  amendment,  irrespective  of  the  pur- 
pose for  which  the  debt  represented  by  them  is  incurred. 

.").  The  right  to  capitalize  interest  and  sinking  fund 
charges  during  construction  and  for  a  year  after  com- 
pletion is  attached  to  bonds  for  all  revenue  producing  pub- 
lic works,  if  there  be  any  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  in 
the  amendment  now  about  to  be  sul)mitted  for  confirma- 
tion by  the  electors.

T  Avould  suggest  that  '^emitting"  be  substituted  for 
"having  a  tendency  to  emit"  in  the  title  and  first  section ; 
that  "receptacles"  be  substituted  for  "cans" ;  and  "be 
openly  exposed"  be  substituted  for  "be  exposed  to  view.'" 

The  second  section  would  be  in  better  form,  as  follows: 

"Section  2.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  liable  to 
a  penalty  of  five  (5.00)  dollars  for  each  offence,  to 
be  recovered  as  penalties  of  like  anio\nit  are  now  by 
law  recoverable." 
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The  repealing-  clause  at  the  end  should  be  made  section 
three,  and  it  is  unnecessary  to  add  the  memorandum  of 
approval  as  this  does  not  appear  until  after  the  ordinance 
is  j)assed  by  Councils.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  a  letter  from  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Highways,  approved  by  j\Ir.  F.  E.  JSTorthime, 
Assistant  Director,  Department  of  Public  Works,  dated 
January  29,  1915,  inquiring  whether  the  Philadelphia 
and  Reading  Railway  Company  is  or  is  not  required  lo 
place  a  retaining  wall  across  Rittenhouse  street  where  it 
is  intercepted  by  their  tracks,  in  order  to  keep  the  earth 
embankment  from  being  washed  into  the  City  inlets  caus- 
ing them  to  clog  up  and  water  overflowing  into  the  cellars 
•and  yards  of  properties  abutting  upon  Rittenhouse  street 
at  the  point  named. 

This  Department  is  informed  by  the  P)ureau  of  Surveys 
of  the  following  facts : 

Rittenhouse  street  was  first  plotted  on  the  City  plan 
in  this  location  under  authority  of  a  resolution  of  Coun- 
cils approved  April  17,  185G,  and  confirmed  by  the  Court 
of  Quarter  Sessions,  June  4,  1862.  This  plan  shows  Rit- 
tenhouse street,  intersected  by  a  40-ft.  right-of-way 
marked  Chestnut  Hill  Branch,  Philadelphia  and  German- 
town  Railroad.  The  railroad  on  this  right-of-way  is  con- 
structed upon  an  embankment  a  considerable  distance 
above  the  grade  of  Rittenhouse  street.  Upon  the  strength 
of  afiidavits  filed  with  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  and  ac- 
cepted by  it  on  October  3,  1900,  Rittenhouse  street  from 
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Mai>iiolia  street  to  the  Philadelphia  and  Readiiiii'  Kail- 
way,  beeaine  a  legally  opened  'City  street. 

I'he  ()iiestion  as  to  the  liability  of  the  railway  com- 
pany to  construct  a  retaining-  wall  at  this  point  is  governed 
l)y  the  authorities  set  forth  in  my  opinion  to  Councils  on 
]\rarch  21,  1912,  and  also  in  my  opinion  to  yon  dated 
March  5,  1915.  Without  referring  again  to  the  authori- 
ties therein  mentioned  the  decisions  establish  the  principle 
that  while  a  railroad  under  its  charter  rights  may  con- 
demn a  right-of-way  and  use  the  same  it  does  not  prevent 
the  City  under  its  police  power  from  opening  streets  or 
performing  any  other  municipal  action  that  may  be  neces- 
sary or  convenient,  and  that  the  expense  of  adjustment 
to  the  new  conditions  must  be  Iwrne  by  the  railroad  com- 
pany. 

I  am  not  prepared  to  say  that  in  this  case  it  can  compel 
the  railroad  company  to  erect  a  wall ;  it  may  be  that  the 
sodding  of  the  embankment  or  the  erection  of  some  other 
obstruction  than  a  stone  wall  which  will  prevent  the  wash- 
ing of  the  embankment  onto  the  street  may  be  all  that  is 
necessary,  but  v/hatever  improvement  is  needed  to  prevent 
the  washing  of  the  pml)ankmcnt  outo  the  bed  of  the  street 
and  into  the  inlets  must  be  constructed  at  the  expense  of 
the  railroad  company.

Premium  Charges  for  Additional  Boiler  Insurance. 

Geokge  1).  Porter,  Esq.,

Dkak'  Sirs — I  have  your  letter  of  tlie  21st  inst..  enclos- 
ing letters  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Boiler  Inspection 
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tVoiii  tlic  Occjiii  Accident  and  (niariiiitec  ( 'ovjxn'atcii  ;nid 
the  Marvlaiid  ('asiialty  ('oiu'pany,  coiicci'iiiim  which  mhi 
i'((|U('st  ail  o])iui'iii  as!  to  the  iiuiiiivics  in  such  Icltcrs.  1  lie 
(|iu-slioiis  raised  are  two  in  iiuiiiher  and  iiiay  he  hviclly 
stated,  as  follows: 

First — If  a  cniiipany  issues  a  policy  of  hoiler  insurance 
with  a  stated  limitation  of  liability  for  any  one  accident, 
and  a  second  coni])any  issues  a  policy  eoveriui;'  the  same 
hoiier  or  l)oilers  with  an  "excess"  liability — that  is  to  saw 
one  wdiich  does  not  attaeb  until  the  damages  sustained  in 
a  boiler  accident  reaob  the  full  limit  of  tbe  insnr.ince 
under  the  first  policy — is  the  second  company  r(H|uired  io 
chariic  one  and  one-half  times  the  chariies  })rescril)ed  by 
the  City  ordinance;  or,  as  stated  in  the  letter  of  inquiry — 
"In  other  words,  should  the  boiler  operator  be  taxed  three 
tiines  the  charoes  prescribed  by  the  City  ordinance  on 
account  of  his  desire  to  divide  the  insurance  between  iwo 
companies."' 

Second — Whether  a  similar  requirement  atta(dies  to  "a 
contingent  policy,"  which  is  an  additional  policy  issued 
by  one  company  to  a  tenant,  the  same  company  haviirij; 
already  issued  a  first  policy  to  the  owner  of  the  premises. 

The  subject  is  g-overned  by  the  Act  of  ^larch  11,  1S!»1. 
(V.  L.  r.)  and  incidentally  by  the  provisions  of  the  or- 
dinance of  duly  i:3,  1868  (p."  328).  Section  14  of  that 
ordinance  fixes  the  charges  for  inspection  by  the  Cilv  at 
$'1.00  for  each  inspection,  with  an  additional  charge  of 
1  v/enty  cents  for  every  sqnare  foot  of  grate  surface. 

'Idle  Act  of  18!)1.  gives  boiler  insurance  comj)ani(s  a 
right  to  inspect  and  insnre  boilers  in  cities  of  the  lirst 
(dass  under  the  conditions  prescribed  in  the  stati;te. 
Anrong  these  is  the  condition  that  no  policy  of  insurance 
shall  be  effected  nnless  the  boiler  shall  have  been  inspected 
and  tested  and  found  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of  the 
relevant  City  ordinances.  Tt  is  further  provided  that  no 
])olicy  shall  be  issued  by  sn(di  companies  unless  the  preiii- 
inni  n})on  the  policy  *'in(dnding  the  fee  ])aid  the  City  In- 
spector, as  herein  provided  for"  shall  ecjual  or  exceed  one 
and  one-half  times  the  charges  prescribed  by  ordinance  for 
the  inspection  of  steam  boilers,  nor  shi^ll  such  policy  be 
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(-aiieelled  or  modilied  so  as  to  reduce  the  premiiim  below 
the  amount  provided  by  the  Act  without  notifying  the  City 
Inspector  thereof  and  the  reasons  therefor.  The  reference 
to  the  fee  paid  the  City  Inspector  is  to  the  requirement 
of  Article  VI^  Section  2  of  the  Act  which  provides  that 
the  certificate  to  be  issued  by  the  inspector  of  the  insur- 
ance companies  of  the  safety  of  the  steam  engines  or 
l)oilers  inspected  by  him,  shall  be  approved  by  the  Mu- 
nicipal Inspector,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  $1.00 
for  such  certificate  of  approval,  which  shall  not  be  in 
effect  for  a  longer  period  than  one  year  from  the  date 
thereof.  The  premiums  to  be  charged,  I  understand,  are 
annual  ones,  requiring  yearly  renewal. 

It  is  clear  that  the  object  of  the  Act  of  1891  is  to  assure 
a  sufficiently  thorough  inspection  of  the  boilers  insured 
by  such  companies  to  adequately  provide  for  the  safety 
of  the  community  from  the  dangers  of  explosion  and  fire, 
and  the  fees  required  to  be  charged  by  the  insurance  com- 
panies are  doubtless  fixed  with  the  purpose  of  making 
them  sufficient  to  remove  the  temptation  to  make  merely 
superficial  and  perfunctory  inspections. 

The  letter  of  one  of  the  companies  which  is  sent  with 
your  communication,  states  that  outside  of  Philadelphia 
it  is  the  custom  of  the  insurance  companies  to  insure  at 
half  rates  upon  a  second  policy  upon  the  same  boiler.  The 
requirement  to  renew  the  policy  and  to  have  repeated  in- 
spections at  annual  intervals  would  seem  to  sufficiently 
assure  the  object  which  the  statute  has  in  view,  since  it 
itself  prescribes  the  term  of  one  year  as  that  for  which 
the  approval  of  the  City  Inspector  shall  be  effective. 

Unless  the  terms  of  the  Act,  therefore,  imperatively 
require  that  the  charge  of  once  and  a  half  the  inspection 
fees  fixed  by  the  ordinance  shall  be  exacted  of  the  owner 
or  tenant  seeking  insurance,  there  would  appear  to  be  no 
reason  for  interpreting  the  act  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
impose  that  obligation.  It  is  difficult  to  see  any  reason 
why  an  owner  who  chooses  to  divide  his  insurance  between 
two  companies  may  not  do  so,  and  if  the  second  of  such 
companies  is  willing  to  charge  a  reduced  rate  on  the  second 
policy,  how  any  greater  danger  will  result  than  if  the 
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agoregate  amount  of  insurance  were  taken  witli  the  same 
company,  and  the  same  considerations  apply  lo  the  insui-- 
ance  of  one  company  divided  into  policies  in  favor  of  tlio 
owner  and  the  tenant.  If  a  separate  and  distinct  inspec- 
tion is  required  for  each  policy,  however,  it  wo\ild  follow 
from  the  languaiie  of  the  statute  that  at  least  one  antl 
one-half  times  the  charges  for  such  inspection  must  he 
included  in  the  premium  rate,  and  the  real  (picstiou, 
therefore,  on  which  the  answers  to  the  inquii-ics  depend , 
is  whether  the  statute  does  demand  that  each  ])()licy  df 
insurance  must  be  based  on  a  separate  inspection. 

As  already  seen,  the  requirement  of  the  Act  is  that  the 
premium  must  be  at  least  once  and  a  half  times  the  charges 
prescribed  by  the  City  ordinance  for  the  inspection  of 
steam  boilers.  (Section  2,  Art.  III.)  Section  2,  Art. 
TI  is  in  part  to  the  effect  "that  no  insurance  shall  be  ef- 
fected until  the  boiler  shall  have  been  inspected  and  tested, 
and  its  inspection,  test,  condition,  attachments  and  indi- 
cators shall  have  been  found  to  conform  in  all  respects 
to  the  provisions  of  the  existing  City  ordinances  for  the 
inspection  of  steam  engines  and  boilers,  and  such  ordi- 
nance or  ordinances  as  may  hereafter  be  enacted,  and  the 
details  of  such  inspection,  test,  attachments  and  indicators 
shall  have  been  furnished  the  City  Inspector  in  the  form 
hereinafter  provided  for."  This  does  not  in  terms,  or 
necessarily  by  implication,  imply  that  one  inspection  may 
not  be  the  basis  of  more  than  one  policy.  I  understand 
that  the  practice  of  the  Bureau  in  this  City  is  to  require 
a  distinct  certificate  of  inspection  for  each  policy  and  the 
payment  of  the  presci-ibed  fee  of  $1.00  for  the  ap]iroval 
of  each  of  such  certificates.  This  is,  perhaps,  a  proper 
regulation,  but  it  is  not  conclusive  upon  the  questions  sub- 
mittc<l,  for  no  specific  provision  ajipears  in  the  Act  that 
i)iw  inspection  may  not  furnish  the  data  to  be  embraced 
in  duplicate  certificates  accompanying  separate  policies. 
Ilie  i^rovisions  of  the  statute  are  somewhat  obscure,  and 
if  any  increased  danger  is  to  be  apprehended  from  in  any 
degree  relaxing  the  ol)ligation  to  charge  the  full  one  and 
one-half  rating  on  each  policy  in  the  circumstances  re- 
ferred to.  I  would  advise  the  insistance  on  such  charge  by 
the  insurance  companies. 
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In  the  absence  of  any  such  danger,  however,  and  since 
the  terms  of  the  statnte  do  not  imperatively  demand  such 
a  construction,  I  am  of  opinion  that  Avith  reference  to 
the  assumeil  facts  on  which  the  in^quiries  are  hased,  it 
wonhl  I  e  permissible  to  issue  a  second  policy  in  the  several 
cases  at  the  reduced  charge  in  question.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  your  letter  of  this  date  enclosing 
copy  of  a  proposed  "Ordinance  to  promote  the  public 
safety  by  regulating  the  discharge  of  inflammable  ma- 
terials into  the  sewerage  system  of  Philadelphia  and  pro- 
viding a  fine  for  violation  thereof,"  together  with  accom- 
panying papers  upon  the  subject.  You  ask  to  be  advised 
whether  the  proposed  ordinance  is  in  legal  form. 

For  the  purpose  of  answering  your  question  and  there- 
fore assuming  the  necessity  and  reasonableness  of  such 
an  ordinance  as  to  which,  of  course,  1  do  not  express  any 
opinion,  I  think  the  draft  submitted  is  in  legal  form. 

The  first  section  provides  for  the  installation  of  a  sep- 
arate and  independent  drainage  system  and  an  intercept- 
ing trap  at  the  expense  of  the  owners  or  occupants  of 
certain  premises.  As  going  to  the  question  of  the  reason- 
ableness of  this  ordinance,  the  practical )ility  of  providing 
a  separate  and  independent  drainage  system  and  the  ex- 
pense thereof  should  be  given  most  serious  consideration.

Dkai;  Sin: — I  have  a  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  City  Property,  ori<iinallv  dated  April  28th,  but  with 
a  substituted  date  of  May  4th,  iu  refcreuee  to  a  triangular 
piece  of  iironnd  at  Twcutv-eic'hth  and  Porter  streets, 
which  was  exposed  for  sale  at  public  auction  on  April 
2(>th  and  sold  to  the  highest  bidder.  Afterwards,  a  rep- 
resentative of  the  United  Gas  Improvement  Company 
stated  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  that  this  property  was 
embraced  in  the  lease  of  the  City  to  that  company  of  Xo- 
vember  12,  1897.  Inquiry  is  made  to  determine  whether 
such  is  the  fact,  and  an  answer  desired  'Svitli  sutficient 
promptitude  to  present  to  Conncils  at  the  next  session  iu 
order  that  the  sale  shall  not  be  confirmed  unless  it  is 
proper  to  do  so."  A  further  request  is  made  for  a  sug- 
gestion, in  case  the  lot  is  embraced  by  the  lease,  for  a  plan 
of  procedure  to  ol)tain  its  release  and  make  title  to  the 
pui'chaser.  ^^ 

An  examination  of  the  description  of  the  property  em- 
lii;i'-('(I  ill  the  lease,  and  including  the  I'oint  I5ree/e  (Jas 
Works,  shows  that  this  triangular  piece  of  ground  is  within 
the  property  leased  to  the  United  Gas  Improvement  Com- 
pany. If  it  is  intended  to  confirm  the  sale  at  the  session 
of  Councils  on  Thursday  next,  I  think  immediate  steps 
should  be  taken  to  bring  the  subject  before  those  bodies, 
so  that  they  may  suspend  such  confirmation. 

With  respect  to  the  suggestion  of  a  plan  of  procedure 
for  ol)taining  the  release  of  the  gas  company,  it  will  of 
course  be  necessary  to  obtain  the  release  if  the  sale  is  to 
be  confirmed  and  title  made  to  the  purchaser,  and  I  would 
suggest  that  the  matter  be  taken  up  at  once  by  your  De- 
partment with  the  United  Gas  Improvement  Company, 
with  a  view  to  obtaining  the  release  of  this  property,  if 
that  company  will  consent  thereto.

Award  of  Contract  for  Fire  Ajjparatus  Against  the  Pro- 
test of  a  Low  Bidder. 

Herman  Loeb^  Esq., 

Director,  Department  of  Supplies,

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  tlie  3d  inst.,  with 
reference  to  the  award  of  a  contract  for  eight  combination 
chemical  and  hose  wagons  and  two  motor  city  service 
trucks  for  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  (Bureau  of 
Fire),  together  with  a  copy  of  the  advertisement  for  the 
bids ;  the  protest  of  the  Maccar  Sales  Company  against 
awarding  the  contract  to  James  Boyd  &  Brother  and  the 
International  Motor  Company ;  copy  of  the  letter  from 
the  Maccar  company  to  its  attorneys  and  the  letter  to 
yovrself  from  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Pul)lic 
Safety,  recommending  that  the  award  be  made  to  Boyd  & 
Brother  and  the  International  ]\[otor"""Company,  the  higli 
bidders. 

The  protest  from  the  Maccar  Sales  Company  is  based 
upon  the  allegation  that  it  is  $550  cheaper  on  each  engine 
than  James  Boyd  &  Brother,  whose  bid,  including  spare 
wheels,  is  in  the  sum  of  $4,645  per  engine;  that  the 
Maccar  Sales  Company  is  $582.28  cheaper  on  each  engine 
than  the  bid  of  the  International  Motor  Company,  a  fur- 
ther claim  being  made  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  equip 
the  trucks  furnished  by  the  latter  company  with  Sewall 
wheels  at  an  increased  price,  making  the  quotation  of  the 
Maccar  'Sales  Company  $1,224.48  per  wagon  less  than 
that  of  the  International  Company. 

The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  re- 
commends that  the  awards  be  made  to  the  high  bidders 
named  for  the  reason  as  he  states,  "The  judgment  of  com- 
petent engineers  bore  considerable  weight  because  of  their 
experience  in  the  use  of  similar  apparatus  in  other  cities. 
I  reject  the  Maccar  bid  which  is  low  on  two  separate 
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only  jnst  started  in  business,  and  there  is  no  experience 
wliich  will  enahle  ns  to  jndiic  whether  tlnnr  a])paratns  is 
satisfactory.  An  additional  reason  for  making  the  awards 
as  suagested  is  that  as  far  as  possible  we  desire  to  unify 
the  apparatus  in  the  Department,  and  inasmuch  as  we 
already  have  a  number  of  pieces  furnished  by  the  above 
mentioned  companies  which  have  proven  to  be  satisfactory. 
I  feel  that  we  are  justified  in  making  the  awards  as  sug- 
gested." 

The  requirement  of  law  is  that  contracts  for  municipal 
supplies  of  every  character  shall  be  awarded  to  the  lowest 
responsible  bidder.  Other  elements,  however,  may  enter 
into  the  question  of  the  responsibility  of  a  bidder  besides 
that  of  mere  linancial  responsibility,  and  the  matter  is 
largely  vested  in  the  discretion  of  the  awarding  officer, 
but  the  award  to  a  higher  bidder  is  always  open  to  grave 
suspicion  and  should  not  be  done  except  for  very  urgent 
reasons.  If  the  reasons  are  urgent,  he  has  the  power  to 
prefer  the  bidder  who  may  be  a  high  one;  but  he  must, 
of  course,  if  his  action  is  questioned  in  the  Courts,  be  pre- 
pared to  furnish  convincing  reasons  for  awarding  the  con- 
tract to  one  who  is  not  actually  the  lowest  bidder. 

In  the  present  case  the  difference  between  the  bids  is 
about  ten  or  twelve  per  cent.,  excepting,  if  it  be  true,  that 
the  necessity  for  using  Sewall  wheels  in  conjunction  with 
the  International  Motor  Company's  trucks  makes  the  dis- 
crepancy between  the  bid  of  that  company  and  that  of 
the  Maecar  Sales  Company  $1,224.48,  in  which  ease  the 
difference  between  the  bids  of  those  two  companies  is  very 
considerable. 

I  notice  that  in  the  specifications  furnished  bidders  it 
is  stated  that  ^'bidders  will  be  required  to  bid  on  their  o^m 
specifications  and  state  in  detail  all  the  members  of  con- 
struction," etc.  If  this  phrase  stood  alone  there  could  be 
no,  doubt  that  such  a  requirement  would  invalidate  the 
invitations  to  bid,  for  it  has  been  decided  by  the  Supreme 
Court  that  the  awarding  officer  should  frame  his  own  speci- 
fications so  that  there  may  be  a  common  staudard.  and  not 
permit  bidders  to  furnish  specifications  which  necessarily 
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will  differ  from  eaeli  other  and  in  which  a  coninion  stand- 
ard for  a  comparison  of  bids  will  be  wanting.  The  same 
principle  was  enforced  in  a  case  to  wdiich  I  recently  called 
your  attention,  wherein  the  reqnirenient  that  each  bidder 
shonld  name  his  own  time  for  the  construction  of  a  public 
work  was  held  to  be  in  violation  of  law.  However,  in  the 
present  case,  the  paragraph  stating  that  bidders  will  be 
required  to  bid  on  their  own  specifications  was  followed 
by  several  pages  of  matter  in  which  detailed  specifications 
are  end)raced,  and  it  would  seem  that  the  suggestion  that 
bidders  furnish  their  own  specifications  was  meant  to 
imply  that  they  should  describe  the  engines  and  apparatus 
which  they  proposed  furnishing. 

As  to  the  alleged  difference  of  $1,225  approximately  on 
each  truck,  between  the  Maccar  Sales  Company  bid  and 
the  International  ]\Iotor  Company  bid,  and  assuming  it  to 
be  true  that  the  use  of  the  Sewall  wheels  with  the  latter  is 
necessary  and  that  it  will  produce  this  difference,  I  have 
no  hesitation  in  saying  that  very  strong  ground  would 
have  to  be  disclosed  to  justify  such  an  award. 

I  would  advise  you  to  take  the  matter  up  with  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  and  the  en- 
gineers upon  whose  advice  ho  states  that  he  recommends 
the  award  be  made.  If  after  full  consultation  you  feel 
that  the  best  interests  of  the  City  require  that  such  recom- 
mendation be  followed  and  the  contract  awarded  to  the 
higher  bidders,  you  would  be  justified  in  following  that 
course,  though  such  action  wall  be  at  the  risk  that  if  the 
awards  are  attacked  the  Courts  must  be  convinced  that 
under  all  the  circumstances  the  acceptance  of  the  higher 
bids  was  proper.  It  is  always  dangerous  to  invite  bids 
and  not  abide  l)v  them.

Dkai;  Sik: — 1  have  the  letter  of  the  4tli  inst.,  from  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  in  further  reference  to 
tlie  default  of  Frank  Curran  iii  ouiittiug  to  enter  into  a 
]u-()posed  contract  awarded  to  him  for  curhing  and  foot- 
Avav  work. 

L  note  that  Mr.  Curran's  check  has  heen  turned  into 
the  City  Treasury  and  that  he  has  heen  notitied  that  he 
must  pay  the  amount  of  his  proposal  hond ;  also  that 
whereas  the  lowest  hidder  proposed  to  do  the  work  at  a 
total  hid  of  $37,747.50,  after  subsequent  advertising  the 
lowest  l)idder  offered  to  do  the  sauie  work  at  $85,377.50. 
heiug  $2,370  less  than  the  next  lowest  hid  at  the  time  the 
work  was  let  to  ]\Ir.  Curran ;  and  that  accordingly  the 
contract  has  l)een  reawarded  on  the  footing  of  the  latter 
hidding. 

With  reference  to  the  stiggestion  of  this  Department 
thai  Mr.  Curran  be  not  released  from  any  further  lia- 
liility  hevoiul  that  upon  his  proposal  bond  and  check,  this 
was  a  precautionary  measure  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
ahutting  property  owners  might  raise  objection  if  a  formal 
release  of  possible  liability  were  given  to  the  defaulting 
bidder.

Dkak  Siu: — I   have  your  letter  of  May  3d,  with  ref- 
erence to  the  character  of  the  deposit  of  $100,000  by  the 
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American  Surety  Company  of  New  York  with  this  City, 
and  inquiring  whether  the  same  is  regarded  as  a  special 
deposit. 

The  view  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  as  entertained  by 
this  Department  is  that  the  deposit  is  for  the  protection 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  its  relations  with  con- 
tractors for  whom  the  American  Surety  Company  is  the 
surety.  The  extent  and  character  of  such  protection  will 
be  apparent  to  you  from  the  ordinance  and  deed  of  trust 
under  which  the  deposit  is  made,  copy  of  both  of  which 
I  herewith  enclose. 

Answering  the  further  inquiry  as  to  other  companies 
maintaining  similar  deposits  with  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia— all  companies  foreign  to  the  State  of  Pennsylvania 
and  engaged  in  the  business  of  insuring  contractors  for 
municipal  work  are  required  to  make  deposits  in  the  same 
form  as  that  embraced  in  the  deed  of  trust  and  l)y  virtue 
of  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  referred  to.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  May  4th,  witli  ref- 
erence to  lease  of  the  wharf  at  the  foot  of  Washington 
avenue  known  as  Pier  49,  South  Delaware  River,  to  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  dated  July  27,  1914,  and 
authorized  by  Ordinance  of  June  10,  1913.  This  lease 
contains  a  provision  to  the  effect  that  "if  and  when  Wash- 
ington  avenue,   from  Delaware   avenue   to   the  pierhead 
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]\\w  of  tlie  Dehiwaro  river  shall  1)0  stricken  from  the  ("ity 
plan  and  vacated,  ijursuant  to  an  agreement  authorized 
l.v  (  itv  Conncils  hv  ordinance  approved  Fel)ruarv  14. 
1914,  this  lease  shall  cease  and  determine." 

It  appears  by  a  letter  to  you  from  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Surveys  that  on  February  15,  1915,  the  Board 
of  Surveyors  confirmed  Plan  No.  2o8  revising  the  lines 
and  grades  of  that  portion  of  the  City  plan  south  of  Chris- 
tian street  and  east  of  Front  street,  from  which  Wash- 
ington avenue  between  Delaware  avenue  and  the  Delaware 
river,  as  formerly  plotted  upon  the  City  plan,  has  been 
omitted,  whereby  the  street  is  now  vacated  and  stricken 
from  the  City  plan.  In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the 
lease  such  vacation  of  the  street  determines  the  lease. 

You  ask  whether  the  notification  from  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Surveys  is  sufficient  authority,  and  if  not, 
what  steps  should  be  taken  to  cancel  the  lease  in  con- 
formit}'  to  the  above  quoted  proviso. 

The  notification  from  Chief  Webster  is,  in  my  opinion, 
sufficient  authority  to  terminate  the  lease,  which  may  be 
done  by  a  writing  either  endorsed  upon  the  lease,  or  other- 
wise, in  which  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Surveyors  of 
Febrnary  15,  1915,  is  set  forth,  and  that  in  accordance 
with  the  sixth  provision  of  the  lease  the  same  is  thereby 
terminated  and  cancelled — this  to  be  signed  by  the  parties 
to  the  lease  in  the  same  manner  as  the  lease  itself. 

You  further  state  that  the  Pennsylvania  Kailroad  Com- 
pany has  inadvertently  paid  the  rent  for  the  premises  up 
to  and  including  February  28th,  being  a  period  of  thirteen 
days  after  the  street  was  stricken  from  the  City  plan,  and 
you  ask  how  the  refund  of  overpaid  rent  may  be  made. 

If  the  rent  has  been  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  I  do 
not  see  how  it  can  be  refunded  otherwise  than  by  virtue  of 
an  ordinance.  If  it  has  not  yet  been  paid  into  the  Treas- 
ury it  should  be  repaid  to  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Com- 
pany, provided  that  that  company  is  entitled  to  the  return 
of  1;he  money.  Should,  however,  the  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road Company  have  enjoyed  possession  of  the  property 
during  the  period  covered  by  the  rent  I  do  not  think  it 
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entitled  to  a  return  thereof,  even  thongli  the  lease  ended 
by  its  terms  on  February  15th.

Employment  of  Regular  Force  for  Extra  Work,  and  Right 
to  Pay  from  Appropriation  for  "Extra  Help."

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  J\Iay  4th, 
with  reference  to  the  item  in  the  annual  appropriation  to 
your  Department  for  1915  for  extra  help,  $81,520.  You 
state  that  the  regular  office  force  of  skilled  and  expert  em- 
ployees in  the  work  required,  are  willing,  if  given  a  regular 
\'acation  of  two  weeks  at  full  pay,  to  perform  the  extra 
work  in  question  at  night  and  on  holidays;  that  this  would 
be  of  great  advantage  to  the  City  by  reason  of  the  peculiar 
skill  of  the  men  so  employed  and  the  length  of  time  given 
by  them  to  this  extra  work  would  far  exceed  the  sum  which 
would  be  paid  for  having  this  extra  work  performed  other- 
wise; further,  that  the  Controller  is  satisfied,  if  approved 
l)y  this  Department,  that  this  course  should  he  adopted  in 
view  of  the  various  advantages  to  the  'City  which  nuiy  be 
expected  therefrom,  and  you  ask  advice  whether  you  would 
1)0  justified  in  making  the  arrangement  suggested. 

I  think  the  words  "extra  help"  do  not  necessarily  imply 
that  additional  persons  are  to  be  employed  in  performing 
the  work,  but  that  any  "extra  help"  additional  to  the 
r(Uitine  work  to  l)e  done  by  the  clerks  or  other  employees 
in  your  Department  is  within  the  meaning  of  the  rernis  of 
the  appropriation.  If,  therefore,  the  money  were  to  be 
used  in  paying  directly  to  the  regular  clerks  additional 
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sums  for  time  devoted  to  the  work  of  the  office  at  iiiiiht 
jiud  on  holi(hivs.  th;it  course  wouhl  he  justified  h_v  the  pro- 
visions of  the  ;i|)])r()j)i'i;itinii'  ordinance. 

I  assume  fi'om  voiir  hotter  that  no  vacations  are  li'iven  to 
the  employees  in  vonr  Department,  or,  if  <>,iven,  thev  are 
without  pay.  If  the  clerks  and  employees  doing  the  extra 
work  are  willing  to  perform  it  without  additional  compen- 
sation othei'  than  the  payment  of  their  regular  sahudes  or 
})er  diem  wages  during  the  two  weeks  of  their  vacation, 
and  if  the  sum  so  used  is,  as  you  state,  well  within  that 
which  would  liave  to  be  expended  if  the  extra  help  were 
otherwise  employed,  besides  having  the  advantage  of  giv- 
ing to  the  City  more  skilled  and  better  (dass  of  service, 
in  my  judgment  you  would  be  justified  by  the  terms  of  the 
approj)i'iation  in  following  the  course^  wliich  you  have  i)i 
view. 

With  reference  to  the  giving  of  vacations  to  per  diem 
emi)lovees  and  the  payment  for  legal  holidays,  l  would  re- 
fer yon  to  the  opinion  of  this  Department  to  the  Director 
of  Public  Works  of  July  U,  1913  (City  Solicitor's  opin- 
ions of  that  year,  page  288),  which  discusses  various  ordi- 
nances and  Acts  of  Assend)ly  bearing  upon  the  subject.  It 
is  true  that  in  discussing  the  appropriation  concerning 
wliicli  you  now  inquire,  under  date  of  December  30,  lOl-t 
(City  Solicitor's  opinions  IDl-t,  page  3!)r>)  it  was  said  that 
"the  additional  appropriation  for  extra  help  was  doubt- 
less intended  to  apply  not  to  employees  under  annual 
salary  but  for  such  temporary  help  as  might  be  needed  in 
coiiductiug  the  business  of  that  (your)  Department."* 
riiis  was,  however,  in  reference  to  your  right  to  fix  annual 
salaries  of  employees,  which  function  it  was  held  in  that 
opinion  pertains  exclusively  to  Councils.  The  indefinite 
terms  in  which  those  Bodies  have  defined  this  item  of  ap- 
])ropriation  make  it  somewhat  uncertain  as  to  the  precise 
limitations  to  its  use,  and  I  would  recommend  that  the 
nuitter  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  Councils  with  a  \  iew 
to  a  distinct  authorization  to  expend  the  money  as  you  now 
propose.

Dear  Sir  : — In  the  matter  of  the  condemnation  of  prop- 
erty at  the  northeast  corner  of  Twenty-first  and  Race 
streets,  there  is  no  official  authorized  to  take  possession, 
and  in  the  absence  of  any  direct  authority,  the  Bureau  of 
City  Property  would  be  the  Department  to  act.  As  the 
expenditure  for  the  erection  of  the  building  is  to  be  made 
under  the  direction  of  the  County  Commissioners,  I  sug- 
gest to  you  that  you  should  cause  to  be  introduced  a  joint 
resolution  placing  the  custody  and  control  of  and  authoriz- 
ing the  County  Commissioners  to  enter  immediately  upon 
and  take  possession  of  the  site  condemned.  The  bond  has 
l)een  entered  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  there  is  no 
legal  reason  why  possession  should  not  be  had. 

To  those  who  have  visited  me  in  relation  to  the  institu- 
tion, I  have  asked  that  the  minimum  time  at  which  they 
would  be  able  to  vacate  would  be  named  by  them,  as  there 
was  no  desire  to  inconvenience  them,  but  no  date  has  been 
named  ;  and  in  response  to  their  suggestion  that  they  had 
no  money  with  which  to  remove  their  inmates,  I  also  volun- 
teered the  loan  of  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars  so  that 
there  would  come  to  them  no  financial  hardship.  I  have 
also  proposed  fair  terms  of  settlement  which,  though  not 
as  yet  declined,  have  not  yet  been  accepted.

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lOlT),  approved  by  you,  in  which  he  asks  me  to  advise  him 
wlictlicr  the  damau'es  recovered  by  the  pr()])city  owners  in 
I  he  (■han<>'e  of  <i'rade  of  jMitchell  street,  from  Peuschile 
street  to  Walnut  lane  are  sufficient  to  cover  the  physical 
damage  to  these  properties  by  the  construction  of  the  fill 
with  the  necessary  slopes,  which  will  probably  cause  the 
actual  i)hysical  destruction  of  some  buildings  gn  the  south- 
west side  of  the  street.  | 

Tn  reply  thereto  I  advise  you  that  when  this  matter  of 
the  change  of  grade  of  this  street  was  before  the  Road  Jury 
the  owners  of  the  small  houses  claimed  damages  for  the 
entire  destruction  of  the  properties,  and  the  Flanagans, 
owners  of  the  property  on  which  there  is  a  mill  building, 
recovered  damages  for  the  loss  of  storage  yard  made  neces- 
sary by  slopes  lieyond  the  line  of  tlie  street  encroaching 
upon  their  property. 

T  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  these  properties  are 
entitled  to  claim  no  further  damage  from  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, and  that  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Bureau 
of  Highways,  would  be  authorized  to  grade  this  street 
without  putting  in  a  retaining  wall.

Gentlemen: — The  Select  and  Common  Councils,  by 
ordinance  of  March  29,  1915,  authorized  and  directed  the 
(  ity  Solicitor  to  examine  the  title  to  the  lot  of  ground 
bounded  by  Thirty-second  street,  Lancaster  avenue,  Thirtv-- 
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third  street  and  C'utlibert  street,  "and  if  he  approves  of 
the  same  to  cause  a  couveyauce  of  said  property  to  the  City 
of  Philadelphia.  The  price  of  said  lot  not  to  exceed  the 
sum  of  seventy-five  thousand  (75,000)  dollars;"  and  by 
Section  2,  "that  on  the  acquirement  of  the  lot  described  in 
Section  1,  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  convey  the  title  to  the  same  to  the  State  of 
Pennsyhanifi  for  the  erection  of  an  armory  by  the  State 
for  the  use  , of  a  Cavalry  and  Engineer  Corps  of  the 
National  Guard  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  in  accord- 
ance with  Act  of  Assembly  approved  July  25,  1913." 

It  vv^ill  l)e  noticed  that  the  price  to  be  paid  by  the  City 
for  the  lot  is  not  definitely  fixed  in  the  ordinance,  but  is 
stated  as  a  sum  "not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  $75,000,"  The 
lot  in  question  is  held  by  the  Manor  Real  Estate  Company, 
and  is  assessed  for  taxation  at  the  sum  of  $50,000.  It 
has  appeared  to  me  that  the  purchase  price  of  $75,000  for 
this  lot  is  considerably  in  excess  of  its  real  value.  I  have 
accordingly  offered  to  pay  the  sum  of  $60,000,  and  have 
also  offered  to  have  the  consideration  price  made  the  sub- 
ject of  arbitration,  both  of  v^^hich  propositions  have  been 
declined. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  consideration  named  in  the 
ordinance  is  not  a  fixed  but  a  maximum  sum,  and  in  view 
of  the  circumstances  stated  above,  I  have  felt  unwilling  to 
assume  the  responsibility  of  taking  title  and  paying  for  the 
property  the  full  sum  named  unless  specifically  directed 
so  to  do  by  Councils,  to  which  bodies  I,  of  course,  respect-- 
fully  submit  my  judgment  in  the  matter. 

I  suggest  that  if  it  is  the  desire  of  Councils  that  the  sum 
of  $75,000  be  paid  for  this  lot,  a  joint  resolution  to  that 
effect  be  present&d  and  passed  at  the  session  to  be  held  on 
Thursday,  May  Oth,  and  submitted  to  the  Mayor  for  ap- 
proval. If  such  resolution  is  passed  and  approved,  this 
Department  will  proceed  at  once  to  have  the  coveyance 
made  and  the  consideration  paid  in  accordance  therewith.

])kar  SiK : — I  am  in  receipt  of  letter  from  William  II. 
IJall.  Chief  of  the  Eurcan  of  City  Property,  dated  May  1, 
lin.").  and  dnly  approved  and  transmitted  by  you  on  ]\Iay 
7th.  1015,  referring  to  an  opinion  by  Judge  Staake  in  the 
case  of  Commonwealth  vs.  Bauer  (Quarter  Sessions  Court, 
Xovember,  1914),  and  asking  whether,  in  view  of  that 
o])inion  ( 1  )  "Is  it  lawful  for  one  to  hawk  or  ])eddle  in  the 
streets  of  the  City,  the  product  of  his  own  manufacture 
witliout  being  required  to  pay  a  license?"  and  (2)  ''Is  it 
lawful  for  one  to  vend,  hawk  or  peddle  in  the  streets  of  the 
(  ity,  articles  grown,  produced  or  manufactured  in  the 
State  of  iPennsylvania  and  not  be  required  to  pay  a 
license  ?" 

The  opinion  of  Judge  Staake  referred  to,  contains  the 
answer  to  l)oth  of  these  questions.  In  that  opinion  it  is 
said :  "a  careful  examination  of  legislation  on  the  subject 
in  Pennsylvania  would  indicate  that  in  all  this  legislation 
tlie  proviso  will  be  found  that  nothing  contained  in  any  of 
the  Acts  shall  'preveait  manufacturers  from  vending,  hawk- 
ing or  peddling  products  of  bis,  her  or  their  manufac- 
ture.' "  And  again,  referring  to  the  Act  of  May  9,  18S!> 
(P.  L.  150),  ^*the  language  is,  'this  Act  shall  not  be  con- 
strued to  prevent  citizens  of  this  commonwealth  from 
hawking  and  peddling  goods  of  their  own  manufacture.' 
Under  the  provisions  of  these  Acts  the  defendant  could  not 
liave  been  convicted  under  the  evidence  in  this  case,  be- 
cause it  clearly  shows  that  he  was  the  authorized  agent  of 
the  manufacturer  of  the  goods,  who  manufactured  them 
in  the  commonwealth  or  that  the  goods  were  the  goods  of 
manufacture  of  this  State,"  and  ''it  has  alwavs  been  the 
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policy  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  the  in- 
terests of  its  trade  and  commerce  to  permit  the  manufac- 
turer of  goods  within  the  State  and  his  authorized  agent 
to  hawdv  and  peddle  such  goods  so  manufactured  in  the 
State  at  Avill." 

It  will  also  be  noted  that  the  Act  of  April  15,  1891  (P. 
L.  17)  provides  that  nothing  contained  therein  shall  pre- 
vent any  citizen  of  the  commonwealth  from  vending,  hawk- 
ing or  peddling  the  products  of  his,  her  or  their  farm  or 
garden. 

I  would  therefore  answer  both  questions  in  the  affir- 
mative.

In  re  Building  of  Subway  on  Broad  Street  and  Elevated 
on  Franhford  Avenue.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  10th  in- 
stant in  reference  to  an  ordinance  which  has  been  intro- 
duced in  Councils  to  authorize  an  increase  in  the  indebted- 
ness of  the  City  of  six  million  (6,000,000)  dollars  for  the 
constrnetion  of  a  subway  in  Broad  street  and  an  elevated 
raihvay  from  Front  and  Arch  streets  to  Rhawn  street,  and 
asking  three  questions  with  reference  to  the  general  sub- 
ject connected  with  such  ordinance. 

You  ask : 

"1.  Is  the  City  obligated  to  offer  the  Philadelphia 
Rapid  Transit  Company  the  right  to  build  the  Frank- 


ford  Elevated  Line,  as  provided  in  Avricle  .'>  of  the 
Contract  of  1907,  before  iindertakina"  tlu^  constrtic- 
•  tion  thereof  as  a  Mimieipality  V 

I  answer:  When  the  ordinance  and  contra -t  o''  l'."!>7 
were  passed  and  execnted,  the  City  was  without  the  power 
to  hnild  subways,  elevated  railways,  or  other  lines  of  trans- 
l>ortation  and  such  ordinance  and  contract  were  drawn 
with  that  fact  necessarily  in  view.  By  Section  7  thereof, 
the  Philadelphia  Eapid  Transit  Company  surrendered  its 
right  to  bnild  a  subway  in  Broad  street  and  its  right  to 
constrnct  the  Frankford  Elevated  Bailway  was  contirmed, 
the  time  for  the  building  thereof  being  extended  to  three 
years  from  June  1,  1907.  That  period  has  expired  and 
the  independent  right  of  the  Transit  Company  to  build 
the  Frankford  Elevated  line  has  therefore  lapsed. 

Section  '>  of  the  contract  and  ordinance  of  riuly  !, 
1907,  provided  that  if  in  the  future  Councils  should, 
either  of  its  own  initiative  or  upon  petition,  determine 
that  new  lines  of  surface,  elevated  or  underground  rail- 
way should  be  constructed,  it  should  by  ordinance  de- 
termine the  route  of  such  line  and  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions under  which  it  should  be  built,  financed  and  operated, 
and  the  Transit  Company  should  thereupon  have  ninety 
days  within  which  to  accept  the  plan  so  defined,  and  cer- 
tain terms  and  conditions  governing  the  construction  and 
operation  of  such  new  lines  are  there  set  forth.  For  in- 
stance, it  is  provided  that  any  rights  acquired  by  the 
compainy  under  the  third  section  should  be  subject  to  all 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  contract  with  respect  to 
a  voice  in  the  managemout,  supervision  of  accounts,  di- 
vision of  profits  and  the  ultimate  acquirement  of  the  roads 
by  the  City,  and  provision  is  made  for  the  raising  of  cap- 
ital for  building  these  new  lines  by  means  of  bond  issues 
or  by  increase  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  company,  but  if 
the  said  Tva])id  Transit  Company  did  not  accept  the  plan 
so  defined  within  the  said  ninety  days,  then  and  in  that 
event,  the  proposition  might  be  made  to  any  other  com- 
pany. 

These  provisions  cloavly  indicate  tliat  the  ric'ht  to  con- 
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struct  new  lines,  which  it  was  intended  l)y  the  1!H)7  agTee- 
nient  the  City  was  to  barter  away,  is  manifestly  only  the 
right  which  the  City  at  that  time  possessed,  namely,,  the 
right  to  have  lines  of  railway  built  by  companies  possess- 
ing the  charter  powers  to  construct  them  and  of  course 
could  not  relate  to  lines  which  the  C^ity  might  itself  build, 
for  at  that  time  it  had  no  legal  authority  so  to  do. 

By  later  legislation,  that  is  to  say,  the  Act  of  June  17, 
1913  fP.  L.  520),  plenary  power  was  vested  in  cities  of 
the  first  class  to  purchase,  lease,  locate,  construct,  and 
equip,  or  otherwise  acquire  transit  facilities  and  to  own, 
maintain,  use  and  operate  the  same  within  their  corporate 
limits  and  within  the  limits  of  adjacent  cities,  boroughs 
and  townships.  This  power  is  separate  and  independent 
from  that  which  existed  in  1907  and  relates  to  the  con- 
struction or  other  acquisition  of  transit  facilities  by  the 
City  as  a  Municipality.  When  the  City,  therefore,  de- 
termines to  take  advantage  of  the  Act  of  1913  and  to 
build  and  operate  railway  lines  of  any  character,  its 
power  to  do  so  is  unrestricted  and  it  is  not  obliged  to  offer 
the  option  to  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company 
before  it  shall  itself  proceed  with  the  undertaking.  These 
considerations  are  equally  applicable  both  to  the  Frank- 
ford  Elevated  line  and  to  the  Broad  street  subway. 

2.  Your  second  question  is  directed  to  the  legality 
and  propriety  of  the  form  of  the  draft  of  the  ordi- 
nance authorizing  the  borrowing  of  the  sum  of  $6,- 
000,000  for  the  purpose  indicated. 

I  answer :  This  ordinance  is  in  the  usual,  and  I  think 
correct,  form,  but  it  would  be  better,  though  not  strictly 
necessary,  to  add  to  the  title  the  words:  "Via  Front  street, 
Kensington  avenue  and  Frankford  avenue  to  Phawn 
street.''  This  would  preclude  the  possibility  of  a  claim 
being  made  on  behalf  of  any  property  owner  along  the 
proposed  route  of  the  Elevated  Line  that  the  title  of  the 
ordinance  did  not  fully  disclose  its  precise  location.  The 
ordinance  as  drawn  follows  the  forms  heretofore  used  in 
authorizing  the  borrowing  of  money:  "from  the  highest 
bidder  or  bidders  either  by  popular  subscription  or  by 
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lulvcrtiseineiit.'-  This  form  of  expression  is  possibly  sub- 
ject to  the  literal  criticism  that  a  loan  issued  by  popular 
subscription  does  not  go  to  the  highest  bidder  because 
the  price  being  fixed  in  advance  there  is  no  bidding.  It 
might  be  more  accurate  to  phrase  it  in  this  way :  "Either 
by'popular  subscription  or  from  the  highest  bidder  or 
bidders  by  advertisement."  I  do  not  regard  this  sug- 
gestion as  essential. 

3.  As  your  third  (luestion,  with  its  supplementary  re- 
marks, is  predicated  upon  the  supposition  that  the  opinion 
of  this  Department  might  have  been  to  the  eifect  that 
under  the  provisions  of  the  contract  of  1907  the  City  is 
bound  to  offer  to  the  Philadelphia  Kapid  Transit  Com- 
pany the  right  to  build  the  Frankford  Elevated  line,  and 
since  such  is  not  my  opinion,  no  further  answer  is  re- 
quisite.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  !NLay  12,  inquiring 
whether,  in  view  of  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  April  23, 
19L5,  regulating  the  manner  of  payment  of  county  em- 
ployees in  counties  having  a  population  over  one  million, 
you  should  require,  as  heretofore,  compliance  with  Sec- 
tions 9  and  10  of  the  Act  of  March  31,  1876,  relative  to 
the  earning  and  depositing  of  fees  in  the  City  Treasury 
and,  the  filing  of  transcripts  and  receipts  of  the  same  by 
said  county  officers  monthly,  or  whether  the  Act  of  191,5 
requires  that  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1876  shall  here- 
after be  complied  with  semi-monthly. 

The  Act  of  April  23,  1915,  Xo.  95,  provides  that  em- 
ployees of  counties  having  a  population  of  over  one  million 
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inhabitants',  \vlio  receive  an  annual  salary,  shall  be  paid 
semi-monthly  on  the  first  and  fifteenth  days  of  the  month, 
and  by  Section  2  repeals  all  inconsistent  acts  or  parts  of 
acts. 

•Section  5  of  the  Act  of  March  31,  1876,  P.  L.  13,  pro- 
vided that  county  officers  should  be  paid  for  their  services 
by  fixed  and  specific  salaries,  which  should  be  a  charge 
upon  the  county  treasury  to  the  extent  of  the  fees  col- 
lected and  paid  in  by  each  officer  or  earned  where  fees 
are  chargeable  upon  the  county  treasury,  and  that  such 
salaries  should  be  paid  monthly,  on  the  second  Monday 
of  the  month  succeeding  that  in  which  the  services  were 
rendered,  "but  no  warrant  shall  be  draAvn  -^ov  the  pay- 
ment of  any  of  said  officers,  his  deputies,  or  clerks,  who 
shall  not  have  tiled  the  receipt  and  transcript  provided 
for  in  this  act."  Section  6  enacts  that  the  salaries  fixed 
by  the  act,  except  where  otherwise  provided  for,  should 
be  paid^  from  the  amounts  paid  into  the  proper  county 
treasury  from  the  respective  offices,  "after  ascertaining 
and  deducting  the  amount  due  the  deputy  and  clerks  in 
each  office ;  and  if  there  has  not  been  a  sum  sufficient  from 
fees  received  and  paid  in,  or  earned  and  due  by  the  county 
for  services  rendered,  to  pay  the  full  amount  of  the  salary 
of  any  officer  holding  any  of  said  offices,  after  deducting 
the  amount  due  the  deputies  and  clerks,  such  officer  will 
receive  only  such  proportion  of  his  salary  as  shall  I'e  equal 
to  the  aggregate  of  the  net  fees  received  and  earned  by 
him  as  aforesaid,  during  his  term  of  office  during  such 
month:  Provided,  That  if  the  fees  in  any  subsequent 
month  or  montlis  shall  exceed  the  amount  of  the  expense 
and  salary  aforesaid,  for  such  month,  the  deficit  of  such 
salary  for  such  preceding  month  shall  be  made  up  from 
such  excess." 

The  Act  of  1915  does  not  specifically  modify  or  repeal 
these  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1876.  It  does,  however, 
repeal  inconsistent  acts  and  parts  of  acts.  It  is  clear  that 
so  much  of  Section  5  of  the  Act  of  1876  as  provides  for 
the  monthly  j^ayment  of  the  salaries  of  county  officers 
and  their  assistants,  and  which  fixes  the  time  of  such  pay- 
ment as  the  second  Monday  of  the  succeeding  month,  is 
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inconsistent  ^vith  the  Act  of  191.5  and  is  thereby  repealed. 
The  6th  section  of  the  Act  of  1876,  which  requires  that 
the  salaries   of  county   officers   shall   be   paid   from   the 
amounts  earned  and  paid  into  the  proper  county  treasury 
after   ascertaining   and   deducting   the   am^ount   due   the 
deputies  and  clerks  in  each  office,  and  that  if  there  has 
not  been  a  sum  sufficient,  from  fees  so  received  and  paid 
in  or  earned  and  due  by  the  county  after  making  such 
deductions,  there  must  be  a  proportional  abatement  of  the 
salary  of  the  county  officer,  is  not  inconsistent  with  the 
Act  of  April  23,  1915,  and  therefore  is  not  repealed  by  it. 
It  results  that  before  the  county  officer  can  be  paid  his 
full  monthly  salary,  the  fees  earned  and  paid  into  the 
treasury,  or  due  him  from  the  county,  for  services  ren- 
dered, after  making  the  said  deductions,  shall  be  equal 
to  the  salary  so  paid.     And  w^hile  the  Act  of  1915  does 
not  in  terms  alter  the  requirement  for  monthly  receipts 
and  transcripts,  as  provided  for  in  Section  5  of  the  Act 
(if  1S7(),  yet  it  is  conceivably  possible  that  if  iin  sui-li   vo- 
ceipts  and  transcripts  were  required  at  the  semi-monthly 
period,  and  the  full  semi-monthly  salary  were  paid,  the 
nth  section  of  the  Act  of  1876  might  be  infringed  since 
it  might  turn  out  that  the  earnings  for  the  entire  month 
would  not  equal  even  the  half  month's  salary  so  paid. 
This  contingency  is  doubtless  a  remote  one.  but  I  think  ymi 
would  be  justified  in  protecting  yourself  against  the  possi- 
bility of  pcrmittino;  such  a  violation  of  Section  6  of  that 
act.  '  This  can  be  done  by  requiring  semi-monthly  returns 
and  receipts,  and  unless  some  other  method  of  insuring 
This  result  can  be  devised,  you  would  be  justified  in  re- 
fusing to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  county  officers  until  the 
transcripts  and  receipts  were  furnished  you.  showing  that 
a  sufficient  amount  had  been  earned  to  cover  the  salaries. 
As,  however,  the  provision  for  the  filing  of  monthly  re- 
ceipts and  transcripts  remains  unaltered  liy  the  terms  of 
the  Act  of  1915,  should  any  other  acceptable  method  occur 
to  you  of  assuring  yourself  that  such  salaries  have  been 
earned  during  the  period  for  which  they  are  to  be  paid, 
as,  for  instance,  by  inspection  of  the  books  and  production 
of  the  treasurer's  receipt,  it  would  not  be  obligatory  upon 
you  to  insist  upon  a  semi-monrhly  transcript.     Such  tran- 
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script  might,  in  that  case,  await  the  end  of  the  month, 
being,  of  conrse,  for  that  entire  period,  as  Section  5  of 
the  Act  of  1876  provides.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  the  letter  of  the  ( 'hief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Highways,  bearing  your  approval,  in  further  reference

to  the  contract  with  Thomas  F,  "Roilly  for  grading  Lan- 
caster avcnne,  from  Fifty-sixth  street  to  Sixty-second 
street,  dated  ]\ray  4,  1915,  and  transmitted  May  10,  1015. 

The  Chief  of  the  Bnreau  says:  ''As  I  understand  the 
last  sentence  in  your  (my)  letter  of  April,  15th,  however, 
Yoil  state  that  this  contract  has  not  been  perfected  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  requirements  of  the  law,  or,  in  other 
words,  that  it  could  be  nullified  at  this  time  without  ren- 
dering the  City  liable  in  any  way  to  a  claim  for  damages 
on  account  of  this  annulment,"  and  he  asks  if  this  be  the 
case  that  the  contract  "be  voifU'd  l>y  you  (me)  and  re- 
turned to  this  office." 

This  language  attributes  to  me  what  I  did  not  write. 
What  T  did  say  was  simply  that  "the  contract  with  Mr. 
IJeilly  has  never  been  perfected  in  accordance  with  the  re- 
(juirements  of  law."  The  wanting  requirements  are  the 
countersignature  and  certification  by  the  City  Controller. 
These  formalities  are  prescribed  by  the  Bullitt  Bill  as 
necessary  prerequisite  to  the  taking  effect  of  a  contract 
with  the  City.  The  action  of  the  City  Controller  in  these 
respects,  however,  is  merely  ministerial,  and  could  prob- 
ably be  compelled  by  mandamus.  Tt  therefore  does  not 
follow  from  what  T  said  that  the  contract  could  be  nulli- 
fied without  rendering  the  City  liable  to  a  claim  for  dam- 
ages, or  that  the  contract  papers  can  be  "voided"  by  me 
and  returned  to  the  Highway  Bureau. 

r  learn  from  the  City  Controller  that  there  is  still  ap- 
]»licable  to  this  contract  the  approximate  sum  of  $27,000. 
which  is  more  than  sufficient  to  cover  the  contract  price, 
but  that  the  designation  of  the  items  to  which  this  money 
is  now  appropriated  having  been  changed,  further  cer- 
tificates by  you  and  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  would  be  re- 
quired naming  the  new  items. 

In  effect  the  matter  is  just  where  it  stood  over  three 
years  ago  when  you  called  it  to  the  attention  of  this  De- 
partment, and  nothing  seems  to  have  been  done  by  you 
ever  since.  If  the  very  serious  objections  to  going  on 
with  this  work  which  were  formerly  urged  by  you  and 
the  various  other  officials  of  your  Department  still  con- 
tinue, it  remains  true,  as  T  then  stated,   that  the  possi- 
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bilitv  of  being  held  liable  in  damages  under  the  contract 
is  a  minor  .objection  as  compared  with  the  grave  con- 
siderations to  the  contrary. 

The  matter  involved  is  not  one  of  law,  bnt  of  the  re- 
spective adA^antages  and  disadvantages  of  carrying  out 
the  terms  of  the  contract,  and  the  entire  responsibility  as 
to  the  course  which  should  be  pursued  must  rest  with 
your  Department.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  a  letter,  dated  May  12th, 
from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection 
calling  attention  to  an  opinion  of  this  Department  of 
October  26,  1914  (page  329,  City  Solicitor's  Opinions), 
with  reference  to  the  legality  of  railings  around  areaways 
on  the  footway  beyond  the  house  lines,  and  inquiring 
further  in  respect  to  the  matter.  In  the  said  opinion,  the 
legislation  upon  the  subject  is  reviewed,  and  reference 
made  to  the  two  cases  of  Webb  vs.  Philadelphia,  231  Pa. 
21,  and  Ziegler  vs.  Philadelphia,  10  Pa.  400.  In  the 
former  of  these  the  City  was  held  liable  for  injuries  re- 
sulting to  a  person  through  falling  into  an  unenclosed 
areaway,  it  being  held  to  be  the  duty  of  the  City  to  re- 
quire the  guarding  of  such  areaways  l)y  railings,  or  other- 
wise. In  Ziegler  vs.  Philadelphia,  the  injury  resulted 
from  a  fall  upon  an  iron  spiked  fence  projecting  into  the 
sidewalk,  and  again  the  City  was  held  liable  because  the 
railing  in  that  case  answered  no  useful  purpose,  and  it 
was  held  an  act  of  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  municipal 
authorities   to   permit  its  maintenance.      The  conclusion 
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then  reached  by  nie  was  that  "where  open  area^^'a_ys  exidi 
abnttinu'  upon  the  sidewalk,  it  is  not  only  proper  to  permit 
the  construction  of  railings  or  fences  so  as  to  protect  the 
public  from  accidentally  stepping  or  falling  into  them, 
but  that  the  construction  thereof  should  be  required  of 
the  property  owner;  hut  unless  the  railing  is  necessarij 
for  such  a  purpose  it  should  not  he  permitted."  It  will 
be  noticed  that  this  referred  to  existing  areaways  and 
limited  the  view  so  expressed  to  cases  where  a  railing 
might  be  necessary  to  protect  pedestrians  and  others. 

The  legislation  upon  the  subject,  statutory  and  coun- 
cilmanic,  is  embraced  in  the  following  enactments: 

The  Ordinance  of  September  23,  1864,  declares  it  to 
be  a  nuisance  to  set  up  or  maintain  any  fence  beyond  the 
building  line  or  any  railing  except  around  excavated  areas 
now  existing.  The  same  ordinance,  in  Section  13,  de- 
clares it  a  nuisance  to  excavate  or  construct  hereafter 
any  area  or  other  encroachment  on  any  footway  of  the 
City  except  as  herein  allowed.  The  expression  "herein 
allowed."  as  thus  used,  would  seem  to  refer  to  the  pre- 
ceding section,  indicating  the  distance  to  which  structures 
on  the  highway  might  be  maintained  upon  streets  of 
various  widths.  The  13th  section  of  the  Ordinance  of 
September  23,  1864,  was  re-enacted  by  the  Ordinance  of 
January  3,  1903,  page  14.  Section  6  of  the  Ordinance 
of  March  28,  1894,  provides  that  "it  shall  not  be  lawful 
to  biiild  any  fence  of  wood  dividing  or  enclosing  any 
property  of  a  greater  height  than  ten  feet  from  the  ground, 
nor  any  fence  beyond  the  building  line,  provided,  how- 
ever,  that  railings  may  be  constructed  around  excavated 
areas  now  existing." 

By  the  Act  of  June  8,  1893,  Section  16,  it  is  required 
that  "every  area  shall  be  covered  with  a  safe  and  sub- 
stantial cover,  the  said  cover  in  no  case  to  extend  above 
the  grade  of  the  sidewalk."  and  this  provision  is  again 
made  in  the  Act  of  May  5,  1899,  Section  48. 

These  statutes  were  the  subject  of  two  other  opinions 
given  to  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
and  to  you  on  January  6.  1914,  and  found,  respectively, 
on  pages  11  and  14  of  the  Opinions  of  that  year.     I  do 
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not  find,  in  any  of  these  ordinances  or  statntes,  a  specific 
j)roliibition  against  the  placing  of  railings  around  area- 
wavs,  unless  such  is  to  be  inferred  from  the  Ordinance 
•of  March  28,  1894,  above  referred  to,  as  to  areaways 
constructed  after  that  date,  from  the  proviso  that  "railings 
may  be  constructed  around  excavated  areas  now  existing." 
The  Acts  of  1893  and  1899,  however,  make  it  imperative 
to  guard  areas  by  coverings  of  a  safe  and  substantial 
nature  not  extending  above  the  grade  of  the  sidewalk. 
This  provision  is  mandatory.  On  the  other  hand,  it  may 
be  possible  that  such  a  covering  will  not  fully  safeguard 
an  areaway  so  that  passersby  or  others  standing  upon  the 
sidewalk  may  not  meet  with  accidents  by  falling  into 
them,  as,  for  example,  at  the  entrance  way  to  the  area 
which  it  is  probably  not  practicable  to  cover ;  although 
doubtless,  in  the  great  majority  of  cases,  the  covering  or 
grating  would  be  sufiicient.  Tf  so,  under  the  doctrine  of 
the  case  of  Ziegler  vs.  Philadelphia,  the  City  might  find 
itself  involved  in  liability  for  damages  should  it  permit 
railings  to  be  erected  or  maintained.  But  in  cases,  if 
tliere  are  such,  where  a  railing  is  necessary,  in  addition 
to  the  grating,  for  the  adequate  protection  of  those  using 
the  sidewalk,  the  failure  of  the  City  to  require  a  guar<l 
rail  would  probably  constitute  such  negligence  as  to  fasten 
upon  it  a  liability  for  the  result  of  injuries. 

The  questions  asked  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  are  as 
follows : 

"1.  In  view  of  the  provisions  of  Section  16  of  the 
Act  of  June  8,  1893,  is  it  lawful  to  construct  any 
areaways  beyond  the  building  line  in  any  part  of  the 
City,  since  the  passage  of  said  act,  unless  such  area- 
ways  are  covered  with  a  safe  and  substantial  cover 
laid  level  with  the  grade  of  the  sidewalk  ?" 

I  answer  that  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
1893,  it  is  not  lawful  to  construct  any  areaways  beyond 
the  building  line  since  the  passage  of  that  act,  unless 
such  areaways  are  covered  with  a  safe  and  substantial 
cover  laid  level  with  the  grade  of  the  sidewalk. 

"2.  If  in  your  opinion  it  is  necessary  to  protect 
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all  such  areawavs  erected  since  the  passa,2,e  of  the 
Act  of  June  8,  ISDo,  with  a  safe  and  substantial 
cover  laid  level  with  the  grade  of  the  sidewalk,  is  it 
legal  to  provide,  in  addition  to  such  cover,  a  railing 
around  areawavs  constructed  in  any  part  of  the  city 
since  the  passage  of  the  Ordinance  of  March  28, 
1894?  (See  Section  6,  Ordinance  of  March  28, 
1894.)" 

In  reply  to  this  inquiry,  it  is  improper,  if  not  absolutely 
illegal,  to  provide  a  railing  around  areaways  constructed 
after  the  date  mentioned,  unless,  in  specific  instances, 
additional  protection  is  needed  to  make  safe  the  use  of 
the  highway,  in  which  case  the  construction  of  a  railing 
should  be  required  as  well  as  the  maintenance  of  the 
cover  provided  for  by  the  Acts  of  1893  and  1899.

Dear  Sir: — T  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
May  14th  inquiring  whether  an  agreement  made  by  the 
City  with  the  Eastern  Pennsylvania  State  Institution  for 
Feeble-minded  and  Epileptic  at  Spring  City  on  elune  28. 
1914,  for  the  payment  by  the  City  for  the  clothing  of 
certain  girl  patients  received  by  that  institution  is  affected 
in  any  way  b}^  the  taking  effect  on  October  1,  1914,  of 
the  Act  of  June  12,  1913.  P.  L.  494. 

Yow  state  that  a  bill  for  such  clothing  from  June  1, 
1914,  to  January  1,  1915,  has  been  received  by  the  City 
from  the  State  Institution,  and  inquire  whether  you  should 
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pay  for  so  much  of  that  bill  as  represents  clothing  fur- 
nished after  October  1,  1914. 

You  will  observe  that  the  provision  in  the  Act  of  1913 
that  the  Commonwealth  shall  care  for  certain  feeble- 
minded, idiotic  or  epileptic  persons  refers  to  those  com- 
mitted under  Section  3  of  that  act  by  an  order  of  Court, 
which  order  may  contain  a  direction  to  the  Common- 
wealth to  care  for  the  persons  committed  at  its  own  cost 
when  an  inquiry  into  the  estate  of  the  person  committed 
discloses  that  it  is  insufficient  and  that  the  circumstances 
of  the  husband  or  parent  do  not  warrant  an  order  on  them. 

As  to  children  received  by  the  Institution  under  an 
agreement  with  the  City  to  pay  for  their  clothing  at  a 
date  prior  to  October  1,  1914,  I  do  not  think  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  of  Assembly  have  any  application,  but  that  the 
agreement  remains  in  full  force  and  effect. 

I  am  of  the  opinion,  therefore,  that  in  the  cases  to 
which  you  refer  the  City  should  pay  the  entire  bill.  It  is 
only  where  the  commitment  is  made  under  the  act  that  its 
provisions  would  be  applicable  to  the  situation.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  May  14th  enclosing 
copy  of  House  Bill  No.  1383  now  on  third  reading  in 
the  Senate.  You  ask  whether  the  enactment  of  this  bilb 
would,  in  my  opinion,  curtail  the  broad  authority  which 
has  already  been  conferred  upon  Philadelphia  with  re- 
lation to  incurring  indebtedness  for  transit  purposes, 
further  stating  that  you  have  not  yet  received  a  copy  of 
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the  bill  as  priuted  in  the  Senate,  which  you  will  forward 
by  messenger  as  soon  as  it  arrives. 

As  the  bill  now  stands,  it  supplements  the  Act  of  April 
20,  1874,  regulating  the  manner  of  increasing  the  indebt- 
edness of  municipalities,  etc.,  by  authorizing  any  munici- 
pality or  county  to  incur  indebtedness  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  or  acquiring  water  works,  subways,  under- 
ground railways  or  street  railways  and  the  appurtenances 
thereof,  and  for  the  purpose  of  securing  such  indebted- 
ness, to  issue  bonds,  etc.,  secured  solely  or  partly  by  liens 
upon  such  water  works,  subways  or  railwa^^s  and  the  prop- 
erty and  revenues  thereof. 

The  act  in  the  form  submitted  further  provides  that 
bonds  or  evidences  of  indebtedness  issued  under  it  and 
which  are  made  a  lien  on  the  structures  for  the  collection 
of  which  the  money  is  borrowed  shall  not  impose  any 
liability  on  the  part  of  the  municipality  or  county. 

The  second  section  provides  that  the  procedure  under 
the  conditions  as  set  forth  in  Sections  2,  3  and  4  of  the 
act  to  which  it  is  a  supplement,  and  relating  to  the  in- 
curring and  increasing  of  indebtedness  and  the  extinguish- 
ment of  such  indebtedness,  shall  govern  in  all  respects  "in 
any  such  incurring  of  indebtedness,"  and  Section  3  enacts 
that  the  word  "indebtedness"  as  used  in  the  act  shall  be 
deemed  to  include  all  and  all  manner  of  debt  as  well 
floating  as  funded  of  the  count}'  or  municipality. 

I  do  not,  of  course,  know  what  form  this  act  may  finally 
take.  As  it  now  stands,  however,  it  would  seem  to  confer 
a  new  power  upon  counties  and  municipalities;  that  is, 
to  incur  debt  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  act,  which 
debt  may  be  secured  solely  or  partly  by  liens  upon  the 
water  works,  etc.,  so  constructed  and  on  which  bonds  the 
municipality  or  county  should  not  be  otherwise  liable. 
This  seems  to  me  to  be  a  new  and  independent  power  and 
not  to  relate  to  the  power  already  granted  to  cities  of  the 
first  class  under  existing  legislation.  As  such  T  do  not 
think  that  the  pending  measure  would  be  construed  as  in 
any  way  curtailing  the  authority  already  vested  in  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  with  relation  to  incurring  indebted- 
ness for  transit  development. 
10 
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This  statute  is  evidently  intended  to  alter  the  law  as 
now  existing,  nnder  which  it  has  been  decided  that  con- 
tracts for  the  expenditure  of  money  for  permanent  mu- 
nicipal improvements,  and  beyond  current  revenue,  con- 
stitute an  addition  to  the  debt  of  a  city,  county,  etc.,  even 
though  it  is  therein  provided  that  the  improvements  so 
acquired,  or  the  revenue  therefrom  shall  alone  be  liable 
for  such  expenditures,  and  that  the  municipality  shall  not 
be  held  otherwise  liable  for  them. 

In  my  judgment  the  proposed  act  is  crudely  and  am- 
biguously framed,  and  is  not  well  adapted  to  the  object 
in  view;  nevertheless,  as  already  stated,  I  see  no  reason 
to  think  that  it  will  detract  from  the  authority  and  power 
devolved  upon  the  City  by  legislation  already  upon  the 
statute  books.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  Maj^  14th,  in- 
quiring whether  the  bill  for  the  costs  of  the  inquisition 
into  the  mental  condition  of  Frank  IT.  Kline,  held  in  the 
County  of  Berks,  which  costs  were  ordered  by  the  Com- 
mon Pleas  Court  of  that  county  to  be  discharged  by  the 
County  of  Philadelphia,  should  be  paid  by  your  Depart- 
ment or  the  City  Commissioners,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  Item  30-G  to  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and 
Charities  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  insane  in 
certain  hospitals  "and  other  institutions  for  the  insane"  is 
the  appropriate  item  out  of  which  this  charge  should  be 
paid. 


All  inspection  of  the  appropriation  to  the  County  Com- 
missioners does  not  disclose  anv  ap})ropriate  item  out  of 
wliich  the}'  eoukl  pay  the  costs  of  the  inquisition,  and 
inasmuch  as  Councils  have  appropriated  funds  for  this 
purpose  to  your  Department,  I  believe  that  the  bill,  if 
properly  chargeable  to  this  county,  should  be  paid  by  you. 

Of  course,  I  have  no  information  respecting  the  pro- 
priety of  this  charge  other  than  that  contained  in  the  letter 
from  the  County  Controller  of  Berks  County,  and  I  therc^ 
fore  assume  that  the  Court  correctly  found  that  the  lunatic 
had  a  legal  residence  here.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  iTtli 
inst.,  enclosing  for  my  opinion  thereon  copies  of: 

1.  A  proposed  ordinance  making  an  appropriation  to 
the  Department  of  City  Transit  the  $6,000,000  loan  au- 
thorized to  be  used  for  the  construction  of  the  subway  in 
Broad  street  and  the  Elevated  to  Frankford; 

2.  A  proposed  ordinance  appropriating  out  of  the  said 
loan  the  sum  of  $3,000,000  with  which  to  construct  a  small 
portion  of  the  Broad  street  subway,  to  wit,  that  portion 
only  which  will  run  under  the  City  LTall;  and 

3.  x\  proposed  ordinance  appropriating  $3,000,000 
with  which  to  construct  an  undefined  portion  of  the  Ele- 
vated railway  on  Front  street  north  of  Callowhill. 

As  you  have  hitherto  written  to  me,  and  I  have  given 
you  an  opinion  thereon,  there  is  pending  in  Councils  a 
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proposed  ordinance  authorizing  the  negotiation  of  the  $6.- 
000,000  loan  for  the  purposes  approved  at  the  recent 
special  election. 

By  Section  11  of  the  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  P.  L.  234, 
as  re-enacted  by  Act  of  May  11,  1893,  P.  L.  42,  it  is  pro- 
vided : 

''That  no  money  shall  hereafter  be  borrowed  on 
the  faith  and  credit  of  said  cities  (of  the  first  class), 
unless  the  ordinance  or  other  authority  authorizing 
the  same  shall  have  been  introduced  at  one  stated 
meeting  of  the  Common  Council  and  the  draft  there- 
of published  in  at  least  two  of  the  newspapers  of 
the  city,  daily,  four  weeks  before  the  final  considera- 
tion and  passage  thereof  by  the  said  Common  Coun- 
cil, and  at  any  stated  meetings  of  the  Select  Council, 
held  at  least  one  week  after  the  final  consideration 
of  any  such  ordinance  by  the  Common  Council,  the 
Select  Council  may  consider  and  act  upon  any  such 
ordinance." 

From  this  legislation  it  results  that  the  ordinance  au- 
thorizing the  borrowing  of  the  money  cannot  become  ef- 
fective for  a  period  of  five  or  six  weeks  from  the  first 
publication  of  the  advertisement.  Uintil  such  ordinance 
is  passed  authorizing  the  issue  of  the  loan,  no  appropria- 
tion of  the  proceeds  thereof  can  be  made  or  any  work  be 
performed  under  the  appropriation,  for  the  earliest  time 
at  which  this  can  be  done  is,  by  virtue  of  the  Act  of  July 
24,  1913,  P.  L.  976,  "whenever  any  city  of  the  first  class 
shall  be  authorized,  or  shall  hereafter  have  been  author- 
ized, by  the  municipal  authorities  thereof  to  incur  debt 
on  behalf  of  such  city." 

When  the  time  comes  for  the  apportionment  of  the 
money,  the  appropriation  of  so  much  of  the  loan  as  shall 
be  dedicated  by  Councils  to  the  respective  purposes  in 
view  may  be  included  in  each  instance  in  the  ordinance 
or  ordinances  authorizing  the  doing  of  the  constructive 
work  or  of  entering  into  contracts  therefor,  and  they  may 
limit  it  to  particular  sections,  either  as  you  propose  or  in 
some  other  way  to  be  approved  by  them.     Until  Councils 
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shall  act  upon  the  borrowing;  ordinance  the  introduction 
of  the  ordinances  you  now  propose  would  he  pi'cniature.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  inquiry  of  the  18th  inst.  with 
respect  to  Senate  Bill  1015,  ''To  provide  that  proceeds  of 
loans  heretofore  or  hereafter  issued  by  cities  of  the  first 
class  shall  constitute  a  consolidated  loan  fund  which  may 
he  appropriated  and  used  for  any  purpose  for  which  loans 
shall  have  been  authorized  or  issued  by  such  cities." 

Yow  ask  the  purpose  of  this  Act.  which  is  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  Governor — whether  it  is  merely  for  con- 
venience in  bookkeeping  by  the  elimination  of  separate 
accounts  of  the  respective  loan  funds,  or  whether  its  real 
purpose  is  to  permit  the  City  to  use  funds  which  have 
been  appropriated  for  one  purpose  for  another  purpose 
for  which  a  loan  has  been  authorized  but  the  money  is  not 
actually  in  hand. 

This  act  was  prepared  at  the  instance  of  the  City  Con- 
troller, who  in  conjunction  with  the  Mayor  and  the  heads 
(if  otlicr  Departments  of  the  City,  found  great  incon- 
venience in  the  undue  depletion  of  the  loan  funds  of  the 
City  at  times,  and  also  in  having  large  amounts  of  bor- 
rowed money  on  hand  which  would  not  be  made  available 
because  the  purpose  to  which  they  are  to  be  devoted  is 
one  extending  far  into  the  future,  yet  under  the  provisions 
of  the  law  the  City  is  required  to  have  on  hand  the  entire 
amount  needed  for  the  particular  improvement  in  view 
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])efore  it  can  begin  any  of  the  work.  The  result  is  that 
where  a  particular  undertaking  is  to  be  financed  with 
borrowed  money  the  loan  for  the  entire  project  must  be 
issued  and  the  City  required  to  pay  interest  thereon  many 
years  in  advance  of  its  use.  In  the  meanwhile  the  money 
is  lying  in  bank  drawing  two  or  two  and  a  half  per  cent, 
interest,  while  the  City  pays  interest  upon  the  mone^'  so 
borrowed  at  a  considerably  higher  rate.  This  condition 
was  attempted  to  be  remedied  by  the  Act  of  July  24,  1913 
(P.  L.  976).  The  latter  Act,  however,  has  not  proven 
adequate  for  the  purpose  in  the  opinion  of  the  officials 
above  named,  and  further  legislation  along  the  line  of  the 
Act  now  in  the  Governor's  hands  is  needed  completely 
to  effectuate  the  object  in  view.  In  short,  the  present 
proposed  Act  is  not  merely  for  convenience  in  bookkeeping 
but  for  the  substantial  purpose  of  saving  the  City  con- 
siderable sums  which  would  otherwise  be  wasted  in  need- 
less interest  charges,  and  also  to  insure  having  in  the  City 
Treasury  at  all  times  a  sum  large  enough  for  practical 
working  necessities  with  respect  to  the  various  City  im- 
provements which  are  needed,  the  cost  of  which  is  to  be 
met  with  borrowed  money. 

You  will  note  the  proviso  that  the  appropriation  or  use 
of  money  in  excess  of  the  amount  authorized  or  borrowed 
for  a  particular  purpose  is  not  to  be  permitted.  This 
would  seem  sufficiently  to  provide  against  the  undue  use 
of  the  proceeds  of  loans.  The  credit  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia is  such  that  no  difficulty  in  negotiating  duly  au- 
thorized loans  has  ever  been  experienced.  AVhen  the  au- 
thorities, therefore,  have  sanctioned  the  issue  of  a  loan 
there  is  a  moral  certainty  that  the  City  will  be  able  to 
secure  the  money  upon  its  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebt- 
edness, and  legislation  authorizing  the  proceeds  of  all 
loans  to  be  unified  in  one  account  and  used  for  any  of  the 
various  purposes  for  which  money  has  been  borrowed  or 
has  been  authorized  to  be  borrowed  by  the  City  will  not 
only  serve  the  convenience  of  those  charged  with  the  City's 
bookkeeping  in  simplifying  their  accounts,  but  will  also 
save  large  sums  now  uselessly  expended,  and  by  enabling 
the  keeping  up  of  a  loan  balance  neither  too  large  nor  too 


small  for  actual  needs,  will  greatly  better  the  practifal 
workino'  conditions  afTectinji'  the  financial  affiairs  of  the 
ninnicipality.

Dear  Ste  : — Permit  me  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of 
the  letter  of  the  19th  inst.  signed  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  Highways,  approved  by  you,  asking  whether  the 
City  is  now  in  a  position  to  proceed  at  once  with  the 
demolition  of  properties  1619-21-23  Arch  street,  and  in 
reply  thereto  to  say  that  these  properties  were  taken  in  a 
proceeding  for  the  opening  of  the  Parkway  from  Sitx- 
teenth  and  Arch  streets  to  Appletree  street.  The  decree  of 
the  Court  allowing  the  City  to  file  its  bond  was  made 
July  21,  1914,  and  the  bond  of  the  City  was  filed  July 
29.  1914.  From  this  decree  various  property  owners  ap- 
pealed to  the  Supreme  Court,  and  that  tribunal,  in  the 
case  of  the  Insurance  Company  vs.  the  City,  in  an  opinion 
recently  filed,  affirmed  the  decree  of  the  lower  Court  al- 
lowing the  filing  of  the  bond. 

There  is  no  reason,  therefore,  if  the  three  months'  notice 
required  by  the  ordinance  has  been  given  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works,  why  you  should  not  proceed,  if 
you  so  wish,  with  the  demolition  of  these  properties.

indemnifying  the  City  for  any  claims  for  damages  by 
reason  of  placing  the  same  on  the  City  plan  and  the  sub- 
sequent opening  to  the  confirmed  lines  and  grades.  The 
bulk  of  the  bed  of  the  street  has  now  been  dedicated,  and 
within  the  last  few  days  an  agreement  has  been  executed, 
acknowledged  and  recorded  from  Patrick  J.  and  James  T. 
^Vlielan,  indemnifying  the  City  for  any  damages  that  may 
l)e  recovered  hj  reason  of  the  placing  of  the  same  on  the 
City  plan  and  the  subsequent  opening  to  the  confirmed 
lines  and  grade.

Dear  Sir: — In  further  reference  to  the  matter  of  the 
introduction  of  ordinances  for  the  appropriation  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  recent  $0,000,000  loan  borrowed  for  transit 
purposes,  and  referring  to  the  statement  in  my  opinion 
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of  IStli  inst.,  that  the  introduction  of  these  ordinances 
would  1  e  ''premature/'  I  did  not  mean  that  it  woukl  be 
illeiral  to  introduce  such  ordinances  at  the  present  time,  or 
that  they  woukl  he  ineffective  if  so  introduced,  provided 
that  Hual  action  in  relation  to  them  was  postponed  until 
after  the  approval  of  the  ordinance  authorizing  the  borrow- 
ing of  the  money;  in  other  words,  their  introduction  now 
could  be  followed  by  no  immediate  result. 

In  my  reply  to  your  question  I  called  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  ''borrowing"  ordinance  is  required  to  be  ad- 
vertised for  a  period  of  four  w^eeks  after  its  introduction 
in  Common  Council  and,  after  approval  by  that  body,  a 
further  week  must  elapse  before  Select  Council  could  act 
on  it,  as  provided  by  the  Act  of  May  23,  1874.  The  ap- 
propriating ordinances,  on  the  other  hand,  require  no  such 
advertisement  or  lying  over  for  a  week  after  being  passed 
by  ( 'omnion  Council,  and  therefore  they  could  be  enacted 
more  speedily  than  the  ordinance  providing  for  the  issue 
of  the  loan. 

The  same  view  was  presented  by  me  in  an  opinion  to 
the  Mayor  under  date  of  ISTovember  4,  1914,  in  relation  to 
another  loan,  which  will  be  found  in  the  concluding  para- 
graph thereof,  on  page  341  of  the  City  Solicitor's  Opinions 
for  that  year: 

'T  do  not  think  it  would  be  absolutely  illegal  to  in- 
troduce the  appropriating  ordinances  at  once,  but  no 
time  would  be  gained  by  this,  since  such  ordinances 
may  be  passed  in  the  usual  course  without  waiting  the 
four  weeks  required  to  pass  the  loan  ordinances,  and 
serious  practical  difficulty  in  the  way  of  their  imme- 
diate introduction  would  exist."

Deau  Sir:- — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  and  corre- 
spondence relative  to  the  commitment  of  Isabel  Baker,  a 


child  of  thirteen  years,  to  the  Department  of  Public  Health 
and  Charities,  by  Judge  James  E.  Gorman,  of  the  Juve- 
nile Division  of  the  Municipal  Court  of  Philadelphia,  in 
which  you  request  my  opinion  whether  you  should  honor 
this  commitment. 

Section  12  of  the  Act  of  June  11,  1879,  P.  L.  146,  is 
as  follows: 

"Whenever  the  parents  or  proper  guardian  of  any 
infant  unable  to  support  itself,  have  been  convicted 
of  any  of  the  offences  enumerated  in  this  Act,  or  are 
dead  or  cannot  be  found,  and  there  is  no  other  person 
legally  responsible  for  the  maintenance  and  support 
of  such  child,  willing  to  assume  such  support,  or  to 
be  found  within  the  county,  any  magistrate  or  court 
of  record  of  the  county  in  which  such  child  may  be 
found,  may  commit  such  child  to  the  care  and  custody 
of  the  guardians  of  the  poor  of  the  said  county,  but 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  exempt  any  person 
from  the  duty  of  maintaining  and  supporting  such 
child  as  now  imposed  by  law." 

As  the  power  and  duties  of  the  guardians  of  the  poor 
of  Philadelphia  County,  by  Ordinance  of  March  30,  1886, 
page  19,  were  transferred  to  the  Department  of  Charities 
and  Corrections  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  as  the 
Department  of  Charities  and  Corrections  was  abolished 
by  the  Act  of  April  8,  1883,  P.  L.157,  and  the  Department 
of  Public  Health  and  Charities  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
established  in  place  of  the  said  Department  of  Charities 
and  Cori'ection,  such  powers  and  duties  which  were  orig- 
inally vested  in  the  guardians  of  the  poor  are  now  vested 
in  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Charities. 

If  therefore,  the. case  of  Isabel  Baker  falls  within  the 
class  of  infants  contemplated  by  Section  12  of  the  Act  of 
June  11,  1879,  P.  L.  146,  the  commitment  by  a  Judge 
of  the  Municipal  Court  to  your  Department  was  proper. 

From  an  examination  of  the  record,  however,  I  am  of 
opinion  that  the  case  of  Isabel  Baker  is  not  such  a  case  as 
is  (^ntemplated  by  Section  12  of  the  Act  of  1879.  It 
Avould  appear  from  the  investigation  of  Thomas  G.  Parris, 
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('liicf  Probation  Officer  of  the  Juvenile  Division  of  the 
Municipal  Court  of  Philadelphia,  that  both  parents  of 
Isabel  Baker  are  living  in  a  comfortable  home  at  5700 
.\rcdia  street,  where  the  father  is  engaged  in  business. 
There  is  nothing  on  the  record  to  sliow  that  the  parents, 
or  either  of  them,  were  convicted  of  any  of  the  offences 
enumerated  in  the  Act  of  June  11,  1879 ;  the  record  fails 
to  disclose  that  the  parents  are  not  responsible  for  the 
maintenance  and  support  of  their  child. 

The  commitment  in  the  absence  of  such  facts  would 
therefore  be  improper.  ISTevertheless,  as  long  as  the  order 
of  the  Court  stands,  you  would  be  required  to  obey  it.  I 
would  recommend  that  a  petition  to  review  the  action  of 
the  Court  be  presented,  so  that  the  question  may  be  more 
maturely  considered. 

There  also  appears  on  the  record  a  letter  from  Dr. 
Robert  C.  Parrish,  to  the  effect  that  he  examined  Isabel 
Baker,  at  the  request  of  Dr.  Cornell,  for  the  Bureau  of 
Compulsory  Education,  and  found  that  she  was  feeble- 
minded to  a  degree  of  idiocy. 

Under  the  Act  of  June  12,  A.  D.  1913,  P.  L.  494,  the 
parents  of  Isabel  Baker,  by  proper  petition  to  the  Court, 
can  have  the  child  committed  to  the  Eastern  Pennsyl- 
vania State  Institution  for  the  feeble-minded  and  epi- 
leptic. This  institution  was  created  by  the  Legislature 
for  just  such  cases  as  the  one  before  me;  there  the  child 
will  receive  treatment,  training  and  education.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  25th  instant 
relative  to  the  levying  of  a  tax  of  six  per  centum  instead  of 
six-and-a-half  per  centum  in  the  pending  loan  ordinance 
of  six  million  (6,000,000)  dollars  for  Transit  purposes, 
permit  me  to  say : 

The  requirement  of  the:  law  is  that  the  Municipal 
authorities  "levy  an  annual  tax,  the  collection  wdiereof 
shall  commence  the  first  year  after  the  said  increase,  which 
tax  shall  be  equal  to,  and  sufficient  for,  and  applied  exclu- 
sively to  the  payment  of  the  interest  and  principal  of  such 
debt  within  a  period  not  exceeding  thirty  years  from  the 
date  of  such  increase." 

In  the  case  of  Barr  vs.  Philadelphia  (191  Pa.,  4.'JS).  it 
was  held  that  this  requirement  is  fulfilled  if  the  corporate 
authorities,  having  before  them  the  assessed  value  of  the 
jn-operty  and  with  a  knowledge  of  the  sum  required  within 
thirty  years  to  meet  the  interest  and  principal  of  the  new 
<lebt,  fairly  and  in  good  faith  determine  the  tax  whidi  Avill 
be  adequate  for  the  purpose  and  that  the  rate  so  fixed  upon, 
if  reasonably  calculated  to  produce  sufficient  funds,  will 
not  be  set  aside  l>v  the  courts. 
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The  question  therefore  is  at  least  primarily  for  Cuuueils 
to  decide  in  fixing  the  amount  of  the  tax,  and  unless  it 
were  held  that  the  rate  so  determined  was  clearly  in- 
atlequate,  the  action  of  those  bodies  in  the  matter  would 
not  be  interfered  with. 

You  inform  me  in  your  letter  that  the  City  Controller 
has  adyised  you  "that  5.93  per  centum  is  am})le  to  proyide 
for  interest  and  sinking-  fund  requirements.''  It  further 
appears  that  the  change  from  6^  to  (>  per  cent,  was  made 
by  the  Finance  Committee  pursuant  to  a  certificate  from 
the  City  Controller  that  the  latter  rate  would  amply  suffice. 
When  the  draft  of  the  ordinance  was  submitted  to  nu^  by 
y(ni,  the  tax  rate  was  fixed  at  6^  per  centum  and  I  knew 
of  no  change  until  I  read  the  advertisement. 

J  wcndd  refer  you  for  a  further  discussion  of  another 
branch  of  the  subject  to  the  opinions  of  this  Department 
dated  ^farch  5,  1914,  and  September  2.5,  1914,  and  ap- 
])earing  respectively  on  pages  87  and  288  of  the  City 
Solicitor's  Opinions  for  that  year.

Dear  Sir  :- — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  W.  H.  Cou- 
ncil, (^hief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  approved  by  you, 
I'ccpiesting  my  opinion  as  to  the  liability  of  the  First  Troop, 
Philadelphia  City  Cavalry,  for  setting  curb,  paving  cart- 
way and  sidewalk  of  Armory  street,  between  2.'3d  and  24tli 
streets. 
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Accepting  as  true  the  statement  in  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Municipal  Assessments  accompanying  your 
letter,  to  the  effect  that  the  property  in  question  is  owned 
by  the  First  Troop,  Philadelphia  C  ity  Cavalry  and  is  oc- 
cupied by  them  as  an  Armory,  which  is  corroborated  by 
the  brief  of  argument  filed  on  behalf  of  the  Armory  in 
favor  of  exemption,  this  brings  the  matter  squarely  under 
the  case  of  National  Guard  vs.  Tener,  13  W.  IST.  C.  310, 
which  holds  that  property  of  this  nature  is  public  prop- 
erty used  for  public  purposes.  Under  the  Act  of  March 
19,  1903,  Section  3,  therefore,  the  property  in  question 
would  not  be  subject  to  municipal  claims.

Dear  Sir: — There  is  before  you  a  proposed  ordinance, 
containing  an  item  appropriating  $40,000  for  the  alter- 
ation, furnishing  and  improvement  incident  to  the  fitting 
up  of  the  old  Vaux  School,  Twelfth  and  Winter  streets,  for 
court  purposes ;  and  another  proposed  ordinance  authoriz- 
ing the  City  Commissioners  to  employ  an  architect  to 
draw  plans  and  supervise  the  work  of  altering  and  furnish- 
ing the  Vaux  School  building  for  use  of  the  Municipal 
Court. 

The  Yaux  School  is  owned  by  the  First  School  District 
of  Pennsylvania,  and  I  know  of  no  authority  warranting 
any  Department  of  the  City  or  County  officials  to  enter  in- 
to a  lease  for  these  premises,  ISTotwithstanding,  a  pro- 
posed lease  has  been  sent  to  this  office  from  the  Board  of 
Public  Education  or  the  County  Commissioners  (I  do  not 
know  whicli)  renting  the  Yaux  School  to  the  Countv  Com- 
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another  month,  and  so  on  from  month  to  month,  but  author- 
izing an  eviction  at  any  time  upon  twenty  days  notice. 

It  seems  to  me  to  he  entirely  improper  for  the  City  to 
expend  any  sum  such  as  is  proposed  upon  a  property  in 
which  the  City  has  no  title ;  that  it  has  no  lease  of  for  any 
adequate  period;  and  upon  which  it  is  agreed  that  a  ''For 
Sale"'  sign  shall  remain,  indicating  that  the  Board  of 
Public  Education  intends  to  sell  it  when  it  can. 

I  call  these  matters  to  your  attention,  respectfully  sug- 
gesting a  veto  and  recommending  that  arrangements  be 
made  either  for  the  taking  over  of  the  premises  for  a  long 
period  or  their  absolute  sale  to  the  City.  Certainly  no 
business  house  would  expend  such  a  sum  upon  such  a 
shadowy  tenure.

Deaii  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  May  loth 
in  regard  to  a  proposition  to  abate  certain  nuisances  upon 
private  alleys  on  Westmoreland  street,  west  of  Eighteenth 
street. 

It  appears  that  by  lowering  the  grade  of  Westmoreland 
street,  those  alleys  have  been  left  far  above  the  new  grade 
and  access  to  them  is  so  cut  off,  thus  interfering  with  the 
drainage  from  the  alleys  and  with  the  collection  of  gar- 
bage. 

Two  plans  are  submitted  for  the  proposed  work  as  to 
which  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Health  says : 

"Plan  Xo.  1  is  the  better  j)lan  for  constructive  pur- 
poses.    That  plan,   however,   calls   for  stairways  on 
11 
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the  sidewalk  of  Westmoreland  street  and  would  not 
only  give  greater  safety  but  would  cost  less  to  con- 
struct. Plan  No.  2  calls  for  stairwa_ys  to  the  huilt 
wholly  on  private  property,  that  is,  within  the  alleys, 
but  with  walls  encroaching  on  the  lots  adjacent  to 
Westmoreland  street.  This  plan  would  be  less  safe 
than  Plan  No.,  1  and  would  cost  more  to  build." 

The  inquires  made  are  which  plan  is  preferable,  whether 
either  is  legal,  and  if  so,  how  the  cost  of  the  work  should 
be  apportioned  among  the  property  owners  affected, 

I  know  of  no  authority  for  the  proposed  improvement 
unless  it  is  to  be  found  in  the  Act  of  June  25,  1913,  P.  L. 
541,  which  autho:^'izes  the  Board  of  Health  to  abate  nuis- 
ances upon  private  alleys  when  the  owner  or  owners  of 
abutting  property  refuse  to  do  so ;  and  where  such  nuis- 
ances are  caused  by  the  improper  grading  or  defective 
jiaving  of  the  alleys,  upon  the  refusal  or  neglect  of  the 
owners  to  grade,  pave  or  repave  the  same  wathin  ten  days 
after  service  of  notice  so  to  do,  then  further  authority 
is  conferred  upon  the  Board  of  Health  to  do  the  work  of 
grading,  paving  or  repaving.  The  cost  of  abating  the 
nuisances  and  of  the  grading,  paving  or  repaving  to  be 
charged  against  the  owners  of  the  abutting  property  in 
their  j)roper  proportions  and  to  be  collected  by  the  filing 
of  liens. 

The  two  blueprints  Nos,  1  and  2  submitted  with  your 
inquiry  appear  to  contemplate  quite  extensive  improve- 
ments consisting  in  the  erection  of  concrete  stairways,  and 
perhaps  of  other  w^ork. 

As  between  the  two  plans  suggested,  No.  1  seems,  from 
wdiat  is  stated  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau,  to  be  the  pre 
ferable  one,  but  I  greath'  doubt  whether  such  work  is  with- 
in the  contemplation  of  the  Act  of  1913.  So  far  as  con- 
cerns the  building  of  the  stairways  as  proposed,  these 
would  appear  to  have  no  relation  to  the  grading,  paving 
or  repaving  which,  in  addition  to  the  removal  of  the  nuis- 
ances, is  alone  authorized  by  that  statute. 

I  would  suggest  that  if  the  building  of  these  stairways 
is  deemed  essential,  the  attention  of  Councils  should  be 
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cjillcd  to  the  iuatter,  uiid  the  passaiie  of  an  ordiuaiu-e  ui'ucl 
authorizing;  the  constructive  work  of  building  the  stairway 
aiid  adjustiuii'  the  drainaiie,  to  l)e  (h)ne  eith(>r  h_v  tlie  1  )e- 
])artnient  of  Pul)]ic  Works  or  by  your  own  Department,  or 
hy  the  two  De])artments  in  conjunction,  and  making  the 
necessary  appropriation  for  the  purpose,  or  at  least  for  so 
nuTch  thereof  as  will  be  needed  for  the  building  of  the 
stairways  as  distiuct  from  the  readjnstment  of  the  drain- 
age.

Gentlemen  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication 
requesting  my  opinion  upon  the  case  of  Frederick  Gal- 
lagher, whom  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  desires 
to  reinstate  as  a  patrolman.  It  seems  that  the  l)e|)ai-t- 
ment  believes  that  Frederick  Gallagher's  case  comes  within 
the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  recent  case  of 
Hugh  Gallagher  vs.  City,  and  you  inquire  whether,  in  my 
opinion,  that  case  is  applicable  to  the  facts  now  before  you. 

I  have  carefully  read  your  argument  in  support  of  the 
contention  that  the  Supreme  Court  decision  is  not  applic- 
able, and  that  as  the  reinstatement  was  not  sought  until 
the  expiration  of  the  year  prescribed  in  your  rules,  it 
cannot  be  made.  In  view  of  the  sweeping  character  of 
the  decision  in  the  Gallagher  case.  I  hesitate  to  express 
an  opinion  as  to  what  the  Courts  would  hold  respecting 
the  law  on  the  case  now  before  you.  The  most  that  one 
can  say  is  that  the  question  is  extremely  doubtful,  and 
that  it  will  require  the  decision  of  the  Courts  to  finally 
settle  it. 
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I  would  suggest,  therefore,  that  you  be  guided  broadly 
in  your  action  by  what  you  consider  to  be  to  the  best  in- 
terest of  Civil  Service,  and  if  the  case  finally  reaches  the 
Court,  this  Department  will  endeavor  to  uphold  whatever 
action  you  may  see  fit  to  take.

Dear  Sib: — ^I  have  your  letter  of  May  28th,  asking 
whether  the  case  of  Edmundson  vs.  Board  of  Education 
of  Pittsburgh,  recently  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court, 
in  which  it  was  held  that  bidders  should  not  be  permitted 
to  name  their  own  time  for  the  completion  of  public 
work,  would  prevent  the  fixing  of  penalties  and  premiums 
for  non-completion  within  a  fixed  time  or  completion  be- 
fore such  time. 

There  is  nothing  in  that  case  which  would  forbid  or  pre- 
vent following  such  course,  provided  that  a  definite  time  is 
fixed  by  the  Department  advertising  for  the  bids. 

You  state  that  it  has  been  your  understanding  that  for 
some  unknown  reason  it  was  not  possible  to  offer  premiums 
of  this  character  on  municipal  work  in  this  State,  and  you 
inquire  as  to  the  foundation  for  that  belief. 

It  has  been  quite  usual  to  fix  penalties  for  non-com- 
pletion within  a  prescribed  time,  and  there  can  be  no  ol)- 
jection  to  this  course  if  the  specification  clearly  indicate 
the  amount  of  the  penalty,  per  day  or  othewise,  and  the 
time  at  which  it  will  begin  to  accrue  if  the  work  be  not 
then  completed. 

With  respect  to  the  payment  of  premiums  for  comple- 
tion before  the  time  so  determined,  there  is  perhaps  in- 
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liei'ciitlv  111)  I'casoii  wliv  this  mi^ht  not  also  he  .Iniic,  1ml 
tlierc  are  certain  ])raetical  objections  thereto,  foi'  ir  is  to  he 
home  in  mind  that  by  the  law  rehitinii'  to  niunicipal  cnii- 
tracts  tliey  ninst  be  preceded  by  an  appropriation  snHicicnt 
to  cover  the  entire  contract  price,  which  ])ric('  slmnld  be 
fixed,  and  is  to  be  endorsed  by  the  City  Controller  upon  ihc 
contract  as  a  (h^bit  against  the  appropriation. 

It  follows  that  if  premiums  for  early  com])letion  wci-c 
offered,  the  appropriation,  and  the  amount  stated  as  tlie 
limit  of  the  contract  would  have  to  be  sufHcicnt  to  mwr 
any  such  premiums,  in  addition  to  the  contract  price:  an  i 
furthermore,  the  contract  limitation  would  be  wanting  in 
the  necessary  degree  of  detiniteuess  unless  in  designating 
the  amount  of  the  premium  per  day  a  maxinnim  nund)er 
of  days  would  be  stipulated.  These  considerations  would 
seem  to  make  impracticable  the  course  suggested.

Dkai:  Sn?: — Tn  reply  to  yours  of  the  28th  of  Mi\\\  in 
regard  to  the  readjustment  of  the  lines  of  Dyott  street 
made  necessary  by  an  error  on  the  part  of  the  William 
('ramp  cV  Sons  Ship  and  Engine  Building  Company  ha\- 
ing  built  out  in  the  roadway,  I  advise  you  as  follows: 

The  Ordinance  of  July  7,  1014,  entitled  "An  Ordinance 
to  authorize  the  revision  of  the  lines  and  grade's  of  Dyott 
street,  from  Delaware  avenue  northeastward,  contained  tlie 
following  ])roviso : 

"That  before  the  plan  of  said  revision  may  be  con- 
firmed the  William  Cramp  tfc  Sons  Ship  and  Engine 
('ompany  shall,  witliin  one  year  from  the  date  of  the 
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approval  of  this  ordinance,  dedicate,  or  cause  to  1  e 
dedicated,  to  the  City,  the  strip  of  ground  to  be  taken 
by  this  revision  situate  upon  the  northwest  side  of 
Dyott  street,  between  Delaware  avenue  and  a  point 
about  four  hundred  and  three  (403)  feet  northeast- 
ward therefrom,  and  shall  file  a  bond,  in  form  satis- 
factory to  the  City  Solicitor,  binding  itself  to  pay  all 
the  cost  of  resetting  curbs,  repaving  cartways  and 
sidewalks  and  the  making  of  all  the  physical  changes 
necessary  to  conform  the  street  improvements  to  the 
lines  and  grades  as  revised  under  authority  of  this 
ordinance  and  of  the  ordinance  approved  the  twenty- 
sixth  day  of  June,  1912  entitled  'An  Ordinance  to 
strike  from  the  City  plan  and  vacate  a  portion  of 
Dyott  street,  between  ISTorris  and  Richmond  streets' 
in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Bureau  of  Highways, 
including  the  removal  of  stone  blocks  taken  from  the 
street  and  not  needed  in  the  repaving  thereof,  and 
which  shall  remain  the  property  of  the  City,  to  such 
place  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Bureau  of  High- 
ways." 

The  Bureau  of  Surveys  estimated  that  the  cost  of  the  im- 
provements under  the  wording  of  this  proviso  w^ould  be 
$11,073.00.  A  bond  in  this  amount  was  prepared  and 
sent  to  Joseph  Gilfillan.  Esq.,  Attorney  for  the  William 
Cramp  6>:  Sons  Ship  and  Engine  Building  Company,  on 
JSTovember  17,  1914,  with  the  request  that  the  same  he  ex- 
ecuted and  returned,  to  this  office,  l^o  reply  w\as  received 
until  .AFay  6,  1915,  on  which  date  Mr.  Gilfillan  wrote  that 
he  had  been  notified  by  ^Mr.  Webster,  Chief  of  the  Survey 

F^ureau,  that  under  date  of  December  30th  last,  he  had 
notified  the  City  Solicitor  that  the  bond  might  be  made  iu 
the  sum  of  $1,757.00,   and  Mr.   Gilfillan  ^-equested   that 

a  bond  be  prepared  in  this  amount. 

In  oi'der  to  comply  with  the  proviso  of  the  ordinance  it 
would  seem  that  the  larger  amount  is  the  proper  one  while 
the  smaller  amount  is  the  amount  that  would  be  necessary 
to  repair  that  portion  of  the  street  which  is  actually  torn 
up  by  the  proposed  changes,  but  will  not  bring  the  street 
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to  tlie  lines  and   grades   revised   under   the   terms   of   the 

ordinance.

•'In  reply  to  yonr  favor  of  the  Gth  instant  in  regard 
to  the  !)ond  to  be  executed  by  William  (ramp  &  Sons 
Ship  and  Engine  Building  Company  et  al  under  ordi- 
nance approved  July  7th,  1914,  which  was  drawn  in 
accordance  with  instructions  from  the  Survey  Bureau 
as  to  the  cost  of  resetting  curbs,  repaving  cartwa\s 
and  sidewalks  and  the  making  of  all  the  physical 
changes  necessary  to  conform  the  street  improvements 
,to  the  lines  and  grades  as  revised  under  authority  of 
this  ordinance  and  of  the  ordinance  approved  the 
twenty-sixth  day  of  June,  1912,  entitled  'An  ordi- 
nance to  strike  from  the  City  plan  and  vacate  a 
portion  of  Dyott  street,  between  ISTorris  and  Richmond 
streets,'  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Bureau  of 
Highways,  including  the  removal  of  stone  blocks 
taken  from  the  street  and  not  needed  in  the  repaving 
thereof,  and  which  shall  remain  the  property  of  the 
City,  to  such  place  as  shall  be  designated  by  the 
Bureau  of  Highways.  This  cost  was  estimated  at 
$11,073.00. 

The  figure  of  $4,757.00,  which  was  a  subsequent 
estimate,  was  not  based  upon  the  strict  compliance 
with  the  terms  of  the  ordinance  but  upon  the  amount 
sufficient  to  make  the  improvements  on  each  side  of 
the  street. 

If  you  will  ask  ]\rr.  Webster  to  certify  to  the  C'ity 
Solicitor  that  the  sum  of  $4,757.00  will  be  sufficient 
to  pay  the  cost  of  the  improvements  under  the  terms 
of  the  ordinance  the  bond  will  be  drawn  in  this  sum. 
otherwise  the  bond  sent  you  is  in  the  proper  amount. 
I  shall  be  glad  to  have  a  conference  with  you  on 
this  matter  at  any  time  you  may  fix."

Dear  Sir  : — T  am  in  receipt  of  joiw  letter  of  May  2Sth, 
inquiring  ''whether  or  not  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
after  holding  a  competitive  examination  can  delay  publish- 
ing results  of  such  examination  because  a  list  of  four  or 
more  names  exist  on  a  previous  list  for  the  same  class  or 
position." 

The  compilation  and  publication  of  eligible  lists  is  en- 
tirely within  the  discretion  of  the  Commission,  its  sole 
duty  being  to  prepare  the  lists  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  statute  and  have  them  ready  when  positions 
are  to  be  filled  to  which  the  lists  are  applicable.  As  long, 
therefore,  as  they  have  an  eligible  list  which  is  not  ex- 
hausted and  has  four  or  more  names  upon  it,  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  they  have  the  power  to  withhold  the  publica- 
tion of  a  list  prepared  at  a  later  date. 

Under  its  rules  no  list  can  exist  for  a  period  of  less  than 
one  or  more  than  three  years.  The  (Commission,  of  course, 
would  be  bound  by  this  rule,  but  within  that  time  tlie  pul)- 
licatiou  of  the  lists  is  a  matter  within  the  discretion  of  that 
body.  It  might  well  be  contended  that  it  would  be  in- 
e(juita])le  to  withdra\v  a  list  which  has  four  or  more  names 
upon  it  before  it  is  exhausted,  for  it  would  defeat  the 
chances  of  those  on  it  to  secure  positions  in  the  City's 
service.

Dkar  Sir: — I  have  your  further  commuuicatiou  in  ref- 
erence to  the  question  whether  the  Board  of  Iliii'liwavs 
Supervisors  should  grant  a  permit  for  the  oonstruction  of 
a  siding  by  the  Philadelphia  and  Eeading  Eailway  Com- 
pany on  Xoble  street,  west  of  Twelfth,  without  awaiting 
the  favorable  action  of  the  Public  Service  Commission. 

In  an  ordinance  approved  April  first  of  this  year  it  was 
implied,  if  not  distinctly  expressed,  that  the  necessary 
])ermit  should  not  be  issued  until  that  Commission  has 
authorized  the  construction  of  the  siding.  Tn  a  new  ordi- 
nance, approved  -Tune  3,  1915,  this  requirement  has  been 
omitted,  the  other  provisions  of  the  two  ordinances  1  icing 
identical. 

I  do  not  think  an  improvement  of  this  character  recpiires 
the  assent  of  the  State  Public  Service  Commission.  an<l 
Councils  having  indicated  its  purpose  to  recede  from  that 
requirement.  I  am  of  opinion  that  you  would  be  justified

T>EAn  Sir: — T  have  your  letter  of  the  5th  inst.  in  fur- 
ther reference  to  a   proposed  provision   in  contracts  for 
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the  payment  of  premiums  to  the  contractor  for  completion 
of  the  work  earlier  than  the  time  fixed  in  the  specifications 
as  that  at  which  it  was  agreed  that  the  work  shall  be 
finished. 

In  answer  to  your  first  inquiry  on  this  subject  I  stated 
in  conjunction  with  certain  practical  difficulties  in  the 
way  of  this  course,  that  "there  is  perhaps  inherently  no 
reason  why  this  may  not  also  be  done."  In  your  present 
letter  you  state  circumstances  under  which  in  special  cases 
the  practical  objections  would  not  exist.  It  is  to  be  re- 
membered, however,  that  the  offering  of  premiums  as  pro- 
posed is  a  total  innovation  in  the  method  long  pursued  by 
the  City  with  respect  to  its  contracts. 

Other  objections  besides  those  noted  in  my  first  letter 
to  you  are  that  a  contract  with  provisions  for  increasing 
the  cost  by  awarding  premiums  is  necessarily  indefinite 
in  character,  and,  besides,  the  amount  which  must  be 
added  to  the  contract  limitation  in  order  to  provide  for 
possible  premiums  reduces  the  part  of  the  appropriation 
which  may  be  otherwise  available  at  least  until  the  com- 
pletion of  the  contract  and  the  ascertainment  of  the  exact 
amount  due  the  contractor  therefor. 

On  the  whole  it  seems  to  me  very  doubtful  whether  it 
is  wise  to  complicate  our  municipal  contracts  by  such  a 
provision,  which  as  yet  has  been  untried,  and  which,  I 
think,  would  probably  not  prove  to  be  in  the  best  interests 
of  the  City.  Unlike  the  case  of  private  contracts,  these 
call  for  the  expenditure  of  the  money  of  the  taxpayers, 
and  anything  which  has  even  the  appearance  of  being  a 
premium  or  gift  thereof  is  likely  to  be  regarded  with 
disfavor  and  possibly  in  some  cases  with  suspicion.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  George  S. 
Webster,  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  dated  Alav  2(), 
1915,  approved  by  you,  requesting  my  opinion  as  to 
whether,  or  not,  the  bed  of  Sixth  street  as  originally  placed 
on  the  City  plan  of  the  width  of  fifty  feet,  from  Fishers 
Lane  to  London  street,  is  a  legally  opened  street. 

In  reply  thereto  I  advise  yon  as  follows : 

From  Mr.  Webster's  letter  I  glean  that  a  large  tract  of 
gi'onnd  covering  the  bed  of  Sixth  street  was  conveyed  by 
Jeremiah  L.  Hutchinson  and  wife  to  the  City  Land  As- 
sociation, which  deed  contained  a  recital  to  the  effect  that 
.lereraiah  L.  Hutchinson  by  a  certain  deed  poll  or  release 
dated  the  twelfth  day  of  February,  A.  D.  L'^^O,  and  in- 
tended to  be  recorded,  did  lay  out  and  open  and  appro- 
priate to  public  use  forever  certain  streets,  lanes  and  ave- 
nues therein  named  and  marked  upon  the  plan  of  that 
section  filed  in  the  Survey  Office  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia according  to  the  directions  thereof  as  shown  on  the 
said  plan.  It  does  not  appear  from  Mr,  Webster's  com- 
munication that  this  deed  poll  or  release  was  ever  re- 
corded. 

Sixth  street  from  Fishers  Lane  to  Loudon  street  of  the 
width  of  fifty  feet  was  confirmed  by  the  Court  of  Quarter 
Sessions  March  18,  1867,  upon  a  plan  of  the  Fourth 
Section  of  the  Survey  and  Regulation  of  the  Township 
of  Bristol.  The  street  was  subsequently  placed  on  the 
City  plan  of  the  width  of  sixty  feet  by  confirmation  of 
the  Board  of  Surveyors  August  3,  1896. 

The  City  Land  Association  sold  off  lots  abutting  on 
vSixth  street  of  the  width  of  fifty  feet,  and  there  has  never 
been  any  conveyance  of  the  bed  of  this  fifty  feet  street 
since  the  deed  to  the  City  Land  Association. 

Under  this  statement  of  facts  and  in  view  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  of  May  9,  1SS9.  P.  L.  173,  which  in- 
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validates  the  dedication  of  streets  "by  the  filing  of  a  plot 
thereof  after  twenty-one  years  non-user,  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  before  the  street  can  be  placed  upon  the 
records  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  as  legally  opened  there 
should  be  afiidavits  to  the  effiect  that  the  street  has  been 
opened  to  the  width  of  fifty  feet  and  in  public  use  within 
twenty-one  (21)  years.

My  Dear  Mr.  Browis^  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter 
of  the  10th  inst.,  asking  the  views  of  this  Department 
upon  Senate  Bill  iSTo.  983,  "To  provide  that  assessments 
of  damages  for  the  opening  or  widening  of  any  street  or 
highway  in  any  City  or  borough  or  other  municipality  of 
this  Commonwealth  shall  include  all  damage  for  the  open- 
ing or  widening  of  the  street  or  highway  at  the  existing 
confirmed  grade  of  such  street  or  highway." 

This  bill  extends  to  boroughs  and  other  municipal  di- 
visions of  the  State  the  law  as  it  now  exists  with  reference 
to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  under  which  this  City  has 
been  practicing  for  many  years.  I  know  of  no  reason  why 
the  bill  shotild  not  be  approved. 

Thank  you  for  the  opportunity  to  examine  the  proposed 
measure  before  its  approval.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  Tth  inst.,  with  ref- 
erence to  the  payment  to  the  Southwestern  Surety  Insur- 
ance Company  of  the  sum  of  $12,673.50,  found  to  be  due 
hy  the  estimates  of  Mr.  Philip  H.  Johnson,  architect, 
under  the  contract  originally  entered  into  with  Mark  P. 
Wells  dated  October  15,  1912,  for  the  erection  of  Cottages 
F.  G  and  H,  Philadelphia  Institution  for  Feeble  Minded. 
Byberry,  Pennsylvania. 

The  contract  was  annulled  on  ISTovember  12,  1914,  by 
the  City  for  failure  of  the  Contractor  to  proceed  with  the 
work,  etc.,  and  the  construction  has  since  been  continued 
by  the  Southwestern  Surety  Insurance  Company,  his 
surety  on  the  bonds  accompanying  the  contract. 

On  February  26,  1915,  the  City  Controller  was  advised 
by  this  Department  in  reference  to  a  previous  payment 
upon  this  account  that  since  the  work  for  which  the  money 
then  in  question  was  due  had  been  done  by  the  South- 
western Surety  Insurance  Company  subsequent  to  the 
annulment  of  the  contract,  the  payment  might  properly  l)e 
made.     Copy  of  opinion  is  enclosed  herewith, 

I  understand  that  similar  facts  now  exist,  to  wit,  that 
the  sum  of  $12,673.50,  for  which  payment  is  demanded, 
is  for  work  done  by  the  Surety  Company  after  the  annul- 
ment of  the  contract  and  which,  under  the  terms  thereof, 
is  now  due  from  the  City, 

Since  the  last  payment  suit  has  been  brought  against 
the  City  by  Mark  P,  Wells,  the  original  contractor,  to  the 
use  of  Harry  E.  Clark,  but  no  statement  has  been  filed 
therein  as  yet,  and  it  is  therefore  not  definitely  learned 
what  is  the  precise  ground  upon  which  suit  is  brought  or 
the  amount  claimed.  I  do  not  see.  however,  how  this  can 
affect  the  right  of  the  Surety  Company  to  be  paid  the 
estimated  amount  due  for  work  done  by  that  company 
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itself  since  the  anuulment  of  the  contract,  and  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  thereof,  and  I  think  no  reason 
exists  whj  such  payment  may  not  be  made,  especially  as 
otherwise  the  Surety  Company  might  possibly  refuse  to 
proceed  with  the  work. 

From  the  correspondence  submitted  with  your  letter 
some  question  seems  to  have  arisen  as  to  whether  an 
affidavit  should  be  required  of  the  Southwestern  Com- 
pany "giving  all  claims  and  liabilities  for  labor  and  ma- 
terial against  the  building"  before  making  payment  to  it. 
It  would  appear  therefrom  that  a  conference  was  held 
between  the  Southwestern  Company  and  yourself  upon 
the  subject  on  May  14th  last.  This  Department  has  no 
knowledge  of  what  then  occurred,  or  what  understanding 
was  reached  by  the  parties  to  such  conference. 

The  twenty-eighth  section  of  the  Specifications  reserves 
to  the  Director  of  your  Department  the  right  to  demand 
at  any  time,  before  payment  for  work  or  materials,  a 
properly  executed  affidavit  from  the  contractor  giving  all 
claims  and  liabilities  for  labor  and  material  against  the 
building.  This  gives  to  you  the  discretionary  power  to 
say  whether  such  affidavit  should  be  required  in  the  present 
instance.  The  object  of  this  requirement  is  evidently  to 
protect  the  sub-contractors  and  material  men,  and  as  the 
''penal  bond"  in  this  case  has  expired  by  lapse  of  time,  it 
may  be  that  insistence  upon  the  provision  of  Specification 
28  is  necessary  or  advisable  for  that  purpose.  This,  how- 
ever, is  a  matter  for  your  own  judgment,  the  enforcement 
of  this  stipulation  being  optional.  This  Department  can 
only  instruct  you  that  you  have  the  legal  right  to  require 
such  an  affidavit  if  you  deem  it  proper  to  do  so.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  a  letter  from  your  Secretary  stating 
that  your  attention  has  been  called  to  Act  No.  138,  ap- 
proved Ma}^  3,  1915,  having  the  apparent  effect  of  re- 
quiring legal  notices  to  be  published  in  an  Italian  daily 
newspaper  and  a  Yiddish  daily  newspaper  of  general  cir- 
culation, in  counties  containing  a  population  according 
to  the  last  United  States  census  of  over  40,000  people  who 
emigrated  from  Italy,  or  of  over  40,000  Yiddish  speaking 
persons  who  emigrated  from  Europe;  and  inquiring  as 
to  your  duty  in  pursuance  of  such  Act  with  regard  to  the 
various  advertisements  which  jon  are  now  by  law  required 
to  publish. 

The  Act  has  already  been  under  consideration  by  this 
Department,  and  as  its  constitutionality  is  in  doubt  it  has 
been  made  the  subject  of  a  test  case  between  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  and  the  Sheriff  respecting  advertisement 
of  writs  for  the  revival  of  tax  liens,  which  was  argued  in 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  No.  4  this  morning,  and  we  hope 
for  a  speedy  ruling. 

The  view  of  this  Department  is  that  the  Act  is  uncon- 
stitutional, and  I  would  suggest,  that  until  the  Courts 
shall  pass  upon  the  question,  the  advertisement  of  ordi- 
nances and  of  invitations  to  bid  for  Cit}'  contracts  be  con- 
tinued as  heretofore,  without  reference  to  the  new  Act. 

As  to  notices  of  an  election  for  an  increase  of  indebt- 
edness, or  for  the  division  of  wards,  the  decision  of  the 
Court  will  in  all  probability  be  reached  before  such 
measures  will  be  immediately  in  question. 
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You  will  be  promptly  advised  of  the  result  of  the  liti- 
gation.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  inquiry  of  the  16th  inst. 
whether,  in  view  of  the  Act  ajDproved  June  5,  1915,  to 
provide  that  the  proceeds  of  loans  issued  by  cities  of  the 
iirst  class  shall  constitute  a  consolidated  loan  fund,  etc.. 
it  is  essential  to  file  the  statement  of  indebtedness  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  as  required  by 
the  Act  of  April  20,  1874,  before  crediting'  on  the  books 
of  your  Department  and  proceeding  to  expend  the  loan 
of  $4,325,000  authorized  to  be  borrowed  by  Ordinance  of 
May  6,  1915.  and  appropriated  bv  Ordinance  of  June  3. 
1915. 

The  provision  of  the  Act  of  1874  and  of  later  Acts  in 
which  the  language  thereof  is  repeated,  fixes  the  time  at 
which  the  statement  is  to  be  filed  in  the  Court  of  Quarter 
Sessions  as  "before  issuing  any  such  obligation  or  se- 
curity." I  do  not  find  in  the  Act  of  June  5,  1915,  to 
which  you  refer,  anything  which  makes  the  requirement 
of  the  Act  of  1874  attach  at  an  earlier  period.  The  ques- 
tion you  now  ask  might  also  have  arisen  under  the  Act  of 
July  24,  1913  (P.  L.  976)  making  it  lawiul  for  appro- 
priations to  be  made  and  contracts  to  be  entered  into  and 
work  and  material  to  be  done  and  furnished  thereunder 
when  funds  for  the  purpose  shall  have  been  authorized 
to  be  borrowed  without  awaiting  the  issue  of  such  loans 
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or  the  receipt  of  the  money  to  be  borrowed,  but  I  do  not 
think  that  the  latter  Act  or  that  of  June  5,  1915,  changes 
the  provision  of  the  Act  of  1874:  above  referred  to,  and 
am  therefore  of  opinion  that  yoii  are  not  required  to  file 
the  statement  in  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  as  provided 
by  the  last  mentioned  Act  until  the  loan  or  loans  author- 
ized are  about  to  be  issued.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  your  letter  of  June  lltli 
with  reference  to  a  proposed  settlement  with  the  Phila- 
delphia Electric  Company  for  charges  accrued  to  the  City 
under  ordinance  requiring  a  license  fee  of  $5.00  for  each 
pole,  together  wdth  an  annual  maintenance  charge  of  $L()0 
each  for  wooden  poles.  It  appears  that  a  discrepaiiry 
having  been  discovered  between  the  returns  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Electric  Company  at  the  end  of  1912,  and  the 
records  of  the  Electrical  Bureau,  the  Chief  of  that  Bureau 
has  investigated  the  subject,  and  as  a.  result  thereof  he 
found  that  there  are  existing  2,081  lamp  posts  on  which  the 
$5.00  charge  should  be  paid,  the  unpaid  maintenance 
charges  being  uncertain  and  difficult  of  ascertainment  l)y 
reason  of  constant  changes  during  the  year  in  the  use  of 
poles,  and  of  the  indefinite  manner  in  which  the  Ifooks  of 
the  City  relating  to  this  subject  have  been  kept.  It  is 
now  proposed  to  accept  the  sum  of  $10,405,  being  the 
12 
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$r).00  charge  upon  each  pole,  the  annual  maintenance 
charge  being  paid  in  the  future  as  from  January  1,  1915, 
and  such  maintenance  charges  for  the  past  being  remitted ; 
and  the  subject  is  referred  to  this  Department  for  an 
opinion  whether  you  would  be  justified  in  making  such 
settlement,  which  I  understand  has  been  tentatively  agreed 
to  by  the  Philadelphia  Electric  Company. 

If  the  pi'oposed  settlement  is  deemed  by  you  a  proper 
and  desirable  one  in  the  interests  of  the  City,  I  think  the 
right  course  is  to  submit  the  facts  to  Councils  with  a  re- 
quest or  recommendation  that  a  resolution  be  passed  by 
those  bodies  authorizing  an  adjustment  between  the  City 
and  the  company  upon  the  basis  suggested,  the  subject 
being  brought  to  the  attention  of  Councils  either  by  your- 
self or  the  Mayor.

governing  contract  M'ork  has  been  complied  with,  and  that 
it  is  your  custom  to  accept  the  certiticates  as  satisfactoi-y 
evidence  of  such  compliance,  and  you  ask  to  be  advised 
whethei'  your  duty  recpiires  an  investigation  to  jiscertaiii 
the  truth  or  falsity  of  the  charges,  or  whetlun'  yon  should 
accept  the  verbal  statement  of  the  contractor,  already  nuuh' 
to  you,  that  he  is  complying  with  the  law;  also,  what  is  the 
duty  of  your  Department  in  case  the  truth  of  the  chai'gc 
shonhl  seem  to  be  established  by  an  investigation. 

1  assume  that  the  complaint  referred  to  is  in  relation  to 
the  ordinance  of  December  10,  1901  (page  309),  which  in 
substance  ])rovides  that  only  citizens  of  the  United  States 
who  are  competent  and  first  class  workmen  shall  be  em- 
ployed upon  municipal  work  in  this  City,  and  that  such 
workmen  in  order  to  be  deemed  "skilled"  must  be  paid 
such  rate  of  wages  and  for  such  hours  of  work  as  shall  lie 
the  established  and  current  rate  of  wages  paid  for  s\ich 
hours  by  the  employers  of  organized  labor  in  the  doinii  of 
similar  work. 

The  second  section  of  the  ordinance  requir(\s  that  1  cfore 
any  warrant  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  City  Controller 
the  contractor  shall  first  file  with  him  an  affidavit  stating 
that  he  has  fully  complied  with  the  terms  of  the  ordinance 
and  that  he  has  employed  under  said  contract  only  citizens 
of  the  Vnited  States  who  are  competent  and  first-class 
workmen,  as  defined  in  Section  1  of  the  ordinance.  The 
]>enalty  provided  by  Section  3  for  failure  to  comply  Mith 
the  terms  of  the  ordinance  or  to  fill  the  required  affidavit 
is  the  deduction  of  the  sum  of  $5.00  each  day  for  each 
person  who  may  have  been  employed  in  or  about  the  work 
who  shall  not  have  been  a  competent  and  first-class  work- 
man as  therein  defined. 

This  Department  has  V)een  repeatedly  called  on  to  con- 
sider the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  has  at  various 
times  expressed  the  view  that  by  reason  of  the  require- 
ment of  the  Act  of  1874,  that  contracts  for  City  work 
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must  he  let  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  the  validity  of 
the  ordinance  cannot  be  sustained,  such  having  been  the 
decision  of  the  C^ourts  in  several  cases  with  respect  to 
similar  ordinances  of  other  cities  etc.  See,  for  instance, 
pai>,e  -too  of  the  Opinions  of  the  City  Solicitor  for  191:^, 
under  date  of  September  20th  of  that  year;  also,  page  323, 
Opinions  of  the  City  Solicitor  for  1914. 

Without  respect  to  the  validity  of  the  ordinance,  how- 
ever, you  will  note  tliat  by  Section  2  of  the  required  affi- 
davit is  to  be  filed  with  the  City  Controller  and  no  specific 
duty  in  the  matter  seems  to  have  been  placed  upon  the 
heads  of  the  executive  Departments. 

Answering  your  question,  therefore,  I  reply  that  you  are 
not  obliged  to  institute  an  investigation  unless  for  your 
own  information  you  desire  so  to  do,  as  the  responsibility 
for  action  rests  with  the  C^ity  Controller.

Dkar  Sir: — I  have  the  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the  Elec- 
trical Bureau  approved  by  you,  dated  June  9th  last,  stating 
that  in  conformity  with  the  opinion  of  this  Department  of 
July  22,  1912  he  has  endeavored  to  obtain  from  the  Bell 
Telephone  Company  a  duct  on  South  Fifty-second  street 
but  that  the  Company  has  verbally  stated  that  it  could  not 
furnish  such  duct  though  if  it  had  a  spare  one  would  do 
so  as  a  matter  of  accommodation,  but  did  not  recognize  the 
right  of  the  City  to  demand  one,  bringing  forward  in  sup- 
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port  of  tliis  coiitciition  a  case  in  tlie  (^oiirt  of  ('oniinoii 
Pleas  No.   4  and  a  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  dated 
-Mav  -J.   1S!)8,  a  copj  of  which  the  Chief  ol'  tlic   I5nic:ni 
states  that  he  encloses  with  his  letter.     Xo  copv  of  ilic  dc 
cision  referred  to  was  enclosed  as  so  stated.   Imr  llic  i\v 
cision  in  (piestion  is  douhtless  that  rendei'cd    li\    tlic   Sn 
prenie  Court  in  the  case  of  Common wealtli   /'x.   Warwick. 
IS.')   Pa.  (>2o.      Reference  is  made  to  that  decision   in  tlic 
opinion    of    this    Department    dated    Octoi:cr     II.     \'.H)-2 
( ()])inions  of  the  City  Solicitor,  1002,  pag'c  <I-"I),  wlicrcin 
the  suhject  is  discussed  at  some  leno-th.      I    would    rcfci' 
you  to  such  opinion  in  regard  to  the  matter  of  rlie  })resent 
in(|uiries,  especially  noting  the  two  concluiling  paragraplis 
thereof. 

The  views  of  this  Deparrment  as  therein  expressed,  ex- 
cept as  modified  hy  the  opinion  of  July  22,  1912,  of  which 
the  Cliief  of  the  Bureau  writes,  remain  unaltered,  and  ink- 
ing up  the  questions  asked  in  his  comnmnication  1  would 
answer  them  severally  as  follows: 

1.  "Whether  these  decisions  will  in  any  way  alter 
the  opinion  rendered  of  July  22,  1912  ?" 

it  is  still  the  opinion  of  this  Department  that  the  City 
should  not  concede  the  right  of  the  Bell  Telej)hone  Com- 
pany to  refuse  the  use  of  a  duct  in  its  conduits,  or  of  three 
wires  therein,  upon  request  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to 
have  that  privilege,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  (u-dinances  of  August  ~k,  1S8G,  page  243  and  January 
12,  1SS8,  page  ,"),  or  with  any  similar  reservations  in  be- 
half of  the  City  whi(di  may  he  contained  in  the  other  ordi- 
mmces  referred  to  in  the  opinion  of  October  14,  lOOii,  if 
such  rcsci'vatious  thei'c  be. 

2.  "If  this  opinion  is  not  altered,  what  is  the  course 
of  ]>rocedure  to  ol)tain  tlie  desired  duct  T' 

if  tlic  matter  cannot  be  adjusted  in  any  gi\-cn  case  by 
amicable  arrangement  between  the  Electrical  Pureau  ami 
the  Telephone  Comi)any,  resort  may  be  had  t(;  litigation 
at  the  instance  of  the  City,  to  have  the  claims  of  the  re- 
sjH'ctive  parties  judicially  det-ermined  and  to  secure  such 
rights  as  it  may  have  in  the  premises. 
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o.   "Am  I  warranted  in  withholding  the  permits  re- 
quested bj  the  company  until  they  have  furnished  the 
duct  in  question  ?" 
I  would  not  recommend  this  course.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  the  18th  inst.,  en- 
closing copy  of  "An  Ordinance  to  enlarge  Logan  Square 
and  to  place  said  square  and  other  grounds  under  the  care 
and  management  of  the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount 
Park." 

This  ordinance  purports,  in  substance,  to  place  under 
the  care  and  management  of  the  Commissioners  of  Fair- 
mount  Park  the  land  between  the  western  boundary  of 
Logan  Square  and  Twentieth  street,  from  Race  street  to 
the  Parkway,  together  with  Logan,  Rittenhouse,  Wash- 
ington, Independence  and  Franklin  Squares  and  the 
Parkwa}',  "without  interfering,  however,  with  the  au- 
thority of  the  Departments  of  Public  Works  and  Public 
Safety  4o  complete  the  construction  of  the  street  improve- 
ments and  the  installation  of  the  street  fixtures  required 
upon  the  opening  of  the  Parkway,  or  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  police  to  enforce  the  criminal  laws  in  any  of  said 
grounds." 

You  make  a  number  of  inquiries  as  to  the  validity  and 
effect  of  the  said  ordinance,  but  in  the  view  of  this  De- 
partment it  is  necessary  only  to  consider  the  former  sub- 
ject, that  is  to  say,  whether  the  ordinance  is  a  valid  and 
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enforceable  one.  In  so  far  as  concerns  the  public  squares, 
these,  bv  the  terms  of  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885  (Bullitt 
J  Jill),  are  placed  "under  the  direction,  control  and  ad- 
ministration of  the  Department  of  Public  Works."  Bj 
later  legislation  it  is  provided,  however  (Act  of  April  17, 
1913,  P.  L.  93),  that  ''the  Commissioners  of  Public  Parks 
in  cities  of  the  first  class  shall  have  all  the  powers  and 
control  over  parks,  parkways  and  other  grounds  now  or 
hereafter  committed  to  their  care  and  management  by  the 
Councils  of  said  cities,  or  by  individuals,  which  they 
now  have  or  may  hereafter  acquire  over  public  parks 
placed  in  their  charge  by  any  general  or  special  law  of 
this  Commonwealth." 

If  the  foregoing  Act  is  constitutionally  effective,  and 
if  the  words  "other  grounds"  as  used  therein  apply  to  the 
scpiares  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  it  would  follow  that 
the  Act  of  1913  so  far  modifies  the  Bullitt  Bill  as  to  per- 
mit Councils  to  transfer  the  care  and  custody  of  these 
squares  to  the  Fairmount  Park  Commission. 

The  title  of  the  City  with  respect  to  Washington  Square, 
and  incidentally  with  reference  to  the  other  squares  laid 
out  by  William  Penn  for  public  uses,  was  discussed  in 
the  opinion  of  this  Department  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Surveys,  dated  July  25,  1913.  and  appearing  on  page 
300  of  the  City  Solicitor's  Opinions  for  that  year.  There- 
from, and  from  the  authorities  cited  in  that  opinion,  it 
appears  that  these  open  places  were  originally  laid  out 
by  the  founder  of  the  City  and  of  the  Commonwealth  to 
be  kept  and  maintained  forever  for  public  uses,  and  that 
they  were  entrusted  to  the  City  for  the  purpose  of  pre- 
serving them  for  such  purpose  in  perpetuity. 

It  may  be  open  to  serious  doubt  whether  so  general 
phrases  as  "parks,  parkways  and  other  grounds"  ap[)earing 
in  a  statute  could  be  held  to  include  property  of  this 
character,  as  to  which  so  imperative  a  trust  relation  had 
been  imposed  upon  the  City,  or  whether  it  was  pro])osed 
by  such  an  Act  of  Assembly  to  authorize  a  delegation  to 
the  Park  Commission  by  these  general  words  of  a  func- 
tion which  had  been  devolved  upon  the  municipal  gov- 
ernment from  the  davs  of  the  Citv's  earliest  foundation. 
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Be  that  as  it  may,  however,  the  Constitution  of  this 
State  in  Section  20  of  Article  III  provides  that: 

''The  General  Assembly  shall  not  delegate  to  any 
special  commission,  private  corporation  or  association 
any  power  to  make,  supervise  or  interfere  with  any 
mimieipal  improvement,  money,  property  or  effects, 
whether  held  in  trust  or  otherwise,  or  to  levy  taxes 
or  perform  any  municipal  function  whatever." 

The  Fairmount  Park  Commission  antedates  the  present 
Constitution,  and  it  is  quite  clear  that  Article  3,  Section 
'20,  is  not  to  have  a  retroactive  effect. 

If,  therefore,  the  constitutional  prohibition  were  against 
the  creation  of  any  such  special  commission,  it  would  not 
be  operative  to  abolish  such  a  commission  already  in  ex- 
istence, nor  has  it  any  such  effect,  but  the  provision  of  the 
Constitution  is  that  the  General  Assembly  shall  not  dele- 
gate to  an}"  special  commission,  etc.,  the  powers  enumer- 
ated. Any  Act  purporting  so  to  delegate  such  functions, 
passed  after  the  establishment  of  the  Constitution,  is 
therefore  with  respect  to  the  terms  of  this  article  pros- 
pective and  not  retrospective,  even  though  the  commission 
to  which  the  new  powers  may  be  attempted  to  be  confided 
was  in  existence  before  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution. 

It  may  be  said,  perhaps,  that  in  this  instance  it  is  Coun- 
cils which  are  delegating  to  the  special  commission  the 
supervision  and  control  of  the  public  squares  and  not  the 
General  Assembly  which  is  doing  so,  but  I  do  not  think 
that  section  of  the  Constitution  was  intended  to  allow 
the  right  to  remain  in  the  Legislature  to  authorize  a 
municipal  government,  itself  a  subordinate  State  agency, 
to  entrust  to  any  special  commission  a  power  to  supervise 
and  control  City  improvements  or  activities  while  for- 
bidding the  law-making  body  of  the  Commonwealth  to 
do  so.  Furthermore,  it  may  be  forcibly  urged  that  the 
Act  of  April  17,  1913,  is  a  special  or  local  law  regulating 
the  affairs  of  a  city,  and  unconstitutional  also  on  that 
ground. 

For  these  reasons  I  deem  the  legality  of  this  ordinance 
to  be  at  least  doubtful,  and  believe  you  would  be  justified 
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in  not  acceding  to  its  reqnirements  unless  its  validity  shall 
lie  jndicially  affirmed.

Deak  Sir:- — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  22d 
iust.,  enclosing  a  communication  from  the  !N^.  W.  Hasten 
Compan}^,  of  Portland,  Me.,  purporting  to  be  an  assign- 
liicnt  of  the  wages  of  a  fireman  in  the  employ  of  the  City. 
'\'^ou  ask  to  be  informed  whether  you  are  obliged,  as  City 
Controller,  .to  recognize  assignments  of  this  character. 

The  instrument  in  question  purports  to  acknowledge 
that  the  maker  of  it  has  '"sold,  and  by  these  presents  do 
sell,  assign,  transfer  and  set  over  to  said  IST.  W.  Hasten 
Company  all  of  my  salary,  and  other  compensation,  now 
due,  and  all  of  my  salary,  and  other  compensation,  here- 
after to  become  due  on  the  lOtli  day  of  July,  1915,  from 
my  present  employer.  City  of  Philadelphia,  for  work, 
labor  and  services  by  me  now  being  performed  and  to  be 
performed  for  the  said  employer  aforesaid ;  together  with 
all  the  rights  and  privileges  relative  to  said  salary,  or 
compensation,  assigned  that  I,  myself,  might,  or  wonld, 
have  had  had  this  assignment  not  been  executed."  You 
are  notitied  hy  the  connnunieation  referred  to  that  the  sum 
of  $11.56  is  duo  to  the  assignee  under  the  said  assign- 
ment, and  demand  for  payment  thereof  is  made. 

In  answer  to  your  inquiry  I  am  of  the  emphatic  opinion 
that  you  are  not  obliged  to  recognize  assignments  of  this 
character  and  should  give  no  countenance  whatever  to  the 
])resent  assignment  or  others  of  a  similar  kind.  It  has 
been  for  many  years  the  settled  policy  of  this  State,  de- 
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dared  by  numerous  statutes  and  various  decisions  of  its 
Courts,  not  to  permit  the  assignment  of  future  wages  or 
salary  for  a  present  consideration,  but  to  regard  such  as- 
signments or  transfers  of  future  earnings  as  contrary  to 
public  policy  because  they  virtually  amount  to  a  species 
of  peonage  or  chattel  slavery. 

By  Act  of  April  15,  1845,  P.  L.  459,  it  is  provided: 

"that  the  wages  of  any  laborers  or  the  salary  of  any 
person  in  public  or  private  employment  shall  not  be 
liable  to  attachment  in  the  hands  of  the  employer." 

The  Act  of  May  23,  1887,  P.  L.  164,  declared  the 
policy  of  the  law  to  be: 

"to  secure  to  laborers  within  this  Commonwealth  the 
benefit  of  the  exemption  laws  of  this  Commonwealth, 
and  to  prevent  assignment  of  claims  for  the  purpose- 
of  securing  their  collection  against  laborers  outside 
of  this   Commonwealth." 

By  the  Act  of  May  11,  1909,  P.  L.  518,  a  system  of 
licensing  of  those  who  loan  in  small  amounts  to  wage  earn- 
ers and  others,  and  permitting  the  assignment  of  wages  as 
security  for  such  loan  to  those  holding  such  special  license, 
was  enacted.  This  Act  was,  however,  declared  uncon- 
stitutional by  Sulzberger,  J.,  the  President  Judge  of  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  jSTo.  2  in  re  Application  of  Jeffer- 
son Credit  Company  for  License,  18  I).  R.  634.    ■ 

Again,  in  1913,  two  Acts  were  passed,  one  on  June  4th 
of  that  year,  P.  Jj.  40'5,  which  required  the  assignment  of 
future  wages  or  salary  to  be  accepted  by  the  employer  in 
order  that  it  should  have  validity,  and  further  required 
that  an  assignment,  if  made  by  a  married  man.  should  have 
the  written  assent  of  his  wife.  The  Act  of  June  5,  1913, 
P.  L.  429,  again  established  a  system  of  licensing  of  per- 
sons within  the  Commonwealth  privileged  to  lend  on  the 
security  of  wages,  etc.,  with  elaborate  provisions  for  the 
safeguarding  of  the  borrowers,  in  spite  of  which  the  said 
Act.  together  with  that  of  June  4.  1913,  was  held  uncon- 
stitutional by  the  leaimed  Jurist  above  mentioned,  and  l:»y 
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the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  in  the  case  of  Common- 
wealth vs.  Young,  248  Pa.  458. 

In  the  case  of  Firmstone  vs.  ]\Lack,  49  Pa.  387,  it  was 
held  that  an  agreement  by  a  laborer  to  waive  the  legal 
exemption  of  wages  from  attachment  was  void.  In 
Sweeny  vs.  Hunter,  145  Pa.  363,  it  was  declared  that  "the 
exemption  must  be  regarded  as  grounded  on  public  j)olicy 
looking  to  the  protection  of  laborers  and  their  families, 
even  against  their  own  voluntary  acts."  In  Steel  vs.  Mc- 
Kerrihan,  172  Pa.  280,  and  in  Morris  Box  Board  Co.  vs. 
Eossiter,  30  Superior  23,  this  doctrine  was  reaffirmed. 
In  Jermyn  vs.  Moffitt,  75  Pa.  399,  it  was  held  that  an 
assignment  of  wages  not  yet  earned,  as  against  any  person 
by  whom  the  assignor  may  thereafter  be  employed,  al- 
though followed  by  a  subsequent  notice  of  the  assignment 
to  such  an  employer,  is  insufficient,  without  acceptance, 
to  make  a  valid  transfer  of  the  debt  as  against  the  em- 
ployer. In  Lehigh  Valley  Ry.  Co.  vs.  Woodring,  116  Pa. 
513,  the  Supreme  Court  affirmed  the  ruling  of  the  lower 
Court,  which  said: 

"We  think  all  assignments  such  as  the  one  in  con- 
troversy here  should  be  declared  void  as  against  pub- 
lic policy.  The  present  assignment  is  by  a  day  la- 
borer, in  consideration  of  groceries  and  provisions 
furnished  him  and  his  family,  and  it  covers  all  wages 
past  and  future,  due  and  to  become  due,  to  the  as- 
signor, firm  or  corporation  whatever,  so  long  as  the 
assig-nee's  claim  remains  unpaid.  .  .  .  Should 
the  law  be  declared  to  be  that  such  an  assignment  is 
valid,  it  is  not  difficult  to  see  that  it  would  open  the 
door  to  improvidence  and  profusion  on  the  part  of 
the  assignor,  and  in  the  end  to  utter  and  hopeless 
poverty." 

In  declaring  the  Acts  of  1909  and  1013  invalid  and  un- 
constitutional, the  President  Judge  of  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  said  (with  respect  to  the  Act  of  1909)  : 

"The  main  defect  of  the  Act,  however,  is  that  it 
classities  men  and  not  transactions,  and  in  so  classi- 
fying  them    it   enacts   a    law   aaainst   wajre   earners 
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only,  which  does  not  affect  the  rest  of  onr  citizens. 
That  this  law  operates  to  bind  the  heads  of  families 
to  future  service  by  creditors  is  an  odious  incident 
of  such  classification.  The  assent  of  husband  and 
wife,  which  the  law  demands,  does  not  relieve  the 
statute  from  the  charg-e  of  hostility  to  the  Constitu- 
tion. The  fundamental  law  places  first  of  all  the 
freedom  of  the  citizen  as  an  end  more  important  and 
more  sacred  than  even  the  freedom  of  contract." 

With  reference  to  the  Acts  of  1913  held  unconstitutional 
by  the  same  Judge,  the  reasons  leading  to  the  conclusion 
at  which  he  arrives  are  stated  as  follows: 

1.  A  legal  pledge  or  assignment  must  be  some- 
thing in  existence.  Potential  existence  in  the  future 
may,  under  certain  conditions,  give  rise  to  equitable 
assignments,  enforceable  in  chancery,  if  they  should 
be  just  in  themselves  and  not  contrary  to  public 
policy. 

2.  The  policy  of  our  Commonwealth  protected 
against  the  attachment  of  creditors'  wages  even  when 
already  earned. 

8.  This  Court  had  decided  that  a  man  cannot 
pledge  or  assign  wages  to  be  earned  in  the  future, 
because  such  a  pledge  or  assignment  creates  a  form 
of  peonage  or  modified  slavery,  in  violation  of  the 
first  section  of  the  Bill  of  Rights.     *     *     *     * 

"The  distinction  between  a  man's  acquired  estate 
(that  is,  his  property)  and  his  personal  earning 
power  by  labor  (that  is.  his  freedom)  is  carefully 
preserved  and  sedulously  guarded.  A  man  may 
pledge  his  property,  but  not  his  person.  However 
great  may  be  the  volume  of  police  power  entrusted 
to  the  Legislature,  it  cannot  extend  to  the  impair- 
ment of  the  mere  right  of  a  man,  even  though  he  be 
a  del)tor,  to  earn  a  living  by  labor  and  to  apply  his 
earnings  to  the  support  of  himself  and  his  family. 
This  right  is  so  fundamental  and  so  necessary,  not 
only  for  himself  and  his  family,  but  also  for  the 
Commonwealth  that  it  cannot  l)e  waived  bv  the  man 
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liiiuself.  It  is  true  that  the  freedom  of  contract  is  a 
great  and  necessary  right,  but  it  has  its  limit.  And 
this  limit  is  reached  and  passed  when  a  man's  future 
labor  is  pledged  to  pay  his  past  debts,  with  the  con- 
sequence that  he  and  his  family  are  rendered  liable 
to  fall  from  the  status  of  free  citizenship  into  the 
degredation  of  pauperism." 

The  reasoning  so  forcibly  expounded  is  not,  in  my  judg- 
ment, affected  by  the  provisions  of  the  i\.ct  upon  the  sub- 
ject which  has  been  recently  approved  by  the  Governor. 

There  is  another  line  of  thought  which  leads  to  the 
same  result  and  which  invokes  the  well-recognized  policy 
in  this  State  forbidding  interference  with  the  prosecution 
of  municipal  or  other  public  work.  It  is  an  established 
doctrine  that  cities,  counties  and  the  like  may  not  be 
attached  or  otherwise  harassed  at  the  suit  of  those  holding 
claims  against  persons  to  whom  such  municipalities,  etc., 
may  be  in  debt.  The  ground  of  this  prohibition  is  that 
the  interests  of  the  public  are  paramount  to  those  of 
private  persons,  and  that  the  welfare  of  the  community 
at  large  is  not  to  be  prejudiced  in  order  that  remedies  may 
be  enforced  for  the  collection  of  debts  as  between  indi- 
viduals. This  principle  would,  I  think,  be  operative  to 
prevent  the  assignment  of  wages  to  become  due  from  the 
City  to  one  of  its  laborers,  even  if  the  considerations 
already  referred  to,  applying  equally  to  wage  earners  in 
public  and  in  private  employment,  were  not  present. 

The  amount  involved  in  the  present  instance  is  small, 
and  the  expression  of  these  views  may  seem  to  have  run 
to  an  inordinate  length ;  but  the  results  dependent  on  your 
inquiry  are  so  vital  that  I  have  thought  it  not  improper 
to  discuss  the  subject  fully  in  order  that  it  may  be  disposed 
of  with  regard  to  this,  as  well  as  to  other  similar  cases 
which  may  arise  hereafter.

Removal  of  Dirt  From  Sidewalk  Caused  by  City's  Chang- 
ing  Grade  of  Streets  in  the  Abolition  of  Grade  Crossings.

Dear  Sir:— I  have  before  me  a  communication  of  the 
14tli  inst.,  from  Wm.  H.  Connell,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Highways,  approved  by  you,  in  reference  to  a  notice  from 
that  Bureau  to  John  C.  Bell,  Esq.,  to  remove  the  dirt  from 
the  sidewalk  and  build  a  retaining  wall  or  slope  the  em- 
Ijankment  in  front  of  lot  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Uber 
and  Ontario  streets.  I  note  also,  Mr.  Bell's  answer  to 
the  'Chief  of  the  Bureau  as  quoted  in  said  communication. 

It  appears  that  this  lot  was  seriously  affected  by  the 
change  of  grade  of  Ontario  and  Uber  streets  resulting 
from  the  abolition  of  grade  crossings.  Before  the  Road 
Jury  and  at  the  trial  in  Court  of  Common  Pleas  No.  4 
the  owner  claimed  large  damages  by  reason  of  the  necessity 
of  grading  his  lot  down  to  meet  the  new  grade.  He  has 
never  actually  graded  it  but  has  allowed  it  to  remain  in 
the  condition  in  which  it  was  left  by  the  City's  work.  A 
verdict  for  $6,200  was  rendered  in  his  favor  at  the  trial 
in  the  Common  Pleas  Court,  which  amount  has  since 
been  paid.> 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  duty  devolves 
upon  the  o'wner  to  remove  the  dirt  from  the  sidewalk  and 
to  take  such  other  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  prevent 
such  dirt  from  encroaching  upon  the  sidewalk  in  the 
future.

Property.

Dear  Sir:- — I  have  the  comniuuication  of  the  -tth  inst 
of  George  S.  Webster,  Chief  Engineer,  Bureau  of  Sur- 
veys, approved  by  you,  relating  to  the  acquisition  of 
property  in  connection  v\;^ith  the  elevation  of  the  tracks  of 
various  railroads  in  South  Philadelphia. 

Kef  or  ring  to  the  ordinance  of  February  14,  1914,  upun 
the  subject,  various  provisions  of  which  are  recited  b}'-  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau,  he  states  that  in  order  to  provide 
accommodations  for  the  reconstruction  of  a  freight  yard, 
made  necessary  by  the  widening  of  Delaware  avenue,  it 
was  desired  by  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  to  acquire  certain  properties 
for  the  widening  of  Front  street  and  the  enlargement  of 
the  freight  yard  between  Peed  street  and  Washington  ave- 
nue, and  Front  street  and  Delaware  avenue;  and  that  the 
Real  Estate  Department  of  the  Railroad  Company  has 
proceeded  to  acquire  properties  1335  South  Front  street 
and  1328  South  Water  street. 

He  further  states  that  a  portion  of  1335  South  Front 
street  is  required  for  the  widening  of  Front  street  by  the 
City  and  the  remainder  for  said  freight  yard,  and  that 
the  title  to  the  property  is  found  to  be  in  such  condition 
that  it  is  a  matter  of  great  difficulty  to  secure  a  convey- 
ance thereof.  The  matter  is  therefore  referred  to  this  De- 
partment to  take  such  action  as  may  be  required  to  get 
possession  of  that  portion  of  the  property  needed  for  the 
Avidening  of  Front  street  in  accordance  with  the  agree- 
ment embodied  in  said  ordinance. 

I  tind  that  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  has 
not  "proceeded  to  acquire  properties  1335  South  Front 
street  and  1328  South  Water  street,''  but  is  endeavoring 
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to  do  so,  having  thus  far  failed  in  that  effort.  That  com- 
pany, however,  has  filed  its  jDetition  for  leave  to  enter  its 
bond,  which  petition  will  be  heard  on  Monday  next,  June 
28th. 

I  am  also  informed  that  the  Bureau  of  Highways  on 
April  21,  1915,  served  the  necessary  three  months'  notices 
upon  the  owners  of  the  properties  required  for  the  widen- 
ing of  said  streets,  and  that  the  matter  will  take  its  usual 
course.  The  City  of  Philadelphia  will  therefore  be 
enabled  to  take  possession  of  the  said  properties  on  or 
after  July  2'lst  next. 

Trusting  that  this  sufficiently  answers  the  purpose  of 
the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  I  am.

Legality  of  Typewritten  Minutes  of  the  Board  of  Sur- 
veyors.

Dear  Sir: — The  letter  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Bureau  of  Surveys  of  June  25th,  approved  by  you,  in 
reference  to  a  proposed  change  in  the  manner  of  keeping 
the  minutes  of  the  Board  of  Surveyors,  is  before  me.  He 
states  that  in  order  to  save  time  and  secure  greater  legi- 
bility it  is  proposed  ihat  the  minutes  be  typewritten  and 
kept  in  loose  leaf  books,  a  sample  of  which  books  has  been 
submitted,  which  can  be  permanently  bound  after  they 
are  filled,  the  pages  to  be  numbered  consecutively  and  to 
have  a  marginal  attestation  of  the  Secretary'  on  each  page. 


IiHliiirv  is  made  as  to  the  Ici^ality  of  the  miiuites  if  type- 
written and  kept  in  this  manner  instead  of  minntes  en- 
i>rossed  by  the  Secretary-  of  the  Board  in  l)()und  vohiines, 
which  is  said  to  be  the  method  followed  over  since  the 
Board's  first  meeting-  in  1855. 

The  Act  of  May  13,  1856,  Section  13,  P.  L.  570,  makes 
it  the  duty  of  Councils,  by  ordinance,  among  other  things. 
to  "establish  all  needfnl  regulations  for  said  Board  of 
Surveys  and  District  Purveyors  and  their  offices  and 
records  and  of  the  use  thereof  by  the  citizens." 

By  ordinance  of  March  20,  18(53,  Section  5,  P.  L.  181), 
provision  for  regular  and  stated  meetings  was  made,  but 
there  appears  to  have  been  enacted  no  regulation  as  to  the 
exact  manner  of  keeping  the  minutes  of  the  Board. 

In  Wain  vs.  Philadelphia,  99  Pa.  330,  it  was  held  that 
the  precise  terms  of  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Surveyors 
might  be  shown  by  the  original  minutes  of  the  Board,  the 
report  of  a  sulj-committee  and  the  draft  of  the  Board's 
tinal  resolution,  one  or  more  of  these  being  roughly  made 
in  lead  pencil. 

I  do  not  find  anything  in  the  ordinances  or  regulations 
of  Councils  upon  the  subject  which  prevent  the  adoption 
of  the  suggested  change. 

As  to  the  use  of  such  minutes  as  evidence  in  judicial 
proceedings,  I  am  of  opinion  that  there  is  no  objection 
thereto,  provided  that  they  are  so  prepared  as  to  be  orig- 
inal records  of  the  proceedings  of  the  I)oard  and  not  mere 
copies  thereof.  Moreover,  the  Act  of  June  18,  1895,  P. 
L.  209,  provides  that  typewriting  shall  have  the  same 
legal  effect  as  writing. 

The  matter  is  largely  one  of  administrative  routine 
resting  in  the  discretion  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  and 
yourself,  as  the  head  of  the  Department  to  which  that 
Bureau  is  subordinate.

Dear  Sir: — In  response  to  the  letter  of  Mr.  ISTorthime, 
the  Assistant  Director,  concerning  a  letter  of  Walter 
Biddle  Saul,  Esq.,  to  liim  witli  reference  to  the  suit  of 
David  Peoples  vs.  City  of  Philadelphia,  C,  P.  !N"o.  4,  De- 
cember Term,  1913.  'No.  1995,  I  beg  to  say  that  David 
Peoples  to  that  term  and  number  brought  an  action  against 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  recover  the  retained  percent- 
age, amounting  to  $1,000,  under  the  contract  made  the 
]5th  day  of  ISTovember,  1909,  between  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia and  David  Peoples,  for  the  furnishing,  delivering, 
spreading  and  rolling  broken  stone,  etc.,  on  Castor  road, 
from  Adams  avenue  to  Oxford  street,  and  the  result  of  this 
action  was  that  a  judgment  for  $750,  and  costs  amounting 
to  $23.20,  was  rendered  in  favor  of  David  Peoples. 

It  would  be  proper  to  pay  the  amount  of  this  judgment 
and  costs  out  of  the  $1,000  retained  under  the  terms  of 
this  contract,  and,  if  the  warrant  drawn  for  that  purpose 
is  sent  to  this  office,  we  will  see  that  the  judgment  is  satis- 
fied upon  delivery  of  the  same  to  the  attorney  for  Mr. 
Peo]3les.

Emploijmcnt  of  Watchmen  hy  Private  Detectives. 
Mr.  Robert  D.  Cameron^ 

Captain  of  Detectives. 

City  Hall,  Philadelphia. 

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  the  28th  inst.  is  received. 
You  ask  the  opinion  of  this  Department  whether  a  licensed 


private  detcftive  has  the  authority  to  employ  men  to 
watch  private  residences  for  weekly  fees,  the  watchmen 
not  being  commissioned  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety,  stating  further  that  yon  ''do  not  refer  to  licensed 
private  detectives  employing  operators  to  watch  individual 
cases." 

The  Act  of  April  iHi,  1S70  (P.  L.  1269)  provides  that 
any  patrol  or  watchman  employed  at  the  private  expense 
of  residents  or  persons  doing  business  in  any  l)lock  or 
blocks,  etc.,  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  for  the  protection 
of  their  property  therein  against  loss  by  fire,  theft  or^ 
robbery  shall  file  with  the  Mayor  (now  the  Director  of 
Public  Safety)  a  certificate  of  such  employment,  with 
other  information,  whereupon,  if  the  Director  l)e  satisfied 
that  such  person  is  qualified  by  his  integrity  and  vigilance 
to  perform  such  duty,  he  shall  have  authority  to  appoint 
and  commission  him  as  a  patrolman  or  watchman  for  such 
locality,  with  all  the  powers  of  a  policeman  in  respect  to 
the  arrest  of  vagrants  and  persons  found  offending  against 
the  law  within  the  bounds  of  said  locality,  with  authority 
to  carry  and  nse  when  necessary  the  usual  implements  of 
a  policeman  for  alarm,  arrest  or  defence,  and  with  other 
qualifications  and  duties  as  set  forth  in  the  Act. 

The  Act  of  June  20,  1895  (P.  L.  333)  which  applies 
to  the  entire  State,  makes  it  lawful  for  any  number  of 
persons  owning  or  occupying  real  estate  in  any  city,  bor- 
ough or  township,  upon  application  to  and  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  to  employ  a  night 
watchman  or  night  watchmen  for  the  purpose  of  protecting 
their  premises  and  property  in  the  night  time,  and  all 
persons  so  appointed,  with  the  a])proval  aforesaid,  as  nii^l't 
watchmen,  shall  exercise  and  enjoy  the  rights,  powers  and 
privileges  vested  by  law  in  duly  elected  constables  and 
police  officers,  except  that  such  watchmen  shall  not  exer- 
cise the  power  of  serving  subpoenas  or  any  civil  or  other 
process,  ''provided  that  in  any  City  having  a  Department 
of  Public  Safety  all  such  applications  shall  be  made  to, 
and  granted  h\,  the  Director  of  said  Department  under 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  adopted  by  said  De- 
partment." 
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I  think  it  is  the  clear  intention  of  these  Acts  to  require 
in  the  case  of  any  person  acting  as  a  watchman  or  night 
watchman  to  gnard  and  watch  a  number  of  properties  in 
any  particular  location  in  the  C-ity  of  Philadelphia,  that 
application  must  first  be  made  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  for  a  commission  from  that  Department  so  to  do, 
and  sul)ject  to  its  rules  and  regulations  thereunder,  the 
individual  so  acting  is  required  to  satisfy  that  Department 
of  his  character,  competency,  etc. 

The  functions  of  a  private  detective,  or  of  his  employees 
or  assistants,  are  not  the  same  as  those  which  the  Acts 
above  referred  to  devolve  upon  the  watchmen  or  night 
watchmen  provided  for  in  such  Acts.  The  licensing  of 
persons  carrying  on  the  business  of  a  private  detective  is 
provided  for  by  the  Act  of  May  23,  1887  (P.  L.  173), 
as  amended  by  the  Act  of  May  31,  1901  (P.  L.  355). 
These  Acts  do  not  define  in  detail  the  powers  or  duties  of 
those  licensed  to  engage  in  that  business  except  that  they 
may  serve  warrants  in  criminal  cases. 

The  distinction  between  the  procedure  for  obtaining  a 
license  as  a  night  watchman  and  that  of  a  detective,  and 
as  to  their  respective  powers,  is  pointed  out  by  Judge 
Endlich,  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Berks  County, 
in  the  case  of  Hohl's  Application,  18  D.  P.  1030. 

In  my  opinion,  if  any  person  desires  to  act  as  a  watch- 
man, or  if  in  the  night  only,  as  a  night  watchman,  in  a 
particular  block  or  locality,  he  or  his  employers  must,  as 
required  by  the  Acts  of  1870  and  1895,  apply  to  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Safety  and  secure  its  permit  or  com- 
mission. Of  course  this  would  not  prevent  anyone  from 
employing  an  operative  detective,  or  any  other  person 
whom  he  might  select  to  guard  or  watch  his  individual 
property,  the  person  so  employed  having  no  official  status 
or  especial  powers  superior  to  those  of  any  other  citizen 
in  preventing  the  commission  of  crime ;  and  I  assume  that 
you  have  this  distinction  in  mind  in  your  reference  to 
'"individual  cases"  in  the  concluding  sentence  of  your 
letter. 

I  would  call  _your  attention  to  the  fact  that  neither  the 
Act  of  1870  nor  that  of  1895  provides  a  penalty  for  the 
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violation  of  its  provisions,  and  should  it  bccoinc  iicccssarv 
to  enforce  tliese  Acts  I  wonld  recommend  that  v<m  confer 
with  the  District  Attorney  in  reuard  to  this  feature  of 
tlie  sitnation.

DkariSik: — I  have  the  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bui-eau 
of  City  Property  with  reference  to  the  improvement  t)f 
the  lighting  in  Second  Street  ]\larket.  It  is  accompanied 
by  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Cas 
to  the  Market  Clerk,  Bureau  of  City  Property.  There- 
from it  appears  that  various  changes  in  the  lighting  system 
installed  in  the  market  are  contemplated,  and  incidentally 
to  such  proposed  changes  the  question  has  arisen  in  the 
mind  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Gas  whether  the  mar- 
ket house  is  a  public  building  within  the  meaning  of 
Clause  10  of  the  Lease  of  1897  to  the  Fiiited  Gas  Im- 
provement Company  of  the  City  Gas  Works,  which  pro- 
vides in  ])ai't  that : 

"The  United  Gas  Improvement  Company,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  shall  from  time  to  time,  as  the 
same  shall  be  demanded  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
supply  to  it  in  each  year,  without  charge,  delivered 
in  its  various  })ublic  buildings  along  the  line  of  its 
mains,  such  amount  of  gas  as  may  be  reijuired  for 
illuminating  purposes  in  said  public  buildings," 

and   that  (pu'stiou   is  referred   to  this  departiiient  for   its 
o])iiiiou. 

The  public  municipal  market  houses  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  including  the  market  house  in  question,  are 
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ancient  institutions.  In  the  original  charter  aiven  to  the 
City  bv  William  Penn  in  1701  provision  was  made  for 
markets"  to  be  kept  open  two  days  in  the  week.  In  the 
later  charter  of  17 SO  the  privileges  of  the  City  in  relation 
to  markets  were  granted  again. 

By  Act  of  March  19,  1801,  4  Smith's  Laws,  page  165, 
the  Councils  of  the  City  were  authorized  to  cause  market 
houses  to  be  erected;  and  by  the  Act  of  March  19,  1810, 
5  Smith's  Laws  118,  the  corporation  of  the  City  was  au- 
thorized to  extend  the  market  houses  then  erected  upon 
High  (Market)  street,  and  to  build  additional  market 
houses  in  such  other  places  as  might  be  decided  upon,  with 
the  right  to  make  regulations,  etc.  Later  statutes  and  a 
great  number  of  ordinances  have  confirmed  these  powers. 

Acting  in  accordance  therewith  the  City  built  the  mar- 
ket sheds  and  structures  in  Second  street,  under  authority 
to  widen  the  streets  in  which  markets  were  located  at  its 
expense,  and  to  control,  govern  and  regulate  them  after 
they  should  be  so  erected. 

The  function  of  the  City  with  respect  to  these  market 
houses  has  been  at  various  times  defined  by  the  Courts  as 
a  public  municipal  one. 

In  the  case  of  Wartman  vs.  Philadelphia,  33  Pa.  202, 
the  subject  was  considered  at  length  by  Mr.  Chief  Justice 
Black,  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania,  who  clearly 
indicated  that  both  at  common  law,  and  under  the 
statutes  the  public  markets  established  and  owned  by  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  were  properly  incidental  to  its  ex- 
istence as  a  municipality,  and  that  its  powers  and  duties 
with  respect  to  such  market  houses  were  public  ones  in 
the  broadest  sense. 

In  the  case  of  Woelpper  vs.  Philadelphia,  38  Pa.  203, 
the  Supreme  Court,  through  Woodward,  J.,  in  considering 
this  question,  said:  "The  regulation  of  the  markets  and 
market  houses  of  a  great  City  is  one  of  the  most  appro- 
priate of  all  municipal  duties." 

In  Strickland  vs.  the  Pennsylvania  Pailroad  Company 
the  distinction  between  markets  owned  by  private  persons 
•or  corporations  and  those  of  the  City  itself  was  noted  and 
discussed  and  the  character  of  a  public  municipal  market 
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house,  being  the  property  of  the  City  and  under  its  super- 
vision and  control,  was  affirmed. 

In  Hughes  vs.  Farmers  Association,  1  Phila.  338,  the 
public  right  of  all  buyers  to  enter  and  deal  in  market 
houses  was  recognized;  and  in  the  case  of  Market  Com- 
pany vs.  Railroad  Company,  142  Pa.  5 SO,  the  late  Presi- 
dent Judge  Thayer,  of  Court  of  Common  Pleas  No.  4,  in 
an  opinion  which  was  affirmed  by  the  Supreme  Court,  in 
distinguishing  between  market  houses  privately  owned 
and  those  owned  by  the  City  said: 

"In  a  market  established,  managed  and  controlled 
by  the  municipal  authorities  and  governed  by  mu- 
nicipal laws  there  may  be  no  doubt  a  public  use.  Such 
were  the  markets  formerly  maintained  by  the  City 
in  Market  street  and  other  streets." 

In  the  ordinances  relating  to  the  Second  street  and  other 
market  houses  owned  by  the  City,  these  are  constantly 
designated  as  ''public  market  houses." 

From  the  foregoing  I  think  it  clear  that  at  the  inception 
of  the  lease  between  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  the 
United  Gas  Improvement  Company  in  1S97  there  was 
little  room  for  doubt  that  the  Second  Street  Market  was 
a  public  building  of  the  City  within  the  meaning  of  the 
10th  clause  of  the  lease. 

As  several  times  pointed  out  by  this  Department,  that 
instrument  having  been  in  effect  for  a  period  of  over 
seventeen  years,  much  weight  is  to  be  given  to  the  con- 
temporaneous and  continued  usage  under  it  in  interpreting 
the  meaning  of  the  terms  used  when  they  are  of  uncertain 
significance.  (See  for  instance  Opinions  of  the  City  So- 
licitor, 1914,  page  334).  Nevertheless,  with  respect  to 
the  present  question  there  does  not  appear  to  have  l)cen 
any  such  clear  and  unambiguous  course  of  dealing  lie- 
tween  the  City  and  its  lessee  as  to  alter  or  substantially 
affect  the  meaning  of  the  lease  so  as  to  narrow  the  terms 
used  therein  in  such  manner  as  to  exclude  the  market 
house  on  Second  street  from  the  category  of  public  build- 
ings. As  a  practical  answer  to  the  query  suggested  by 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau,  I  would  therefore  say  that  if  the 


changes  in  tlic  lighting  system  advocated  bv  him  shall  be 
deemed  advisable,  the  authorities  of  the  City  should  ap- 
proach the  United  Gas  Improvement  Company  upon  the 
subject,  standing  upon  the  assumption  that  the  said  market 
house  is  a  public  building,  which,  under  the  terms  of  the 
lease  the  City  may  require  to  be  lighted  without  charge 
as  therein  provided.

Dear  Sir  : — ^I  have  received  a  letter  of  June  30th  from 
the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau,  approved  by  you,  re- 
ferring to  an  application  to  install  outside  of  a  theatre 
building  ''a  species  of  what  they  call  a  show  case,"  which 
letter  is  accompanied  by  a  sketch  thereof.  The  show  case 
projects  a  few  inches  from  the  building  line  and  contains 
photographs  and  electric  lights  for  the  purpose  of  illum- 
inating them.  The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  understands  that 
the  subjects  of  the  photographs  will  be  restricted  to  por- 
traits of  actors  and  pictures  of  the  scene  in  the  play. 

The  opinion  of  this  department  is  asked  as  to  whether 
such  a  show  case  is  an  electric  sign,  for  if  so  it  will  be 
subject  to  the  ordinances  governing  such  signs. 

In  my  opinion  such  a  contrivance  is  not  an  electric  sign 
within  the  meaning  of  the  ordinance  of  April  12,  1900, 
page  118,  authorizing  you  to  grant  permits  ''for  the  erec- 
tion and  maintenance  of  electric  signs  over  the  sidewalks 
of  the  highways." 

The  electric  lights  in  this  instance  seem  to  be  intended 
merely  to  illuminate  the  photographs  and  not  to  form  the 
lettering  or  designs  which  a  sign  is  constructed  to  exhibit. 
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and  tl)e  latter  cliaractcristic,  that  is  to  say,  letters,  figures, 
pictures  and  the  like  made  by  electric  lights  is,  T  should 
assume,  the  distinguishing  feature  of  an  electric  sign  as 
commonly  understood.

Payment  of  Claims  Declaimed  by  Court  to  he  Illegal  ami 
Unauthorized — Manufacturers'  Appraisal  Co.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  the  Oth  inst.  enclosing 
copy  of  an  ordinance  approved  July  2,  1915,  recognizing 
and  approving  a  compromise  and  adjustment  of  the  claims 
of  John  Adams  and  others,  and  of  the  ^lanufacturers'  Ap- 
praisal Company  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  for  services  ren- 
dered a  Joint  Special  Committee  of  Councils  appointed 
to  investigate  the  vahiation  of  taxable  real  estate  in  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  and  directing  the  payment  of  certain 
sums  in  full  settlement  of  said  claims,  etc. 

You  inquire,  in  view  of  the  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  in  the  case  of  Selig  vs.  City,  232  Pa.  309,  whether 
you  would  he  justified  in  countersigning  warrants  as  di- 
rected by  said  ordinance.  The  total  amount  of  such  war- 
rants directed  to  be  paid  by  the  ordinance  is  $41,500  and 
the  several  items  of  which  it  is  made  up  purport  to  be  in 
settlement  and  compromise  of  claims  made  by  the  persons 
and  the  company  in  question  in  larger  amounts  severally. 

In  the  case  of  Selig  vs.  Philadelphia,  ot  al.  to  which 
you  refer,  this  matter  was  the  siibject  of  litigation  both 
in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  Xo.  2  of  this  countv  and 
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ill  tlie  Supreme  Court.  'Councils  had  passed  an  ordinance 
apjDroved  August  5,  1910,  authorizing  a  contract  to  be 
entered  into  for  the  appraisal  of  real  estate  in  certain 
sections  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  the  total  j^aynients 
to  be  made  therefor  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  $85,000. 
Thereunder  a  contract  had  been  entered  into  as  provided 
ill  said  ordinance  with  some  of  the  persons  named  in  the 
present  ordinance,  who  had  in  turn  agreed  with  the  Manu- 
facturers' Appraisal  Company  to  do  the  work  of  apprais- 
ing the  said  properties.  After  a  part  of  this  work  had 
been  done  and  pending  its  continuation  a  bill  in  equity 
was  filed  by  a  taxpayer  seeking  to  have  the  ordinance  and 
contract  declared  invalid  and  illegal  and  to  enjoin  the 
City  and  its  officials  from  making  any  payments  in  pur- 
suance thereof.  As  a  result  of  this  litigation  the  ordinance 
and  contract  were  held  by  the  President  Judge  and  Judge 
Wiltbank,  of  the  lower  Court,  in  elaborate  and  exhaustive 
opinions,  to  be  wholly  unauthorized,  invalid  and  illegal, 
and  that  no  payment  of  the  public  funds  could  lawfully 
be  made  thereunder.  This  conclusion  was  affirmed  by  the 
Supreme  Court  on  July  6^  1911,  ui3on  the  opinions  of  the 
Judges  of  the  lower  Court,  and  a  decree  was  entered  en- 
joining and  restraining  you  as  Controller  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  and  the  City  Treasurer,  from  paying  to  the 
Manufacturers'  Appraisal  Company  ''any  sum  or  sums 
of  money  under  the  authority  of  the  ordinance  of  Councils 
exhibited  to  us  as  Exhibit  B,  attached  to  and  made  a  part 
of  the  Bill  of  Complaint"  (ordinance  of  August  5,  1010). 
The  decree  thus  entered  has  not  been  reversed  or  modified 
and  remains  in  full  force  and  effect.  By  this  decision  it 
was  intended  to  declare,  and  did  declare,  that  any  pay- 
ments for  the  work  done  by  virtue  of  the  ordinance  and 
contract  of  1910  out  of  the  money  of  the  taxpayers  was, 
and  would  be,  without  warrant  of  law  and  totally  unau- 
thorized. The  President  Judge  of  the  lower  Court  con- 
cluded his  discussion  of  the  subject  in  the  following  terms 
(232  Pa.  316)  : 

"From  all  this,  however,  it  is  impossible  to  gather, 
or  by  any  process  of  reasoning  to  infer,  a  power  in 
the   Councils   of  Philadelphia   to   appropriate  large 
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masses  of  the  funds  collected  by  taxation  for  the  mere 
purpose  of  a  duplicate  assessment,  which,  when  made, 
will  have  neither  validity  nor  utility.  It  has  no 
validity,  because  the  assessment  as  made  by  the  con- 
stituted authorities  stands.  It  has  no  utility,  because 
the  assessment  does  not  of  itself  disclose  the  method 
employed  in  the  making  of  it  with  such  precision  and 
certainty  .that  the  Legislature  could  incorporate  it 
into  an  Act  of  Assembly  instructing  the  assessors 
how  they  are  to  proceed. 

"There  is  no  provision  in  the  Constitution  or  in 
the  statutes  which  expressly  confers  such  vague  pow- 
ers upon  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  nor  is  there  any- 
thing in  them  from  which  the  grant  of  such  powers 
could  be  necessarily  or  even  remotely  implied.  We 
entertain  grave  doubts  whether  the  Legislature  itself 
could  constitutionally  duplicate  an  official  bureau 
whose  province  it  is  to  act,  by  an  unofficial  bureau 
without  any  governmental  function  whatever. 

"Be  that  as  it  may,  we  are  clearly  of  opinion  that 
the  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  had  no 
power  to  direct  the  payment  asked  to  be  restrained." 

In  view  of  this  decision,  concurred  in  by  the  Supreme 
Court,  and  which  denied  to  Councils  the  right  to  expend 
the  public  funds  in  the  manner  then  proposed,  I  am  of 
opinion  that  the  enactment  of  a  further  ordinance  direct- 
ing payment  to  be  made  for  the  same  work  performed 
under  the  contract  thus  declared  invalid,  is  beyond  the 
power  of  the  people's  representatives  and  is  unauthorized 
and  illegal.  Or,  even  if  such  an  ordinance  could  possibly 
be  supported  upon  the  footing  which  it  professes,  of  a 
compromise  and  adjustment  of  claims  for  services  ren- 
dered, yet  any  action  taken  by  you  in  furtherance  of  this 
payment  would  at  least  be  in  contravention  of  the  Court's 
decree,  disrespectful  of  its  authority,  and  perhaps  actually 
in  contempt  thereof,  so  long  as  such  decree  remains  oper- 
ative against  you. 

It  fs  true  that  in  certain  cases  it  has  been  held  that  an 
illeaal  claim  for  services  actually  rendered  for  the  benefit 
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of  the  City  may  be  recognized  by  Councils  and  payments 
made  on  account  thereof,  but  I  know  of  no  instance  in 
which,  after  the  Courts  have  declared  an  ordinance  pro- 
viding for 'the  payment  of  money  of  the  City  invalid  and 
unfounded,  and  have  enjoined  the  payment  of  public 
money  under  it,  a  second  ordinance  has  been  sustained 
again  appropriating  funds  for  the  purpose  thus  judicially 
held  to  be  illegal  and  improper,  and  which  payment  was 
therefore  forbidden,  even  though  it  purports  to  be  in  set- 
tlement of  disputes,  or  to  compensate  for  work  performed 
or  services  rendered,  nor  do  I  think  that  in  the  face  of 
such  a  finding  as  is  here  in  question,  an  executive  officer 
of  the  City  would  be  justified  in  recognizing  the  second 
ordinance  as  founded  upon  ''a  moral  consideration,"  or 
as  authorized  by  the  Act  of  May  23,  187-i. 

I  would  therefore  advise  you  of  my  opinion  that  unless 
directed  to  the  contrary  by  a  Court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion, it  is  your  duty  to  refrain  from  countersigning  the 
warrants  provided  for  in  the  ordinance  of  July  2,  1915, 
the  copy  of  which  you  kindly  sent  me  being  returnd  here- 
with.

Dkaij  Sir: — Replying-  to  your  letter  of  July  7th,  with 
reference  to  the  enforcement  of  the  Act  of  1911  relating 
to  pool  and  billiard  tables,  the  hill  in  e(]uity  which  was 
filed  in  the  lower  Court  to  restrain  the  enforcenu'nt  of 
this  Act  has  heen  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court  wlierc 
it  will  he  decided  in  due  course. 

As  you  may  recall,  the  lower  Court  refused  to  grant  an 
injunction,  and  you  would  therefore  he  at  liberty  to  take 
action  under  the  statute  if  you  deem  it  advisahle  to  do  so. 
In  view  of  the  fact,  however,  that  the  question  of  the 
constitutionality  of  the  statute  cannot  he  said  to  have  heen 
finally  adjudicated  until  the  Supreme  Court  passes  upon 
the  question,  I  would  not  advise  you  to  take  such  risk  as 
mav  he  involved  in  summary  proceedings  to  ch^e  the 
places  of  such  proprietors  of  pool  and  billiard  rooms  as 


have  not  taken  out  licenses  under  the  Act  until  the  Court 
of  ultimate  resort  shall  have  finally  decided  as  to  its 
validity.

Deae  Sie  : — I  have  your  letter  of  the  7th  instant  stat- 
ing; that  the  Superintendent  of  the  Bureau  of  Correction 
informs  you  that  he  has  in  his  custody  money  belonging 
to  inmates  who  have  been  discharged  or  who  have  died  or 
escaped,  including  some  old  notes  of  rare  denominations, 
and  asking  as  to  the  proper  disposition  of  such  money. 

I  think  the  money  should  be  carefully  kept  to  await 
claims  for  it  by  those  to  whom  it  belongs  or  their  repre- 
sentatives—the names  of  the  owners  being  preserved  for 
identification.  If  the  amount  of  the  funds  justifies  mak- 
ing a  deposit  in  some  bank  or  trust  company  and  if  the 
keeping  of  the  money  is  inconvenient,  it  may  be  so  de- 
posited at  least  until  Councils  shall  direct  a  different  dis- 
position of  the  fund. 

With  respect  to  notes  or  coins  which  have  a  value  in 
addition  to  their  face  amount,  it  would  be  well  not  to 
deposit  these,  but  to  hold  them  in  some  safe  place  until 
ckaims  for  them  shall  be  made.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  the  letter  of  the  Chief  Eno-ineer 
and  Surveyor,  approved  by  you,  with  reference  to  the 
method  of  procedure  in  entering  into  a  contract  incidental 
to  the  construction  of  a  bridge  on  the  line  of  Island  ave- 
nue, under  the  Philadelphia,  Baltimore  &  Washington 
Kailroad,  at  the  joint  expense  of  the  City  and  the  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad  Company,  under  direction  of  an  or- 
dinance of  June  16,  1015.  It  appears  that  proposals  are 
to  be  invited  and  contract  awarded  for  the  construction 
of  said  bridge,  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  being 
pi'ei)ared  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  City  to 
])ay  half  the  expense  thereof,  which  latter  agreement  this 
department  has  been  requested  to  prepare.  The  letter  of 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  continues  as  follows : 

"One  .  of  the  most  essential  features  of  tlie  con- 
struction of  this  bridge  is  the  safe  and  economical 
handling  of  the  railroad  traffic  which  now  exists,  dur- 
ing the  operations.  The  intention  is  to  include  in 
the  contract  a  temporary  detour,  and  to  shift  the 
running  tracks,  from  time  to  time,  to  this  detour  and 
to  the  successively  completed  portions  of  the  new 
bridge. 

This  shifting  of  tracks  (and  pi-oviding  of  tem- 
porary tracks)  can  only  be  handled  by  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad  Company.  To  permit  an  outside 
party  to  enter  upon  its  tracks  to  do  this  work  would 
be  dangerous  to  life  and  property,  and  would  not  be 
tolerated  by  the  railroad  company.  Xor  could  an 
outside  party  presumably  do  this  work  as  economic- 
ally as  the  experienced  trackmen  of  the  railroad 
company. 

It  would  be  possilde  to  stipulate  in  the  specifica- 
tions for  tliis  bridge,  that  the  contractor  should  em- 
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ploy  the  Peiiiisvlvania  Railroad  Company  as  a  sul)- 
contractor  for  this  portion  of  the  work ;  this  has  the 
disiadvantage,  however,  that  the  contractor  will  charg-e 
a  profit  for  the  work  so  performed.  Exactly  the  same 
end  will  be  attained,  and  at  less  cost  to  the  City,  if 
the  Director  of  this  department  agrees  to  have  this 
work  performed  by  the  railroad  company,  not  as  a 
portion  of  the  bridge  contract  proper,  and  to  reim- 
bnrse  the  railroad  company  liy  one-half  of  their 
sworn  net  cost. 

[  therefore  inquire  whether  such  an  agreement 
meets  with  yonr  approval  as  proper  in  the  circnm- 
stances,  and  whether  you  would  advise  the  Controller 
to  honor  the  warrants  drawn  in  pursuance  of  such  an 
agreement." 

Under  the  exceptional  circumstances  thus  stated,  I  think 
the  suggestion  of  Chief  Webster  entirely  a  proper  one, 
and  that  it  would  not  be  illegal,  in  view  of  the  particular 
facts  involved,  to  separate  the  work  referred  to  from  the 
bridge  contract  proper,  so  that  it  may  be  done  by  the  rail- 
road company,  the  City  undertaking  to  reimburse  it  one- 
half  of  the  net  cost  of  such  work,  and  I  would  accordingly 
so  advise  the  Controller  should  he  make  inquiries  upon 
the  subject.

Dear  Sik  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  14th  inst.v 
inquiring  whether  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Eree  Li- 
brary may  proceed  to  begin  the  erection  of  the  Main 
Librarv  buildino-  with  the  balance  of  $78,"), 414.25  remain- 
ing  from  the  loan  of  $1,000,000  for  a  free  library  site 
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and  hiiilding,  under  ordinance  of  dime  IT,  1808,  to 
o'cther  with  the  $40,000  appropriated  in  the  $11,300,000 

loan  of  jSTovember  3,  1914,  "Toward the  erection  of 

a  lihrarv  building  on  site  acquired  with  money  borrcnved 
pursnant  to  ordinance  approved  June  17,  1898."  The 
original  ordinance,  that  is  to  say,  the  ordinance  of  1898, 
which,  authorizing  a  loan  after  affirmative  action  of  the 
people,  set  apart  $1,000,000  for  a  library  site  and  build- 
ing, provided,  "not  more  than  $1,000,000  shall  be  ex- 
pended by  the  City  for  site  and  erection  of  building." 
As  long  as  this  direction  was  eifective,  it  precluded  the 
Imilding  of  a  free  library  except  at  a  cost  of  not  more 
than  $1,000,000  for  the  complete  library,  including  site 
and  building,  and  as  this  restriction  had  lieen  enacted  by 
a  vote  of  the  electors,  neither  Conncils  nor  any  other 
tribunal  had  power  to  violate  it.  In  the  ordinance  of 
September  24,  1914,  however,  provision  was  made  for  a 

loan  of  $40,000,  "Toward the  erection  of  a  library 

building  on  site  acquired  with  money  borrowed  pursuant 
to  ordinance  approved  June  17,  1898."  As  this  was 
voted  on  affirmatively  by  the  people,  the  requirement  that 
the  total  cost  should  not  exceed  $1,000,000  may  properly 
be  considered  as  having  been  rescinded,  so  far  as  the 
electoral  vote  was  concerned,  and  the  obstacle  to  beginning 
the  work  of  building  the  library,  until  it  could  be  assured 
that  the  total  cost  would  be  within  $1,000,000,  was  thus 
removed,  it  being  noted  that  the  $40,000  is  not  only  to  be 
used  in  conjunction  with  the  $1,000,000  previously  bor- 
rowed, but  is  to  be  employed  "toward"  the  erection  of  the 
library  building.  If,  then.  Councils  have,  in  pursnance 
of  this  second  vote  of  the  people,  specifically  directed  the 
erection  of  a  library  building,  and  have  appropriated  the 
$40,000  mentioned  in  the  ordinance  of  1914,  together 
with  the  balance  of  $1,000,000  borrowed  under  or<linance 
of  1898  for  beginning  the  erection  of  a  library  build  in  a:, 
there  no  longer  remains  any  objection  to  proccedinu-  with 
the  work  and  using  the  aggTOgate  fund  remaining  for  the 
purpose  of  beginning  such  construction.

J3ear  Sir: — I  have  yonr  letter  of  14:tli  inst.,  stating 
that  the  Auditor  of  the  Department  of  Supplies  has  called 
your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  ordinance  to  make  an 
appropriation  to  that  department  for  the  year  1915  for 
the  free  library  provides  "that  no  supplies  are  purchased 
for  any  Carnegie  branches  out  of  these  items."  That 
since  the  Act  of  1903  'establishing  the  department  was 
passed,  the  supplies  for  the  free  library  and  all  of  its 
branches  have  been  bought  through  that  department,  with 
certain  exceptions  specifically  exempted  from  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Department  of  Supplies  in  said  statute. 
You  ask  whether  the  presence  of  the  provision  above 
quoted  in  the  appropriating  ordinance  for  1915  justifies 
the  trustees  of  the  free  library  in  disregarding  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Act  of  1903,  that  the  Department  of 
Supplies  "shall  have  the  direction,  control  and  adminis- 
tration of  the  purchase  and  supply  of  all  articles  of  per- 
sonal property  required  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  of 
the  City.  All  other  departments  shall  obtain  such  articles 
by  requisition  upon  the  Department  of  Supplies,  and  not 
])v  purchase  direct."  I  do  not  precisely  comprehend  the 
scope  of  this  inquiry,  unless  Councils  have  appropriated 
to  some  other  department  than  the  Department  of  Sup- 
plies the  funds  for  the  purchase  of  supplies  for  the  "Car- 
negie branches."  Tt  is,  of  course,  clear  that  Councils 
cannot  override  the  distinct  provisions  of  an  Act  of  As- 
sembly, and  that  no  other  branch  of  the  City  government 
would  be  justified  in  disregarding  such  statutory  direc- 
tion. On  the  other  hand.  Councils  have  the  control  of 
the  money  appropriated  by  them,  and  can  attach  such 
conditions  to  the  appropriations  with  respect  to  the  use 
of  the  monej^  so  appropriated,  as  they  may  deem  proper; 
from  which  it  results  that  the  items  of  appropriation  in 
question  cannot  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  supplies  for 
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the  C'anioiiio  l)r}nu'lies.  T  do  not  know  M'lit'thev  sonic  orlicv 
a])i)ropi'iatioii  is  made  to  cover  the  needs  of  tliese  Itranclies. 
If  not,  it  wonkl  seem  to  follow  that  the  needed  supiilics 
eannot  be  obtained  or  paid  for  until  Conneils  shall  reas- 
gemhlc,  when  the  matter  may  he  called  to  their  attention, 
so  fhat  they  maye  make  the  necessary  a])jn'o])riati(>ns  (H- 
transfers  to  meet  the  situation.

^Iy  Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  the  12th  inst., 
in  reference  to  the  Act  of  June  3,  1915,  Xo.  420,  gen- 
erally known  as  the  Housing  Act,  which  provides  that 
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"The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and 
Charities  shall  organize  and  establish  said  division  bv 
transfer  thereto  of  the  inspectors  and  employees  of  the 
Division  of  Sanitation  and  Tenement  Ilonse  Inspection,'' 
and  that  "Where  there  is  no  substantial  change  made  in 
the  duties  or  salary  of  the  person  transferred,"  he  stall 
be  placed  in  the  new  position  without  a  Civil  Service  ex- 
amination ;  and  with  further  reference  to  the  action  of 
Councils  by  their  ordinance  creating  the  Division  of 
Housing  and  Sanitation^  in  fulfilment  of  the  foregoing 
statutory  directions. 

Taking   up    your    inquiries    in    their    order,    I   would 
answer  them  as  follows : 

"1.   Ts  tlie  provision  in  the  Act  of  Assembly  for  the 
transfer  of  'inspectors  and  employees'  mandatory?" 
Yes. 

"2.  Has  Councils  the  right  to  desginate  what  positions 
the  transferred  employees  shall  fill  ?" 

The  Act  provides  that  the  Director  of  the  department 
shall  organize  and  establish  the  Division  of  Housing  by 
transfer  from  the  former  Division  of  Sanitation  and  Tene- 
ment House  Inspection.  This  indicates  that  the  work  of 
organization  is  to  be  done  by  the  Director.  The  Act 
further  makes  mandatory  provision  for  the  appointment 
of  a  Chief  of  the  Division,  an  Assistant  Chief,  one  or 
more  supervising  inspectors  and  a  statistician  and  "suf- 
ficient inspectors,  of  such  stenographers,  typewriters,  mes- 
sengers and  other  emploj^ees  as  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  and  Charities  shall  deem  neces- 
sary, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Select  Council.  The 
City  Councils,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  shall  fix 
their  respective  salaries."  It  is  the  evident  purpose  of 
the  statute  that  employees  in  the  new  division  fulfilling 
substantially  the  same  duties  and  performing  the  same 
functions  as  in  the  old,  shall  be  transferred  bodily  into 
the  newly  created  Division  of  Housing ;  and,  in  so  far  as 
Councils  in  designating  the  character  of  the  transfer  from 
the  one  division  to  the  other  have  fairly  complied  with 
this  statutory  enactment^  their  action  is  proper,  because 
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ir  is.  in  olTect.  tlic  mandate  of  tlie  Legislature  that  this 
sliall  lie  diiii(\ 

••;].  Docs  this  action  of  Councils  interfeit^  with  tli(> 
function  of  the  Director?" 

Xot  unless  in  making'  the  designations  Councils  have 
palpably  infringed  the  requirements  of  the  .\ct  above 
mentioned. 

"4.  Does  the  Act  limit  the  discretion  of  the  Director 
in  changing  the  duties  of  transferred  employees  T' 

'M.  Will  such  transfers  (1,  2,  3  a^id  4)  destroy  or 
abridge  the  general  right  of  the  Director  to  dismiss  for 
adequate  cause  ?" 

Xo. 

''6.  Could  an  employee  be  dismissed  without  cause,  jn'o- 
vided  his  services  were  not  needed  for  any  spocitic  ])osi- 
tion  ?" 

Yes.  The  fact  that  his  services  are  not  needed  would 
constitute  adequate  cause  for  his  dismissal. 

"7.  Does  the  Act  gniard  against  a  change  in  duties?" 
The  Act  does  not  interfere  with  the  administrative  con- 
trol of  tlie  Department  by  its  Director,  which  would  in- 
cliule  a  change  of  duties  where  deemed  beneficial  by  him. 

"S.  Must  an  ^inspector  or  employee'  of  the  old  divi- 
sion take  a  Civil  Service  examination  if  a  'substantial 
change"  is  made  in  his  duties?" 

Xot  unless  the  "substantial  change"  in  his  duties 
amounts  t(i  a  promotion,  in  which  event,  "under  Section 
IC  of  the  Civil  Service  Act  of  March  5,  1000,  P.  L.  91, 
he  would  be  obliged  to  conform  to  the  regulations  of  the 
Civil  Service  Conmiission,  such  promotion  to  be  based 
u))on  merit  and  fitness. 

•■'.».  Docs  the  speific  transfer  of  a  position  by  Councils 
to  an  equivalent  position  determine  what  the  salary  of 
that  equivalent  position  shall  be,  even  if  not  specifically 
designated  ?" 
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If  the  amount  of  the  salary  be  not  specififally  desig- 
nated, it  remains  unaltered,  and  the  person  transferred  to 
the  new  position  would  receive  the  same  salary  as  hereto- 
fore. 

"10.  The  ordinance  provides  that  the  "Assistant  to  Chief 
Inspector  of  Nuisances  be  changed  to  !N"uisance  Inspector,' 
l)ut  the  Act  of  Assembly  does  not  contemplate  such  a 
position.  Must  the  Director  accept  this  provision  of 
Councils  ?" 

The  mere  fact  that  a  position  in  the  division  is  not 
specihcally  provided  for  in  this  statute,  would  not  pre- 
vent the  creation  or  designation  of  such  a  position,  for,  in 
addition  to  those  so  specifically  provided  for  in  the  Act, 
there  is,  as  already  seen,  the  further  direction  for  the 
appointment  of  other  employees  "as  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  and  Charities  shall  deem 
necessary,  subject  to  the  approval  of  Select  Council."  Tliis 
fixes. the  respective  rights  of  yourself  and  Councils  in  the 
premises. 

"11.  Has  Councils  the  right  to  designate  the  transfer 
of  the  former  Chief  Inspector  of  ISTuisances  to  the  new 
])osition  of  Assistant  Chief  of  Division  of  Housing  and 
Sanitation,  or  has  the  Director  the  right  to  appoint  or 
transfer  some  one  else  to  this  position  ?" 

I  think  the  answer  to  this  query  is,  in  great  measure, 
involved  in  the  foregoing,  especially  numbers  2  and  10. 
It  is  the  law  itself,  and  neither  Councils  nor  the  Director 
of  the  Department,  which  requires  the  transfer  of  such 
ofilces  from  the  old  division  to  the  new  one.  It  is  evidently 
the  intention  of  the  Act  that  the  transferred  officials  shall 
perform  c(;rresponding  duties  under  the  new  organization, 
and  if  Councils  have  carried  this  purpose  reasonably  into 
effect  they  have  not  erred.  As  to  the  person  who  shall  fill 
the  office  of  Assistant  Chief  of  the  division,  or  any  other 
position  therein,  this  is  an  executive,  and  not  a  legislative, 
function,  and  the  Director  of  the  Department  has  the  right 
to  decide  what  individual  shall  hold  such  office  or  position. 

"12.  The  Act  of  Assembly  calls  for  'sufficient  inspec- 
tors.' Who  shall  determine  what  number  shall  be  con- 
sidered 'sufficient'  ?" 
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'■The  Director  of  tlie  ])e})artnient  of  Public  TTealth  and 
Charities  "'  "  "'  subject  to  the  approval  of  Select 
C'uiincil,"

Dear  Sir:— I  have  your  inquiry  of  14th  iust.  whether 
employees  appointed  by  the  Pension  Board,  provided  for 
by  Act  ISTo.  242,  are  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Civil 
Service  Commission.  The  Act  in  question  provides  for 
a  Pension  Board  to  administer  pension  funds  raised  partly 
by  appropriation  by  Councils  and  partly  by  payments 
into  such  fund  by  the  employees  to  be  pensioned.  Such 
employees  are  those  of  the  City  and  all  county  or  other 
employees  paid  by  appropriation  of  the  City  Councils  out 
of  the  City  Treasury,  and  the  requirement  to  create  such 
a  Pension  Board  and  pension  fund  is  laid  upon  "all  cities 
of  the  first  class."  The  Act  of  March  5,  1906,  creating 
the  Civil  Service  Commission,  in  the  first  section,  provides 
that  "on  and  after  the  first  day  of  March,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  six,  appointments  to,  and  promotions 
in.  the  civil  service  of  the  cities  of  the  first  class  shall  be 
made  only  according  to  qualifications  and  fitness,  to  be 
ascertained  by  examinations,"  etc.  Also,  that  "no  person 
shall  be  appointed,  transferred,  reinstated  or  promoted  as 
an  officer,  clerk,  employee  or  laborer  of  the  civil  service 
under  the  government  of  any  city  of  the  first  class  in  any 
manner  or  by  any  means  other  than  those  prescribed  in 
this  Act."  Expressions  of  a  similarly  universal  character 
abound  throughout  the  Act.  and  the  concluding  section 
thereof  provides  that  "Tt  is  intended  by  this  Act  to  furnish 
a  complete  and  exclusive  system  for  the  appointment,  pro- 
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motion,  reduction,  transfer,  removal  or  reinstatment  of 
all  officers,  clerks,  laborers,  and  other  employees  in  the 
civil  service  of  the  cities  of  the  first  class  in  this  Common- 
Avealth." 

It  seems  clear,  from  these  provisions,  that  the  intention 
of  the  Act  of  1906  is  to  subject  to  the  control  and  juris- 
diction of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  all  clerks  and 
employees  of  every  character  in  the  Civil  Service  of  cities 
of  the  lirst  class  or  under  their  government.  As  already 
stated,  the  Act  of  1915,  establishing  a  pension  fund,  makes 
it  the  duty  of  the  City  to  create  such  fund  and  the  Pension 
Board  to  administer  it.  This  is,  of  course,  to  be  done  by 
the  City  in  its  municipal  or  governmental  character,  and 
in  my  opinion,  the  employees  to  be  chosen  by  such  Board 
to  assist  in  the  carrying  on  of  its  functions  cannot  be  re- 
garded otherv^^ise  than  as  City  employees.  I  therefore 
think  they  are  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  and  are  to  be  appointed  in  accordance  vpith, 
and  governed  by,  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1906  and 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission, 
as  by  that  Act  authorized. 

As  requested,  I  herewith  return  copy  of  Act  No.  242, 
which  you  were  kind  enough  to  enclose  with  your  inquiry.

Dear  Sir  : — In  your  communication  of  this  date,  in 
relation  to  the  Act  requiring  cities  of  the  first  class  to  es- 
tablish a  Pension  Fund,  etc.,  you  ask: 

"1.  From  what  date  should  the  monthly  deductions 
be  made? 
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"2.  It  is  important  to  tlie  successful  and  economical 
operation  of  the  fund  that  deductions  be  made  for  the 
Pension  Fund  from  each  employee's  salary  by  each  de- 
jiartment  or  bureau  and  paid  in  by  warrant  to  the  said 
fund.  Will  it  be  necessary  in  this  connection  for  each 
employee  to  give  a  power  of  attorney  to  his  department 
head  or  bureau  chief  authorizing  this  to  be  done  ?" 

There  is  no  date  mentioned  in  the  bill  except  such  as 
may  be  inferred  from  Section  5,  which  provides  that  ''the 
City,  County  or  other  public  employee,  if  any  herein  men- 
tioned, shall,  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  pay  unto  the 
Board  of  Pensions  monthly  an  amount  equal  to  two  per- 
centum  of  their  monthly  salaries  or  wages,"  etc.  From 
this  it  would  follow  that  if  the  literal  provision  of  the 
Act  were  to  be  observed,  the  two  percentum  payable  to  the 
Board  of  Pensions  would  begin  as  of  the  date  of  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Act,  to  wit,  May  20,  1915.  Payments  of 
the  salaries  of  the  City  and  other  employees  have,  how- 
ever, already  been  made  up  to  the  end  of  June,  and,  of 
course,  no  deduction  from  such  payments  can  now  be  made. 
Moreover,  it  is  to  be  presumed  that  the  time  necessarily 
taken  by  the  Board  in  organizing,  adopting  regulations, 
etc.,  is  to  be  considered.  I  would  suggest  the  fixing  of 
July  1,  1915,  as  a  date  within  the  practical  contempla- 
tion of  the  statute  from  which  payments  into  the  Pension 
Fund  may  be  computed.  This,  I  believe,  would  reasonaldy 
satisfy  the  intention  of  the  Legislature. 

As  to  the  manner  of  making  the  payments,  to  which 
your  second  inquiry  is  directed,  the  Act  is  silent  upon  this 
point,  leaving  it  as  a  matter  of  detail  to  be  worked  out  by 
the  Board  of  Pensions.  The  only  requirement  of  the  Act 
is  that  the  employees  shall  "pay  unto  the  Board  of  Pen- 
sions" the  amounts  due  from  them  respectively,  and  no 
provision  is  made  for  deducting  such  amounts  from  the 
salaries  paid  them,  but  the  impracticability  of  awaiting 
the  initiative  of  each  man  in  making  these  payments,  and 
the  likelihood  that  such  a  method  would  work  unsuccess- 
fully, are  obvious.  The  matter,  moreover,  is  one  of  ad- 
ministrative regulation.  I  see  no  objections  to  the  plan 
suggested  by  you,  that  is  to  say,  to  have  the  department 
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or  bureau  deduct  from  each  employee's  salary  the  sum 
due  from  him  therefrom,  and  pay  it  by  warrant  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Pension  Fund,  taking  from  the  employee 
a  power  of  attorney  authorizing  the  department  head  or 
bureau  chief  to  do  this.  And  I  would  suggest  that  in 
framing  the  regulations  of  the  Board,  this  or  some  other 
feasible  plan  may  be  embodied  therein.

Deae  Sir:- — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  letter  of  July  13, 
1915,  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  approved 
by  you,  supplementing  a  previous  letter,  giving  the  status 
of  Dakota  street  between  Fifty-ninth  and  Sixtieth  streets, 
and  enclosing  copies  of  affidavits  of  David  Irvin,  Harry 
Creech  and  Fred  Eoebuck  that  the  said  Dakota  street,  be- 
tween Fifty-ninth  and  Sixtieth  streets,  has  been  opened- 
of  a  width  of  twenty  feet  and  in  use  notoriously  and  openly 
by  the  public  continuously  for  a  period  of  twenty-one 
years  prior  to  December,  1914,  and  requesting  my  opinion 
on  the  following  questions: 

(a)  Whether  the  District  Surveyor  would  be  justified 
in  making  surveys  for  buildings  to  be  erected  upon  this 
street  under  the  Act  of  April  21,  18.55,  providing  that 
the  buildings  shall  recede  so  as  to  make  the  street  twenty- 
five  feet  in  width,  or  whether  the  street  is  governed  by 
the  ordinance  of  April  8,  1890,  which  prohibits  the  mak- 
ing of  surveys  on  any  streets  of  less  width  than  thirty 
feet; 

(b)  Whether,  under  the  conditions  set  forth  in  the 
letter  of  July  13,  1915,  and  the  previous  letter,  the  Board 
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of  Surveyors  would  be  justitied  in  placing  Dakota  street 
upon  the  City  plan  of  the  width  of  twenty  feet  from 
Fifty-ninth  to  Sixtieth  streets,  as  authorized  by  ordinance 
of  Councils  on  March  4,  1915,  which  authorizes  the 
placing  of  said  street  upon  the  plan  of  that  width,  pro- 
vided that  satisfactory  evidence  shall  be  furnished  within 
one  year  from  the  approval  of  the  ordinance  that  said 
street  has  been  open  and  in  continuous  public  use  for  a 
period  of  at  least  twenty-one  years. 

The  facts  as  disclosed  by  the  papers  which  you  furiiish 
me  appear  to  be  that  Dakota  street,  from  Fifty-ninth  to 
Sixtieth  street,  twenty  feet  wide,  and  situate  one  hun- 
dred feet  north  of  Spruce  street,  was  laid  out  upon  a  plan 
of  lots  of  the  Hamiltonville  Land  Company,  which  said 
plan  was  recorded  December  27,  1859.  Conveyances  were 
subsequently  made  of  lots  fronting  on  Spruce  street  and 
^Minnesota  (now  Irving)  street,  with  the  lots  extending 
in  depth  to  the  said  Dakota  street,  which  was  thus  located 
as  the  rear  boundary  of  the  said  lots  and  intended  as  a 
rear  outlet  for  same. 

The  whole  property  of  the  Hamiltonville  Land  Com- 
pany remained  open  as  a  commons  until  about  1905  or 
1906,  when  Spruce  street  was  opened  through  the  prop- 
erty and  houses  were  erected  on  the  north  side  from  Fifty- 
ninth  to  Sixtieth  streets,  with  the  rear  fences  bounding 
upon  the  said  Dakota  street. 

Prior  to  the  furnishing  to  your  Department  of  the  affi- 
davits of  persons  familiar  with  the  conditions  in  the 
neighborhood  there  appeared  to  be  no  deffinite  evidence 
that  Dakota  street,  between  Fifty-ninth  and  Sixtieth 
streets,  had  been  physically  travelled  or  used  by  the  public 
followina-  the  dedication  by  recorded  plan  of  lots  on  De- 
cember 27,  1859.  The  Act  of  May  9,  1889  (P.  L.  173), 
provides  that  when  a  street  laid  out  upon  a  recorded  plan 
is  dedicated  and  remains  unused  for  a  period  of  twenty- 
one  vears,  the  (l(Mlicati(iu  tlierclty  becomes  void  and  of  uo 
effect. 

The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  states  that  it  is  important  for 
the  District  Surveyor  to  know  the  status  of  the  street  as  of 
April  8,  1890,  because  of  the  approval  on  that  date  of  an 
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ordinance  prohibiting  the  making  of  surveys  on  a  street 
less  than  thirty  feet  in  width,  unless  the  street  was  upon 
the  City  plan  or  actually  or  legally  opened  prior  to  the 
passage  of  the  ordinance.  Thus,  the  exact  point  upon 
which  my  opinion  appears  to  be  desired  is  as  to  the  status 
of  Dakota  street,  between  Fifty-ninth  and  Sixtieth  streets, 
on  April  8,  1890.  The  three  affidavits,  copies  of  which 
were  attached  to  the  letter  of  July  13,  1915,  do  not  ma- 
terially aid  me  in  forming  an  opinion  on  this  point,  as 
the  affidavits  tend  to  establish  an  open  and  notorious  use 
of  the  street  for  only  twenty-one  3^ears  prior  to  1914, 
which  would  carry  the  time  to  1893.  However,  the  affi- 
davits also  contain  an  averment  that  lots  were  sold  front- 
ing on  the  said  Manning  street  (formerly  Dakota  street) 
by  the  TIamiltonville  Land  Company  from  1854  to  1860. 
The  affidavits  follow  the  language  of  the  proviso  in  the 
ordinance  of  March  4,  1915,  authorizing  the  placing  of 
the  street  upon  the  plan,  and  to  this  extent  they  may,  if 
deemed  reliable  by  you,  be  accepted  as  evidence  in  accord- 
ance with  the  wording  of  the  proviso  of  the  ordinance 
that  the  said  Dakota  street  has  been  open  and  in  continu- 
ons  public  use  for  a  period  of  at  least  twenty-one  3'ears 
prior  to  December,  1914. 

If  it  is  true,  as  apparently  shown  by  the  affidavits,  that 
the  street  has  been  openly  and  notoriously  used  by  the 
public  as  a  highway  for  twenty-one  years  prior  to  1914, 
then  the  question  of  the  effect  of  the  Act  of  May  9,  1889, 
is  only  incidental  in  so  far  as  the  present  existence  of 
Dakota  street  as  a  highway  opened  by  dedication  is  con- 
cerned;  for  even  had  the  original  dedication  of  1859 
lapsed  through  non  user  under  the  terms  of  the  Act  of 
May  9,  1889,  the  subsequent  acts  of  the  owners  of  the  land 
in  the  bed  of  the  supposed  highway  in  permitting  the 
public  to  use  the  land  openly  and  notoriously  for  twenty- 
one  years  prior  to  1914  would  amount  to  a  dedication 
anew. 

Your  Department,  however,  is  concerned  not  alone  with 
the  present  existence  of  Dakota  street  as  a  dedicated  high- 
way twenty  feet  wide,  but  with  the  status  of  the  said  street 
on  April  8,  1890,  for  the  right  of  the  District  Surveyor 
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to  make  surveys  npou  a  twenty-feet  wide  street  depends 
npon  whether  the  street  was  upon  the  City  plan  on  said 
date,  or  actually  or  legally  opened  prior  to  the  passage  of 
the  ordinance  of  that  date.  I  am  of  opinion  that,  taking 
into  consideration  all  the  facts  appearing  from  the  records 
as  supported  by  the  affidavits  recently  obtained,  you  would 
be  justified  in  considering  Dakota  street  from  Fifty-ninth 
to  Sixtieth  streets  as  a  highway  legally  opened  by  dedica- 
tion and  user  on  and  prior  to  April  8,  1890. 

All  of  the  property  of  the  Hamiltonville  Land  Com- 
pany appears  to  have  been  open  as  a  commons,  and  it  may 
very  well  be  that  the  twenty-feet  wide  strip  laid  out  as 
Dakota  street  in  1859  was  physically  traveled  and  used 
by  the  public  as  a  road  following  upon  the  dedication.  In 
order  to  overcome  the  dedication  and  make  it  ineffective 
under  the  Act  of  May  9,  1889,  proof  is  necessary  that  the 
dedicated  street  had  remained  unused  for  a  period  of 
twenty-one  years  following  the  recording  of  the  plan.  You 
are  not  bound  to  assume  such  to  be  the  case,  no  evidence 
having  been  furnished  you  upon  which  to  base  a  claim  of 
a  laps'e  of  the  dedication  through  non  user.  In  fact,  you 
would  not  be  justified,  without  substantial  evidence,  in 
arbitrarily  deciding  that  the  dedication  had  lapsed  because 
of  the  non-use  of  the  dedicated  land,  especially  in  view  of 
all  the  circumstances  surrounding  the  particular  street  re- 
garding which  this  opinion  is  asked. 

I  therefore  advise  you: 

(a)  That  the  District  Surveyor  would  be  justified  in 
making  surveys  for  buildings  to  be  erected  upon  Dakota 
street,  twenty  feet  wide,  between  Fifty-ninth  and  Sixtieth 
streets,  provided  the  buildings  shall  recede  to  ma^e  the 
street  twcntv-five  feet  in  width,  as  required  by  the  Act  of 
April  21,  1855 ; 

(b)  That  the  Board  of  Surveyors  would  be  justified  in 
placing  Dakota  street  upon  the  City  plan  of  the  width  of 
twenty  feet  from  Fifty-ninth  street  to  Sixtieth  street,  as 
authorized  by  ordinance  of  Councils,  March  4,  1915 ;  as- 
suming that  the  Board  of  Surveyors  regard  the  three  affi- 
davits of  persons  familiar  with  conditions  in  the  neighor- 
hood  as  reliable  evidence,  satisfactory  to  them,  that  the  said 
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street  was  open  and  in  continnons  public  use  for  a  period 
of  at  least  twenty-one  years  prior  to  March  4,  1915,  in 
the  absence  of  any  contradiction  of  such  affidavits.

Dear  Sir: — Relative  to  the  letter  of  this  date  of  the 
Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau,  bearing  your  approval, 
he  inquires  how  the  proviso  to  the  Act  of  May  20,  1915, 
requiring  cities  of  the  first  class  to  establish  pension  funds, 
affects  employees  in  the  Electrical  Bureau.  Such  proviso 
is  to  the  effect  that  the  Act  "shall  not  apply  to  employees 
of  such  departments,  bureaus  or  offices  as  are  now  pro- 
tected by  pension  authorized  by  the  laws  of  this  State  and 
in  force  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  Act."  It  ap- 
pears, from  the  letter  of  the  Chief  .of  the  Bureau,  that 
prior  to  December  5,  1907,  all  the  salaried  employees  in 
the  Electrical  Bureau  were  eligible  for  membership  in 
the  Police  Pension  Fund,  a  change  in  the  by-laws  of  that 
date  denying  to  employees  of  said  Bureau  who  were  not 
already  members  of  the  Police  Pension  Eund  Association 
the  ri^ht  of  joining  it.  It  further  appears  that  at  the 
present  time  thirty-five  such  emploj'ees  are  still  members 
of  the  Association.  These,  presumably,  hold  over  from 
before  the  change  in  the  by-law  above  referred  to.  The 
inquiries  made  are  whether  those  employees  who  are  mem- 
bers of  the  Police  Pension  Eund  Association  are  required 
to  join  the  Pension  Eund  covered  by  the  Act  referred  to, 
and,  if  not,  whether  they  will  be  permitted  to  join  it  in 
addition  to  the  Police  Pension  Fund,  or  will  have  the 
option  of  resigning  from  the  Police  Pension  Fund  and 
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Act  of  1915  had  in  view  the  Police  and  Fire  Pension 
iMinds  m  tins  City  in  excepting  persons  protected  by  ex- 
isting pensions  from  the  application  of  the  Act.  "The 
Act,  therefore,  does  not  relate  to  any  person  who  is  now 
protected  by  snch  a  pension,  and  as  to  snch  person  he 
remains  precisely  as  if  the  Act  of  May  20,  1915,  had  not 
been  passed.  Therefore,  for  this  reason  I  would  say  that 
those  employees  of  the  Electrical  Bureau  who  are 'mem- 
bers of  the  Police  Pension  Fund  Association  are  not  re- 
(imred  to  join  the  Pension  Fund  covered  bv  the  new  Act; 
tliat  they  would  not  be  permitted  to  join  such  new  Fund 
in  addition  to  the  Police  Pension  Fund;  and  heiinr  at 
the  date  of  the  Act,  protected  by  the  Police  Pension  Fund, 
they  would  not  have  the  option' to  resign  from  it  and  then 
join  the  new  Pension  Fund.

_  Deau  Sir:— I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  As- 
sistant Director  of  your  Department,  dated  22d  inst.,  in 
which  lie  inquires  whether  your  Department  would  be 
justified  in  applying  a  part  of  the  appropriation  of  $5,000 
out  of  Item  170  (loan)  "for  iuiprovino'  the  plot  of 
ground  bounded  by  Clearfield  street,  twentv-seventh 
street,  Chalmers  avenue  and  Twenty-eighth  street  for 
athletic  purposes  for  use  of  emplovees  of  the  Citv  of 
Philadelphia,"  for  the  purpuse  of  piirchasin-  equipment 
tor  the  tenuis  courts  and  clul)  house  to  ho  plar-ed  upon 
such  property,  '•'without  which  the  field  cannot  be  used, 
such  as  uiowers,  tennis  nets,  and  things  similar."  The 
appropriation,  being  out  of  money  borrowed  for  a  specific 
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purpose,  cannot  properly  be  diverted  from  such  purpose. 
So  far  as  concerns  mowers^  it  is  barely  possible  tliat  these 
implements  might  be  considered  a  proper  accessory  to  the 
improvement  of  the  property  in  question,  though  I  regard 
this  as  doubtful.  "Tennis  nets,  and  things  similar,"  are 
certainly  not  improvements  of  the  plot  of  ground  within 
the  meaning  of  the  loan  and  appropriation  ordinances, 
and  it  would,  in  my  judgment,  be  far  better  to  obtain  a 
proper  appropriation  for  such  equipment  than  to  strain 
the  meaning  of  the  ordinances  by  applying  borrowed 
money  to  an  object  for  which  the  loan  was  not  distinctly 
authorized.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  before  me  your  communication  of 
the  22d  inst.,  enclosing  draft  for  a  form  of  license  for 
issuance  by  your  Department  under  the  Act  of  Assembh' 
of  April  26,  1907,  providing  "for  the  licensing  aJid  regu- 
lating of  slaughter-houses,  shops,  wagons  and  places  where 
meats,  poultry,  fish,  game  and  shell-fish  are  prepared  for 
use  as  food  or  stored  or  exposed  for  sale  in  cities  of  the 
first  class  in  this  Commonwealth,  and  providing  penalties 
for  any  violation  of  any  regulation  governing  the  same," 
as  amended  by  the  Act  of  July  25,  1913,  and  asking  me 
to  advise  you  as  to  the  correctness  of  this  form  of  lir-ense. 

In  my  opinion  is  it  not  advisable  to  amend  the  form  of 
license  as  heretofore  used  by  jovlV  Department.  That 
form  provides  for  a  license  "permitting  the  use  of  the 
premises,  buildings  or  parts  of  buildings  situate  "'  ""'  "^ 
for  the  slaughtering  of  animals  and  poultry  and  dressing 
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ho  samo,  or  fur  the  storage.,  sal.  or  preparation  for  sale 

vol  r^rtT  ?V«^^^;:  ^^^'^-'^  revision  folbws  the 
Mouls  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  with  the  exception  of  the 
nse  of  the  word  ;^stands,"  of  which  no  mention  is  made 
m  the  Act,  and  with  the  exception  of  this  word  the  former 
license  would  seem  to  be  in  proper  foi-m. 

Sections  of  the  Act  of  1907  does  not,  I  think,  contoin- 
Jate  the  issnance  of  separate  licenses  for  each  branch  of 
,    he  bnsmess  referred  to  in  the  Act,  but  provides  that  a 
license  permitting  the  nse  of  the  premises/etc.,  for    he 
varions  purposes  enumerated  therein  "mav  be  granted  to 
<y  person,  firm  or  body  corporate/'  and  provides  onlv 
for  a  separate  license  "for  each  place  used  for  the  pur- 
poses  therein   specified.      For   this   reason    T   am   of^the 
opinion   that_  the  enumeration   in  the  form  of  amended 
becnse  submitted  by  you  of  a  list  of  the  branche    of  the 
business  covered  by  the  license,  with  the  instruction   to 
n  bber-stamp  one  of  this  group"  is  objectionable  in  that 
It  restricts  the  license  within  narrower  limits  than  wi. 
contemplated  by  the  Legislature. 

I  return  herewith  copy  of  the  form  of  license  now  in 
"se  as  proposed  to  be  amended.

Deak  Str:_I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  Jnlv  98th 
last  enclosing  a  copy  of  a  letter  to  vourself  from  Air'  T  E 
Mitten,    President    of    the    Philadelphia    Papid    Transii 

fiom   the   tracks   of  that  company   having  been   laid   on 
lo 
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Liizeviie  street,  between  Tenth  street  and  Old  York  road, 
on  Tenth  street,  between  Pike  and  Luzerne  street,  and 
Danphin  street,  from  Marshall  to  Third  street^  during  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1914. 

The  said  charge  was  made  in  accordance  with  that  por- 
tion of  Section  10  of  the  Contract  of  July  1,  1907,  be- 
tween the  City  and  the  Rapid  Transit  Company,  which 
provides  that: 

"in  case  any  additional  streets  shall  hereafter  be 
occupied  by  the  company  by  reason  of  additional 
surface  lines  or  extensions  made  under  the  provi- 
sions of  paragraphs  two  and  three  of  this  contract, 
then  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works,  shall  certify  the  number  of 
square  yards  of  street  paving  upon  the  street  so  occu- 
pied and  the  character  of  such  paving,  and  there 
shall  thereafter  be  added  to  the  yearly  sum  to  be  so 
paid  (the  gross  amount  provided  for  as  payable  to 
the  City  in  commutation  for  street  paving,  license 
fees,  etc.)  an  amount  equal  to  seven  cents  per  square 
yard  of  macadam  pavement,  eight  cents  per  square 
yard  of  asphalt  pavement,  and  six  cents  per  square 
yard  of  other  character  of  pavement  on  said  streets." 

^fr.  Mitten  states  that  he  is  advised  by  the  connsel  for 
the  company  that  in  view  of  the  pavement  having  been 
laid  under  a  guarantee  by  the  contractor  to  keep  it  in 
repair  for  a  certain  number  of  years,  then  as  the  City  is 
under  no  obligation  in  respect  to  the  repair  of  that  pave- 
ment, the  obligation  of  the  company  to  pay  the  additional 
amounts  stipulated  as  above  does  not  attach  until  the  ex- 
piration of  the  guarantee  period. 

You  will  note  that  the  provision  of  the  contract  between 
the  City  and  the  Transit  Company  is  unconditional.  The 
agreement  of  that  company  that  it  will  pay  the  various 
amounts  mentioned  is  to'  be  only  "in  case  any  additional 
streets  shall  hereafter  be  occupied  by  reason  of  additional 
surface  lines  or  extensions  made  under  the  provisions  of 
paragraphs  two  and  three  of  this  contract,"  and  when  this 
state  of  facts  comes  into  existence,  the  duty  of  the  Transit 
Company  to  pay  the  amounts  stipulated  at  once  attaches. 
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T  cannot  see  tliat  tliat  cianpaiiy  nndei-  siu-li  an  agree- 
ment has  the  right  to  inqnire  whether  tlie  City  is  protected 
It.v  a  gnarantee  of  the  contractor  or  not,  or  tliat  the  exist- 
ence of  such  a  guarantee  in  any  way  relieves  it  of  its 
lial)ility  in  the  premises. 

It  is  to  be  borne  in  mind,  moreover,  that  a  time  guaran- 
tee of  this  character  is  a  factor  which  enters  into  the  price 
for  which  the  contractor  is  willing  to  do  the  work,  and 
consequently  affects  the  amount  of  his  bid.  The  Citv. 
tlierefore,  presumptively  pays  an  additional  sum  for  the 
])aving  by  virtue  of  the  guarantee,  and  therefore  the 
equities  as  well  as  the  terms  of  the  contract  would  seem 
to  rebut  the  contention  of  the  Transit  Company. 

Mr.  Mitten  further  states  that  "if,  upon  consideration, 
the  City  takes  a  diiferent  view  of  this  legal  question,  we 
will  be  glad  to  facilitate  its  determination  in  the  Courts 
by  case  stated,  so  that  we  will  have  a  ruling  to  guide  us 
in  the  future.  There  is,  I  believe,  no  disjiute  as  to  t]w 
facts." 

I  would  be  glad,  therefore,  if  you  would  send  a  copy  of 
this  letter  to  Mr.  Mitten  with  a  request  that  he  refer  it 
to  the  Legal  Department  of  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Tran- 
sit Company,  in  order  that  it  may  confer  with  this  De- 
partment with  a  view  to  securing  a  legal  decision  upon 
the  question.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  July  28th,  asking, 
first,  whether  you  can  appoint  the  present  Chief  of  the 
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Division  of  Sanitation  at  a  salary  of  $3,000  to  the  position 
of  Assistant  Chief  of  the  Division  of  Housing  and  Sani- 
tation, and  whether  his  salarv  will  be  the  same ;  and 
second,  whether  you  can  appoint  the  present  Chief  In- 
spector of  Nuisances  at  a  salary  of  $1,900  to  the  position 
of  Supervising  Inspector  of  Sanitation,  and  what  will  his 
salary  he  ? 

The  Act  of  June  3,  1915,  provides  that  there  shall  be  in 
the  Division  of  Housing  and  Sanitation,  in  addition  to  a 
Chief  of  the  Division, 

"an  Assistant  Chief  and  one  or  more  Supervising 
Inspectors,  all  of  whom  shall  be  qualified  by  training 
or  experience;  a  statistician,  -sufiicient  Inspectors, 
and  such  stenographers,  typewriters,  messengers,  and 
other  employees  as  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  and  Charities  shall  deem  necessary, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  Select  Council.  The  City 
Councils,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  shall  fix 
their  respective  salaries.      "      ^     * 

"The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health 
and  Charities  shall,  immediately  after  the  City  Coun- 
cils by  ordinance  crete  the  said  Division,  organize 
and  establish  said  Division  by  transfer  thereto  of  the 
inspectors  and  employees  of  the  Division  of  Sanita- 
tion and  Tenement  House  Inspection.  Where  there 
is  no  substantial  change  made  in  the  duties  or  salary 
of  the  person  transferred,  he  shall  be  placed  in  the 
new  position  without  a  Civil  Service  examination. 
Such  other  employees  as  this  Act  provides  for  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Director  of  the  Department." 

Councils,  by  ordinance  of  July  16,  1915,  provided  for 
the  organization  of  the  Division  thus  established  by  statute. 
In  such  ordinance  it  is  provided : 

"The  Director  of  said  Department  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  directed  to  transfer  all  employees  of  the  Di- 
visions of  Sanitary  and  Tenement  House  Inspection 
to  similar  duties,  at  the  same  salaries,  in  the  new  Di- 
vision of  Housing  and  Sanitation:  Provided,  lioivever, 
That  the  title  of  the  present  Chief  Sanitary  Inspec- 
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tor  shall  Ue  cliaiigdl  to  Supervisinu-  Inspector  in 
(•liar,i>e  of  Sanitation ;  '"'^  "'  ■'''  (  liicf  Inspector  of 
^'uisanccs  lie  clianiie*!  to  .Vssistant  Chief  of  Hivislon 
of  ]Ionsinii  and  Sanitation.      ■''■      "'      "" 

The  ordinance  thns  provides  that  the  title  of  the  ("hief 
Sanitary  Inspector  shall  become  that  of  Snpervisini*;  In- 
si)ector  in  charjie  of  Sanitation,  carrving  to  that  ])osition 
the  salary  on  $.'>,000,  which  is  made  the  salary  of  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector  hy  the  animal  appropriation  ordinance 
of  Decemljer  20,  1!)14;  and  that  the  title  of  the  Chief  In- 
s])ector  of  Xuisances  be  changed  to  that  of  Assistant  Chief 
of  the  Division  of  Housing  and  Sanitation.  This,  under 
the  other  provisions  of  the  ordinance,  would  attach  to  the 
position  of  Assistant  Chief  of  the  Division  of  Housing  and 
Sanitation  the  salary  of  $1,900,  which  by  the  annual  ap- 
])i'opriation  is  made  the  salary  of  the  Chief  Inspector  of 
?\ni  sauces. 

As  I  understand  your  inquiry,  it  is  whether  you  may  re- 
verse this  arrangement  provided  in  the  ordinance,  l)v  mak- 
ing the  Chief  of  the  Division  of  Sanitation  the  Assistant 
Chief  of  the  Division  of  Housing  and  Sanitation  and  con- 
tinuing to  him  the  salary  appropriated  to  the  Chief  Sani- 
tary Inspector  of  $3,000,  and  may  make  the  present  Chief 
Tnsjiector  of  Xuisances,  at  a  salary  of  $1,900.  the  Super- 
\ising  Inspector  of  Sanitation,  with  the  query,  what  will 
his  salary  then  be? 

The  Act  provides  that  the  "City  Conncils,  with  the  ap- 
])roval  of  the  ^fayor,  shall  fix  their  respective  salaries." 
riiis  being  done  by  ordinance,  the  plain  implication  from 
the  latter  being  that  the  salary  of  the  Assistant  Chief  of 
the  Division  of  Housing  and  Sanitation  shall  be  $1,900, 
and  that  of  the  Supervising  Inspector  of  Sanitation,  or,  as 
the  oi'dinance  ))lirases  it.  '*Super^"ising  Ins])ector  in  charge 
of  Sanitation,''  shall  be  that  of  the  former  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector,  whidi  was  $.3,000.  These  salaries  cannot  he 
changed  by  you,  for  the  Act  vests  the  power  of  fixing  them 
in  Councils  and  the  flavor. 

As  stated  in  a  previons  opinion,  one  of  the  objects  of 
the  Act  in  providing  for  the  organization  of  the  new  Di- 
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vision  of  Housing  and  Sanitation  is  to  transfer  those  hold- 
ing positions  in  the  old  Division  to  new  positions  cor- 
responding as  nearly  as  possible  in  duties  and  salaries  to 
those  already  oecnpied  by  them.  How  far  this  has  1  een 
done  in  these  instances  this  Department  is  without  data  to 
decide.  It  is  to  be  presumed,  however,  that  Councils  have 
obeyed  the  directions  of  the  statute  in  so  far  as  it  has  been 
found  practicable  to  do  so. 

As  to  the  persons  to  be  chosen  for  the  respective  posi- 
tions concerning  which  you  inquire,  the  Assistant  Chief 
of  the  Division  and  the  Supervising  Inspectors  are  pro- 
vided for  by  the  first  paragraph  of  Section  2  of  the  Act, 
w'ltli  the  direction  that  they  may  be  appointed  by  the  Di- 
rector of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Charities, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  Select  Council.  To  fill  these 
positions,  therefore,  I  am  of  opinion  that  you  have  the 
right  of  appointment  subject  to  the  approval  of  Select 
Council,  and  that  with  such  approval  you  may  appoint  the 
present  Chief  of  the  Division  of  Sanitation,  or  any  other 
person,  either  to  the  position  of  Assistant  Chief  of  the  Di- 
vision of  Housing  and  Sanitation  at  the  yearly  salary 
which  has  been  fixed  by  C^ouncils,  of  $1,900,  or  to  the 
position  of  Supervising  Inspector  of  Sanitation,  the  salary 
of  which,  as  already  stated  in  the  ordinance,  is  $3,000,  and 
that  you  have  the  same  right  with  respect  to  the  present 
Chief  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  that  is,  to  appoint  him,  or 
such  other  person  as  you  may  select,  with  the  approval  of 
Select  Council,  to  either  of  the  two  positions  in  question 
at  the  respective  salaries  attached  thereto,  as  hereinabove 
indicated.

Dkak  Sir: — I  have  jour  letter  of  August  2d,  stating 
that  consular  notices  ha\-e  recently  been  issued,  calling 
Italians  of  proper  age,  naturalized  and  unnaturalized,  to 
report  to  the  colors  or  be  considered  traitors  to  their 
country,  and  that  many  of  them  are  sailing  to  Italy,  leav- 
ing their,  families  as  a  public  charge  on  the  City.  You 
ask : 

1 .  Whether  your  Department,  or  any  other  Department, 
has  jurisdiction  in  this  matter? 

•2.  What  action  can  be  taken  to  insure  the  deserted 
families  being  taken  care  of  ? 

3.  Whether  those  who  are  not  naturalized  can  be  forced 
to  take  their  families  with  them  ? 

4.  Whether  those  who  are  naturalized  can  be  prevented 
fr(.)m  going  if  their  families  are  dependent? 

In  answer  to  your  several  inquiries,  I  am  of  opinion 
that  the  Department  which  has  jurisdiction  in  the  matter 
is  the  one  of  which  you  are  the  Director.  I  do  not  see  by 
what  process  either  unnaturalized  Italians  can  be  forced 
to  take  their  families  with  them,  or  naturalized  ones  be 
prevented  from  going;  but  if  it  is  evident  that  they  will 
leave  dependent  families,  steps  may  and  should  be  taken 
to  require  that  they  give  adequate  security  before  depart- 
ing, that  such  families  shall  not  become  a  burden  upon  the 
pnblie  after  they  have  gone. 

L  would  therefore  advise  that  immediate  action  be  taken 
for  the  arrest  of  such  persons  as  deserters  of  their  families 
by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  April  13.  isiiT 
(P.  L.  78),  and  that  they  be  bound  over,  with  sufficient 
surety,  to  answer  the  charge  ol^esertion,  to  secure  the  com- 
munity, as  therein  provided.  There  is  no  treaty  of  the 
United  States  for  the  extradition  from  anv  foreiarn  countrv 
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of  deserting  husbands  or  fathers.  Under  the  Act  of  July 
12,  1913  (P,  L.  Til),  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  desertion 
and  non-support  cases  is  vested  in  tlie  ^Municipal  Court  of 
the  Citv  of  Pliiladelj)hia,  and  the  President  Judge  of  that 
court  has  decided  that  the  prosecution  of  desertion  cases 
should  be  in  charge  of  the  District  Attorney  and  not  of  the 
-City  Solicitor,  as  therefore.  I  accordingly  advise  you  to 
take  up  with  the  former  official  the  question  of  the  arrest 
of  such  persons  wlio  are  about  to  leave  this  country  as,  it 
is  manifest,  will  leave  behind  them  wives  or  young  chil- 
dren who  will  in  their  absence  become  a  charge  upon  the 
City,  whether  they  depart  voluntarily  or  under  stress  of 
threat  or  coercion.  The  action  of  those  who  promote  this 
course  is  to  be  greatly  deplored,  and  I  would  urge  that  you 
place  the  matter  before  the  proper  authority  as  promptly 
as  possible,  in  order  that  the  public  interests  may  be  ade- 
quately protected.

Dear  Sir: — In  answer  to  your  letter  requesting  my 
opinion  in  the  matter  of  the  commitment  of  patients  to 
the  Eastern  State  Institution  for  the  Eeeble-Minded  and 
Epileptic  at  Spring  City,  Pa.,  permit  me  to  advise  you 
that  such  commitments  are  governed  by  the  Act  of  June 
12,  1913,  P.  L.  494,  'Section  13,  which  in  substance  is  as 
follows : 

There  shall  be  received  as  inmates  of  said  institution 
only  such  idiotic,  fee'ble-minded  or  epileptic  persons  as 
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may   be   eonniiittcd    thereto   by    the    Courts    of    Quarter 
Sessious. 

The  husband,  wife,  parent,  guardian,  or  other  person 
standino-  in  loco  j>arcntis  to  such  idiotic,  feeble-minded, 
or  epileptic  persons,  the  next  of  kin,  County  Commission- 
ers, Overseers  of  the  Poor,  or  the  manajiers  or  trustees  of 
anv  institution  having  such  person  in  charge,  or  the  Dis- 
trict Attorney,  may,  by  petition,  pray  for  a  commitment 
to  the  said  institution,  and  in  the  petition  shall  be  set 
forth  the  age,  sex  and  residence  of  such  person,  the  ad- 
dress of  his  or  her  parents,  and  the  address  of  the  pe- 
titioner; and  it  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  made 
under  oath,  after  a  personal  examination  of  such  idiotic, 
feeble-minded,  or  epileptic  person,  by  a  reputable  physi- 
cian with  an  experience  of  at  least  five  years  in  the  actual 
practice  of  his  profession,  setting  forth  that  such  person 
is  an  idiot,  of  feeble  mind  or  epileptic,  and  a  proper  sub- 
ject for  commitment.      Thereupon   the  said   Court  shall 
appoint  a  date  for  the  hearing  of  said  petition,  and  cause 
notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  all  parties  in  interest.     If 
the  'Court  decides  that  such  person  is  a  proper  subject  for 
commitment,  it  will  make  an  order  of  commitnient_  and 
direct  the  removal  of  the  said  subject  to  the  said  insti- 
tution by  a  proper  officer  at  the  cost  of  the  County.     At 
the  hearing  the  Court  shall  inquire  into  the  ability  of  the 
parents  or  the  estate  of  the  idiot  to  reimburse  the  County. 
The  cost  of  such  hearing  shall  be  paid  by  the  County,  and 
the  Court  may,  in  its  discretion,  allow  a  fee  of  $."').0()  to 
the  phvsician  making  the  examination,  and  a  fee  of  $10.00 
to  the\Tttoriicy  presenting  the  petition  and  appearing  at 
the  hearing,  which  said  fees  shall  be  paid  by  the  County. 
Section  13  of  this  Act  also  provides  for  the  discharge  of 

patients.

Dear  Sie: — In  reply  to  yonr  letter  of  the  23d  ult.,  in 
relation  to  Clara  V.  Bush,  who  has  been  an  inmate  of  the 
School  for  the  Feeble-Minded  at  Elwvn  since  July  12, 
1904,  and  who  has  been  taken  from  that  institution  by 
her  brother  John,  permit  me  to  say : 

First:  It  appears  from  investigation  by  this  Depart- 
ment that  there  has  never  been  any  legal  commitment; 

Second:  If  the  custody  of  the  child  is  desired  as  you 
declare,  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  should  issue  directed  to 
her  brother,  her  present  custodian. 

This  would  be  the  only  remedy,  and  the  Court  upon 
hearing  would  determine  the  rights  of  the  institution  and 
the  City  as  against  her  relative.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  a  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Surveys  of  July  21,  1915,  approved  by  the  Assistant 
Director  of  your  Department,  requesting  my  opinion  as  to 
whether,  in  view  of  the  facts  stated,  the  Bureau  of  Surveys 
would  he  justified  in  certifying  that  Brill  street,  from 
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Darrali  street  (formerly  Cedar  Street)  to  a  point  about 
227  feet  southeastward  tlierefroni,  is  a  legally  opened 
highway. 

From  the  facts  stated  in  said  letter,  consultation  with 
the  Registrar  of  the  Survey  Bureau,  and  examination  of 
the  records  iu  the  Recorder  of  Deeds'  office  and  in  the 
Orphans'  Court  Office,  I  gather  the  following  facts: 

]S'athan  R.  Shock  died  November  26,  1905,  seized  in 
fee  of  a  certain  tract  of  land  on  the  southeast  side  of 
Frankford    avenue   northeast   of    Bridge   street,    through 
which   Brill   street,   placed   on   the   confirmed   City   plan 
many  years  previous  but  not  legally  opened,  ran.     By  his 
will  he  devised  the  rest,   residue  and  remainder  of  his^ 
estate,  including  the  lot  in  question,  in  nine  equal  parts," 
and  gave  these  nine  equal  undivided  parts  to  each  of  his 
children  and  grandchildren  representing  the  interests  of 
their  parents.     By  certain  deeds  and  the  death  of  a  child 
the   property   became  vested   in    certain   parties,    one    of 
whom  was  a  minor  for  whom  a  guardian  was  appointed 
by  the  Orphans'  Court  in  April,  1890.     In  1908  a  petition 
was  presented  to  the  Orphans'  Court  by  this  guardian, 
asking  leave  to  join  the  rest  of  the  persons  entitled  to  the 
lot  in  question  in  an  amicable  partition,  and  in  this  pe- 
tition the  property  that  was  to  be  made  the  subject  of 
partition  was  described,  not  as  a  whole,  but  in  lots  fronting 
infer  alia  upon  Brill  street.     The  Court  granted  the  peti- 
tion, and  in  pursuance  thereof  conveyance  was  made  by 
all  of  the  parties  in  interest,  including  the  guardian  for 
the  minor,  for  all  of  the  lots,  describing  them  as  fronting 
inter  alia  on  Brill  street,  to  William  II.  Shallcross  by  deed 
dated  February  24,  1908,  recorded  in  deed-book  W.  S.  V. 
!»S],  p.  1S7,  and  on  the  following  day  William  II.  Shall- 
cross, trustee,  bv  separate  deeds,  recorded  respectively  in 
deed-book  W.  S."  V.  945,  pp.  385,  394,  400,  391,  375,  381, 
378,  397,  388,  conveyed  the  lots  according  to  the  descrip- 
tion and  allotment  sef  forth  in  the  petition.     It  would  ap- 
pear that  some  of  these  lots  were  subsequently  conveyed  to 
parties  who  were  not  heirs  of  Xathan  R.  Shock,  for,  as 
stated  in  the  letter,  a  deed  of  dedication  was  executed  by 
James  Lewis  Stott  and  Anna  :\rary,  his  wife;  William 
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Stott,  Jr.,  aud  Ella  Maria,  Ms  wife ;  William  J.  Stokes 
and  Stella  M.,  liis  wife,  and  Joseph  C.  Stokes,  dated  ISTo- 
\'einber  21,  1914,  and  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Surveyors 
May  3,  1915. 

Under  this  statement  of  facts  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
the  deed  of  dedication,  not  having  been  executed  by  the 
persons  owning  the  legal  title  to  the  bed  of  Brill  street, 
is  not  a  good  deed  of  dedication,  and  that  therefore  the 
Board  of  Surveyors  would  not  be  justified  in  certifying 
that  Brill  street,  from  Darrah  street  (formerly  Cedar 
street)  to  a  point  about  227  feet  southeastward  thereform, 
is  a  legally  opened  highway. 

I  would  suggest  that  an  ordinance  be  passed  to  open 
this  street  and  it  would  seem  that  the  City  should  be  able 
to  successfully  resist  am'  claim  for  damages  on  the  part 
of  the  heirs  of  K'athan  E.  Shock  by  reason  of  the  fact 
that  in  the  partition  these  very  heirs  conveyed  the  lots 
fronting  on  the  street.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  recent  letter,  asking  whether 
Statute  J^o.  242,  dated  May  20,  1915,  and  requiring  cities 
of  the  first  class  to  establish  a  pension  fund,  is  applicable 
in  such  manner  that  one  who  has  been  employed  by  the 
City  more  than  twenty  years  prior  to  the  passage  of  that 
Act,  though  not  employed  at  the  time  of  its  passage,  but 
since  re-employed  for  a  shorter  or  longer  period,  may  re- 
ceive a  pension  under  it,  stating  further  that  you  feel  that 
such  a  one  is  within  the  object  of  the  Act  and  should  be 
pensionable  by  virtue  of  its  provisions : 
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Section  3  of  the  Act  provides  that : 

''Every  person  now  or  hereafter  employed  by  the 
said  cities,  or  paid  out  of  the  city  treasury  thereof, 
as  herein  above  provided,  if  any,  of  the  age  of  sixty 
years  and  upwards,  who  shall  have  1)een  so  employed 
i'or  a  period  of  twenty  years  or  more,  shall  *  *  * 
during  the  remainder  of  his  or  her  life,  receive  a 
pension  or  compensation  fixed  by  this  Act,  subject 
to  such  qualifications  as  are  herein  contained." 

By  'Section  11  it  is  provided  that: 

"The  time  of  service  herein  specified,  namely, 
twenty  years,  shall  be  computed  from  the  time  of  the 
first  or'  original  emplojonent  *  *  *  and  need 
not  be  continuous." 

It  is  clear  that  the  Act  is  intended  to  be  so  far  retro- 
spectiv„e  that  persons  "now  employed  by  such  cities,  etc., 
are  to  receive  the  credit  of  time  in  the  service  of  the  City, 
though  such  time  elapsed  before  the  passage  of  the  Act; 
but  the  words  "now  or  hereafter"  appear  in  immediate 
conjunction,  and  it  is  not  anywhere  provided  in  the  statute 
that  there  is  to  be  a  difference  between  persons  in  the 
service  of  the  €ity  at  the  time  of  the  approval  of  the  Act 
or  those  coming  into  its  service  afterwards.  Add  to  this 
the  express  enactment  that  the  time  of  service  shall  be 
computed  from  the  first  or  original  employment  and  need 
not  be  continuous,tand  the  inference  seems  strong  that  one 
who  has  been  so  employed  for  twenty  years  before  the 
passage  of  the  Act,  who  is  not  in  the  public  service  at  the 
time  of  its  passage  but  who  comes  into  such  service  after- 
wards, is  within  the  purpose  which  the  Legislature  had  in 
view  and  that  the.  provision  for  a  pension  applies  to  such 
City  employee. 

Unless  the  contrary  shall  be  judicially  determined,  ^  I 
am  of  opinion  that  the  Pension  Board  would  be  justified  in 
acting  in  accordance  with  this  view  of  the  meaning  and 
effect  of  the  statute.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  iu  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
the  4-th  inst.,  making  certain  inquiries  respecting  demo- 
tions in  the  police  and  fire  service. 

It  appears  that  demotions  have  been  made  as  the  result 
of  "decisions  of  tire  and  police  courts  of  trial."  In  view 
of  the  language  of  the  Bullitt  Bill  and  the  Civil  Service 
xlct,  you  ask  me  to  advise  you  "whether  such  demotions 
as  those  to  which  this  letter  refers,  i.  e.,  demotions  decided 
upon  or  recommended  either  by  police  or  fire  courts  of 
trial  or  by  police  or  fire  courts  of  inquiry,  are  in  accord- 
ance with  the  law,  or  with  a  reasonable  interpretation  of 
the  law." 

In  an  opinion  which  I  rendered  to  the  Director  of  Pub- 
lic iSafety  on  Pebruary  2,  1912,  I  advised  that  officer  that 
he  had  the  power  to  demote  policemen  without  having  re- 
course to  the  police  court  of  trial.  In  conclusion  I  said 
iu  that  opinion  (page  52)  : 

"The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety 
can  permanently  reduce  the  pay  or  position  of  a  fire- 
man or  policeman  for  good  cause,  and  he  may  ascer- 
tain the  cause  in  any  manner  which  seems  best  to 
him.  The  reasons  for  a  reduction  in  position  or  pay 
may  be  entirely  different  from  the  reasons  which 
would  lead  a  Director  to  fine  an  officer  or  fireman. 
*  *  *  The  Director  has  better  facilities  for  as- 
certaining such  reasons,  and  he,  having  ascertained 
them,  may  reduce  in  position  or  pay  without  trial,  by 
giving  the  person  so  reduced  written  notice  of  his 
reasons  for  taking  such  action  and  an  opportunity  to 
reply  to  those  reasons." 
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The  action  of  the  Director,  therefore,  in  securing  the 
opinion  or  recommendation  of  a  police  or  fire  court  of 
trial  or  inquiry  is  merely  the  means  by  which  he  reaches 
the  conclusion  that  a  demotion  is  necessary.  The  recom- 
mendation of  the  court  would  not  seem  to  be  binding  upon 
him.  There  is  nothing  illegal,  however,  in  the  Director's 
action  in  submitting  the  matter  to  the  court  for  advise. 

The  mere  fact,  therefore,  that  the  requisition  comes  to 
you  accompanied  by  the  record  of  the  proceedings  before 
the  police  or  fire  court  would  not  invalidate  the  action 
of  the  Director  in  making  the  demotion. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  demotions  to 
which  you  refer  are  in  accordance  with  law.

Moving  Picture  License  to  Chiircli.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  the  letter  of  the  7th  inst.,  of  George; 
W.  Elliott,  Fire  ]\Iarshal,  written,  as  he  states,  with  your 
approval,  in  which  he  inquires  whether  a  permit  may  be 
issued  to  a  large  church  to  give  moving  picture  exhibitions 
(a)  every  evening,  except  Sunday,  for  a  continuous  period 
of  six  months;  or  (b)  every  Monday,  Wednesday  and 
Saturday  evening  for  a  continuous  period  of  three  or  six 
months. 

He  states  that  the  pragtice  of  his  office  has  Ix'cn  to  re- 
fuse such  permits,  limiting  the  exhibitions  to  a  single  one, 
under  the  proviso  to  the  first  section  of  the  ordinance  of 
February  20,  1008  (page  26),  which  lias  been  interpreted 
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b_v  the  Bureau  as  i^ermittiug  one  exhibition  a  week,  or  for  a 
week  in  case  of  annual  bazaars,  etc.,  for  the  church. 

The  proviso  in  question  is  to  the  effect  that  Section  1 
''shall  not  aj)ply  to  anv  church  or  other  place  not  devoted 
to  the  business  of  such  exhibitions  so  as  to  require  the  pay- 
ment of  said  license  fee  for  the  giving  of  a  single  exhi- 
bition of  moving  pictures." 

The  interpretation  which  has  been  given  to  this  proviso 
bv  the  Fire  Marshal  has  been  fuUv  as  liberal  as  can  be 
jnstified  bv  the  language  of  the  ordinance.  I  do  not  think 
that  under  the  terms  thereof  permits  should  be  given  for 
exhibitions  every  evening,  except  Sunday,  for  a  continu- 
(tus  period  of  six  months,  or  for  three  evenings  a  week  for 
a  continuous  period  of  from  three  to  six  months. 

The  church  having  been  refushed  such  permit,  and  hav- 
ing asked  for  a  license  as  a  moving  picture  establishment, 
the  second  inquiry  I  understand  to  be  in  substance,  whether 
such  license  should  l)e  granted  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
(hurch  does  not  comply  with  the  statutory  requirements 
for  l)uildings  devoted  to  moving  picture  exhibitions. 

1  think  it  clear  that  in  such  circumstances  a  license 
should  not  be  granted.

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  your  letter  of  this  date  with 
respect  to  matters  arising  under  the  recent  ordinance  for 
the  regulation  of  motor  busses  or  jitneys,  in  which  you  ask: 

First:  "Whether  a  blanket  bond  for  $2, .500  covering 
each  car  would  meet  with  your  (my)  approval  ?"  and 
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Sccoiul :  ''Wlictlier  under  the  terms  of  the  ordinance  it 
would  be  possible  for  them  to  pay  the  license  fee  quarterly 
in  advance  V^ 

T  make  answer  as  follows: 

To  the  first  inquiry  I  reply:  The  requirement  of  Section 
3  of  the  ordinance  is : 

''It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner,  lessee  or  bailee 
of  any  motor  bns  to  operate  or  cause  or  permit  such 
motor  bus  to  be  operated,  nor  shall  any  license  be 
issued  thereunder  until  and  unless  the  owner,  lessee 
or  bailee  shall  have  given  and  there  is  in  full  force 
and  effect  during  the  whole  time  of  operation  of  such 
bus  a  good  and  sufficient  l^ond  in  the  sum  of  two  thou- 
sand five  hundred  (2,500)  dollars  for  each  bus 
licensed." 

This  makes  it  incumbent  upon  the  owner,  etc.,  to  furnish 
a  separate  bond  for  $2,500  for  each  motor  Ims  licensed, 
and  you  ha\-e  no  authority  to  dispense  therewith. 

To  your  second  inquiry  I  reply:  Section  4  of  the  ordi- 
nance pi'ovides: 

''That  before  am'  such  license  shall  issue,  the  per- 
son or  persons,  firm,  association  or  corporation  apply- 
ing for  the  same  sliall  pay  to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes 
of  the  Cit}'  of  Philadelphia,  for  the  use  of  said  City, 
the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  each  motor  bus  to 
be  licensed.  Provided,  That  one-half  only  of  the 
above  sum  shall  be  charged  in  the  case  of  license 
issued  after  the  first  day  of.  January  and  before  the 
first  day  of  July  in  each  year." 

You  will  notice  that  the  payment  of  the  full  license  fee 
provided  by  the  ordinance  is  a  condition  precedent  to  the 
issuance  of  the  license,  and  it  is  your  duty  to  refuse  to 
issue  any  license  until  the  full  sum  of  $50  is  paid,  if  the 
license  is  to  be  issued  between  now  and  December  31st 
next,  and  $25  between  January  1st  and  June  30th.

Deae  Sik  : — I  have  tlie  letter  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Police,  approved  by  you,  inquiring  with  relation  to  that 
provision  of  the  Municipal  Pension  Act  of  May  20,  1915, 
to  the  effect 

"That  this  Act  shall  not  apply  to  employes  of  such 
departments,  bureaus  or  offices  as  are  now  protected 
by  pension  authorized  by  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  in 
force  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  Act." 

He  asks  whether  the  fact  that  the  Police  Bureau  is  pro- 
tected by  a  pension  fund  prevents  a  member  of  the  Bureau 
who  is  not  a  member  of  the  Police  Pension  Fund  from 
taking  advantage  of  the  Municipal  Pension  Fund  Act. 

As  noted  above,  by  the  terms  of  the  Act  it  is  not  to  ap- 
ply to  "employees  of  such  departments,  bureaus  or  offices 
as  are  now  protected  by  pension  authorized  by  the  laws  of 
this  State,"  etc.  This  relates  to  the  department  or  bureau 
and  not  to  the  individual  employee.  If  the  bureau  at  the 
date  of  the  Act  was  protected  by  a  legally  authorized  pen- 
sion fund  to  which  an  employee  in  the  bureau  was  eligible, 
I  am  of  opinion  that  the  Act  would  not  apply  to  that  em- 
ployee because  its  language  makes  it  inapplicable  to  em- 
ployees of  such  bureaus  as  were  then  protected  by  pension. 

For  the  further  information  of  the  Superintendent  of 
the  Bureau  of  Police,  I  enclose  a  copy  of  a  letter  sent  you 
on  July  22d,  last,  which  relates  to  a  somewhat  different 
branch  of  the  same  subject.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  your  recent  letter  in  ref- 
erence to  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  case 
of  Chalmers  vs.  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  inquiring 
whether  it  would  be  practicable  for  Councils  to  pass  an 
ordinance  for  the  regulation  of  steam  plants  and  the  ex- 
amination and  licensing  of  the  operators  thereof  without 
conflicting  with  that  decision. 
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The  decision  in  question  was  placed  upon  several 
grounds 

That  as  the  subject  of  the  Act  was  one  with  respect  to 
which  cities  might  not  be  classified,  the  legislation  was 
local,  and,  being  upon  a  subject  as  to  which  local  legisla- 
tion is  forbidden  by  the  Constitution,  was  invalid.  Also, 
that  the  Act  was  a  special  law  regulating  the  employment 
of  labor  or  the  exercise  of  a  trade  or  occupation  within 
the  limits  of  a  city  of  the  first  class,  and  that  the  Act  was 
discriminative  and  special  because  it  exempted  from  its 
operation  steam  boilers  or  steam  engines  under  ten  horse- 
power, locomotive  boilers  while  in  transportation,  and 
steam  engines  and  steam  boilers  carrying  less  than  fifteen 
pounds  pressure  to  the  square  inch. 

An  ordinance  containing  the  latter  or  similar  discrim- 
inative clauses  would  be  open  to  the  same  objection  as 
the  statute  considered  in  the  ^Chalmers  case,  and  would, 
therefore,  be  illegal. 

The  objection  to  local  legislation  does  not,  however,  ap- 
ply to  municipal  ordinances  as  distinguished  from  the 
Acts  of  the  Legislature,  and  an  ordinance  would  not  be 
regarded  as  unlawful  because  of  the  local  character  of  its 
enactments. 

If.  therefore,  the  City  of  Philadelphia  has  the  authority 
to  legislate  upon  the  subject  under  the  powers  which  have 
beeti  conferred  upon  it,  such  an  ordinance,  free  from  the 
discriminative  and  special  clauses  which  were  the  occasion 
of  the  strictures  of  the  Supreme  Court,  would  be  upheld. 
There  has  been  no  specific  power  given  to  the  iCity  to  pass 
an  ordinance  of  this  character,  l^evertheless,  the  City  is 
possessed  of  general  police  powers  as  well  as  the  right 
bestowed  upon  it  by  the  Act  of  March  17,  1789,  2  Sm.  L. 
462,  "to  make,  ordain  and  establish  such  and  so  many 
laws,  ordinances  and  regulations  as  shall  be  necessary  for 
the  welfare  and  comfort  of  said  City,"  together  with  the 
grant  by  Section  6  of  the  Consolidation  Act  of  February 
2,  1854,  "that  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  be  vested 
with  all  the  powers,  rights  and  privileges  and  immunities 
incident  to  a  municipal  corporation  and  necessary  for  the 
proper  government  of  the  same." 
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Under  these  broad  powers  I  am  of  opinion  that  the 
right  of  the  City  by  a  proper  ordinance,  avoidini!;  all  nndne 
discrimination,  to  regulate  the  snbjoct-matter  in  qnestion 
and  to  provide  for  reasonable  examinations  and  licensing, 
might  well  be  snstained.

License  Form  for  Sale  of  Meat,  etc.

Deak  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  11th 
inst.,  inquiring  as  to  the  correctness  of  forms  of  license 
for  places  for  the  slanghtering  and  dressing  of  animals  and 
poultry,  the  preparation  for  sale  of  meats  or  fish,  storage 
of  meats,  poultry,  game,  fish  and  shell-fish,  and  the  sale 
of  meat,  fish  and  poultry. 

In  answer  to  a  former  letter  on  this  subject  the  note  on 
the  proposed  license  form  "rubber  stamp  one  of  this 
group"  was  deemed  inadvisable  because  many  of  the  sub- 
jects of  the  license  were  so  nearly  allied  that  to  permit  but 
one  of  these,  as  for  instance,  the  sale  of  meats,  excluding 
the  sale  of  fish  or  poultry,  or  the  preparation  for  sale  of 
meats  or  fish  would  seem  to  work  considerable  hardship, 
which  was  not  intended  by  the  statute.  In  the  forms  sub- 
mitted this  is  now  corrected  and  the  note  changed  to  "rub- 
ber stamp  one  or  more  of  this  group."  The  alteration 
would  appear  to  remove  the  objection  and  make  the  new 
form  a  proper  one. 

I  may  further  suggest  that  the  words  "under  the  pro- 
visions of  tlie  Acts  of  Assembly,  approved  April  26,  1907, 
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and  July  25,  1913,  entitled,"  etc.,  would  be  somewhat 
clearer  if  made  to  read  "under  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
of  Assembly,  approved  April  26,  1907  (as  amended  by 
the  Act  approved  July  25,  1915)  entitled,"  etc. 

The  copies  of  the  forms  sent  with  your  letter  are  here- 
with returned.

Deae  Sie: — I  have  your  two  letters  of  the  16th  inst., 
in  reference  to  the  ordinance  regulating  the  running  of 
motor  busses  or  jitneys.  In  the  first  of  these  you  ask 
what  sections  of  the  existing  ordinance  are  eliminated  by 
Judge  Sulzberger's  opinion,  and  in  your  second  you  say 
that  "under  the  terms  of  the  ordinance,  I  take  it  that  it 
does  not  apply  to  vehicles  used  for  sight  seeing  purposes. 
Certain  of  the  jitney  drivers  have  notified  me  of  their 
intention  to  run  their  cars  as  sight  seeing  vehicles,  and 
I  would  appreciate  it  if  you  would  advise  me  what  action 
this  department  should  take  in  case  this  is  done." 

In  answer  to  your  first  question  I  would  say  that  the 
order  of  Judge  Sulzberger  does  not  "eliminate"  any  sec- 
tion of  the  ordinance,  but  only  enjoins  the  enforcing  of 
that  relating  to  the  "zones"  until  after  the  hearing  on 
September  20th.  I  sent  you  a  copy  of  the  order  immedi- 
ately upon  its  being  entered,  but  I  quote  it  for  you  again, 
as  follows : 

"And  now,  this  7th  day  of  August.  1915,  it  ap- 
pearing that  the  plaintilfs  have  refused  or  neglected 
to  enter  the  bond  stipulated  for  in  the  order,  in  the 
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nature  of  injunction  issued  on  July  15,  1915,  the 
said  order  is  now  vacated,  save  that  the  defendants 
are  enjoined  until  September  20,  1915,  from  en- 
forcing that  part  of  the  ordinance  which  provides 
that  all  jitney  drivers  shall  for  five  cents  travel  the 
whole  length  of  the  routes  prescribed  by  the  ordi- 
nance." 

With  respect  to  your  inquiry  as  to  the  use  of  "sight- 
seeing signs,"  the  first  section  of  the  ordinance  specifically 
exempts  ''any  street  railway  car  or  motor  propelled  vehicle 
used  exclusively  for  sight-seeing  purposes."  Under  this 
exemption  any  vehicle  w^hich  is  in  good  faith  used  gen- 
uinely for  what  were  known  as  sight-seeing  purposes  at 
the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  should  be  per- 
mitted to  run  without  reference  to  the  requirements  which 
the  ordinance  contains,  but  this  is  not  intended  and  should 
not  be  permitted  to  authorize  a  mere  evasion  of  the  terms 
of  the  ordinance  by  a  fictitious  assumption  of  the  char- 
acter of  a  sight-seeing  vehicle  by  what  is  in  reality  a  jitney 
or  motor  bus  as  defined  by  the  ordinance.  The  sight- 
seeing vehicles  which  the  ordinance  had  in  view  are  un- 
doubtedly those  which  were  familiarly  known  upon  the 
streets  of  the  iCity  and  which  carried  passengers  over  a 
particular  route  for  the  purpose  of  exhibiting  to  strangers 
in  the  City  and  others,  the  various  points  of  interest  which 
it  is  to  be  assumed  that  they  would  desire  to  visit,  and  gen- 
erally having  announcements  of  these  points  made.  These 
should  be  permitted  to  operate  without  interference  as 
heretofore,  but  your  duty  in  cases  in  which  a  "sight-seeing 
sign"  is  placed  upon  a  "jitney"  vehicle  as  a  mere  artifice 
and  in  which  its  character  as  a  motor  bus  or  jitney  re- 
mains unchanged  is  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  ordi- 
nance in  the  same  manner  as  if  such  sign  had  not  been 
placed  upon  it. 

In  connection  with  the  general  "jitney  question"  I 
would  suggest  that  neither  you  nor  T  have  any  power  to 
alter  or  amend  the  teruis  and  provisions  of  the  ordinance 
in  relation  to  the  duties  devolved  upon  us  respectively  by 
it,  without  regard  to  our  private  opinions  ujion  the  subject. 
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I  believe,  as  doubtless  you  do,  that  tbe  "jitney,"  so- 
called,  should  be  encouraged,  and  its  right  to  lawful  and 
proper  existence  recognized.  ISTevertheless,  it  is  your 
duty,  as  well  as  mine,  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  ordi- 
nance in  so  far  as  they  have  been  judicially  sustained. 

The  bond  provided  for  by  Section  3  of  the  ordinance 
has  been  prepared  by  me  in  exact  accordance  with  the 
terms  which  are  therein  required.  These  are  that  the 
bond  shall  be  in  the  sum  of  $2,500,  and  shall  be  condi- 
tioned as  follows: 

"(1).  For  the  faithful  performance  of  each  and 
every  provision  of  the  ordinance: 

"(2).  That  any  person  or  persons  who  may  be 
injured  or  damaged  in  person  or  in  property  by  the 
operation  of  such  bus  may  sue  under  such  bond  in 
the  name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  recover 
thereunder  such  damages  as  they  may  have  sus- 
tained." 

These  requisites  I  have  no  power  to  vary. 

I  take  this  occasion,  however,  to  say  that  it  appears  to 
me  that  there  has  been  much  misrepresentation  with  re- 
spect to  the  conditions  of  the  bond  and  that  much  has 
been  said  in  the  public  prints  which  seems  to  indicate  an 
attempt  to  drive  the  jitney  men  from  the  street.  In  the 
first  place  the  bond  is  in  a  form  which  is  usual,  if  not 
invariable,  where  a  bond  is  required  at  all  to  be  given  to 
the  City  upon  occasions  similar  to  this.  Moreover,  the 
condition  for  the  faithful  ^performance  of  each  and  every 
provision  of  the  ordinance  relates  alone  to  the  present 
ordinance  and  not  to  any  new  one  which  could  not  im- 
pose new  conditions  upon  a  bondsman  who  had  already 
executed  it,  or  upon  his  surety. 

If  any  objection  be  made  by  surety  companies  or  in- 
dividuals to  the  terms  of  the  bond  (and  none  ever  has 
been  made  to  me),  the  answer  is  that  its  provisions  are 
prescribed  in  the  ordinance  and  can  be  changed  only  by 
Councils. 

There  is,  of  course,  no  requirement  for  the  entering  of 
security  by   "Bonding  Companies."      It  would  probably 
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be  better  were  the  surety  a  private  indivi<binl,  as  this 
■would  insure  greater  care  by  the  individual  driver  and 
would  give  him  a  sense  of  increased  responsibility.  Any 
jitney  owner  may  bring  to  this  ofiice  a  friend,  relative, 
neighbor  or  other  jitney  owner  able  to  qualify  in  the  sum 
of  $2,500  of  real  estate  security,  and  that  security  will 
be  taken,  avoiding  the  need  to  pay  a  premium  to  any 
bonding  company. 

Summarizing,  I  would  say : 

First:  The  ordinance  is  in  force  in  its  entirety,  ex- 
cepting so  much  of  Section  10  as  requires  the  jitneys  to 
travel  over  the  whole  of  prescribed  routes  for  a  fare  of 
five  cents,  which  is  suspended  nntil  September  20,  and 
until  the  further  order  of  the  Court. 

Second :  Bona  fide  and  genuine  sight-seeing  vehicles 
are  exempted,  but  the  mere  use  of  a  "sight-seeing"  sign  or 
device  as  an  evasion  of  the  ordinance  is  not  permissible 
and  should  not  prevent  your  Department  from  doing  its 
duty  and  enforcing  the  ordinance  in  such  cases. 

Third:  That  no  executive  official  of  the  Cit}^  has 
legitimate  power  to  alter,  amend  or  suspend  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  ordinance. 

Fourth :  Every  lawful  encouragement  should  be 
given  to  promote  the  efHciency  and  increase  the  number 
of  responsible  jitney  owners  and  drivers  and  to  conduce 
to.  the  safe,  efficient  and  proper  use  of  these  vehicles. 

Fifth:  The  bond  prepared  in  accordance  with  the 
ordinance  complies  with  the  re(iuirements  thereof.  It  is 
predicated  upon  the  present  ordinance  and  has  no  relation 
to  future  ordinances  or  regulations. 

Sixth:  There  is  no  need  of  a  bonding  company  or 
other  corporation  as  a  surety.  Any  individual  able  prop- 
erly to  qualify  may  be  the  surety  upon  the  bond.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  the  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Surveys,  approved  by  you,  dated  13th  inst.,  iu  refereuce 
to  method  of  procedure  in  relation  to  joint  contract  with 
the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  Company  for  the 
work  of  constructing  the  bridge  on  the  line  of  Godfrey 
avenue  under  the  ISTorth  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  etc. 

From  the  facts  related  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  it 
would  appear  that  many  features  of  the  work,  being  a 
specialized  form  of  operation  in  which  the  railway  com- 
pany's forces  are  experienced  and  expert,  and  which  could 
not  be  entrusted  to  an  outside  party  without  increase  of 
expense  and  danger  to  life  and  property,  should  properly 
be  performed  by  the  employees  of  the  railroad  company 
and  not  l>y  some  other  contractor. 

As  stated  by  Mr.  Webster,  this  situation  is  identical 
with  that  described  in  his  letter  of  July  12,  1915,  in  re 
bridge  on  line  of  Island  avenue  under  the  Philadelphia, 
Baltimore  and  Washington  Railroad,  and  I  see  no  reason 
why  the  same  course  should  not  be  followed  as  was  sug- 
gested in  the  reply  thereto  as  being  a  proper  one.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  your  letter  of  August  I7th, 
with  reference  to  contract  for  the  services  of  an  architect 
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to  supervise  the  construction  of  tlio  main  lil)rarv  building 
to  lie  erected  on  the  Parkway,  with  the  acceptance  of  the 
appointment  of  Mr.  Trumbauer,  the  architect  selected. 

You  say:  "As  it  is  the  desire  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  The  Free  Library  of  Philadelphia  to  proceed  to  l)egin 
the  erection  of  the  main  library  building,  in  pursuance 
of  the  opinion  contained  in  your  letter  to  me  dated  July 
17,  1915,  I  shall  be  much  obliged  if  you  will  prepare  the 
proper  contract  for  Mr.  Trumbauers  signature." 

The  appropriation  for  the  purpose  of  the  erection  of 
this  building,  both  of  the  balance  of  the  original  $1,000,- 
000  borrowed  therefor  and  of  the  proceeds  of  the  subse- 
quent loan  of  $40,000,  have  been  made  to  the  Mayor,  and 
in  order  that  a  contract  with  the  architect  for  his  services 
should  be  prepared  by  this  Department  and  duly  executed 
the  instruction  so  to  do  should  come  from  that  official. 

The  services  of  an  architect  are  of  a  character  that  do 
not  require  competitive  bids,  and  fortunately,  therefore, 
no  obstacle  from  the  provision  of  law  for  the  letting  of  con- 
tracts to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  exists. 

After  receiving  proper  instructions  from  the  ]\rayor 
the  contract  will  be  duly  prepared  for  execution.  There- 
after the  architect  should  be  paid  for  services  rendered 
upon  the  footing  of  the  contract,  and  subsequent  to  the 
date  thereof  on  warrants  drawn  by  the  official  to  whom 
the  appropriation  is  made,  to  wit,  the  Mayor. 

With  regard  to  your  suggestion  that  it  is  desired  to 
begin  the  erection  of  the  building  in  pursuance  of  the 
opinion  of  this  Department  of  July  17,  1915,  in  that 
opinion  it  was  said: 

''If,  then,  Councils  have,  in  pursuance  of  this 
second  vote  of  the  people,  specifically  directed  the 
erection  of  a  library  building,  and  have  apjDrojri- 
ated  the  $40,000  mentioned  in  the  ordinance  of  1914, 
together  with  the  balance  of  $1,000,000  borrowed  un- 
der ordinance  of  1898  for  beginning  the  erection  of  a 
library  building,  there  no  longer  remains  any  objec- 
tion to  proceeding  with  the  work  and  using  the  aggi'e- 
gate  fund  remaining  for  the  purpose  of  beginning 
such  construction."' 
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This,  you  will  notice,  is  predicated,  not  only  upon  an 
appropriation  of  the  fnnds  but  also  upon  the  supposition 
that  Councils  have  ''specifically  directed  the  erection  of 
the  library  building." 

The  appropriation  to  the  Mayor  for  the  purpose  has 
been  made,  but  Councils  have  not  specifically  directed  the 
erection  of  the  building.  A  mere  appropriation  for  that 
purpose  does  not  imply  an  express  direction,  especially 
where  the  amount  so  appropriated  is  but  a  part,  and  in  this 
instance,  a  minor  part  of  the  total  sum  which  will  be  re- 
quired for  the  completion  of  the  building. 

It  is  quite  obvious  that  by  simply  making  an  appro- 
priation of  approximately  $800,000,  the  couucilmanic  as- 
sent to  the  construction  of  a  building  to  cost  several  million 
dollars  without  further  limitation  or  description  in  the 
ordinance  has  not  been  obtained.  Some  description  of  the 
building  and  indication  of  the  intended  cost  thereof,  as  for 
instance  by  reference  to  the  plans  of  the  architect,  should 
be  embodied  in  the  ordinance  directing  that  the  work  of 
construction  proceed. 

By  Act  of  April  22,  1855,  it  is  provided  that: 

"Xo  appropriation  shall  be  made  of  the  moneys  of 
the  C^ity  without  an  ordinance  therefor  expressing  the 
objects  thereof  and  the  amount  appropriated  for  each 
object." 

The  Act  of  May  12,  1856  makes  it  "the  duty  of  Coun- 
cils in  all  cases  when  making  appropriations  to  state  the 
items  of  expenditure  under  separate  and  distinct  heads  for 
which  such  appropriations  are  intended." 

These  statutes  were  applied  in  a  case  somewhat  similar 
to  this  one  by  jMr.  Chief  Justice  Thompson  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  sitting  at  Xisl  Priiis.  in  the  case  of  Sank  vs.  Phila- 
delphia, 8  Philadelphia,  117  (4  Brewster  133).  In  dis- 
cussing the  subject  that  judge  said: 

"  'Item  7.  For  construction  of  large  storage  re- 
servoir, East  Fairmount  Park,  one  million  three  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($1,325,000.)' 
If  the  direction  of  the  statute  is  to  l)e  observed  at  all, 


and  if  its  object,  and  that  of  the  Act  of  18r)5,  l)e  to 
give  information  to  the  public  of  the  extent  of  lia- 
bility it  is  about  to  incur,  this  item  is  illusory  and 
might  l)e  a  snare.  I^either  size,  depth,  nor  materials 
of  construction  are  hinted  at,  nor  location  fixed  or 
stated  to  have  been  fixed,  'Large'  is  a  comparative 
term.  It  would  be  large,  comparatively  large  if  it 
were  to  cover  twenty-five  acres.  Is  that  to  be  the 
size  ?  Or  is  it  to  be  larger  ?  If  so,  what  arithmetical 
numbers  fix  its  extent,  either  superficially  or  cubic- 
ally  i  There  are  none  given.  It  is  said  it  is  to  cover 
one  hundred  acres ;  if  so,  that  should  have  been  stated 
in  the  item,  or  at  least  by  reference  to  the  engineer's 
plan,  and  so  ought  the  height,  depth,  materials,  etc. 
From  the  item  itself  nobody  can  derive  any  more  in- 
formation than  if  it  had  been  stated  to  be  $1,325,000 
for  water.  I  fully  admit  the  prima  facie  conclusive- 
ness of  Councils  in  framing  their  ordinance  and  de- 
signating the  items.  But  some  authority  must  exist 
to  determine  whether  a  proper  discretion  has  been 
exercised  by  them  in  that  respect  as  well  as  in  all 
cases  where  there  is  a  discretion  to  be  exercised.  It 
is  only  when  it  is  unlawfully  and  improperly  exer- 
cised that  courts  will  interfere.  The  Councils  are  not 
sovereign  in  any  sense;  they  cannot  alter  a  letter  of 
the  law  creating  on  governing  them,  and  courts  must 
of  necessity  judge  whether  they  keep  within  the  law, 
and  interfere  when  they  are  outside  of  it.  They  are 
but  officers  and  agents  of  the  corporation,  and  are 
amenable  to  control  if  they  disregard  the  law's  limita- 
tions. I  regard,  therefore,  Item  No.  7,  as  in  no  re- 
spect what  it  should  have  been  in  order  to  comply 
with  the  Acts  of  Assembly  referred  to." 

Another  phase  of  the  snl)jcct  to  which  I  would  call  your 
attention  is  that  provision  of  Article  14  of  the  Bullitt  bill 
which  requires  that: 

'"Every  contract  for  public  improvements  shall  be 
based  upon  estimate  of  the  whole  cost  furnished  by 
the  proper  officer  through  the  department  having 
charge  of  the  improvements,  and  no  bid  in  excess  of 
such  estimate  shall  be  accepted." 
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This  provision  of  the  law  should  be  complied  with  and 
an  estimate  of  the  cost  made,  as  therein  directed,  before 
the  contract  for  the  erection  of  the  building  shall  be  ex- 
ecuted. "The  department  having  charge  of  the  improve- 
ment" is,  by  Article  4  of  the  same  statute,  made  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works,  which,  it  is  therein  provided, 
shall  have  the  direction,  control  and  administration,  among 
other  things,  of  the  construction,  protection  and  repair  of 
public  buildings. 

This  statutory  direction,  of  course,  cannot  be  set  aside 
by  Councils,  but  in  the  ordinance  to  be  passed  authoriz- 
ing the  building  of  the  library,  provision  can  readily  be 
made  that  the  work  be  supervised  by  that  department, 
either  solely  or  in  co-operation  with  the  Library  Board. 

In  order  to  avoid  any  question,  however,  the  estimate 
of  the  cost  already  referred  to-  should  be  made  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  so  that  the 
proper  officer  legally  "having  charge  of  the  improvement" 
may  be  the  one  to  furnish  the  estimate  of  cost  as  the  Bullitt 
Act  requires.

Deae  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  jou  en- 
closing a  request  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Health 
for  an  opinion  respecting  the  abatement  of  a  nuisance  on  a 
private  alley  between  Malcolm  and  Hadfield  streets. 

It  appears  that  at  the  present  time  the  bed  of  the  alley 
is  not  paved,  and  for  some  time  back  the  drainage  from  the 
yards  of  the  houses  fronting  on  Malcolm  street  has  been 
running  over  the  ground  owned  by  Daniel  Crawford,  Jr., 
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on  Hadfield  street.  Mr.  Crawford  is  about  to  erect  a  row 
of  houses  on  Hadfield  street  with  a  three-foot  alley  in  the 
rear,  parallel  to  the  existing  alley  in  the  rear  of  the  houses 
fro2iting  on  Malcolm  street,  and  the  problem  seems  to  he 
to  adjust  the  grade  and  construction  of  the  two  alleys  so 
as  to  properly  drain  and  carry  off  the  water  which  will 
accumlate  on  them. 

The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Health  inquires  whether 
the  expense  of  constructing  the  necessary  wall  should  be 
pro-rated  between  all  of  the  properties  on  each  side  of  the 
two  alleys,  or  whether  the  entire  cost  should  be  borne  by 
the  ]\ralcohn  street  properties  only,  or  by  the  Hadfield 
street  properties  only. 

In  the  first  place,  it  seems  evident  that  the  Act  of  June 
25,  1913,  P.  L.  544,  which  gives  the  Board  of  Health 
power  to  abate  nuisances  in  private  alleys  in  cities  of  the 
first  class,  was  intended  to  confer  that  power  only  in  the 
case  of  public  nuisances. 

From  the  facts  which  are  before  me  it  would  appear 
that  the  drainage  of  the  Malcolm  street  properties  which 
runs  over  the  ground  owned  by  Mr.  Crawford  is  a  purely 
private  nuisance.  It  might,  it  is  true,  assume  the  char- 
acter of  a  public  nuisance,  but  I  have  no  evidence  before 
mo  to  this  effect.  In  addition,  the  activity  of  Mr.  Craw- 
ford in  improving  his  land  and  erecting  houses  on  it,  thus 
in  substance  converting  his  alley  and  that  used  by  the 
Malcolm  street  properties  into  one  six-foot  alley,  places 
the  duty  upon  one  or  the  other  property  owners,  or  both, 
to  so  grade  and  pave  as  to  prevent  the  existence  of  a  nuis- 
ance. 

It  must  be  assumed  that  these  adjoining  owners  will 
perform  their  duty  in  this  respect,  and  the  cost  of  doing 
so  should  be  arranged  between  them  in  accordance  with 
their  views  as  to  their  respective  obligations  in  the  matter. 

I  would  hesitate  to  advise  either  of  the  owners  as  to 
which  is  liable  for  his  expense.  They  are  in  a  position  to 
seek  advice  from  their  own  attorneys  upon  the  subject, 
and  perhaps  to  make  some  amicable  arrangement  respect- 
ing it. 

Until  the  houses  are  constructed,  however,  and  it  ap-

pears  that  by  the  neglect  or  refusal  of  one,  or  the  other, 
or  both,  of  the  owners  to  take  suitable  precautions,  a  pub- 
lic nuisance  exists  on  the  alleys,  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Board  of  Health  to  interfere  would  not  arise. 

I  would  therefore  advise  you  that  until  a  public  nuis- 
ance actually  exists,  the  board  should  refrain  from  ad- 
vising the  respective  owners  as  to  their  obligations  in  the 
premises.  They  are  familiar  with  their  duties  under  the 
law,  and  it  is  presumed  that  they  will  find  some  way  to 
perform  them.

Dear  Sir  : — -Your  letter  of  the  24th  instant  in  relation 
to  the  violation  of  the  Ominbus  Ordinance  by  the  busses 
belonging  to  the  L'nited  Motor  Bus  Company  was  received 
by  me  at  half  past  four  this  afternoon  and  in  accordance 
with  your  request,  I  hasten  to  reply. 

Immediate  action  will  be  taken  to  enforce  the  terms  of 
the  ordinance  of  1907  if  the  facts  justify  proceedings 
under  that  provision  of  the  said  ordinance  which  is  as 
follows : 

''It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Solicitor,  upon 
being  furnished  with  evidence  of  any  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  to  sue  before  any  magis- 
trate, justice  of  the  peace  or  court  having  lawful 
jurisdiction,  and  to  collect  and  recover  for  the  use  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  the  penalty  or  penalties  for 
such  violation  in  the  same  manner  as  debts  of  like 
amount  are  bv  law  recoverable." 
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As  voii  arc  aware,  that  ordinaTioe  requires  any  person, 
firm,  or  corporation  desiring-  to  rnn  omilniscs  in  any  of 
the  streets  of  the  City  to  make  application  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works,  Bureau  of  Highways,  for  licenses 
to  run  such  omnibuses.  A  license  fee  of  $100.00  for  each 
omnibus  is  required  and  many  other  restrictions  upon  the 
use  of  onmibuses  in  the  streets  of  the  City  are  therein 
provided.  The  penalty  for  violation  of  the  ordinance  is 
fixed  at  $100.00 ;  the  breadth  of  the  tires  is  regulated  in 
accordance  with  the  number  of  people  which  the  omnilnis 
•will  hold;  there  is  a  limitation  of  weight  of  the  loaded 
omnibus  to  20,000  pounds;  and  there  is  a  further  pro- 
vision that  such  omnibuses  may  be  drawn  by  horses  or 
propelled  by  electricity,  gas,  gasoline,  compressed  air, 
steam,  or  other  mechanical  motor  powder,  and  shall  have  a 
carrying  capacity  of  not  less  than  thirty  passengers  nor 
more  than  forty  passengers.  If,  as  you  state,  the  owners 
of  these  vehicles  have  testified  that  they  are  omnibuses  as 
defined  by  the  ordinance  of  1907,  said  owners  would 
ai)pear  to  lie  amenable  to  suit  as  the  ordinance  prescribes.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  your  letter  of  the  23d  inst..  in  ref- 
erence to  salary  warrants  of  $17.Y7  in  favor  of  William 
Stewart,  and  of  $44.05  in  favor  of  Charles  J.  McLaugh- 
lin, both  of  whom  you  state  have  been  arrested  for  theft 
committed  in  your  office.  It  further  appears  that  Mr. 
Stewart  pleaded  guilty,  was  sentenced  to  two  years  im- 
prisonment and  paroled,  and  that  his  parole  having  ex- 
pired he  now  requests  that  a  warrant  be  given  him.  Mr. 
17 
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]\rcLaii,i;liliii  is  now  under  bail  awaiting  trial,  and  lie  has 
likewise  made  a  demand  for  his  warrant. 

By  resolutions  of  Councils  the  persons  suffering  from 
these  thefts  were  reimbursed  out  of  interest  accumulated 
■on  the  support  fund  deposited  by  your  Department.  The 
warrants  are  for  salary  earned  at  the  time  of  the  respective 
arrests. 

If  the  City  had  itself  lost  money  to  the  amount  of  the 
warrants,  it  would  undoubtedly  be  justitied  in  refusing  to 
make  the  payments  requested.  The  money  stolen,  how- 
ever, if  my  recollection  is  right,  was  not  the  City's,  but 
money  which  it  held  in  trust  for  those  in  whose  favor  sup- 
port orders  had  been  made  by  the  Court;  nor  was  reim- 
bursement made  from  the  City's  funds  but  from  the  in- 
terest on  the  accumulation  of  funds  thus  held  in  trust,  so 
that  the  City  has  not  suffered  from  the  misconduct  of 
either  of  the  persons  named.  Moreover,  you  do  not  state 
the  amount  stolen,  whether  in  excess  of  the  salary  war- 
rants due  them  individually  or  not. 

While  it  is  possible  that  the  City  might  make  a  defence 
to  these  demands,  in  view  of  all  the  circumstances  T  do 
not  think  it  incumbent  on  you  to  withhold  the  warrants, 
unless  there  is  some  other  reason  for  doing  so.

T^i<:ae  Sir  : — I  ha^^e  your  letter  of  this  date,  referring 
to  the  Act  of  July  21,  1913,  P.  L.  868,  making  the  assessed 
valuation  of  personal  property  available  as  a  basis  for 
loans  for  permanent  improvements  only.    You  express  the 
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desirability  of  making  an  analysis  of  all  loans  at  present 
ontstanding,  as  well  as  loans  authorized  and  unissued, 
thereby  elassifyini;-  them  as  to  (1)  permanent  improvt- 
inents^  and  (2)  as  to  general  purj)oses;  that  in  preparing 
a  statement  of  the  borrowing  capacity  for  permanent  im- 
provements the  total  debt  outstanding,  together  with  the 
loans  authorized  and  unissued,  would  be  deducted  from 
7  per  cent,  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  real  and  personal 
property  taxable  for  ('ity  and  County  purposes,  and  in 
preparing  a  statement  of  the  borrowing  capacity  for  gen- 
eral purposes,  only  the  total  of  -  the  debt  outstanding  for 
general  purposes  and  loans  authorized  and  unissued — 
other  than  for  permanent  improvements — would  be  de- 
ducted from  7  per  cent,  of  the  assessed  value  of  all  tax- 
able real  property. 

You  further  state  that  the  point  at  issue  is  whether 
vou  should  regard  all  debt  outstanding  and  loans  author- 
ized and  unissued  prior  to  the  $6,000,000  loan  of  191 .". 
for  transit  purposes  as  general  debt;  or,  whether  these 
loans  should  not  be  classified  so  as  to  eliminate  the  pei-- 
manent  improvement  loans  from  the  loans  for  general 
purposes,  thereby  conserving  the  borrowing  capacity  for 
aeneral  purposes  and  conforming  to  the  spirit  and  intent 
of  the  Act  of  July  21,  1013,  in  its  use  of  the  words 
''permanent  improvements." 

I  do  not  think  that  the  Act  of  July  21,  191:3.  was  in- 
tended to  be  retroactive;  therefore  loans  issued  by  tlic 
City  prior  to  the  passage  of  that  Act  (which,  ho\ycv('r. 
were  necessarily  based  on  the  assessed  valuation  of  real 
estate  with  only  a  very  slight  admixture  of  personal  pro] >- 
ertv)  are  not  to  be  regarded  as  affected  by  its  provisions, 
or  that  there  need  be  any  division  of  such  loans  as  between 
})ermanent  improvements  and  other  purposes. 

With  respect  to  loans  authorized  since  the  date  of  the 
Act  of  1913,  it  is  proper  that  they  should  be  separated, 
not,  as  you  suggest,  as  between  loans  for  permanent  im- 
provements and  for  general  purposes,  but,  to  insure  greater 
precision,  making  the  distinction  between  loans  for  ])er- 
mauent  improvements  and  loans  for  purposes  other  tlian 
permanent  improvements.     All  loans  for  permanent  im- 
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provements  authorized  subsequent  to  Julv  21,  1913,  in- 
eluding  the  $G,000,000  transit  loan  of  1915,  uiav  be  de- 
ducted from  7  i^er  cent,  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  tax- 
able personal  property  (as  well  as  from  T  per  cent,  of 
the  aggregate  of  all  taxable  property).  Any  loans  author- 
ized since  that  time  for  purposes  other  than  permanent 
improvements  may  be  put  in  a  class  by  themselves,  and, 
together  with  loans  of  every  character  authorized  before 
the  passage  of  that  Act,  deducted  from  7  per  cent,  of  the 
assessed  valuation  of  taxable  real  estate.  This,  I  think, 
would  make  the  statement*clear  for  practical  purposes,  and 
would  enable  the  calculation  to  be  readily  made  at  any 
time,  in  order  to  show  the  available  amount  of  borrowing- 
capacity  for  permanent  improvements  and  for  purposes 
other  than  permanent  improvements.

MetJiod  of  Charging  Expenses  in  the  Relocation  of 

Sewers.

Dear  Sit;  : — I  have  your  letter  of  the  3d  inst.,  with 
reference  to  the  proper  method  of  charging  the  expenses 
and  v\^ages  incidental  to  the  inspection  of  work  in  the  re- 
location of  sewers — whether  from  the  amount  set  apart 
by  the  contract  for  such  work,  or  from  the  unencum,bered 
balance  in  the  appropriation. 

It  appears  that  there  has  been  appropriated  to  your 
Department  to  Item  160-Loan,  out  of  the  loan  of  January 
7,  1915,  the  sum  of  $500,000  for  the  reconstruction  and 
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relocation  of  scwci's  tlirongh  tlie  central  ]iortion  of  tlic 
City. 

Tlic  coiiti-act  and  spccificatioiis  for  the  doiiia,'  of  tliis 
work  provide  that  "the  cost  of  enjuineering,  supervision 
and  inspection,  and  expenses  incident  thereto,  which  will 
!)('  charged  to  the  contractor  and  deducted  frcmi  the  con- 
tract price  when  the  final  estimate  is  drawn,  is  herehy  fixed 
at  $25  per  day  of  time  continuous  from  and  iu(duding 
March  22,  1915;"  and  it  is  further  provided  i)y  anotlier 
specification  that  the  sum  thus  fixed — that  is  to  say,  $25 
jier  day — will  be  charged  to  the  contractor  as  statcil  in  tlie 
specification  quoted. 

The  ordinances  directing  the  work  to  be  done  authoi'ize 
your  Department  "to  appoint  assistants  and  inspectors 
as  may  be  requisite,  and  to  pay  all  expenses  for  borings, 
salaries,  inspection,  tests,  transportation  and  incidental 
expenses  not  otherwise  provided  for  out  of  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  cost  of  said  sewers." 

The  contracts  are  at  unit  prices,  but  with  a  fixed  limita- 
tion of  amount  embodied  in  each  contract.  Whether  the 
salaries  or  -wages  of  engineers  or  inspectors  employed  by 
the  City  in  connection  with  this  work,  and  the  other  in- 
cidental expenses  incurred  therein,  are  to  be  charged 
against  the  contract  price  or  against  the  unencumbered 
balance  of  the  appropriation  is  largely  a  question  of  ex- 
pediency and  of  convenience  in  bookkeeping.  The  total 
of  these  expenses  will,  of  course,  not  correspond  exactly 
with  the  $25  per  diem  stipulated  to  be  deducted  from  the 
contract  price,  nevertheless,  such  expense  incureed  by  the 
City  may  properly  be  said  to  be  incidental  to  the  contracts 
severally. 

1  am  informed  that  the  universal  practice  in  the  ofiice 
of  the  ('ity  Controller,  and  with  relation  to  similar  con- 
tracts witli  other  departments,  luis  been  to  draw  the  war- 
rants and  make  tlie  ])ayments  as  against  the  stipulated  con- 
tract price,  deducting  the  amounts  so  paid  therefrom. 
To  make  exceptions  in  })articular  cases  would  doubtless 
lead  to  confusion  in  the  keeping  of  the  accounts  of  moneys 
dedicated  to  the  respective  contracts,  and  T  would  recom- 
mend tliat  the  sua'ii'estions  of  the  Citv  Controller  in  this 
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connection  be  followed,  and  that  since  it  is  his  desire  that 
the  charges  be  made  against  the  contract  price,  and  not 
against  the  free  balance  in  the  appropriation,  this  course 
l»c  2)nrsned,  in  order  that  the  uniformity  and  convenience 
in  the  bookkeeping  of  this  Department  may  be  preserved.

Dear  Sir: — On  July  3,  1915,  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Pennsylvania  handed  down  a  decision  in  the  matter  of 
tlie  appeal  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church 
in  America  from  the  order  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Ses- 
sions of  Philadelphia  County,  in  the  matter  of  the  open- 
ing of  the  Parkway  between  City  Hall  and  Fairmount 
Park.  The  church  is  the  owner  of  property  1502  Arch 
street,  and  had  commenced  proceedings  to  compel  the  City 
to  pay  therefor,  alleging  that  the  Parkway,  as  it  existed, 
was  w^orking  to  all  property  owners  an  injustice.  The 
lower  Court  made  an  order  quashing  the  petition  for  the 
appointment  of  view^ers  to  assess  damages.  The  Supreme 
("ourt  reversed  that  action,  reinstated  the  petition,  and 
ordered  the  record  remitted  wdth  directions  to  appoint 
the  viewer's  as  prayed  for.  Whilst  Justice  Von  Mosch- 
zisker  dissented  from  his  colleagues,  the  effect  of  the 
o])inion  is  to  compel  the  City  to  pay  for  all  the  properties 
within  tJie  line  of  the  proposed  Parkway  extending  from 
the  (Mty  Hall  to  the  Green  street  entrance. 

As  you  know,  this  avenue  \vas  lirst  laid  out  upon  the 
City  plan  in  1903.  Parts  of  it  are  in  process  of  comple- 
tion,   and   large   numbers   of   properties   to    the   value    of 
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$0,252,671.97  liave  been  a(!qiiircd.  Some  of  tbese  prop- 
erties were  taken  bv  condemnation  proeeediniis,  and  some 
bv  })rivate  purchase.  Some  of  the  bnildinus  taken  have 
been  torn  down  and  others  are  in  pro<;ess  of  demolition. 
What  has  been  done  by  the  City  the  Supreme  Court  now 
holds  to  be  in  effect  a  ''legal  taking,"  and  it  is  now  within 
the  power  of  all  proj)erty  owners  to  begin  at  once  proceed- 
ings. There  remains  to  be  acquired  188  properties  the 
value  of  which,  based  upon  the  1909  assessment,  is  $.">.- 
288,200.  Ninety-six  (90)  of  these  properties,  valued  at 
$r)22,750,  are  west  of  Logan  Square,  and  92  properties, 
valued  at  $4,71. '), 500,  are  between  the  City  Hall  and  Logan 
Sqmire. 

In  addition  to  the  Parkway  with  its  great  cost,  an  or- 
dinance was  passed  on  May  20,  1915,  extending  the 
boundaries  of  Logan  Square,  by  which  thirty-eight  prop- 
erties with  an  assessed  valuation  of  $567,500  were  ordered 
to  be  taken.  This  adds  this  large  sum  to  the  figures  here- 
inbefore given. 

While  during  my  term,  of  office  I  have  purchased  312 
properties  west  of  Logan  Square  upon  the  basis  of  the 
1909  assessment  plus  10  per  cent.,  'I  doubt  whethei-  it 
will  be  possible  to  continue  so  to  do.  The  owners  from 
City  Hall  west  claim  that  the  1909  assessment  does  not 
represent  the  real  value,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  the 
entire  cost  of  the  taking  of  all  the  properties  along  the 
line  of  the  Parkway  will  approximate  ten  million  dollars. 
"This  is  a  condition,  and  not  a  theory,  that  now  con- 
fronts us,"'  and  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  call  this  decision  to 
your  attention  now,  because  of  the  consequences  resulting 
therefrom,  namely,  the  certainty  that  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia will  have  to  pay  during  the  year  1916  this  ex- 
traordinary sum.  Prior  to  now,  the  cost  of  the  Park- 
way has  been  spread  over  a  number  of  years.  From  1906 
to  date  the  entire  sum  expended  has  been  $3.252,671.>^7, 
but  it  will  not  be  possible  to  longer  defer  immediate  set- 
tlement or  to  carry  out  the  plan  of  partial  payment.  As 
you  are  aware,  we  are  now  within  about  $2,500,000  of  the 
limit  of  our  total  borrowing  ability  based  u])on  the  value  of 
real  estate  alone.     It  is  true  that  recent  legislation  gives  to 
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the  City  ''personal  property"  as  a  basis  for  loans,  but  the 
uses  to  which  money  borrowed  upon  personal  property  may 
be  applied  are  limited  to  transit  facilities,  harbor  lietter- 
ments,  ^'and  other  public  improvements."  Whether  or 
not  the  Parkway,  which  is  only  another  name  for  a  street 
or  highway,  is  a  public  improvement  in  the  sense  of  the 
law,  may  be  a  matter  of  doubt,  but  at  any  rate  it  is  ab- 
solutely needful  that  in  fixing  the  appropriations  for 
the  year  191G  this  decision  should  be  borne  in  mind,  for 
there  will  be  need  of  the  most  watchful  care  and  the 
strictest  economy,  for  transit  development  has  begun,  and 
the  cost  of  the  South  Philadelphia  Improvement  must  be 
considered. 

The  total  revenue  from  the  one  dollar  per  hundred  tax 
rate  as  now  fixed  only  amounts  to  about  $16,000,000,  and 
this  extraordinary  impending  outlay  demands  upon  the 
part  of  the  Finance  Committee,  and  of  all  the  members  of 
Councils,  the  utmost  and  most  careful  scrutiny  in  the 
fixing  of  appropriations  and  providing  for  expenditures 
during  the  coming  year.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  11th 
inst.,  inquiring  whether  there  is  any  legal  reason  why  a 
Deputy  Tax  Receiver  should  not  be  located  on  the  third 
or  fourth  floor  of  the  Public  Buildings,  in  connection  with 
the  business  of  issuing  permits  required  in  various  Bu- 
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refills  of  the  City  Departments,  many  of  which  Eiireans 
are  located  on  these  floors.  You  stkte  that  if  such  an  ar- 
rangement could  be  made  it  would  be  greatly  to  the  con- 
venience of  persons  having  business  with  the  said  Bureaus, 
who  are  compelled  to  travel  from  one  story  to  another 
several  times  in  securing  permits,  but  that  the  Ivcceiver 
of  Taxes,  is  doubtful  as  to  the  legality  of  the  proposed 
change. 

There  is  no  objeciton  from  a  legal  point  of  view  to 
having  a  Deputy  Receiver  of  Taxes  located  on  any  floor 
of  the  Public  Buildings  when  the  business  of  the  City 
may  be  thus  facilitated.  The  matter  is  one  purely  of 
routine  detail.

Dear  Sik:^ — With  reference  to  a  proposed  draft  of  an 
ordinance  for  the  examination  and  certification  of  those 
in  charge  of  steam  boilers,  steam  engines  and  appliances 
connected  therewith  in  this  City,  which  you  have  referred 
to  this  Department  with  a  request  to  be  advised  whether 
it  meets  the  legal  requirements,  permit  me  to  say :  I  do 
not  think  it  does.  The  ordinance  is  informal  and  prob- 
ably illegal  in  various  particulars.  For  instance,  in  Sec- 
tion 3,  power  is  attempted  to  be  given  to  the  inspector  of 
boilers  to  summon  witnesses  ''and  compel  their  attend- 
ance by  a  similar  ])rocess  as  used  in  the  City  Courts  to 
compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  and  he  may  administer 
all  necessary  oaths  to  any  witnesses  thus  summoned  before 
him.''  etc.  This  is  entirely  beyond  the  authority  of  Coun- 
cils to  provide.     In  Section  8  a  distinction   is  made  be- 
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tweeii  boilers  over  ten  hoi'sepower  and  those  not  having 
such  power.  This  contravenes  the  decision  of  the  Court 
in  the  recent  ease  holding  the  Act  of  Assembly  for  this 
purpose  invalid,  as  a  special  and  discriminative  Act. 

I  do  not  find  any  pecuniary  penalty  for  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  except  as  to  Section  8,  the 
violation  of  which  is  penalized  in  the  sum  of  $500,  an 
amount  which  would  be  regarded  as  excessive  and  unrea- 
sonable. 

Various  other  informalities  in  the  structure  of  the  pro- 
posed ordinance  would  be  revealed  by  a  more  critical  ex- 
amination of  its  provisions.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  September  13th,  with 
reference  to  further  proposed  steps  looking  to  the  sup- 
})ression  of  the  performace  of  the  moving  picture.  "The 
Birth  of  a  I^ation,"  now  being  exhibited  at  a  theatre  in 
this  City.  You  enclose  a  letter  from  G.  Edward  Dicker- 
son,  Esq.,  counsel  for  a  committee  of  citizens,  upon  the 
subject.  He  states  that  he  has  had  an  interview  with  me, 
and  that  I  have  suggested  bringing  the  matter  to  your 
attention  in  a  written  communication,  in  order  that  it 
might  be  taken  up  by  you  in  due  order. 

By  the  Act  of  May  20,  1913,  P.  L.  229,  Section  10.  it 
is  provided  as  follows : 
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''The  proper  mniiicipal  officers  shall  have  full 
power  to  inquire  into  any  immoral  tendencies,  or 
any  other  matters  or  thini^s  unlawful  or  hurtful  to 
the  public  at  large,  that  may  l)e  charged,  in  writing', 
as  heing  the  purpose  of  such  exhihitiou,  performance 
or  entertainment;  and  shall  further,  if  said  charges 
are  proven  to  be  true  (after  notice  to  all  the  parties 
in  interest),  forbid  such  exhibitions,  performances 
or  entertainments ;  and  for  that  purpose  shall  have 
full  power  to  direct  the  proper  officers  to  close  the 
said  places  of  amusement,  building  or  buildings. 
Tents  or  enclosures,  in  which  said  exhibitions,  per- 
formances or  entertainments  are  intended  to  be  held, 
and  prevent  the  entrance  of  any  person  or  persons 
except  the  owner  or  owners,  or  lessee  or  lessees,  of 
said  place  of  amusement,  building  or  buildings,  tents 
or  enclosures/' 

Section  17  provides  for  an  api)eal  to  the  Court  from  the 
action  of  the  proper  municipal  officers  pursuant  to  the 
directions  of  Section  IG,  which,  as  you  wall  observe,  pro- 
vides for  an  inquiry  by  those  officers  upon  receipt  of  writ- 
ten charges  and  after  notice  to  all  parties  in  interest.  This 
indicates  the  method  of  procedure  which  should  originally 
have  been  taken.  The  later  Act  of  May  15,  1915,  Xo. 
239,  amending  an  earlier  Act  upon  the  subject,  gives  to 
a  Board  of  Censors  provided  for  therein  the  power  of 
examination  and  approval  of  ''all  hlms,  reels  or  views  to 
be  exhibited  or  used  in  Pennsylvania''  and  the  right  ''to 
disapprove  such  as  are  sacrilegious,  obscene,  indecent  or 
immoral,  or  such  as  tend  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board 
to  debase  or  corru])t  morals."  Films  or  reels  so  disap- 
proved may  not  l)e  exhibited.  It  may  l)e  regarded  as  oj)en 
to  question  how  far  the  latter  statute  would  be  effective 
as  substituting  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Censors  for 
that  of  the  municipal  authorities  in  such  cases  where 
riot,  disorder  or  breach  of  the  peace  uuiy  justly  be  appre- 
hended from  the  exhibition  of  a  moving  picture  film. 

In  a  case  decided  recently  in  Allegheny  County,  it  was 
lield  that  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1915  did  give  to  the 
Innird  of  Censors  the  right  of  decision  upon  the  question 
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of  the  moral  tendencies  of  a  proposed  moving  picture  ex- 
hibition, and  that  the  right  of  interference  by  the  munici- 
pal authorities  in  the  case  of  this  same  set  of  pictures  was 
thereby  divested.  The  decision  of  the  Allegheny  County 
Court  was  cited  at  the  informal  hearing  before  Judge 
Ferguson  when  application  was  made  for  an  injunction 
to  prevent  interference  with  the  performance  by  the  Di- 
rector of  Public  Safety  and  jou.  The  injunction  then 
granted  was  a  temporary  one,  and  in  view  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  of  1913,  above  mentioned,  such  injunc- 
tion must  have  issued,  because  the  procedure  directed  by 
that  statute  had  not  been  followed,  as  well  as  because  of 
the  provisions  of  the  moving  picture  Act  of  1915.  As 
long  as  sucli  temporary  injunction  is  in  force,  it  must 
be  obeyed,  and  no  action  for  the  actual  prevention  of  the 
exhibition  or  closing  of  the  theatre  can  be  taken,  either 
by  you  or  by  the  Director  of  Public  Safety.  I  do  not 
think,  however,  that  this  would  prevent  your  following 
the  directions  of  Section  16  of  the  Act  of  1918  to  the 
extent  of  ascertaining  whether  the  complaint  of  citizens 
is  well-founded  (unless,  indeed,  actual  experience  has  by 
this  time  convinced  you  that  no  danger  of  disorder,  riot 
or  breach  of  the  peace  is  to  be  anticipated  from  the  giving 
of  the  performance).  If,  in  accordance  with  such  action, 
it  should  be  deemed  desirable  to  prevent  the  continuance 
of  the  exhibition,  then  application  might  be  made  for  a 
dissolution  of  the  injunction  and  the  questions  decided ; 
iirst,  whether  the  A(^t  of  1915  has  divested  the  City  of- 
ficials of  jurisdiction  upon  the  subject;  and  second,  if  it 
should  be  held  that  such  jurisdiction  has  not  been  so  di- 
vested, whether  the  proposed  action  of  these  officials  in 
the  matter  would  be  sustained  by  the  C^ourt.  You  will, 
of  course,  bear  in  mind  the  fact  that  at  the  time  the  in- 
junction was  originally  sought  the  performance  had  not 
taken  place,  and  the  harmful  results  thought  likely  to 
arise  from  the  giving  of  it  were  necessarily  speculative 
and  uncertain.  Since  that  time,  the  exhibition  has  been 
actually  given  for  a  number  of  times,  and  a  far  better 
means  of  passing  upon  the  question  of  its  harmful  ten- 
dencies as  inducing  disorder  or  violence  has  thus  been 
furnished  by  actual  experience. 
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What  action  should  be  taken  by  you  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  law,  if  any,  is  a  question  properly  appealing 
to  your  discretion.  In  my  interview  with  Mr.  Dickerson, 
I  called  his  attention  to  the  provisions  of  the  Acts  of  191  :> 
and  11)15.  and  1  suppose  it  is  to  the  information  thus 
conveyed  to  him  that  he  refers  in  his  letter  to  you.

Deapv  Sir: — I  have  the  letter  of  the  13th  inst.  of  the 
Actin.'^i-  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Hio-hways,  approved  by 
you,  with  reference  to  the  paving  of  Sixty-first  street,  from 
Thompson  street  to  Master  street.  It  appears  that  in 
1911  the  Bureau  of  Hig-hways  paved  a  strip  four  feet  wide 
along  the  west  curb  line  of  Sixty-first  street  between 
Thompson  and  Master  streets  with  new  granite  block,  an<l 
the  inquiry  now  made  is  whether  this  work  should  be  in- 
cluded in  estimating  the  assessment  to  be  charged  against 
abutting  ownoi'S  for  the  new  pavement,  or  should  be  ex- 
cluded therefrom. 

When  any  part  of  a  street  has  already  been  paved  as  an 
original  City  pavement,  whether  at  public  expense  or  at 
tlie  cost  of  tiie  owners  of  abutting  property,  such  pavement 
is  to  be  regarded  as  an  original  one,  and  the  property 
omiers  cannot  be  charged  for  the  repaving  of  the  same 
space  thus  already  paved.  I  find  nothing  in  the  letter  of 
the  Acting  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  which  would 
take  the  case  in  question  out  of  this  general  rule,  and  uu-

Jess  some  such  facts  exist,  the  part  of  the  street  already 
paved  should  not  be  included  in  computing  the  liability  of 
the  owners  of  abutting  property  for  the  laying  of  the  new 
pavement.

Deak  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  this  date  with  ref- 
erence to  the  resignation  of  James  Dunlap  as  house  drain- 
age inspector,  who,  you  state,  resigned  that  position  on 
October  27,  1913 ;  that  he  has  expressed  a  willingness  to 
take  a  position  as  attendant  at  the  Philadelphia  Hospital 
for  the  Insane  at  a  salary  of  from  $30.00  to  $50.00  per 
month,  his  salary  in  his  former  position  having  been 
$1,300.00  per  annum;  that  Mr.  Dunlap's  attorney  has 
written  you  a  letter  in  which  he  claims  that  as  the  resig- 
nation was  not  accepted  his  client  is  still  in  the  service  of 
the  City ;  and  that  the  records  of  your  department  and  of 
the  Civil  Service  Commission  show  that  the  position  was 
filled  bv  appointment  of  another  person  on  N'ovember  10. 
1013. 

You  inquire  whether  the  reinstatement  of  Mr.  Diinla]). 
or  his  appointment  as  an  attendant  at  the  Philadelphia 
Hospital  for  the  Insane,  will  entail  any  liability  on  the 
( 'ity  for  salary  or  compensation  from  the  time  of  his  resig- 
nation as  house  drainage  inspector  or'  any  other  liability 
except  his  salary  to  be  paid  him  as  a  hospital  attendant. 

Your  letter  does  not  state  the  facts  from  which  T  am 
enabled  to  understand  the  nature  of  the  contention  of  ^Ir. 
Dunlap's  attorney,  or  exactly  upon  what  it  is  founded.  I 
should  have  a  copy  of  that  letter,  together  with  a  statement 
of  wdiat  the  facts  actuallv  are. 


As  \\v.  Diiiilap's  position  was  filled  hy  a  new  ap])oint- 
ment  nearly  two  years  ago  and  shortly  after  the  date  of 
his  resignation,  this  would  seem  to  he  equivalent  to  an 
acceptance  thereof.  An  appointment  to  the  position  of 
attendant  at  the  insane  hospital  would  also  appear  to  be 
rather  a  new  appointment  than  a  "reinstatement,"  prop- 
erly so  called,  hut  even  it  otherwise  to  be  considered  a  re- 
instatement, it  now  being  more  than  one  year  after  his 
se])aration  from  the  service,  the  period  of  snch  separation 
is  longer  than  that  recognized  by  Paragraph  -i  of  Rule  10 
of  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  which  is  in  the  following 
terms: 

"A  person  separated  from  a  position  in  the  Com- 
petitive Class  by  resignation,  may  be  reinstated  upon 
proper  requisition  from  the  head  of  the  Department 
and  the  approval  of  the  Commission,  Provided  that 
the  separation  must  have  occured  within  one  year 
preceding  the  date  of  receipt  by  the  Commission  of  a 
requisition  for  such  reinstatement,  and  Provided, 
that  the  person  whose  reinstatement  is  thus  sought 
shall  be  required  to  meet  such  physical,  age  and  other 
requirements  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  commission 
as  prerequisites  for  entrance  to  examinations  for  said 
position  at  the  time  the  requisition  for  reinstatement 
is  received  by  the  Commission."

■Jurisdirtion  of  Civil  Service  Commission  over  em^ployees' 
of  the  Free  Library  of  Philadelphia.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  the  15th  inst,  stating 
that  your  Commission  has  been  considering  whether  the 
clerks  and  other  employees  of  the  Free  Library  of  Phila- 
delphia are  not  City  employees  in  the  Civil  Service  of  the 
City,  or  under  its  government,  and  therefore  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Civil  Servnce  Commission.  Accom- 
panying yrfur  letter  is  a  copy  of  the  Charter  of  the  Free 
Library  of  Philadelphia  and  a  complete  resume  of  the 
statutes  and  ordinances  bearing  upon  the  subject.  These 
have  been  of  gTeat  assistance  to  me. 
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r  tliiiik,  however,  after  an  exaiiiiiiatioii  of  the  law  upon 
tlie  subject,  that  the  Free  Library  is  not  a  Department  of 
the  City  and  tliat  the  employees  thereof  are  not  within  the 
jnrisdietion  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission.  The  an- 
alogy between  a  body  of  this  character  and  the  Fairmount 
Park  Commission  is  quite  close  The  latter,  as  you  will 
recall,  was  held  by  Judge  Kinsey  in  the  case  of  Wood  vs. 
Philadelphia,  23  D.  P.  125,  not  to  be  within  the  intend- 
ment of  the  Act  of  1906,  and  I  think  the  same  reasoning 
would  apply  to  the  Free  Library,  which  is  within  the  con- 
trol of  a  board  corresponding  quite  nearly  in  its  formation 
and  functions  to  the  Fairmount  Park  Commission.  This 
inference  is  strengthened  by  the  fact  that  in  the  nine  years 
since  the  passage  of  the  Civil  Service  Act  it  has  been  sup- 
posed that  the  Free  Library  service  was  intended  to  be 
covered  by  that  Act.  In  matters  of  this  character  I  be- 
lieve contemporaneous  and  continued  usage  to  be  a  factor 
of  great  importance  in  questions  which  would  otherwise  be 
doubtful  or  ambigaious.

Dear  Sir: — ^With  reference  to  your  several  inquiries  as 
to  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  of  1015,  which  fol- 
low. I  would  reply : 

To  the  first:  "Do  the  provisions  of  this  Act  apply  to 
the  employees  of  the  Philadelphia  County  Prison  ?"  The 
Philadelphia  County  Prison  is  a  governmental  aeencv, 
18  ' 
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within  the  meaning  of  Section  103  of  the  Act  in  qnestion. 
That  section  provides  as  follows : 

■"The  term  'employer'  as  nseJ  in  this  act  is  de- 
clared to  be  synonymous  with  master,  and  to  include 
natural  persons,  partnerships,  jointstock  companies, 
corporations  for  profit,  corporations  not  for  profit, 
municipal  corporations,  the  commonwealth,  and  all 
governmental  agencies  created  by  it." 

Therefore,  the  provisions  of  the  Act  do  apply  to  the  em- 
ployees of  the  Philadelphia  County  Prison. 

To  your  second  question:  "If  the  Act  applies  to  said 
employees,  would  inmates  suffering  injuries  while  em- 
ployed in  and  about  the  prison  or  in  the  prison  shops  be 
able  to  recover  damages  for  such  injuries  in  the  manner 
provided  in  the  Act  ?"  By  "inmates"  I  assume  that  you 
mean  those  who  are  confined  as  prisoners.  In  my  judg- 
ment, such  inmates  are  not  within  the  Act  as  not  being 
under  contractual  relations  with  those  in  control  of  the 
prison.      Section  104  provides  that: 

"The  term  'employe'  as  used  in  this  act  is  declared 
to  be  synonymous  with  servant,  and  includes  all 
natural  persons  who  perform  services  for  another  for 
a  valuable  consideration,  exclusive  of  persons  whose 
employment  is  casual  in  character  and  not  in  the 
regular  course  of  the  business  of  the  employer,  and 
exclusive  of  persons  to  whom  articles  or  materials 
are  given  out  to  be  made  up,  cleaned,  washed,  altered, 
ornamented,  finished,  or  repaired,  or  adapted  for  sale, 
in  the  worker's  own  home,  or  on  other  premises  not 
under  the  control  or  management  of  the  employer." 

Wliether  a  prisoner  is  an  employee  as  thus  defined,  I 
tliink  extremely  doubtful.      Tn  my  opinion  he  is  not. 

The  third  inquiry:  "Would  an  officer  of  the  prison 
sulfering  an  injury  through  an  assault  by  one  or  more 
prisoners  be  entitled  to  proceed  to  recover  damages  foi 
such  injury  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  Act."  is 
answered  by  the  following  excerj^t  from  Section  301 : 
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■'Till'  tci'iu  'iiijurv  l»y  an  accident  in  tlic  conrsc  of 
his  eniplovnient,'  as  used  in  this  article,  shall  not  in- 
clude an  injnrv  caused  by  an  act  of  a  third  person  in- 
tended to  injnre  the  employe  because  of  reasons  per- 
sonal to  him,  and  not  directed  against  him  as  an  cm- 
])loye  or  because  of  his  employment." 

If  a  pris(mcr  should  assult  an  employe  of  the  prison 
"because  of  reasons  personal  to  him  and  not  directed 
aiiainst  him  as  an  employe  or  because  of  his  employment." 
that  is  to  say,  from  passion  or  malice,  the  Act  would  not 
apply  to  sucii  an  injury.  If,  however,  the  assault  were  not 
made  for  personal  reasons,  but,  for  instance,  in  an  effort 
of  prisoners  to  escape,  I  think  it  probable  that  in  such  ease 
liability  under  the  Act  would  attach. 

To  the  fourth  query:  "Upon  whom  does  the  bnrden  of 
liability  rest  as  employers  in  the  instance  of  the  Phila- 
delphia County  Prison  ?"  I  would  say  that  the  prison  is 
a  ii'overnmental  ag-ency  of  the  County  of  Philadelphia,  and 
that  the  ultimate  liability  would  rest  upon  the  County.

Dkau  Siu: — I  have  the  letter  of  the  20th  inst.,  from 
your  Private  Secretary,  in  reference  to  tHe  recent  decision 
of  Judfie  Andenreid  upon  the  necessity  for  advertising 
leaal  notices  in  newspapers  published  in  forei.aii  languages. 
That  decision  related  to  the  Act  of  April  HO,  1001  (P.  L. 
100),  directing  the  advertisement  of  legal  notices  in  Ger- 
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man  newspapers  in  counties  containing  more  than  40,000 
l)ersons  who  emigrated  from  Germany,  and  the  Act  of 
May  3,  1915,  directing  advertisements  in  similar  cases  to 
he  puhlished  in  Italian  and  Yiddish  newspapers.  These 
Acts  were  declared  to  be  unconstitutional,  because  of  de- 
fects in  their  respective  titles,  as  well  as  because  of  their 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  forbidding 
local  or  special  legislation  regulating  the  affairs  of  coun- 
ties, etc. 

The  publication  of  ordinances,  however,  depends  upon 
different  legislation.  The  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  Section 
5  (P.  L.  232),  requires,  among  other  things,  that  ''all 
ordinances  of  Councils  of  said  City  wdthin  five  days  after 
their  passage  shall  be  advertised  in  five  daily  and  two 
Sunday  newspapers  by  the  Mayor  of  such  cities" ;  and 
the  Ordinance  of  May  9,  1878,  page  106,  provides  that 
''the  heads  of  the  various  departments  of  City  be  and  they 
are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  advertise  all  ordi- 
nances, proposals  and  notices  in  at  least  one  German  daily 
newspaper." 

Your  attention  was  called  to  the  latter  ordinance  in  the 
opinion  of  this  department  of  January  16,  1912  (Opinions 
of  the  City  Solicitor,  1912,  page  29). 

In  the  recent  case  of  Commonwealth  vs.  Kelly,  250  Pa., 
18,  it  was  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  that  under  the 
.Vet  of  Assembly  requiring  the  publication  of  ordinances 
of  boroughs,  such  publication  in  a  Sunday  newspaper  was 
ineffective  and-  void,  and  that  an  ordinance  so  published 
did  not  meet  the  requirements  of  the  statute.  But,  as 
already  observed,  the  Act  of  1874  specifically  directs  the 
publication  in  two  Sunday  newspapers,  thereby  differing 
from  the  Borough  Act  of  April  3,  1851,  which  was  before 
the  Court  in  the  Kelly  case. 

Your  Secretary  asks  whether,  in  view  of  Judge  Auden- 
reid's  decision,  you  should  now  insert  the  advertisement 
or  ordinances  ''in  two  Sunday  newspapers  in  the  English 
language  and  five  daily  newspapers  in  the  English  lan- 
guage?" 

In  the  Supreme  Court  case  above  referred  to,  it  was 
held  that  the  advertisement  directed  by  statute  was  manda- 
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torv,  and  an  ordinance  not  advertised  as  so  directed  failed 
to  take  effect. 

The  Ordinance  of  1878,  as  already  seen,  rc(|uires  the 
insertion  of  these  advertisements  in  a  German  ))aper,  and 
this  shonld  he  continued.  The  Act  of  1874  ])i'ovides  foi- 
their  publication  in  two  Sunday  newspapei's,  and  this 
should  also  he  done  hereafter  as  it  has  been  heretofore; 
hut  there  may  be  some  doubt  whether  the  requirement  to 
])nl)lisli  the  ordinances  in  five  daily  newspaper's,  is  fnl- 
tilled  by  such  publication  in  foiir  English  papers  and  one 
German  paper,  for  it  miiiht  be  argued  that  if  this  were 
so  all  the  advertisements  could  legally  be  printed  in  a 
foreign  tongue.  To  avoid  the  raising  of  such  a  question, 
and  the  possible  risk  that  the  ordinances  of  the  City  should 
be  held  not  legally  adopted,  I  would  suggest  as  a  measure 
of  precaution  that  in  fnture  they  be  published  in  five 
daily  English  newspapers,  in  two  Sunday  newspa])ers, 
and,  in  compliance  with  the  Ordinance  of  1S78,  in  one 
German  newspaper.  I  do  not  mean  to  hold  as  a  matter 
of  law  that  this  is  made  necessary,  but  rather  to  escape 
the  danger  which  might  ensue  should  the  Courts  determine 
that  a  German  newspaper  is  not  properly  one  of  the  five 
which  the  Act  of  1874  requires.

ment and  maintenance  of  public  playgrounds, 
and  the  said  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  immediately  enter  upon  said  prem- 
ises and  take  possessioii  of  the  same.' 

Under  this  statement  of  facts,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  no  resolution  of  the  Board  is  necessary,  as  the 
Board  is  authorized  and  directed  by  this  section  to 
immediately  enter  upon  said  premises  aiul  take  pos- 
session of  the  same.''

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  your  letter  of  September  24:th,  with 
reference  to  the  Act  of  June  7,  1915,  P.  L.  888,  "Regu- 
lating through  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  and  Industry 
the  business  of  assisting  employers  to  obtain  employes  and 
persons  to  secure  employment,  including  the  business  of 
collecting  information  to  the  same  end  and  prescribing 
penalties." 

Section  22  of  that  Act  provides  that  it  shall  become  ef- 
fective on  October  1st  of  this  year,  and  Section  23  con- 
sists of  a  general  repealing  clause  of  inconsistent  legisla- 
tion. 

The  Act  of  April  25,  1907,  P.  L.  106,  as  amended  by 
Act  of  June  13,  1911,  P.  L.  881,  provided  for  the  super- 
vision of  employment  agencies  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety  in  cities  of  the  first  and  second  classes, 
whereas  the  Act  of  1915  applies  to  the  entire  State.  Each 
act  required  the  procuring  of  a  license  to  carry  on  that 
business  from  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  and  the 
State  Commissioner  of  Labor  and  Industry,  respectively ; 
each  further  provides  for  the  supervision  of  employment 
agencies,  and  for  the  payment  of  an  annual  license  fee, 
which  is  fixed  in  both  cases  at  $50. 

Relative  to  these  statutes  you  say,  "While  it  appears  to 
me  that  the  State  Commissioner  of  Labor  and  Industry 
wull  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  all  matters  relating 
to  employment  agencies,  subsequent  to  October  1st,  yet  I 
want  to  be  entirely  sure  that  such  is  the  case."  You  fur- 
ther call  attention  to  the  appropriating  ordinance  for  1915, 
carrying  an  appropriation  of  $1,200  for  the  salary  of  the 
Employment  Agency  Deputy  for  the  current  year,  and  to 
various  facts  showing  that  this  City  emplo^^e  may  be  use- 
ful in  numerous  ways,  and  you  further  inquire  whether, 
because  of  these  considerations,  you  would  be  justified  in 
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rctaiuiiiii"  the  Depntv  and  payinn;  him  the  salary  as  a])- 
])ropriato(l  l)_v  Councils  for  the  halanec  of  the  year. 

Witli  reference  to  the  injury  suggested  l)y  the  state- 
ment of  your  view  on  the  first  point,  I  agree  that  the  Act 
of  1915  was  probably  intended  to  supersede  the  earlier  en- 
actments and  to  vest  exclusive  jurisdiction  uj^on  the  sub- 
ject after  October  1st  in  the  State  Commissioner's  De- 
partment. Nevertheless,  the  complete  assurance  which 
you  seek  can  be  had  only  through  the  medium  of  a  ju- 
dicial decision. 

The  Act  of  11)15  is  not  always  clear  in  its  })lu'asoology. 
The  repealer  is  but  a  general  one.  As  already  noted,  the 
act  covers  the  entire  Commonwealth,  whereas  the  Act 
of  1907  applies  only  to  certain  cities.  In  some  of  its  parts 
the  Act  of  1915  is  plainly  unconstitutional.  This  is 
notably  so  as  to  Section  19,  which  legislates  with  regard 
to  the  sale  of  steamship  tickets  or  orders  for  transporta- 
tion, which  subject  is  not  disclosed  in  the  title  of  the 
act.  The  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1907  are  more  detailed 
and  more  precise  than  those  of  the  Act  of  1915,  and  the 
language  of  the  earlier  statute  is  clearer  and  more  detinite 
and  distinct  in  its  meaning. 

Since  you  desire  ''to  be  entirely  sure"  of  the  repail  of 
the  laws  preceding  that  of  1915,  I  would  suggest  that 
some  arrangement  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  bringing 
the  matter  before  the  Courts  in  a  test  case  after  the  1st 
of  October.  This  should  be  done  with  the  assent  of  the 
District  Attorney,  and  through  his  department,  since  vio- 
lations of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1907  are  punished 
as  misdemeanors  and  require  conviction  in  the  criminal 
Court. 

Meanwhile,  I  think  the  circumstances  justify  you  in 
retaining  the  Employment  Agency  Deputy  for  the  bal- 
ance of  the  year,  and  paying  him  his  salary  in  accordance 
with  the  annual  appropriation  for  that  purpose.

In  re  Jitney  Ordinance.

Deae  Sie: — I  have  the  letter  of  September  27th  of  the 
Siiperiiitendent  of  Police,  approved  by  yon,  in  reference 
to  what  is  known  as  the  Peoples  Motor  Club,  concerning 
which  inquiry  is  made  whether  ''the  operators  of  such 
automobiles  are  following  the  motor  bus  ordinance  of 
July  2,  1915,  or  does  such  a  scheme  as  above  outlined 
exempt  them  from  the  j)rovisions  of  this  ordinance."  The 
scheme  thus  referred  to  is  that  of  issuing  five  strip  tickets 
for  a  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  to  applicants  for  member- 
ship in  the  Peoples  Motor  Club.  Upon  payment  of  the 
said  fee,  the  applicant  receives  a  membership  card,  which 
gives  his  name  and  address  and  is  stated  not  to  be  trans- 
ferable. Accompanying  this  is  a  strip  of  five  tickets, 
which  are  accepted  for  passage  in  certain  motor  cars 
which  carry  a  sign  "car  hired  by  Peoples  Motor  Clul),  for 
members  only."  The  rider  upon  this.  I  understand,  is 
required  to  present  this  card,  together  with  the  strip 
ticket  from  which  one  is  taken  for  each  ride. 

Section  1  of  the  ordinance  of  July  2,  1915,  provides 
that  it  shall  be  illegal  for  motor  buses  to  be  operated  upon 
the  street  of  the  City  unless  a  license  be  first  obtained 
therefor  and  the  other  requirements  of  the  ordinance  com- 
plied with.  For  the  purposes  of  the  ordinance,  a  motor 
bus  is  defined  to  be 

"any  motor  propelled  vehicle  operated  in  or  upon 
the  streets  of  the  City  for  the  purpose  of  carrying- 
passengers  for  hire:  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this 
ordinance  shall  apply  to  any  street  railway  ear  or 
motor  propelled  vehicle  used  exclusively  for  sight 
seeing  purposes,  or  to  any  motor  propelled  vehicle 
which  is  rented  or  hired  from  a  fixed  stand  in  the 
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street  or  from  a  public  or  private  iiarage,  the  destina- 
tion of  which  is  solely  under  the  direction  of  the 
passenger  or  passengers  transported  therein,  or  to 
any  motor  propelled  vehicle  the  charge  or  fare  for 
transportation  in  which  is  not  fixed  hut  is  deter- 
mined and  regulated  by  a  meter  attached  to  said 
vehicle." 

This  definition  fixes  the  liability  of  those  operating 
motor  propelled  vehicles  for  hire  upon  the  public  streets. 
and  likewise  indicates  the  duty  of  the  police  authorities 
in  the  premises.  Any  motor  propelled  vehicle  operated 
on  the  streets  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  passengers 
for  hire,  is  required  to  be  licensed,  unless  it  be  a  street 
railway  car,  a  motor  propelled  vehicle  used  exclusively 
for  sight  seeing  purposes,  or  a  motor  propelled  vehicle 
which  is  rented  or  hired  from  a  fixed  stand  in  the  street 
or  from  a  public  or  private  garage  the  destination  of 
which  is  solely  under  the  direction  of  the  passenger  or 
passengers  transported  therein,  or  a  motor  propelled 
vehicle  the  charge  or  fare  for  transportation  in  which  is 
not  fixed  but  is  determined  and  regulated  by  a  meter  at- 
tached to  the  vehicle. 

It  would  appear  from  the  description  of  the  vehicles 
in  question  that  they  are  motor  buses  operated  on  the 
("ity  streets  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  passengers  for 
hire,  and  not  within  any  of  the  exceptions  embraced  in 
the  first  section  of  the  ordinance.  In  an  opinion  given 
to  your  immediate  predecessor,  referring  to  the  exemption 
of  sight  seeing  vehicles  it  was  said: 

'*l'nder  this  exemption  any  vehicle  which  is  in 
good  faith  used  genuinely  for  wliat  were  known  as 
sight  seeing  purposes  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of 
the  ordinance  should  be  permitted  to  run  without 
reference  to  the  reipiirements  which  the  ordinance 
contains,  but  tliis  is  not  intended  and  should  not  l)e 
permitted  to  authorize  a  mere  evasion  of  the  terms 
of  the  ordinance  by  a  fictitious  assumption  of  the 
character  of  a  sight  seeing  vehicle  l)v  what  is  in 
reality  a  jitney  or  motor  bus  as  defined  by  the  ordi- 
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nance.  The  sight  seeing  vehicles  which  the  ordi- 
nance had  in  view  are  undonbtedlj  those  which  were 
familiarly  known  upon  the  streets  of  the  City  and 
which  carried  passengers  over  a  particular  route  for 
the  purpose  of  exhibiting  to  strangers  in  the  City  and 
others  the  various  points  of  interest  which  it  is  to  be 
assumed  that  they  w^ould  desire  to  visit,  and  gen- 
erally have  announcements  of  those  points  made. 
These  would  be  permitted  to  operate  without  inter- 
ference as  heretofore,  but  your  duty  in  cases  in  which 
a  ^'sight  seeing  sign"'  is  placed  upon  a  ''jitney''  ve- 
hicle as  a  mere  artifice  and  in  which  its  character  as 
a  motor  bus  or  jitney  remains  unchanged  is  to  en- 
force the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  in  the  same 
manner  as  if  such  sign  had  not  been  placed  upon  it.'' 

I  do  not  think  that  the  calling  of  the  rider  a  member  of 
a  clul:),  or  describing  as  an  initiation  fee  the  twenty-five 
cents  which  he  pays  for  five  rides  in  the  cars  of  the  sup- 
posed motor  club  distinguishes  the  case  in  principle  from 
the  selling  of  strip  tickets  at  twenty-five  cents,  or  even 
the  taking  of  cash  fares  of  five  cents  each.  Unless  there 
are  other  features  with  reference  to  the  "club"  than  those 
to  which  the  Superintendent  of  Police  refers,  its  purpose 
seems  to  be  merely  to  provide  machinery  by  which  the 
payment  for  the  rides  can  be  made  in  the  form  of  a  club 
privilege,  having  no  other  substantial  relation  to  the  func- 
tions or  purposes  of  clubs  as  generally  known. 

The  device  of  resorting  to  a  supposed  club  for  the  pur- 
pose of  evading  the  law,  is  not  a  new  one.  It  has  hereto- 
fore often  been  resorted  to,  especially  to  escape  the  penalty 
provided  by  law  for  the  illicit  sale  of  liquors.  It  has 
often  been  held  that  a  bona  fide  club  organization,  having 
the  distinguishing  attributes  of  a  social  or  other  club,  may 
furnish  liquor  to  its  members  without  a  license,  or  on 
Sunday,  but  this  has  not  availed  to  shiled  those  who, 
under  the  pretended  guise  of  a  club,  have  attempted  thus 
to  evade  the  law.  In  the  case  of  Commonwealth  vs.  Tier- 
ney,  148  Pcnna.  5.") 2,  in  which  initiation  fees  were  charged 
together  with  pretended  monthly  dues  by  the  proprietor 
of  what  had  been  a  liquor  saloon,  it  was  held  that  upon 
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his  fnriiisliliiii'  liiiuor  to  the  supposed  members  he  was 
still  liable  to  prosecution  for  that  offense — the  Supreme 
Court  saying: 

"We  need  not  further  refer  to  the  circumstances 
under  which  this  alleged  club  was  formed.  The  evi- 
dence abundantly  shows  that  it  was  a  mere  sham,  a 
device  to  evade  the  license  laws.  It  was  a  club  in 
form;  in  fact,  it  was  a  mere  barroom,  where  liquor 
was  sold  without  a  license.  There  was  a  clumsy  at- 
tempt to  disguise  its  real  character,  and  throw  over 
it  the  protecting  mantle  of  the  law.  The  latter  is 
not  so  feeble,  however,  that  it  cannot  pierce  such  a 
thin  covering  as  this." 

In  the  later  case  of  Klein  vs.  Livingston  Club,  177 
Penna.  22-4,  wherein  it  was  decided  that  a  genuine  and 
bona  fide  club  was  not  amenable  to  prosecution,  it  was 
further  held  that 

"If  the  object  of  the  organized  club  is  merely  to 
provide  members  with  a  convenient  method  of  ob- 
taining a  drik  whenever  they  desire  it,  or  if  the 
form  of  membership  is  no  more  than  a  pretense,  so 
that  any  person  without  discrimination  can  procure 
liquor  by  signing  his  name  in  a  book,  or  buying  a 
ticket  or  a  chip,  thus  enabling  the  buyer  to  conduct 
an  illicit  traffic,  then  it  falls  within  the  terms  of  a 
liquor  license  act.'' 

Similar  considerations  would  apply  in  the  present  in- 
stance. The  alleged  club,  I  gather,  is  open  to  every  one 
who  chooses  to  pay  twenty-five  cents  and  receive  a  mem- 
bership card  and  strip  tickets  in  return,  whereupon  his 
connection  with  the  organization  ceases  until  he  wishes 
to  procure  more  tickets.  This  is  to  observe  the  form  of 
club  membership  without  its  substance,  and  in  my  opinion^ 
it  does  not  suffice  to  protect  the  ticket  holder  from  lia- 
bility under  the  ordinance,  unless  the  latter  shall  be  held 
illegal — litigation  to  determine  which  is  now  pending. 

The  Jitney  Ordinance  as  passed  by  Councils  on  July 
2,  1915,  and  approved  by  His  Honor  the  !Mayor,  ought 
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either  to  be  enforced,  repealed  or  modified.  Councils 
are  now  in  session,  and  it  is  entirely  practicable  for  a 
modifying  or  repealing  ordinance  to  be  introduced  and 
its  passage  speedily  made  effective.  That  there  should 
l)e  increased  transit  facilities,  is  the  belief  of  everyone, 
and  that  there  should  be  regulation  of  the  jitney  must 
he  apparent  to  every  thinking  citizen.  If,  with  the  agi- 
tation during  the  past  few  months,  there  is  a  real  demand 
for  a  change  in  this  ordinance,  the  response  to  that  de- 
mand should  be  the  introduction  by  some  member  of 
Councils  of  a  measure  changing  whatever  may  appeal  to 
the  public  as  obnoxious  or  oppressive.  But  while  the 
oi'dinance  remains  the  law,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Police 
Department  to  enforce  it,  and  not  to  sanction  any  evasion 
of  its  provisions  or  requirements.

^  Dear  Sir:— I  have  received  a  letter  from  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  approved  by  you,  with  reference  to 
the  construction  of  a  bridge  on  the  line  of  Annsbury  street 
under  the  Xorth  Pennsylvania  Branch  of  the  Philadelphia 
and  Reading  Railway.  In  reference  to  this,  inquii-v  is 
made  whether  an  agreement  whereby  the  railway  company 
would  construct  certain  works  appurtenant  to,  or  in  con- 
nection with,  the  bi'idge  these  not  being  let  to  the  contrac- 
tor for  the  other  portions  of  the  work  would  be  proper,  and 
whether  the  Controller  should  be  a<lvised  to  honor  warrants 
pursuant  hereto.

Dear  Sie  : — I  have  received  a  letter  from  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  approved  by  you,  in 
reference  to  a  complaint  which  has  been  made  on  behalf 
of  the  owner  of  premises  l\o.  1520  South  Seventh  street 
against  the  maintenance  of  storm  door  over  the  front  steps 
of  the  adjoining  premises  Iso.  1522  South  Seventh  street. 

It  appears  that  this  complaint  having  been  referred  to 
the  Highway  Bureau  that  bureau  disclaimed  jurisdiction 
in  the  matter  by  virtue  of  an  opinion  of  this  Department 
of  December  12,  1911  (page  210)  in  a  similar  case  in' 
which  it  was  stated  that  the  dispute  was  a  private  one  be- 
tween the  neighboring  property  owners  and  should  be 
settled  by  litigation  between  them,  if  necessary.  The 
language  of  this  opinion  is  quoted  by  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  in  his  present  letter  as  well 
as  that  of  an  opinion  from  this  Department  of  June  25, 
1912  (page  256),  to  the  effect  that  the  authority  of  the 
Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  should  be  limited  to  the 
building  line  and  that  obstructions  upon  the  highway  etc., 
should  be  referred  to  the  Bureau  of  Highways  for  action. 
He  further  quotes  from  a  number  of  ordinances  and  an 
Act  of  Assembl}^  bearing  upon  various  phases  of  highway 
obstruction,  and  inquires  whether  all  obstructions  beyond 
the  building  line,  excepting  such  as  are  specifically  for  by 
existing  legislation,  are  not  by  implication  such  nuisances 
as  the  f ramers  of  legislation  intended  to  prevent ;  also, 
whether  obstructions  which  are  nuisances  or  without  legal 
standing,  would  not  be  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Bureau  of  Highways  or  the  Bureau  of  Police  to  compel 
their  abatement. 

The  precise  facts  in  the  present  controversy  are  not 
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stated,  and  T  do  not  find  in  the  ordinance  or  Act  of  Assem- 
bly to  wliicli  reference  is  made,  an^'tking  whicli  would  pro- 
hibit the  maintenance  of  storm  doors  over  steps  in  the 
locality  in  question,  provided  that  neither  the  steps  nor  the 
storm  doors  project  beyond  the  limit  legally  authorized. 

In  reply  to  the  inquiry  "whether  all  obstructions  be- 
yond the  building  line,  except  such  as  are  specifically  pro- 
vided for  by  existing  legislation,  are  not  by  implication 
such  nuisances  as  the  framers  of  legislation  intended  to 
prevent,"  I  would  say  that  any  obstruction  of  the  Highwa}' 
interfering  with  its  use  by  the  public  and  not  authorized 
by  existing  legislation,  or  by  implication  therefrom,  con- 
stitutes a  purpresture  upon  the  highway  and  may  be  aljated 
by  the  public  authorities,  or  by  suit  at  their  instance. 

As  to  the  second  inquiry,  I  think,  as  indicated  in  the 
opinion  already  mentioned  of  June  25,  1912,  that  the 
Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  is  not  vested  with  authority 
to  act  in  such  matters,  bnt  that  the  Bureau  of  Highways 
is  the  proper  one  to  do  so,  or,  in  the  case  of  certain  obstruc- 
tions, such  as  may  be  summarily  dealt  with,  the  police  may 
perform  the  duty  of  suppressing  them  or  securing  their 
suppression. 

It  often  occurs,  however,  that  the  interposition  of  the 
public  authorities  is  sought  in  personal  quari-els  between 
neighbors  and  where  no  public  utility  is  to  be  served.  In 
such  cases  the  parties  should  be  left  to  themselves  to  settle 
their  differences  by  litigation,  or  otherwise,  as  they  see  tit, 
the  City  not  permitting  itself  to  be  used  as  an  instrument 
to  further  the  interests  of  either  of  the  contestants.  This 
view  was  indicated  in  the  opinion  of  December  12,  1911, 
from  which  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspec- 
tion quotes.

Violations  of  Jitney  Ordinances. 

Robert  D,  Dripps,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — I  have  a  letter  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Police  bearing  your  approval  and  dated  October  15th,  in 
which  he  complains  that  after  arrests  for  violation  of  the 
motor  bus  ordinance  the  persons  arrested  are  fined,  but  be- 
cause of  their  inability  to  pa,y  the  fines  are  discharged  and 
immediately  resume  the  operation  of  the  unlicensed  motor 
busses  upon  the  streets  in  violation  of  the  terms  of  the  ordi- 
nance. He  inquires  what  further  steps  may  be  taken  in 
order  to  enforce  its  provisions. 

Section  3  of  the  ordinance  of  July  2,  1915,  declares  it 
unlawful  for  any  owner,  lessee  or  bailee  of  any  bus  to  op- 
erate or  cause  or  permit  such  motor  bus  to  be  operated 
unless  the  bond  provided  for  in  the  ordinance  shall  have 
been  given. 

Section  7  provides  that  "it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
})erson  to  drive,  operate  or  be  in  charge  of  any  motor  bus 
without  first  having  obtained  a  drivers  license,"  and  fur- 
ther, that  "any  owner,  lessee  or  bailee  whose  motor  bus  is 
operated  or  in  charge  of  a  person  not  licensed  as  herein 
provided  shall  be  subject,  as  well  as  the  person  so  oper- 
ating, to  a  fine  or  fines  as  hereinafter  imposed  for  a  viola- 
tion of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section." 

Section  14  provides  fines  and  penalties  for  the  first  and 
for  subsequent  violations  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tions 3  and  7  among  others,  and  Section  15  makes  it  the 
duty  of  the  City  Solicitor,  upon  being  furnished  with  evi- 
dence of  any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance,  to 
sue  for  and  collect  and  recover  for  the  use  of  the  City  the 
fine  or  fines  therefor. 

Inasmuch  as  the  motor  busses  so  used  are  conspicuously 
numbered,  whereby  their  owners  may  readily  be  identified, 
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a  method  of  enforcing  the  ordinance  snggests  itself  by 
ascertaining  in  each  case  of  a  violation  of  said  sections,  the 
names  and  addresses  of  the  owners  of  the  busses  and  re- 
porting such  information  to  this  Department,  whereupon, 
should  the  ordinance  be  declared  valid  and  effective  in  the 
litigation  now  pending  to  determine  its  legality,  suit  may 
be  brought  against  the  owners  of  the  vehicles  and  the  pen- 
alties probably  collected. 

The  matter  might  also  be  taken  up  with  the  authorities 
of  the  Commonwealth  at  Harrisburg  with  a  view  to  the 
revocation  of  the  automobile  licenses  of  the  offending 
owners,  or  the  refusal  to  renew  such  licenses  when  they  ex- 
pire.

Payment  for  Resurfacing  ^Yorh — Guarantee  Clause.

Deak  Sik  : — T\'itli  reference  to  your  injuiry  as  to 
whether  a  part  of  the  fund  deposited  by  Richard  P.  Bon- 
nis  under  his  contract  with  the  City  of  iSTovember  11,  1911, 
for  resurfacing  Bustleton  Pike,  from  Devereaux  to  Cot- 
ton street,  should  be  paid  to  the  Bureau  of  Highways  t^ 
reimburse  the  City  for  work  done  in  making  repairs  to  the 
said  highway,  it  appears  that  the  sum  of  $895  was  de- 
posited by  the  contractor  with  you  and  a  certificate  issued 
to  him  setting  forth  that  the  money  was  received  as  a 
guarantee  of  the  performance  of  the  §aid  contract,  and 
with  this  distinct  understanding  and  agreement,  to  wit:

"That  if  the  said  Richard  P.  Bennis  shall  fail  to 
comply  with  all  the  terms  of  said  contract,  and  do 
all  work  coming  within  the  limits  of  the  specifica- 
tions thereto  attached,  and  the  Director,  Department 
of  Public  Works,  shall  do  such  neglected  work,  then 
the  said  Director  may  charge  the  expense  thereof, 
and  the  penalty  incurred  by  such  non-compliance, 
against  said  Richard  P.  Bennis,  and  may  draw  from 
the  City  Treasurer  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the 
ten  (10)  per  centum  as  herein  set  forth.  Should 
the  said  contract  be  completed  to  the  satisfaction 
of  said  Director,  the  said  ten  (10)  per  centum,  or 
any  part  thereof  remaining,  shall  be  surrendered  to 
the  said  Richard  P.  Bennis." 

Under  his  contract  Mr.  Bennis  agreed  to  maintain  the 
pavement  for  a  period  of  three  years.  The  amount  ex- 
pended by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  was 
$104.98,  and  it  is  for  this  sum  that  he  requests  that  a 
warrant  be  drawn  in  favor  of  said  Bureau. 

It  is  not  entirely  clear  from  his  letter  to  you — a  copy 
of  which  you  send  me — whether  the  work  done  by  tlie 
Bureau  of  Highways  was  previous  to  the  acceptance  of 
the  work  of  the  contractor,  and  in  order  to  make  it  com- 
ply with  the  requirements  and  specifications  of  the  con- 
tract, or  whether  such  work  of  the  Bureau  was  done  after 
the  completion  of  the  paving  by  the  contractor  and  its 
acceptance  bv  the  City,  but  from  what  he  states  the  latter 
would  seem  to  be  the  case. 

The  specifications,  as  already  stated,  require  the  main- 
tenance of  the  work  for  a  period  of  three  years  from  its 
completion  and  acceptance,  and  in  one  sense  it  might  be 
said  that  the  requirement  of  the  certificate  issued  by  you 
(that  if  the  contractor  failed  to  comply  with  all  the  terms 
of  said  contract,  and  to  do  all  work  coming  within  the 
limits  of  the  specifications  thereto  attached,  and  the  Di- 
rector of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  shall  do  such 
neglected  work,  then  the  said  Director  may  charge  the 
expense  thereof,  and  the  penalty  against  the  contractor) 
would  extend  to  the  failure  to  comply  with  the  specifica- 
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tion  wliieli  relates  to  maintenance  as  well  as  to  the  other 
specitications  of  the  contract. 

I  do  not  think,  however,  this  is  the  nieanino'  to  be  given 
to  the  terms  of  the  certificate,  because  it  is  further  ])r()- 
vided  '"that  should  the  said  contract  be  completed  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  said  Director,  the  said  10  per  centum 
or  any  part  thereof  remaining  shall  be  surrendered,"  thus 
indicating  that  at  the  completion  and  acceptance  of  the 
work  the  deposit  Avith  you  is  to  be  returned^  and  that  it 
is  not  to  remain  as  security  for  maintenance,  especially 
so  as  the  bond  accompanying  the  contract  provides  for  the 
fultillment  of  all  the  conditions  and  terms  thereof,  which 
would  include  the  maintenance  guarantee. 

I  would,  therefore,  advise  you  that  if,  as  appears  irom. 
the  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  the 
work  done  by  the  City  was  subsequent  to  the  completion 
of  the  contract  work,  and  its  acceptance  by  the  City  and 
merely  in  the  way  of  maintenance  under  the  guarantee  of 
the  contract  and  contract  bond,  then  the  City  would  not 
l»e  authorized  in  deducting  from  the  amount  deposited 
with  you  the  sum  expended  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Highways  and  the  payment  thereof  to  that  Bureau. 
If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  work  of  that  Bureau  was  done 
before  the  acceptance,  and  in  order  that  the  original  con- 
tract should  be  complied  with,  in  such  case  the  deduction 
would  be  a  proper  one,  and  the  request  of  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Highways  should  be  complied  with.

Besetting  and  Maintenance  of  Curbs  at  Intersectioyis. 
MoEEis  L.  CooKE^  Esq.;,

Dear  Sir: — I  have  a  letter  of  October  19t]i,  of  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  and  Street  Cleaning, 
approved  by  you,  in  reference  to  the  question  of  who  is 
to  bear  the  expense  of  resetting  curbs  at  intersections,  and 
w^ho  is  liable  for  the  maintenance  thereof.  He  calls  at- 
tention to  the  ordinances  of  JSTovember  17,  1890  (page 
377),  and  of  June  7,  1882  (page  158). 

The  ordinance  of  1882  provides  that  when,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  sidewalks  shall  require  paving,  repaving  and  re- 
pairing, or  curbstones  require  setting  or  resetting,  the 
owners  shall  be  notified  to  do  the  work,  and  if  such  notice 
be  not  complied  with,  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  High- 
ways is  authorized  to  have  the  work  done,  and  to  collect 
the  cost  thereof  from  the  owners. 

The  ordinance  of  1890  provides  for  the  curving  of 
curbs  at  intersections,  the  cost  of  the  work  where  the  curb 
has  not  previously  been  set  to  be  borne  by  the  propertv 
owners,  but  where  the  curb  has  theretofore  been  set,  such 
cost  to  be  borne  by  the  City  and  paid  for  by  appropria- 
tion. 

The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  states  that  a  number  of  curved 
corners  have  been  constructed  in  connection  with  the 
building  and  rebuilding  of  inlets,  and  asks  to  be  advised 
who  "is  liable  for  the  resetting  of  curved  curb  corners  at 
street  intersections,  also  who  is  liable  for  the  maintenance 
of  these  round  corners." 

It  has  been  held  (Wister  vs.  City,  SO  Pa.,  .501 ;  City  vs. 
Wistar,  92  Id.,  401,  and  AVistar  vs.  City,  111  Id.,  604) 
that  where  the  property  owner  has  complied  with  the  or- 
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in  good  condition,  and  which  the  City  orders  him  to 
change  merely  as  incidental  to  repaying  the  cartway  or 
otherwise,  ho  cannot  he  compelled  to  pay  the  cost  of  the 
new  cnrb.  The  curbing,  however,  is  a  part  of  the  foot- 
way paving,  and  if  it  is  so  worn  out  tliat  its  replacement 
is  necessary  to  restore  the  curb  or  sidewalk  to  a  proper 
condition,  the  property  owner  is  liable  for  the  cost  of  the 
new  curb,  or  such  repairs  as  may  be  needed,  I  think  that 
Councils  had  tliis  distinction  in  view  in  passing  the  or- 
dinance of  ISTovember  17,  1890,  and  therein  providing 
that  the  property  o'wner  should  pay  for  setting  an  original 
curved  curbing,  but  n'ot  for  resetting  the  curbstone  where 
a  curb  previously  set  is  altered  from  an  angular  to  a 
curved  one. 

Where  the  resetting  of  a  curb  is  pursuant  merely  to 
its  alteration  into  a  curved  curb  under  the  ordinance  of 
1890,  the  City  must  bear  the  expense;  but  if  the  curb 
is  already  curved,  and  because  of  its  condition  resetting  is 
necessary  to  preserve  the  integrity  of  the  footway,  the 
property  owner  is  charged  therewith. 

The  liability  for  maintenance  of  the  round  curbs  is  the 
same  as  that  for  the  maintenance  of  other  curbs — that  is, 
where  it  is  necessary  because  of  the  wearing  out  of  the 
curbstone  to  replace  or  repair  it,  the  property  owner  must 
pay  the  cost  thereof,  but  if  he  has  comi^lied  with  existing 
ordinances,  placing  curb  which  remains  in  good  condition, 
incidental  changes  ordered  by  the  City  are  at  its  own 
expense.

Disposal  of  Old  Scrap  Metal.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  the  ISth  iust.,  ask- 
ing to  be  advised  what  course  you  shall  pursue  with  refer- 
ence to  certain  communications  from-  the  Sterling  Iron  and 
Steel  Company,  and  its  attorneys,  and  the  Bureau  of 
Water,  relative  to  the  right  of  the  Sterling  Company  to 
take  and  remove  certain  metal  which  it  claims  is  "scrap," 
hut  for  which  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water  states  that 
Bureau  has  a  specific  use. 

It  appears  that  the  Sterling  Company  made  a  pro- 
posal, under  date  of  Tanuary  5,  1915,  "to  purchase  the 
old  material  'as  is''  as  herein  named,  during  the  3'ear  .... 
from  the  Department  of  Supplies  at  the  prices  stated  be- 
low." Thereunder  various  prices  were  quoted  per  hun- 
dred pounds  for  the  different  descriptions  of  metal.  1  nu 
Sterling  Company  and  its  surety  also  furnished  a  bond 
to  the  City  conditioned  for  its  faithful  compliance  with 
"the  said  agreement  and  proposal  made  with  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Supplies  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
and  with  the  cet^tified  schedule  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
City  Controller  as  aforesaid,  for  the  purchase  and  removal 
of  brass,  copper,  old  zinc,  tin  scrap  and  other  old  material 
during  the  year  1915." 

J^o  written  contract  was  ever  entered  into  by  the  City, 
the  bond,  schedule  and  proposal  above  referred  to  being 
thq  only  papers  having  reference  to  the  matter. 

I  see  nothing  therein  to  oblige  the  City  to  treat  as  old 
metal  or  "scrap"  any  material  which  it  desires  to  use  for 
purposes  of  its  ovm,  and  for  that  reason  I  am  of  opinion 
that  the  demand  of  the  Sterling  Company  is  without 
foundation :  but  in  addition  the  absence  of  a  written  con- 
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tract  executed  by  the  City  in  tlie  manuev  and  witli  the 
formalities  prescribed  by  the  Bullitt  Bill  would  preclude 
liability  upon  its  part  in  the  premises.  The  course  you 
should  i:)ursue,  therefore,  is  to  do  nothing,  leaving  it  to 
the  complaining  company  to  take  such  action  as  it  may 
deem  proper.

Deae  Sik  : — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  18th  instant, 
relative  to  an  opinion  recently  filed  by  Judge  Kephart, 
of  the  Superior  Court,  in  which  the  Court  affirmed  the 
judgment  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  No.  1,  which 
revoked  and  set  aside  the  appointment  of  Viewers  there- 
tofore made  in  the  matter  of  the  condemnation  of  an  ir- 
regular strip  of  land  in  the  rear  of  1018  South  Forty-ninth 
street,  as  a  site  for  a  branch  building  for  the  Free  Library, 
permit  me  to  say  tliat  after  a  consideration  of  this  opinion 
I  have  concluded  to  file  an  appeal  with  the  Supreme  Coui't. 

The  qiiestion  involved  in  this  case  is  the  proper  inter- 
pretation of  the  i)hrase,  "necessary  Municipal  bniklings,'' 
as  used  in  the  Act  of  March  26,  1903,  P.  L.  6P>,  and  as 
the  opinion  of  Judge  Kephart  will  make  it  impossible  here- 
after for  the  City  to  acquire  private  property  by  con- 
den  uiati  on  proceedings  for  sites  for  branches  of  the  Free 
Library,  I  have  concluded  that  the  case  should  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Supreme  Court  for  its  review. 

For  your  information  I  would  add  that  the  facts  in 
this  matter  are  as  follows: 
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On  March  19,  1914,  the  City  presented  a  petition  to 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  ^o.  1,  setting  forth  that  by 
an  Ordinance  of  Councils,  approved  December  30,  1914. 
a  certain  piece  of  ground  in  the  rear  of  1018  South  Forty- 
ninth  street  had  been  selected  and  appropriated  for  pub- 
lic library  purposes,  and  therefore  prayed  the  Court  to 
appoint  a  Board  of  Viewers  to  assess  the  owner's  damages. 
On  March  20,  1914,  the  Court  granted  this  petition,  and 
appointed  Messrs.  Frank  S.  Cantrell,  Jr.,  James  M.  Haz- 
lett  and  Robert  B.  Scott,  as  a  Board  of  View.  On  March 
30,  1914,  the  Board  served  notice  upon  the  owner  of  an 
intended  first  meetino;  of  the  Viewers  to  be  held  on  April 
17,  1914. 

On  April  14,  1914,  the  owner  filed  in  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  No.  1,  his  petition  for  a  rule  to  show  cause 
why  the  appointment  of  the  Viewers,  theretofore  made  by 
the  Court,  should  not-  be  revoked  and  set  aside,  and  al- 
leged as  a  reason  therefor  that  the  City  was  without  au- 
thority to  condemn  private  property  for  the  purpose  of  a 
public  library.  The  Court  revoked  its  appointment  of  the 
Viewers,  without  filing  any  opinion,  and  on  July  16, 
1914,  the  City  appealed  to  the  Superior  Court.  On  Oc- 
tober 23,  1914,  the  case  was  argued,  and  after  nearly  a 
year's  consideration  Judge  Kephart,  on  October  11,  1915, 
announced  the  decision  of  the  Court  in  the  opinion  to 
which  you  refer  in  your  letter. 

I  recognize  that  an  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  from 
this  decision  will  result  in  further  delay  in  the  erection 
of  a  free  library  in  the  rear  of  1018  South  Forty-ninth 
street,  but,  while  this  may  be  unfortunate  and  regrettable, 
I  feel  obliged  to  consider  the  matter  fr.om  the  standpoint 
of  the  future  needs  of  the  City,  and  the  interests  of  the 
community  as  a  whole.  Moreover,  you  will  note  that  but 
for  the  action  of  the  owner  in  contesting  the  City's  right 
to  condemn  his  land,  and  have  his  damages  assessed  by 
a  Board  of  View,  the  matter  might  have  been  fully  settled 
more  than  a  year  ago.

Deak  Sik: — I  liave  your  letter  of  the  37tli  iiist..  with 
copies  of  correspondence  attached  concerning  the  grading 
of  Pike  street,  between  Camac  street  and  Old  York  road. 
Your  letter  states  that  jou  have  a  contract  to  grade,  but 
have  not  ordered  the  contractor  to  proceed  on  account  of 
the  question  of  a  retaining  wall  to  support  the  bed  of  Pike 
street  above  the  level  of  the  ground  occupied  by  the  Felin 
lumber  yard. 

Several  months  ago  Charles  F.  Felin  unsuccessfully 
attempted  to  secure  an  injunction  in  C.  P.  ]^o.  5,  to  re- 
strain the  City  of  Philadelphia  from  completing  the  im- 
provement of  Old  York  road.  This  regrading  of  Old  York 
road  necessitated  the  encroachment  of  a  slope  upon  the 
same  property,  and  one  of  the  objects  of  this  Bill  in 
Equity  was  to  compel  the  City  to  erect  a  retaining  wall 
along  the  building  line  of  Old  York  road.  The  Court 
refused  to  grant  the  injunction  and  dismissed  the  Bill. 
It  would  seem  that  the  same  objection  is  being  made  to 
the  o-rading  of  Pike  street  as  was  made  to  the  grading  of 
Old  York  road. 

Inasmuch  as  an  Ordinance  of  Councils  authorized  the 
opening  and  grading  of  Pike  street,  between  Camac  street 
and  Old  York  road,  you  have  sufficient  authority  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  physical  grading  of  the  same  in  accordance 
with  the  dulv  confirmed  lines  and  grades. 

I  am  informed  by  District  Surveyor  Brinton  that  it 
has  always  been  supposed  that,  with  the  opening  of  Pike 
street,  this  tract  of  ground,  wliicli  has  been  used  for  a  lum- 
ber yard,  wo;ild  have  to  be  abandoned  and  brought  up  to 
the  levels  of  Old  York  road  and  Pike  street,  after  which 
the  ground  will  probably  be  used,  as  ground  to  the  west- 
ward has  already  been  used,  for  the  erection  of  dwelling 
liouses. 
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The  Surveyor  also  states  that  there  will-  be  considerable 
use  of  Pike  street  as  a  thoroughfare  to  the  north  and  south 
car  lines  on  Old  York  road  by  residents  of  a  large  number 
of  houses  which  have  been  built  in  recent  years  west  of 
Camac  street  both  north  and  south  of  Pike  street. 

If  this  ground  is  to  be  eventually  raised  to  the  new  level 
of  these  streets  and  used  for  building  purposes  it  would 
l)e  a  waste  -of  money  on  the  part  of  the  City  to  provide  for 
a  retaining  wall  on  the  north  and  south  building  lines  of 
the  street,  as  this  wall  would  in  that  event  be  covered  up. 

You  would,  therefore,  be  justified  in  directing  the  con- 
tractor to  proceed  with  this  grading  in  the  usnal  way  with 
slopes  on"  the  north  and  south  sides  of  Pike  street  of  suffi- 
cient extent  to  maintain  the  street  at  the  confirmed  ele- 
vation.

Dear  Sik: — I  have  your  request  of  the  26th  instant,  for 
an  opinion  on  the  question  whether  there  is  a  legal  war- 
rant for  your  offering  at  public  sale  four  pergolas  lying 
along  the  line  of  the  Parkway  between  Twenty-second 
street  and  the  Park.  You  further  state  that  you  have 
received  a  request  for  them  to  be  taken  to  Palm  Beach, 
and  also  you  "suppose  that  if  we  have  a  right  to  dispose 
of  them  we  should  offer  them  at  public  sale.'' 

Resolution  of  Councils  of  January  5,  1870,  Section  HO, 
provides  that  "all  leases  or  sales  of  property  of  the  City 
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sliall  1)0  made  at  public  auctiou  to  tlie  highest  and  best 
bidder,  after  due  advertisemeut  in  at  least  five  daily 
newspapers  of  the  City,  for  a  least  two  weeks  previous  t(» 
the  day  i-f  sale,"  This  would  indicate  tlic  duty  of  the 
executive  officials  of  the  City  in  disposing  of  its  property. 
Cduncils  might,  however,  l)v  an  ordinance  or  resolution, 
direct  that  they  be  disposed  of  otherwise  than  as  provided 
in  the  Resolution  of  1870.  The  whole  subject  is  within 
the  control  of  those  bodies.  The  pergolas  should  not  be 
sold  unless  Councils  so  direct,  and  their  sale  should  be  by 
public  auction  in  the  manner  prescribed,  unless  Councils 
shall  provide  for  some  other  disposition  of  them.

Dear  Sir: — In  answer  to  your  inquiry  of  the  4th  in- 
stant, as  to  what  protection  the  City  has  against  claii:!s 
growing  out  of  accidents  occurring  in  the  reconstruction  of 
sewers  in  connection  with  the  building  of  the  subway,  and 
in  the  construction  of  the  various  sections  thereof,  after 
final  payment  to  the  contractor  for  the  work,  I  would  call 
your  attention  to  the  provision  in  the  contracts  that  the 
contractor  will  be  '^responsible  for,  and  pay  all  loss  or 
damage  to,  either  person  or  property  which  may  in  any 
manner  arise  by  reason  of  the  prosecution  of  the  said 
work  during  the  progress  of  the  same,  and  in  case  of  the 
happening  of  such  loss  or  damage,  the  amount  thereof  may 
l)e  retainetl  by  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  out  of  any 
payments  due,  or  to  gTow  due  hereunder." 
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The  snrefy  bonds  accompanying  tlie  contracts  provide 
that  the  surety  shall  be  liable  unless  the  contractor  shall 
"in  all  respects  comply  with  all  the  terms,  conditions  and 
covenants  contained  and  set  forth  in  the  said  contract  and 
specifications,  and  shall  and  do,  save,  protect,  and  in- 
demnify the  said  City  of  Philadelphia,  of,  from,  and 
against  all  loss,  damages  or  expense  by  reason  of  (his,  its, 
or  their)  failure  to  comply  with  the  said  contract  and  speci- 
fications." 

A  careful  record  should  be  made  of  all  accidents  occur- 
ring in  the  progress  of  the  work,  and  a  sufficient  amount 
retained  to  provide  against  liability  therefor  on  the  part 
of  the  City  as  ^^rovided  in  the  contract,  until  the  Director 
of  the  Department  is  fully  assured  that  no  claim  by  reason 
of  such  accidents  will  be  made  against  the  City,  or  a  suf- 
ficient indemity  bond  required  before  making  final  pay- 
ment. 

You  further  state  that  it  is  provided  in  the  contracts 
that  extra  labor  and  material  shall  be  furnished  under  unit 
prices  bid  in  the  proposal ;  that  for  force  account  work 
ordered  under  the  contract,  payment  is  based  oil  the  ac- 
tual net  expenditure  by  the  contractor  for  extra  labor  and 
material  involved  in  the  work ;  that  a  certain  percentage 
as  bid  in  the  proposal  is  added  to  this  net  expenditure  to 
determine  the  amount  due  the  contractor.  You  ask  to  be 
advised  as  to  the  propriety  of  including  expenditures  by 
the  contractor  for  insurance  against  liability  for  injury 
to  his  employees  in  determining  the  amount  due  the  con- 
tractor for  force  account  work  ordered  under  the  contract, 
the  claim  having  been  made  that  such  insurance  expendi- 
ture should  be  so  included. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  expenditure  of  this  character  is  not 
within  the  intendment  of  the  clause  of  the  contra^'ts  to 
which  you  refer,  and  therefore  that  such  expenditures 
should  be  excluded  from  the  calculation  in  determining 
the  amount  due  the  contractor  for  force  account  work.

Peak  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  the  8th  inst.,  referr- 
ing to  hid  of  $3851.00  for  boiler  equipment  for  the  House 
of  Correction. 

It  appears  that  there  is  a  shortage  of  $118.23  in  the 
amount  available  for  the  contract,  and  you  ask  whether  you 
may  agree  with  the  bidded  to  make  a  reduction  by  omitting 
some  of  the  parts  called  for  in  the  specifications  so  that  the 
contract  may  be  awarded  as  it  is  necessary  to  proceed  with 
the  work.  It  further  appears  that  there  was  but  the  one 
l)idder  and  tliat  the  right  was  reserved,  as  is  usual,  to  re- 
ject all  bids,  "or  parts  of  l)ids,  as  may  be  deemed  best  for 
the  interest  of  the  City." 

If  the  bid  were  at  unit  prices  there  would  be  no  difficulty 
in  omitting  some  of  the  units  bid  on  and  awarding  a  con- 
tract for  the  others.  If,  however,  the  bid  was  at  a  lump 
sum  the  policy  of  the  law  as  declared  by  the  Courts  inter- 
feres to  prevent  further  negotiations  after  the  bids  are 
received,  and  although  such  a  course  is  less  objectionable 
when  there  is  but  one  bidder,  yet  to  make  changes  after 
the  receipt  and  opening  of  the  bids  is  a  course  which  so 
readily  admits  of  abuse  that  even  though  prefectly  inno- 
cent in  individual  cases  it  is  legally  improper  and  should 
not  be  followed.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  your  Sec- 
retary of  the  8tli  inst.,  requesting  an  opinion  as  to  whether 
or  not  you  would  he  justified  in  signing  a  resolution  pro- 
viding for  the  construction  of  a  sewer  on  Jasper  street,  the 
legality  of  a  resolution  as  the  basis  of  assessment  bills  be- 
ing questioned  by  the  Bureau  of  Surveys. 

A  formal  resolution  by  Select  and  Common  Councils  is 
equivalent  to  an  ordinance,  in  my  opinion,  if  it  is  such  in 
substance  and  intention  and  has  been  duly  passed  and 
promulgated  in  the  mode  required  for  ordinances.  "Reso- 
lution is  only  a  less  solemn  or  less  usual  form  of  an  ordi- 
nance. It  is  an  ordinance  still,  if  it  is  anything  intended 
to  regulate  any  of  the  affiairs  of  the  (municipal)  corpor- 
ation."    Kepner  vs.  Commonwealth,  40  Pa.  124. 

I  therefore  advise  you  that  you  would-be  justified  in 
signing  the  resolution,  which  I  return  herewith.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  the  12th  instant  in 
reference  to  contract  with  the  Commercial  Truck  Company 
of  America  for  motor  driven  apparatus  for  the  Bureau  of 
Fire,  enclosing  copy  of  a  letter  from  that  company  to  your- 
self, requesting  the  withdrawal  of  a  slip  attached  to  the 
contract  containing  an  extract  from  the  i^roposal,  and  pro- 
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\i(liiii>,  fur  the  time  of  delivery  of  the  apparatus  and  guar- 
anteeing it  for  sixty  thousand  miles  of  service  within  a 
period  of  five  years  from  date  of  delivery,  at  a  maintained 
elncieney  of  not  less  than  ninety-five  per  cent. 

The  withdrawal  of  this  addendum  to  the  contract  is 
asked  because  the  surety  company  will  make  an  additional 
charge  if  it  remains.  In  _your  letter  you  speak  of  this 
clause  as  a  duplicate  clause  and  ask  whether,  by  omitting 
one  of  such  clauses,  the  City's  interest  will  be  jeopardized. 

The  contract  as  now  written  provides  for  compliance  "in 
strict  and  exact  accordance  with  the  proposal  dated  De- 
cember 8,  1915,  on  file  in  the  ofiice  of  the  City  Controller." 
I  understand  that  the  clause  embodied  in  the  slip  attached 
to  the  contract  is  an  exact  duplicate  or  reproduction  of  a 
part  of  the  language  of  the  original  proposal.  The  l)ond 
attached  to  the  contract  is  conditioned  that  the  Commer- 
cial Truck  Company  "shall  and  do  well  and  truly,  in  all 
respects,  comply  with  the  terms,  conditions  and  convenants 
contained  and  set  forth  in  the  said  contract."  I  do  not  see 
in  what  way  the  City  is  benefited  or  the  obligation  of  tb. 
bonding  company  increased  by  a  repetition  of  the  clause 
of  the  proposal  in  question,  and  I  believe  that  the  attached, 
slip  may  be  omitted  without  injuriously  affecting  the  City's 
interest. 

Inasmuch  as  this  will  require  the  execution  of  a  new 
contract,  in  redrawing  it  the  words  now  appearing,  "in 
strict  and  exact  accordance  with  the  specifications  attached 
hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof  and"  should  be  omitted,  as 
there  will  be  no  specifications  attached  to  the  contract  in 
its  new  form,  and  in  redrawing  the  bond  to  accompany  the 
contract  there  should  be  added  after  the  words  "com])ly 
with  all  the  terms,  conditions  and  covenants  contained  and 
set  forth  in  the  said  contract,"  the  words  "and  proposal," 
I  understand  that  the  clauses  embodied  in  the  slip  attached 
and  after  the  words  "failure  to  comply  with  the  said  con- 
tract," the  same  words,  "and  proposal"  should  ai)pear. 
This  to  avoid  any  possible  misunderstanding.

Deak  8ik: — I  have  received  a  letter  from  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Highways,  approved  by  yon,  of  20th  in- 
stant, in  reference  to  contract  of  September  24,  1914,  be- 
tween the  City  and  the  Union  Paving  Company,  for  re- 
paving  Spring  Garden  street,  from  Sixth  street  to  IS^inth 
street. 

It  appears  that  among  the  other  items  of  the  contract 
the  bid  inchtded  one  for  removing  and  disposing  of  12,600 
square  yards  of  "existing  granite  block  roadway"  at  11 
cents  per  square  yard;  also  "for  12,000  square  yards  old 
granite  block,  to  pay  the  City,  per  square  yards,  50  cents." 
This  is  followed  by  the  provision  that  "it  is  understood 
that  the  foregoing  estimate  of  quantities  is  approximate, 
and  to  serve  only  as  a  basis  of  computation  upon  which  the 
award  of  this  contract  shall  be  made,  and  is  subject  to 
change  during  the  progress  of  the  work.  It  is  also  under- 
stood that  the  contractor  shall  be  paid  only  for  the  part  of 
the  work  actually  performed." 

Clause  8  of  the  specifications  provides  that  "all  blocks 
and  other  material  removed  shall  liecome  the  propertv  of 
the  contractor  unless  otherwise  specified."  After  work  on 
the  contract  had  been  ordered,  and  the  greater  part  of  the 
granite  block  removed,  it  was  discovered  that  about  one- 
half  of  the  block  was  not  granite  but  consisted  of  siand- 
stone  and  other  material  of  less  value  than  granite,  the 
estimate  of  the  value  thereof,  by  the  Bureau  of  Highways, 
being  25  cents  per  square  yard,  instead  of  50  cents,  which 
was  the  fixed  valuation  of  the  old  granite  block. 

\\\  this  condition  of  affairs  it  is  claimed  by  the  con- 
tractor that  the  block,  other  than  granite,  passed  under 
clause  8  of  the  specifications  to  it  without  payment  to  the 
City,  and  that  therefore,  it  is  not  required  to  pay  anything 
for  such  block,  but  only  the  50  cents  per  square  yard  for 
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the  vardaiic  of  actual  iiraiiite  blocks.  The  Dcpartnienr,  on 
the  other  hand,  contends  that  the  contractor  should,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  50  cents  per  S(|nare  yard  for  the  old  ijranite 
blocks,  pav  to  the  (  ity  the  value  of  the  other  material,  and 
not  receive  it  liratis,  that  all  of  this  l)lock,  of  whatever 
character,  is  "otherwise  provided  for''  within  the  meaninii; 
of  clanse  8,  The  diiference  between  the  claims  amount  to 
about  $1,500. 

It  is  clear  that  the  provision  for  payment  for  12,600 
square  yards  of  granite  block  to  the  City,  at  50  cents,  was 
made  under  a  mutual  mistake  of  fact,  and  it  is  a  familiar 
principle  that  such  mistakes  will  be  the  subject,  at  law  or 
in  equity,  of  relief  against  the  party  suffering  therefrom. 

The  question  involved  is  a  doubtful  one,  and  may  be 
susceptible  of  either  of  the  solutions  which  have  been  sug- 
gested. For  this  reason  T  would  recommend  that  the 
Bureau  of  Highways  adhere  to  its  contention,  so  that,  if 
necessary,  the  matter  may  be  made  the  subject  of  litigation, 
either  adverse  or  amicable,  in  order  that  the  respective 
rights  of  the  parties  to  the  controversy  may  be  judicially 
ascertained  and  determined.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  20th  in- 
stant, referring  to  the  contract  with  ^lessrs.  Flynn  and 
Love,  for  the  installation  of  plumbing  and  fire  protection 
systems  on  piers  38  and  40,  South  Delaware  Wharves. 

The  question  suggested  is  whether  yo\i  would  be  au- 
thorized in  adding  to  the  contract  price  the  sums  em- 
braced in  separate  bids  by  that  firm  f(n-  the  installation 
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of  motor-driven  air  compressors  and  dry  pipe  valves.  It 
being'  intended  to  deduct  tlie  prices  bid  for  these  particu- 
lar articles  from  the  lump  sum  bid  for  the  whole  installa- 
tions, in  case  it  was  decided  after  consideration  to  omit 
them  from  the  work,  separate  sets  of  specifications  were 
prepared  in  which,  first,  the  entire  work  of  installing  the 
plumbing  and  fire  protection  systems  was  embraced  in  a 
specification  for  each  of  the  piers,  the  various  parts 
thereof,  specifically  including  the  motor-driven  air  com- 
pressors and  automatic  dry  pipe  valve  installations  being 
enumerated ;  and  other  bids  were  invited  for  the  motor- 
driven  air  compressors  and  automatic  dry  pipe  valve  in- 
stallations alone  upon  each  pier.  A  form  of  proposal 
was  also  furnished  to  intending  bidders  upon  which  they 
were  required  to  make  their  bids.  In  this  form  separate 
paragraphs  asked  for  bids,  first,  upon  the  entire  con- 
structions, specifying  th.e  parts  thereof,  but  omitting  the 
motor-driven  air  compressors  and  dry  pipe  valves ;  and 
also  for  bids  for  such  compressors  and  valves.  A  note 
attached  to  the  proposal  form,  however,  provided  that 
"the  cost  of  furnishing  and  installing  the  motor-driven 
air  compressor  and  dry  pipe  valve  complete,  with  auto- 
matic alarm  and  all  appurtenances,  to  be  also  included 
in  Items  ]S[os.  1  and  2"  (the  items  in  which  the  bids  for 
the  entire  structures  were  invited). 

The  successful  bidders,  under  paragraph  1,  bid  $8,585 
for  the  furnishing  of  the  complete  installation  of  the 
plumbing  at  pier  40,  South  Delaware  \Yharves,  and  under 
item  2  they  bid  $8,745  for  the  complete  installation  of  the 
plumbing  at  pier  38,  South  Delaware  Wharves.  They  also 
bid  under  items  3  and  4,  respectively,  the  sum  of  $685 
each,  for  the  furnishing  and  installing  of  the  motor  driven 
air  compressors  and  dry  pipe  or  check  valves  on  the  two 
piers. 

The  work  having  been  done  in  whole  or  in  part  under 
the  contract,  it  is  now  claimed  by  the  contractors  that  they 
intended  the  bids  of  $8,585  and  $8,745,  for  the  complete 
installation  of  the  plumbing  on  piers  40  and  38,  to  be 
exclusive  of  the  amounts  bid  for  furnishing  and  installing 
the  air  compressors  and  dry  pipe  valves  on  said  piers,  and 
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that,  consequently,  the  amonnts  of  the  last  mentioned  bids 
eqnitahlv  should  he  added  to  the  contract  price. 

Tlu'  cniitraf't  as  actnallv  siti,ned  is  ''to  fnrnish  aiid  dcli\-cr 
all  materials,  and  do  and  perform,  all  the  work  and  labor 
reqnired  to  be  furnished  and  delivered,  done  and  per- 
formed in  furnishing,  delivering,  and  installing  all  plumb- 
ing work,  including  all  piping,  fittings,  valves,  fixtures, 
and  other  appurtenances,  at  piers  38  and  40,  South  and 
adjacent  bulkhead  sheds  in  the  Delaware  river,  between 
Catherine  street  and  Christian  street,  and  doing  siich  other 
work  appertaining  thereto  as  required  by  the  Department 
of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries,  in  strict  and  exact  accord- 
ance with  the  proposal  and  specifications  hereto  attached, 
which  said  proposal  and  specifications  are  hereby  made  a 
part  of  this  agreement  as  fully  to  all  intents  and  purposes 
as  though  herein  set  out  at  length."  The  consideration 
agreed  to  be  paid  therefor  is  ''the  sums  or  prices  as  set 
forth  in  the  said  proposal  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part 
hereof." 

I  have  rehearsed  the  foregoing  facts  at  considerable 
length  because  of  3'our  statement  that  you  believe  that 
the  claim  of  the  contractors  is  made  in  good  faith,  they 
honestly  intending  that  the  prices  named  by  them  for  the 
air  compressors  and  dry  pipe  valves  should  be  additional 
to  the  lump  sums  which  they  bid  for  the  complete  in- 
stallations respectively,  and  that,  even  after  adding  the 
prices  thus  bid  separately  for  the  compressors  and  valves, 
their  bid  would  be  materially  lower  than  the  next  low  l)id. 
But  you  doubt  your  authority  to  pay  them  the  extra  sums 
named,  by  reason  of  the  detailed  and  specific  instruc- 
tions given  in  the  specifications  and  proposal  form. 

Tn  this  I  think  you  are  correct.  While  it  is  probable 
thar  the  contractors  misunderstood  the  purport  of  the 
specifications  and  proposal  form,  and  might  therefore  be 
etjuitably  entitled  to  the  extra  amounts  claimed,  if  the 
other  party  to  the  contract  were  a  private  one,  instead  of 
the  City,  yet  in  view  of  the  strict  limitations  on  public 
contracts  and  of  the  distinct  notice  given  to  the  contractors, 
they  are  bound  by  the  terms  of  their  agreement,  and  your 
department  is  without  power  to  alter  its  legal  effect  or 
pay  the  additional  sum  in  question. 
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You  niav,  liowever,  in  voiir  discretion,  co-operate  with 
tlie  claimants  in  presenting  the  matter  in  its  proper  light 
to  the  City  Councils,  who  alone  have  jurisdiction  in  the 
premises,  and  may  aid  in  procuring  for  them  from  those 
bodies  the  measure  of  right  and  justice  which  seems  to 
he  fairly  due  them.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  a  letter  from  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Surveys  approved  by  you  of  23d  instant, 
ashing  whether  or  not  the  support  of  railway  tracks  under 
which  sewers  must  be  built  on  the  line  of  Packer  street, 
from  the  Schuylkill  river  to  Twenty-ninth  street,  and  on 
the  line  of  Seventh  street,  from  South  of  ISI^edro  avenue 
to  Champlost  avenue,  may  be  provided  for  by  contract 
with  the  railway  companies  without  advertisement  or 
l)idding  for  such  contracts,  as  in  the  case  of  bridges  al- 
ready built  on  Godfrey  avenue.  Annsl)ury  street,  and 
Island  avenue. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  opinions  of  this  Department 
of  August  10,  1915;  October  7,  1915,  and  Julv  17,  1915, 
respectively,  in  reference  to  the  last  named  bridges  and 
in  which,  under  the  peculiar  circumstances  involved  in 
those  cases,  it  was  said  that  advertisement  and  bidding 
might  be  dispensed  with  and  the  work  done  by  the  rail- 
roads under  contract  with  the  City. 

In  reply  to  the  inquiry  I  would  say  that  if  the  same 
circumstanees  exist  in  the  present  instance,  the  same 
course  may  be  followed.

Deai;  Sir  : — T  have  your  letter  of  this  date  with  refer- 
ence to  the  drawing'  b_v  ^Magistrates  for  the  right  to  select 
the  Courts  to  be  occupied  by  them. 

The  terms  of  office  of  the  seventeen  Magistrates  chosen 
at  the  election  of  this  month  begin  on  the  first  ^fonday  of 
December,  1915,  and  not  on  the  first  ^londay  of  January, 
1916.  This  is  provided  by  the  schedule  to  the  amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution  taking  effect  in  1909  and  v^diich 
enacted  that  ^lagistrates  chosen  at  the  election  of  1910 
"shall  serve  until  the  first  Monday  of  December  in  the 
year  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifteen."  As  this 
was  explicitly  settled  by  the  schedule  to  the  Constitutional 
amendment,  thus  becoming  a  part  of  the  Constitution 
itself,  the  time  cannot  be  altered  by  statute  or  otherwise. 

You  state  that  the  official  count  is  not  likely  to  be  com- 
pleted, nor  certificates  of  election  issued  until  Wednesday 
or  Thursday  of  this  week,  and  inquire  as  to  the  propriety 
of  notifying  those  Magistrates  who  are  certainly  elected 
without  waiting  for  the  completion  and  certification  of 
the  count. 

In  this  connection  I  may  state,  that  fearing  undue  de- 
lay in  the  completion  and  certification  of  the  count,  !,  on 
Saturday  lasl,  called  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  tlie 
Judges  sitting  to  compute  the  election  returns,  and  was 
assured  by  them  that  the  vote  would  be  completed  and 
certified  in  due  season  to  permit  of  the  drawing. 

If  you  mean  to  suggest  that  only  those  ^lagistrates 
known  to  be  elected  should  be  notified,  and  no  attempt 
made  to  notify  the  others,  this  would  not  be  proper.  It 
mav    not    be    amis,    howe\er.    in    order    to    save   time,    to 
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notify  those  snrely  elected  but  fixing  the  drawing  so  that 
all  may  have  notice  in  season  to  be  present. 

In  the  case  of  Rogers  vs.  Ashbridge,  9  D.  E.  195,  Sulz- 
berger, P.  J.,  of  C.  P.  IsTo.  2,  defined  the  duty  of  the 
Mayor  in  this  connection  as  being  entirely  passive.  That 
learned  Judge  said:  "His  sole  function  is  to  be  present. 
He  had  no  right  and  no  power  to  compel  the  attendance 
of  delinquent  Magistrates;  he  had  no  right  and  no  power 
to  limit  the  persons  who  desired  to  draw." 

In  reply  to  your  inquiry  whether  on  this  occasion  only 
the  seventeen  newly  elected  Magistrates  should  participate 
in  the  drawing  or  whether  the  other  eleven  Magistrates 
should  also  participate — that  was  settled  b_y  the  decision 
of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  Commonwealth  vs. 
Thompson,  11  W.  ]^.  C.  63,  in  which  it  was  decided  that 
at  the  regular  quinquennial  drawing,  that  is,  those  occur- 
ring every  five  years  from  1875 — all  of  the  Magistrates 
must  take  part,  including  as  well  those  elected  at  the  last 
preceding  election  as  the  other  Magistrates  elected  at  the 
various  intervals  between  such  previous  elections  and  the 
regular  quinquennial  period  anterior  thereto — that  is  to 
say,  all  of  the  ^fagistrates  should  draw  lots  for  the  choice 
of  Courts. 

The  formalities  to  be  observed,  if  they  may  be  so  termed, 
are  prescribed  by  Section  5  of  the  Act  of  February  5, 
1875  (P.  L.  57),  which  provides  that: 

"'After  the  City  Councils  have  located  the  said 
Courts  by  numbers,  and  before  said  Magistrates  shall 
enter  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  they  sljall 
assemble  in  the  presence  of  the  Mayor  of  the  'City  of 
Philadelphia,  and  draw  lots  in  the  order  of  the  alpha- 
betical rotation  of  their  surnames  for  the  right  to 
choose  which  of  the  Courts  so  located  shall  be  held 
by  each,  and  Avhen  they  shall  have  all  drawn  lots  the 
Magistrate  who  shall  have  the  first  choice  shall  choose 
froui  the  whole  number  of  Courts  which  Court  he 
desires  to  select  as  his  Court,  and  the  number  and 
location  of  the  Court  chosen  by  him  shall  be  the 
Court  which  he  shall  hold  until  the  expiration  of  his 
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term  of  office.  After  the  ^Magistrate  having  the  first 
choice  shall  have  selected  his  Court,  the  Magistrate 
having  the  second  choice  shall  proceed  to  select  his 
Court  in  the  same  manner,  and  so  on  until  all  the 
Magistrates  shall  have  selected  their  Courts  in  the 
order  of  the  lots  drawn  by  them." 

From  this  you  Avill  see  that  the  proper  method  of  pro- 
cedure is  to  put  in  some  receptacle,  or  otherwise  provide 
for  the  drawing  of,  slips  of  paper  bearing  the  numbers 
of  the  Courts  in  such  manner  that  the  person  drawing 
cannot  know  the  numbers  on  the  respective  papers.  The 
elected  Magistrates,  including  those  already  in  office, 
should  draw  these  papers  in  the  alphabetical  order  of  their 
names,  the  person  drawing  No.  1  to  have  the  first  choice 
among  the  Courts,  and  so  on  to  the  last.

Dear.  Sir  : — iSince  writing  you  on  Monday  last  in  ref- 
erence to  the  expiration  of  the  terms  of  the  ^lagistrates 
and  the  drawing  of  lots  to  fill  the  respective  Courts,  I 
have  learned  that  three  of  the  newly  elected  Magistrates 
are  the  successors  of  Magistrates  elected  in  February. 
1909.  and  not  in  1910.  The  terms  of  those  elected  as  suc- 
cessors of  the  Magistrates  chosen  in  1900,  by  the  joint 
operation  of  the  schedule  to  the  amendments  to  the  Con- 
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stitution  and  the  Act  of  AsseniLly  of  March  2,  1911  (P. 
L.  8)  do  not  begin  until  the  first  Monday  of  Jannary, 
l!)16,  instead  of  the  first  Monday  of  December,  1915. 

The  three  Magistrates  now  sitting  who  were  elected  in 
1909,  are  Messrs.  Yates,  of  C'onrt  Xo.  1  ;  Mecleary,  of 
Conrt  Xo.  9,  and  Boyle,  of  (  onrt  Xo.  2:].  Of  these,  Alessrs. 
Yates  and  Mecleary  were  re-elected  and  consequently  no 
practical  question  arises  with  respect  to  them  or  the  Courts 
in  which  they  will  sit.  They  should  therefore  assemble 
and  draw  lots  for  the  choice  of  Courts  as  already  indi- 
cated to  you.  The  third  of  the  sitting  Magistrates  elected 
in  1909,  Mr.  Joseph^ Boyle,  of  Court  Xo.  23,  was  not  re- 
elected. 

In  preparing  the  ballots  a  distinction  should  have  been 
made  between  those  taking  office  the  first  j\Ionday  of  De- 
cember, 1915,  and  those  whose  terms  begin  on  the  first 
Monday  of  January,  1916,  but  unfortunately  this  was  not 
done.  Mr.  Boyle,  wdiose  term  extends  into  the  new  year, 
of  course  cannot  be  dispossessed  of  his  Court  until  Mon- 
day. January  3d,  next,  and  as  the  most  practical  solution 
of  the  difficulty  I  would  suggest  that  before  the  drawing 
begins  it  be  announced  that  the  Magistrate  choosing  Court 
I^To.  23  will  not  be  commissioned  for  that  Court  until  the 
latter  date  and  will  be  unable  to  take  possession  of  it  in 
advance  thereof.  This  need  be  the  only  modification  of 
the  order  of  procedure  already  indicated  in  my  letter.

Dear  Sie  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  X'ovember 
29th,  covering  copy  of  a  letter  to  yourself  from  the  Cleve- 
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Carey,  its  president,  and  in  which  royalties  are  claimed 
for  the  use  of  allei>ed  patents  of  that  company  for  a  par- 
ticnlar  type  of  reinforced  concrete  dock. 

In  reply  to  your  inquiry  what  action  to  take  in  response 
to  this  claim  I  wonld  suogest  that  a  copy  of  the  letter  from 
the  Cleveland  Dock  Engineering  Company  he  sent  to  the 
contractors  for  the  construction  of  the  said  piers  and 
docks,  and  to  their  sureties  under  the  several  contracts 
involved.  Their  attention  should  be  called  to  the  specifi- 
cations Xo.  118  in  the  contract  for  the  ]\[cKean  street 
pier  Xo.  78,  South,  etc.,  and  Xo.  148  in  the  contract  for 
the  pier  between  (^ueen  and  Christian  streets,  etc.,  to  the 
following  effect : 

"SriTs  AND  Ci-AT^rs.  The  Contractor  agrees  to  in- 
demnify and  save  harmless  the  City,  the  Director 
and  his  assistants  from  all  suits  or  actions  of  every 
name  and  description  brought  against  them  or  any 
of  them  for  or  on  account  of  use  of  patented  ap- 
pliances, or  for  any  damages  or  injuries  received  or 
sustained  by  any  party  or  parties  by  or  from  the  Con- 
tractor or  his  agents  or  servants  in  performance  of 
the  work  under  this  agreement.  The  Contractor 
further  agrees  that  all  or  so  much  of  the  moneys  due 
him  under  this  agreement  as  shall  or  may  be  consid- 
ered necessary  by  the  Director,  shall  or  may  be  re- 
tained until  all  such  suits  or  claims  have  been  settled 
and  satisfactory  evidence  to  that  effect  furnished." 

Xoticc  should  be  embodied  iu  your  letter  to  the  con- 
tractor and  its  sureties  that  they  will  be  expected  to  pro- 
tect and  indeumify  the  City  against  the  claim  now  made, 
as  provided  in  said  specifications. 

In  looking  after  the  interests  of  the  City  in  this  matter, 
in  addition  to  the  liability  of  the  contractor  and  its  bonds- 
men to  indemnify  the  City,  sight  should  not  be  lost  of 
the  last  sentence  of  the  respective  specifications  authoriz- 
ing the  retention  of  money  due  the  contractor  until  such 
suits  or  claims  shall  have  been  settled  and  satisfactory 
evidence  to  that  effect  furnished.     This  will  be  an   iui- 
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portant  element  in  the  safeguarding  of  the  City's  rights, 
at  least  with  respect  to  any  of  the  contracts  in  question  in 
which  any  part  of  the  contract  price  remains  due. 

With  respect  to  a  reply  to  the  'Cleveland  Company  I 
think  it  will  be  sufficient  for  the  present  to  acknowledge 
receipt  of  the  letter,  to  state  that  the  City,  being  guaran- 
teed against  claims  of  this  character  by  the  contractor,  has 
referred  the  communication  to  the  latter,  and  that  upon 
hearing  from  the  contracting  company  a  further  reply  to 
the  letter  may  be  sent.

Interpretation  of  Clause  in  Housincj  Act. 

S.  Lewis  Zieglek^  M.D.,

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  JSTovember  29th,  you  state 
that  the  Civil  Service  Commission  has  called  your  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  the  last  clause  of  Section  2  of  the 
Housing  Act  of  June  3,  1915  (P.  L.  954),  requires  that 
each  of  the  Supervising  Inspectors  shall  be  a  plumber, 
and  you  suggest  that  the  Avord  "Inspectors"  as  used  in 
the  latter  part  of  the  section  is  a  misprint  for  "Inspec- 
tor," in  inquire  whether  it  may  not  be  so  ti'eated. 

I  hesitate  to  take  liberties  of  this  character  with  a 
statutory  enactment  even  though,  as  in  this  case,  the  facts 
to  which  you  refer  may  indicate  with  some  plausibility 
tliat  the  word  "Inspector"  was  intended  and  not  "In- 
spectors." 

An  examination  of  the  entire  section,  however,  would 
seem  to  lead  to, the  conclusion  that  without  altering  the 
word  chosen  by  the  Legislature,  or  possibly  inserted  in  the 
passage  of  the  Bill  through  the  two  houses,  the  meaning 
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section  of  the  Act.    The  entire  section  reads  as  follows : 

^'Section  2.  There  shall  be  a  Chief  of  the  said 
division,  to  be  known-  as  the  Chief  of  the  Division 
of  Ilonsing  and  Sanitation,  who  shall  have  had  ex- 
perience in  sanitary  work.  An  assistant  chief  and 
one  or  .more  supervising  inspectors,  all  of  whom  shall 
be  qualified  by  training  or  experience;  a  statistician, 
sufficient  inspectors,  and  such  stenographers,  type- 
writers, messengers,  and  other  employes  as  the  Di- 
rector of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Char- 
ities shall  deem  necessary,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
Select  Council.  The  City  Councils,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Mayor,  shall  fix  their  respective  salaries.  ISTone 
of  the  foregoing  officers  shall  be  otherwise  employed. 

''The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health 
and  Charities  shall,  immediately  after  the  City  Coun- 
cils by  ordinance  create  the  said  division,  organize 
and  establish  said  division  by  transfer  thereto  of  the 
inspectors  and  employes  of  the  Division  of  Sanita- 
tion and  Tenement  House  Inspection.  "Where  there 
is  no  substantial  change  made  in  the  duties  or  salary 
of  the  person  transferred,  he  shall  be  placed  in  the 
new  position  without  a  civil  service  examination. 
Such  other  employes  as  this  act  provides  for  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Director  of  the  Department. 
The  (^hief  of  the  division  shall  forthwith  organize 
a  sub-division  thereof,  which  shall  have  charge  and 
control  of  all  matters  relating  to  the  construction 
and  reconstruction  of  the  plumbing  and  house  con- 
nections of  all  buildings.  Such  sub-division  shall  bo 
in  immediate  charge  of  one  of  the  supervising  in- 
spectors. Said  supervising  inspectors,  and  each  of 
the  persons  who  may  perform  the  duties  of  the  ex- 
amination of  plans  of  proposed  plumbing  work,  i.r 
the  inspection  of  plumbing  and  house  connections,  or 
who  may  perform  any  of  the  technical  work  necessary 
in  the  operation  of  this  division,  shall  be  required  to 
have  had  at  least  five  years'  experience  as  a  practical 
plumber." 
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From  this  it  appears  that  in  the  first  paragraph  of  the 
section  provision  is  made  for  an  Assistant  Chief  and  one 
or  more  Snpervising  Inspectors,  ''all  of  whom  shall  be 
(pialified  by  training  or  experience."  Considerable  matter 
intervenes  before  the  subject  of  a  snpervising  inspector 
to  "have  charge  and  control  of  all  matters  relating  to  the 
construction  and  reconstruction  of  the  plumbing  and  house 
connections  of  all  buildings''  is  taken  up.  This  is  followed 
by  the  direction  that  "said  sub-division  shall  be  in  the 
immediate  charge  of  one  of  the  'supervising  inspectors. 
Said  supervising  inspectors  and  each  of  the  persons  who 
may  perform  the  duties  of  the  examination  of  plans  of 
proposed  plumbing  work,  or  the  inspection  of  plumbing 
and  house  connections,  or  who  may  perform  any  of  the 
technical  work  necessary  in  the  operation  of  this  division, 
shall  be  required  to  have  had  at  least  five  years'  experi- 
ence as  a  practical  plumber."  The  thought  thus  expressed 
is,  that  those  supervising  inspectors  whose  duties  are  con- 
nected with  the  supervision  of  plumbing,  or  any  of  the 
technical  work  necessary  in  the  operation  of  this  division, 
shall  be  practical  plumbers,  of  the  requisite  experience. 
The  other  supervising  inspectors  whose  duties  are  not  con- 
nected with  plumbing  work  especially,  and  not  connected 
with  "any  of  the  technical  work  necessary  in  the  opera- 
tion of  this  division,"  would  appear  not  to  have  been  re- 
ferred to  in  this  portion  of  the  section,  as  it  is  somewhat 
remote  from  that  part  thereof  which  deals  with  the  super- 
vising inspectors  generally,  and  the  qualifications  of  the 
other  supervising  inspectors  have  been  provided  for  by 
the  phrase  "all  of  whom  shall  be  qualified  by  training  or 
experience." 

It  is  not  altogether  unusual  to' use  the  plural  in  referring 
to  the  incumbent  of  one  office  as  meaning  those  persons 
who  shall  hold  that  office  successively. 

Taking  all  of  these  considerations  together,  and  adding 
to  them  the  one  that  the  supervising  inspectors  concerued 
with  plumbing  and  technical  work  alone  would  probably 
require  the  practical  experience  in  plumbing  Avhich  is 
prescribed,  I  think  it  would  not  be  improper  to  construe 
the  words  "said  supervising  inspectors"  in  the  latter  sense, 
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tlieiii — that  is,  the  reference  to  the  supervisiiiii:  inspector 
liavinii'  cluiri>c  and  control  of  ])lnnil)ino-  and  house  connec- 
tions, and  regarding  the  nse  of  the  word  "inspectors'' 
rather  than  "inspector"  as  meanini::  those  incumbents  of 
the  position  of  phunhino-  inspector  who  shall  hold  that  po- 
sition from  time  to  time.

Deaii  Sik  : — I  have  your  letter  of  the  4th  inst.,  relating 
to  the  contemplated  acquisition  of  additional  ground  from 
the  ^f orris  Estate  in  order  to  carry  out  the  complete  con- 
struction plan  of  a  ^[unicipal  pier  at  the  foot  of  McKean 
street. 

Pennit  me  to  say  in  rc})ly  that  after  a  consideration 
of  this  matter  T  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  City 
cannot  consistently,  without  making  a  similar  concession 
to  claimants  for  damages  resulting  from  the  widening  of 
Delaware  avenue  from  Christian  to  Bigler  streets,  remit 
to  the  Morris  Estate  the  cost  of  street  improvements  on 
River  street  and  ^NfcKean  street,  as  you  suggest,  in  con- 
sideration of  a  deed  of  gift  for  the  ground  which  the  City 
wishes  to  acquire,  particularly  as  you  say  that  the  cost  of 
these  street  improvements  would  he  very  much  more  than 
the  value  of  the  land. 

The  Citv  cannot  concede  that  the  owners  of  ahuttinc 
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property  on  River  street  and  McKean  street  will  not  he 
liable  for  street  improvements  for  the  full  width  of  these 
streets.

Interpretation  of  Clause  in  Housing  Act. 
S.  Lewis  Zieglee,.  M.D., 

Director,  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Charities, 
City  Hall,  Philadelphia. 

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  this  date,  enclosing 
copy  of  a  communication  to  yourself  from  the  Secretary 
of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  in  further  reference  to 
the  question  whether  the  Supervising  Inspector  in  charge 
of  Sanitation  under  the  Housing  Act  of  1915,  is  required 
to  have  at  least  five  years'  experience  as  a  practical 
plumber.  The  Civil  Service  Commission  thinks  that  such 
experience  is  required,  and  also  thinks  that  this  question 
was  not  distinctly  answered  in  my  letter  to  yourself  of  the 
1st  instant. 

I  endeavored  to  answer  as  clearly  as  possible  the  ques- 
tion which  was  asked  me. 

The  final  provision  of  Section  2  of  the  Housing  Act 
(P.  L.,  1915,  p.  9555)  is  that  "said  supervising  inspectors, 
and  each  of  the  persons  who  may  perform  the  duties  of 
the  examination  of  plans  of  proposed  plumbing  work,  or 
the  inspection  of  plumbing  and  house  connections,  or  who 
may  perform  any  of  the  technical  work  necessary  in  the 
operation  of  this  division,  shall  be  required  to  have  at  least 
five  years'  experience  as  a  practical  plumber."  This  is 
in  immediate  connection  with  other  provisions  relating  to 
the  sub-division  having  charge  and  control  of  all  matters 
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relating  to  the  construction  and  reconstruction  of  plumbing 
and  house  connections,  as  to  which  it  is  provided:  "Said 
sub-division  shall  be  in  the  immediate  charge  of  one  of  the 
Supervising  Inspectors." 

I  think  the  inspectors  to  which  the  final  sentence 
of  the  sentence  relates  are  the  inspectors  who  from 
time  to  time  may  have  charge  of  the  sub-division 
in  control  of  the  construction  and  reconstruction  of 
the  plumbing  and  house  connections  of  buildings. 
The  sanitation  inspector,  I  assume,  is  not  one  of  those,  and 
imless  he  comes  within  the  description  of  a  person  per- 
forming the  duties  of  the  examination  of  plans  of  proposed 
plumbing  work  or  the  inspection  of  plumbing  and  house 
connections,  or  performing  any  of  the  technical  work  neces- 
sary in  the  operation  of  the  division,  he  is  not  required 
by  the  terms  of  the  Act  to  have  had  at  least  five  years'  ex- 
perience as  a  practical  plumber.  If  he  does  come  within 
that  description  he  is  required  to  have  such  practical  ex- 
perience. Whether  he  does  so  or  not  is  a  matter  depend- 
ing upon  the  nature  of  his  duties  and  as  to  which  I  have 
not  the  necessary  information  to  speak  more  unequivacally. 

Trusting  that  the  foregoing  is  sufficiently  explicit  for 
the  purposes  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  I  am.

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  the  request  of  ^Ir.  George  S. 
Webster,  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  Bureau  of  Sur- 
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veys,  approved  by  you,  I  am  sending  herewith  enclosed 
copy  of  the  decree  made  on  the  16th  day  of  ISTovember 
last  by  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Montgomery 
County,  severing  some  83,985  acres  from  Montgomery 
County  and  annexing  same  to  the  adjoining  County  of 
Philadelphia. 

I  also  send  you  herewith  a  plan  prepared  by  J.  Walter 
iRuddach,  Civil  Engineer^  Jenkintown,  Pa.,  being  "Plan 
of  portion  of  Cheltenham  Township,  Montgomery  County, 
Pa.,  May  20,  1915,"  which  was  forwarded  to  me  with  the 
petition  for  the  annexation  and  which  I  shall  ask  you 
kindly  to  return  to  this  department  when  you  have  finished 
with  same. 

In  reply  to  Chief  Webster's  further  inquiry  as  to  the 
present  status  of  the  matter,  and  whether  the  City  should 
assume  control  of  the  Street  System  in  the  annexed  ter- 
ritory, permit  me  to  say  that  while  the  decree  is  entitled 
"Final  Decree,"  and  enacts  that  the  territory  in  question 
"is  hereby  severed  from  the  County  of  Montgomery  and 
annexed  to  the  adjoining  County  of  Philadelphia,  of  which 
it  shall  hereafter  be  a  part,  and  that  the  boundary  be- 
tween the  Counties  of  Montgomery  and  Philadelphia  be 
altered  or  modified  to  such  extent,"  an  examination  of  the 
Act  of  Assembly,  under  which  the  proceedings  are  taken, 
would  seem  to  indicate  that  a  further  decree  is  to  be  made 
by  the  Court  of  Montgomery  County  after  considering  the 
report  of  the  Auditor  appointed  by  the  Court,  and  the  Act 
of  Assembly  (approved  May  6,  1915,  P.  L.  274)  di- 
rects that  the  Auditor  shall  report  "a  form  of  decree  al- 
tering the  boundaries  as  aforesaid  and  adjusting  the  in- 
debtedness of  the  Counties  affected,"  and  the  final  section 
of  the  Act  provides  that  the  decree  shall  be  "confirmed 
nisi  by  the  Court,"  and  that  if  objections  are  not  filed 
or  appeal  taken  from  such  decree  within  the  time  specified, 
the  decree  shall  thereupon  become  absolute  and  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  offices  of  the  Recorders  of  Deeds  of  the 
Counties  affected  by  the  change,  and  that  "upon  such  re- 
cording the  boundaries  of  the  respective  counties  shall  be 
fixed  according  to  the  decree." 

The  Auditor  appointed  by  the  Court  has  notified  the 


parties  in  interest  that  he  will  hold  a  meeting  to  take  testi- 
mony, in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Montgomery 
County,  at  :N'orristown,  on  December  28th  next,  at  10.30 
o'clock,  and  until  such  hearings  are  completed,  and  the 
Court  renders  its  final  decree  upon  the  Auditor's  report, 
and  such  decree  is  duly  recorded,  it  is  my  opinion  that 
the  proceedings  are  not  complete,  and  that  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  should  not  assume  control  of  the  Street  Sys- 
tem in  the  annexed  territory.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  your  inquiry  of  even  date  here- 
with, as  to  the  effect  on  your  Department  of  the  Work- 
men's Compensation  Acts  of  1915,  and  to  what  extent  its 
provisions  effect  you  as  the  head  of  the  Department,  per- 
mit me  to  say,  that  the  Acts  expressly  apply  to  municipal 
corporations  and  all  governmental  agencies  created  by  the 
commonwealth,  and  that  the  employees  protected  thereby 
include  City  employees  as  well  as  employees  of  other  per- 
sons and  corporations. 

The  City  or  County,  therefore,  of  which  your  Depart- 
ment is  a  branch  or  part,  would  be  liable  under  these  Acts 
for  injuries  to  the  employees  of  those  Departments  happen- 
ing after  January  1,  loie,  and  provision  must  be  made  by 
the  municipality  for  the  payment  of  compensation  for 
such  injuries,  or  for  insurance  against  such  liability,  and 
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the  matter  has  this  day  been  made  the  subject  of  a  com- 
munication to  Common  Council,  inviting  the  attention  of 
that  body  to  the  provision  of  these  Acts.

Dear  Sie: — Permit  me  at  this  time  to  invite  your  at- 
tention to  the  provisions  of  certain  Acts  of  Assembly 
passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  and  relating  to 
the  liability  of  employers,  for  injuries  received  by  em- 
ployees in  the  course  of  their  employment. 

These  Acts  are  known  as  ''the  Workmen's  Compensation 
Acts"  and  by  their  express  terms,  apply  to  municipal  cor- 
porations as  well  as  to  other  employers,  and  go  into  effect 
on  the  first  day  of  January  next.  It  will  therefore  be 
proper  for  Councils  to  take  up  at  once  the  question  of 
what  measures  shall  be  provided  for  insuring  the  City 
against  such  liability,  or  securing  exemption  from  the 
necessity  of  providing  such  insurance  by  application  to  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  Board,  under  the  ruling  of  that 
body  made  to  cover  the  case  of  cities  and  other  govern- 
mental authorities  having  the  right  to  levy  taxes. 

The  Acts  in  question  were  approved  on  the  2d  and  3d 
days  of  June,  1915,  and  are  six  in  number,  as  follows: 

Act  N'o.  338  (Pamphlet  Laws  1915,  page  736)  entitled 
"An  Act  defining  the  liability  of  an  employer  to  pay  dam- 
ages for  injuries  received  by  an  employee  in  the  course  of 
employment;  establishing  an  elective  schedule  of  compen- 
sation ;  and  providing  procedure  for  the  determination  of 
liability  and  compensation  thereunder."

Act  Xo.  ooO  (Pamphlet  Laws  1015,  pajie  758),  which 
provides  the  niachiuery  for  the  administratioii  of  the  fore- 
going Act. 

Act  Xo.  31-0  (Pamphlet  Laws  1015,  page  702)  entitled 
"An  Act  providinij,'  for  the  creation  and  administration  of  a 
State  Fund  for  the  insurance  of  compensation  for  injuries 
to  employees  of  subscribers  thereto;  declaring  false  oaths 
by  the  subscribers  to  be  misdemeanors ;  and  providing 
penalties  for  the  violation  thereof." 

Act  Is^o.  341  (Pamphlet  Laws  1015,  page  TOO)  entitled 
"An  Act  regulating  policies  of  insurance  against  liability 
arising  under  Act  3  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act 
of  1915;  providing  for  the  regulation  of  premium  rates 
therefor,  and  providing  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof." 

Act  Xo.  342  (Pamphlet  Laws  1015,  page  Y71)  provid- 
ing for  the  incorporation  and  regTilation  of  employers 
mutual  liability  insurance  association,  etc.,  and 

Act  Xo.  343  (Pamphlet  Laws  1915,  page  777)  approved 
June  3,  1015,  which  exempts  domestic  servants  and 
agricultural  workers  from  the  provisions  of  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  Acts. 

Without  at  this  time  considering  in  detail  the  numerous 
provisions  of  these  laws  with  reference  to  the  accidents 
coming  within  their  purview  and  the  machinery  for  carry- 
ing tliem  into  effect,  I  would  call  your  attention  to  Section 
305  of  the  first  of  the  Acts  mentioned,  which  provides  that 
the  emj)loyer  shall  insure  the  payment  of  compensation  in 
the  State  Workmen's  Insurance  Fund,  or  in  any  insurance 
company  or  nuitual  association  or  company  authorized  to 
insure  such  liability,  unless  such  employer  shall  be  ex- 
empted by  the  bureau  from  such  insurance,  after  due 
application  for  such  exemption. 

There  are  at  the  present  time  nearly  12,000  City  eiH- 
ployees  who  will  come  under  the  provisions  of  these  Acts 
on  January  1,  1916,  and  I  respectfully  suggest  that  it  is 
highly  important  for  Councils  to  take  up  promptly  the 
question  of  what  provisions  shall  be  made  for  the  payment 
of  compensation  to  such  of  these  employees  as  may  be  in- 
jured while  in  the  service  of  the  City  and  whether  insur- 
ance is  to  be  taken  against  such  liability,  or  application  be 
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made  to  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Board  for  exemp- 
tion from  the  necessity  of  taking  out  such  insurance, 
under  the  ruling  above  referred  to  because  of  the  City's 
being  a  governmental  authority  having  the  right  to  levy 
taxes. 

In  case  such  exemption  be  granted,  in  which  case  the 
City  would  have  no  insurance  against  the  liability  in  ques- 
tion,- it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  means  for  paying  com- 
pensation for  injuries  to  employees  out  of  the  funds  in  the 
City  Treasury  and  to  take  the  probable  amount  of  such 
outlay  into  consideration  in  estimating  the  expenditures  of 
the  City  for  1916  and  future  years. 

This  matter  is  therefore  respectfully  submitted  for  your 
consideration.

Deae,  Sik: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
yesterday's  date  enclosing  letter  to  you  from  the  Conti- 
nental Casualty  Co.  of  Chicago,  relating  to  the  matter  of 
insurance  against  liability  under  the  Pennsylvania  Work- 
men's Compensation  Act  of  1915,  and  you  ask  me  how 
fg,r  this  Act  effects  City  officials  in  whose  departments 
laborers,  clerks  and  others  are  employed,  and  whether  it 
is  necessary  for  you  to  insure  against  accident  to  such 
employees. 

The  Acts  in  question  apply  to  municipal  corporations 
and  other  governmental  agencies,  as  well  as  to  employers 
in  general;  and  City  employees  come  within  the  pro- 
visions and  protection  of  the  law.     The  duty  therefore 
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devolves  upon  the  City  of  Philadelpliia  either  to  take  out 
insurance  against  lial)ility  under  the  compensation  Acts, 
or  to  obtain  exemption  from  the  necessity  of  obtaining 
such  insurance  by  application  to  the  Workmens'  Compen- 
sation Board,  in  which  case  the  City  will  have  to  make 
other  provisions  for  paying  compensation  to  injured  em- 
ployees. 

As  these  questions  are  for  the  municipality  in  general, 
rather  than  for  the  various  departments  thereof,  the  whole 
question  has  been  made  the  subject  matter  of  a  communi- 
cation from  this  Department  to  City  Councils  inviting 
their  attention  to  the  necessity  for  making  suitable  pro- 
vision for  such  compensation.  The  term  "employer"  as 
used  in  the  Act  refers  to  the  municipality  itself  rather 
than  to  the  heads  of  the  departments  thereof.

Dear  Sir: — The  letter  of  15th  instant  of  ihe  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Highways,  approved  by  you,  relates  to  the 
limits  within  which  signs  may  be  extended  over  the  side- 
walks of  the  City. 

The  Ordinance  of  September  23,  186i,  Section  10, 
made  it  a  nuisance  to  extend  or  project  from  any  dwelling 
or  building,  except  inns,  "any  sign  board,  pole  or  other 
device  or  thing  to  denote  or  show  the  place  of  business,  or 
the  merchandise  or  things  which  the  occupant  thereof  has 
to  dispose  of,  into  or  over  any  of  the  footways  of  any 
street  of  the  City  below  the  top  of  the  first  story,  or  to  a 
greater  extent  than  4  feet  3  inches  upon  any  of  the  other 
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parts  of  siicli  building."  This  was  somewhat  modified  by 
Section  2  of  the  Ordinance  of  December  24,  IS 64,  which, 
however,  was  itself  repealed  insofar  as  it  related  to  the 
extension  or  projection  of  sign  boards,  etc.,  by  the  ordi- 
nance of  July  20,  1875,  thereby  leaving  the  Ordinance  of 
September  23d,  Section  10,  in  force. 

The  Ordinance  of  1875,  however,  further  provided  that 
^'sigiis  suspended  across  the  footways,  from  awnings,  shall 
be  properly  fastened  and  not  less  than  8  feet  from  the 
sidewalk  in  height,  and  swinging  signs  projecting  from 
buildings  shall  not  extend  more  than  5  feet  from  the 
building  or  buildings." 

This  gave  an  additional  privilege  to  the  storekeeper  to 
suspend  signs  across  the  footway  from  awnings  when 
properly  fastened,  and  not  less  than  8  feet  from  the  side- 
walk, and  swinging  sig-ns  projecting  from  buildings,  but 
not  extending  more  than  5  feet  therefrom. 

The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  refers  to  the 
opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor  of  ISTovember  21,  1894,  which 
he  says  overlooks  the  fact  that  the  Ordinance  of  1875  re- 
peals a  portion  of  the  Ordinance  of  December  24,  1864. 
I  do  not  so  read  the  opinion  of  1894.  It  gives  effect  to 
the  repealer  of  the  Ordinance  of  December  24,  1864,  and 
construes  the  law  p,s  it  results  from  the  joint  operations 
of  the  relevant  portion  of  the  Ordinance  of  September 
23,  1864,  and  July  20,  1875,  correctly  saying  as  to  the 
streets  of  the  City  generally: 

"As  the  law  stands,  as  provided  for  in  the  ordi- 
nances, it  appears  that  sign-boards,  poles  or  other  de- 
vices to  denote  or  show  the  place  of  business,  or  the 
merchandise  or  thing  to  be  sold,  are  prohibited  below 
the  first  story,  and  are  only  permitted  above  the  first 
story,  projecting  four  feet  three  inches,  except  that 
where  the  sign  is  suspended  across  the  footway  from 
awnings,  such  signs  shall  be  above  eight  feet  from 
the  sidewalk,  and  swinging  signs  may  project  five 
feet  from  the  building." 

"Signs  are  not  allowable  below  the  first  story,  ex- 
cept when  they  may  be  attached  to  awnings,  and  that 
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above  the  first  story  a  sign  cannot  project  more  than 
four  feet  three  inches,  except  that  swinging  signs 
may  project  five  feet." 

In  an  opinion  of  this  Department  to  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety  of  September  10,  1912 
Opinions  City  Solicitor,  page  368)  reference  was  made 
to  '"other  ordinances  regulating  the  placing  of  signs  to 
project  at  designated  distances  beyond  the  building  line, 
or  at  less  than  fixed  heights  above  the  pavement  on  various 
streets.  These  are  collated  in  Brown's  City  Digest,  pages 
1231  to  1231." 

AYithout  undertaking  to  state  in  detail  the  special  pro- 
visions of  these  ordinances  referring  to  particular  locali- 
ties. I  repeat  the  reference  thereto  in  Browm's  City  Digest 
at  the  j)ages  noted.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reference  to  your  inquiry  whether  em- 
ployees of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  who  do  some 
night  teaching  in  the  Public  Schools  under  control  of 
the  Board  of  Public  Education  come  within  the  proviso 
to  the  appropriating  ordinance,  "that  no  person  shall  be 
employed  in  this  Department  while  holding  any  other 
ofiice  of  profit  under  the  Government  of  the  United  States, 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  or  City  of  Phila- 
delphia," I  would  advise  you  that  the  persons  in  question 


hold  no  office  whatever  by  virtue  of  the  positions  they 
occupy  as  teaching  in  the  Public  Schools ;  and,  moreover, 
are  not  under  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  or  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia; the  School  District  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  be- 
ing separate  from  and  independent  of  all  of  these  govern- 
mental agencies.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  your  inquiry  whether  you 
should  file  plans  of  new  buildings  and  alterations  to  old 
buildings,  together  with  the  installation  of  plumbing,  heat- 
ing and  ventilating  systems  at  the  Reed  Street  and 
Holmesburg  Prisons  with  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspec- 
tion and  the  Bureau  of  Sanitation  of  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Charities,  in  addition  to  the  Board  of  Public 
charities,  with  whom  they  have  already  been  filed,  I  would 
call  your  attention  to  the  Acts  of  May  5,  1899  (P.  L.  193), 
Sections  4  and  5,  and  June  3,  1915  (P.  L.  954),  Sections 
5  and  46.  The  former  of  these  Acts  relates  to  the  Bureau 
of  Building  Inspection  and  provides  for  the  inspection  of 
all  buildings  in  process  of  erection  under  the  Direction 
of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  who  is 
authorized  to  examine  the  same  as  often  as  practicable. 

'Section  5,  of  the  Act  of  1899,  makes  it  unlawful  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  erection,  enlargement,  alteration,  repair  or 
removal  of  any  building  or  part  thereof,  etc.,  unless  a  per- 
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mit  shall  first  be  obtained  from,  tlie  Bureau  of  Building 
Inspection,  application  therefor  to  be  made  in  writing. 
That  section  further  provides  that  "The  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  may  require,  in  addition  to  the  application  for  a 
permit,  such  plans  and  specifications  as  shall  sufiiciently 
set  forth  the  extent  and  character  of  the  work  in  all  its 
structural  parts,  together  with  an  affidavit  of  the  truth 
of  the  facts  set  forth  in  the  application,"  etc. 

The  Housing  Act  of  June  3,  1915,  above  referred  to, 
in  Section  5,  provides  as  follows: 

"All  plans  for  the  erection^  construction,  or  altera- 
tion of  buildings  of  the  grade  referred  to  in  this  Act, 
for  the  alteration  of  houses  already  erected,  or  other 
buildings  intended  for  occupancy  for  any  other  grade, 
besides  being  submitted  to  the  Bureaus  now  charged 
with  the  approval  of  the  same,  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  Chief  of  the  Division  of  Housing  and  Sanita- 
tion, for  his  approval  of  the  sanitary  requirements 
of  said  plans  and  of  the  sanitary  conditions  surround- 
ing the  ground  over  which  the  jDroposed  building  is 
to  be  'erected;  and  until  such  approval  is  obtained 
and  endorsed  on  such  plans  the  work  for  construction 
or  alteration  shall  not  begin.  All  plans  for  the  in- 
stallation or  alteration  of  plumbing,  ventilation,  fix- 
tures, cesspools,  sinks  or  privy  wells  shall  be  submit- 
ted to  the  supervising  inspector  in  charge  of  plumb- 
ing and  house  drainage,  for  his  approval." 

Section  46  of  that  Act  authorizes  the  Chief  of  the  Di- 
vision, and  his  duly  accredited  inspectors,  to  enter  and 
examine  on  any  week  day,  between  eight  in  the  morning 
and  five  in  the  afternoon,  all  houses  or  other  premises 
within  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  provides  that  "no 
person  shall  hinder  such  chief  or  any  such  inspector  in 
the  performance  of  his  duty."  Similar  provisions  ap- 
peared in  the  Housing  Act  of  July  22,  1013  (P.  L.  879), 
Avhich  was  superseded  and  replaced  by  the  Housing  Act 
of  1915. 

While  your  letter  is  not  explicit  as  to  the  character  of 
the  buildiuiis  to  be  erected  or  altered,  I  assume  that  the 
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phrase  in  Section  5  of  tlie  Housing  Act,  ''every  building 
intended  for  occupancy  for  any  other  grade"'  suiEciently 
describes  them,  and  it  would  result  from  the  provisions 
of  these  statutes  that  plans  of  the  projected  buildings 
should  be  filed  w^ith  the  Division  of  Housing  and  Sanita- 
tion, and  with  the  Board  of  Building  Inspectors,  if  re- 
quired by  it;  also  that  the  inspectors  of  such  Bureaus 
should  be  permitted  to  examine  the  work  while  it  is  in 
progress.

Dear  Sir: — In  the  matter  of  the  abolition  of  the  mud 
wall  or  bulkhead  projecting  into  the  Delaware,  south  of  the 
site  of  the  proposed  new  McKean  Street  Pier,  this  Depart- 
ment has  seen  William  B.  Linn,  Esq.,  counsel  for  the  Balti- 
more &  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  who,  however,  refuses  to 
enter  into  any  arrangement  with  the  City  for  the  purpose 
of  adjusting  the  difficulty  or  assisting  by  amicable  action 
to  determine  the  liability  for  removing  the  wall  or  fence. 
This  would  seem  to  leave  the  City  no  option  in  the  matter 
but  to  give  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad  Company  for- 
mal and  final  notice  to  abate  the  structure  within  a  lim- 
ited time,  and  with  further  notice  that  if  it  does  not  do  so 
the  City  will  proceed  with  the  work  and  hold  the  Railroad 
Company  liable.  This  to  be  followed  by  the  City's  pro- 
ceeding  to   take   down   the   wall   should   such    action   be 


deemed  necessary  at  tlie  present  time,  and  suit  for  tlie 
cost  thereof  brought  against  the  Company.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  your  letter  of  yesterday,  request- 
ing- an  opinion  as  to  the  possibility  of  establishing  a  quar- 
antine of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis  who  are 
dangerous  to  the  community  by  reason  of  the  advanced 
stage  of  the  disease,  or  of  their  careless  personal  habits. 
You  indicate  the  view  that  such  isolation  would  require  a 
legal  or  a  voluntary  commitment ;  a  medical  examination 
and  certification  where  a  legal  commitment  is  advisable 
"somewhat  similar  to  the  commitment  of  the  insane ;'' 
police  surveillance;  and  the  requirement  that  a  voluntary 
commitment  signed  by  the  patient  shall  have  the  force 
and  receive  police  protection  similar  to  a  legal  commit- 
ment. 

The  questions  thus  raised  are  intricate  and  far-reach- 
ing. Much  care  should  be  given  to  the  consideration  of 
the  legal  rights  of  your  Dc})arrment  in  the  premises,  its 
power  under  present  legislation  to  inaugurate  such  a  sys- 
tem of  quarantine  in  the  cases  in  question  and  the  ad- 
visability thereof,  and  the  method  of  procedure  which 
would  be  most  advisable  if  it  were  done.  All  of  these  mat- 
ters require  careful  thought  and  should  not  be  disposed  of 
without  ample  and  sufficient  opportunity  for  investigation 
of  the  legal  and  other  subjects  involved.    But  a  few  davs 


of  your  term  as  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  and  Charities,  and  of  my  own  term  as  City  So- 
licitor, remain,  and  in  the  stress  of  much  pending  business 
incident  to  the  change  of  administration,  it  is  practically 
impossible  to  give  the  requisite  study  to  the  matter  thus 
advanced  by  you  at  this  time,  so  that  it  should  have  the 
care  and  attention  required. 

You  will  permit  me,  therefore,  to  suggest  that  the  ques- 
tions submitted  be  postponed  until  the  advent  of  your  suc- 
cessor and  my  own,  leaving  it  to  the  former  to  take  up 
the  subject  anew  if  he  deem  it  advisable,  and  so  that  the 
new  City  Solicitor  may  be  free  to  enter  upon  their  con- 
sideration unhampered  by  any  decision  reached  by  me. 

Trusting  that  you  may  see  the  wisdom  of  this  course,

Dear  Sie: — I  have  yesterday's  letter  of  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  City  Property,  with  reference  to  the  im- 
provement of  Congress  Hall  in  Independence  Square. 

It  is  stated  that  there  is  a  balance  of  $4,357.82  in  the 
appropriation  for  this  purpose  which  it  is  proposed  to 
expend  as  follows:  $1,400  under  estimate  of  the  United 
Gas  Improvement  Co.  for  laying  underground  piping  for 
gas  lighting;  $1,786  in  awarding  a  contract  for  furnish- 
ing 56  cast-iron  posts  with  bronze  goose-necks,  and  the 
balance,   $1,171.82,  in  purchasing  as  many  lanterns  as 
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that  sum  will  pay  for,  such  lanterns  being  those  designed 
by  the  Committee  on  Preservation  of  Historic  Monu- 
ments, Philadelphia  Chapter,  American  Institute  of  Ar- 
chitects. 

The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  City  Property  encloses  let- 
ters upon  the  various  branches  of  this  subject  from  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Gas;  from  the  President  of  the 
Philadelphia  Chapter  of  American  Institute  of  Archi- 
tects, and  Mr.  Serrill,  Engineer  of  Distribution  of  the 
United  Gas  Improvement  Co.,  and  he  inquires  whether 
the  laying  of  the  underground  piping  for  the  gas  and  the 
lanterns  in  question  may  be  contracted  for  without  ad- 
vertising. 

Insofar  as  concerns  the  laying  of  the  piping  for  gas 
by  the  United  Gas  Improvement  Co.,  I  have  no  doubt 
that  the  peculiar  circumstances  bring  this  within  the  gen- 
eral purpose  of  the  rule  that  where  one  party  alone  can 
supply  a  commodity  needed  by  a  municipal  corporation, 
or  can  supply  it  with  manifest  advantage  to  the  public, 
the  requirement  to  advertise  for  bids  is  dispensed  with, 
and  I,  therefore,  think  that  a  contract  may  be  entered  into 
with  the  United  Gas  Improvement  Co.  for  the  laying  of 
the  piping  without  advertising  for  bids. 

Xo  reason  is  presented,  however,  why  a  contract  for 
the  lanterns  designed  by  the  Committee  on  Preservation 
of  Historic  Monuments,  etc.,  may  not  be  advertised  for  in 
the  usual  way.  It  may  be  that  some  such  reason  exists, 
but  if  so,  it  is  not  found  in  anything  which  is  submitted 
by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  City  Property. 

Mr.  Sellers,  President  of  the  Philadelphia  Chapter, 
American  Institute  of  Architects,  in  his  letter  says: 

"While  appreciating  the  necessity  for  open  com- 
petitive bidding  on  public  works  in  general,  the  dis- 
advantage of  this  in  the  case  of  such  special  work 
as  the  restoration  of  ancient  buildings  or  objects  of 
like  nature  is  obvious,  and  this  was  confirmed  by  our 
experience  during  the  restoration  of  Congress  Hall. 
In  the  work  now  in  hand  the  reproduction  of  the 
lanterns  contemplated  for  Independence  Square  could 
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doubtless  be  accomplished  more  satisfactorily  and  to 
the  public's  interest  if  vou  had  power  to  restrict  the 
competition  to  selected  bidders  who  would  be  par- 
ticularly qualified  to  undertake  such  work,  or  better 
still,  if  you  were  free  to  place  the  order  direct  with 
the  concern  best  fitted  to  execuite  it." 

This  is  evidently  predicated  upon  the  assumption  that 
if  bids  are  invited  the  contract  must  necessarily  be 
awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder.  Such  is  not  the  case.  The 
statutes  require  the  award  to  the  "lowest  responsible  bid- 
der," and  this  has  been  interpreted  by  the  Courts  as  al- 
lowing ample  latitude  in  the  public  official  awarding  the 
contract  to  select  the  person  or  firm  best  fitted  to  supply 
the  article  desired,  even  though  he  or  it  be  not  the  lowest 
bidder:  Provided,  alioays.  That  discrimination  of  this 
kind  is  exercised  in  perfect  good  faith  and  that  the  award- 
ing of  the  contract  to  a  high  bidder  can  be  explained  upon 
rational  and  legitimate  grounds  as  being  for  the  best  in- 
terest of  the  public.

Deae  Sir: — I  have  a  letter  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  Highways,  approved  by  you,  in  reference  to  front 
steps  of  premises  1706  Walnut  street,  accompanied  by  a 
copy  of  a  complaint  from  the  Walnut  Street  Business  As- 
sociation in  regard  to  such  steps. 
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By  Ordinance  of  June  ;^>0,  Is0i2,  the  revision  of  the 
plan  of  Wahiut  street,  from  Fifth  to  Twenty-second 
street,  was  authorized  ''so  as  to  make  the  width  ^''  *  * 
such  as  shall  conform  with  the  buildings  thereon  erected, 
as  the  same  may  be  deemed  practicable;  such  width  to  be 
uniform  in  each  block,"  Section  2  provides  that  "after 
the  confirmation  and  establishment  of  said  lines,  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  for  any  owner  or  builder  to  erect  any  new 
building,  or  to  rebuild  or  to  alter  the  front  or  add  to  the 
height  of  any  building  now  erected  without  making  it 
recede  so  as  to  conform  to  the  line  established,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided."  By  Section  3  it  is  "hereinafter 
provided"  "that  whenever  it  shall  be  deemed  advisable 
to  widen  such  street  in  any  square  where  the  buildings 
are  now  on  the  old  line  thereof,  on  one  or  both  sides  of 
said  street,  or  where  any  owner  or  owners  fronting  thereon 
shall  desire  to  improve  or  erect  a  new  building,  then  on 
application  of  such  owner  or  owners  legal  proceedings 
shall  be  taken  to  set  all  the  biiildings  on  that  side  back 
to  the  established  line  and  extendina;  for  the  entire  leniith 
of  block." 

By  the  Ordinance  of  September  19,  1912.  p.  232,  the 
building  or  erection  beyond  the  building  line  of  any 
steps  in  that  part  of  the  City  between  Vine  street  and 
Spruce  street  and  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  rivers  is 
prohibited. 

In  view  of  these  ordinances,  and  of  that  of  ^Marcli  21, 
1891,  declaring  it  to  be  a  nuisance  to  place  or  maintain 
steps  which  shall  extend  more  than  4  feet  6  inches  into 
any  footway  of  any  street  of  50  feet  wide  or  upward,  in- 
quiry is  made  of  this  Department  whether  the  Bureau 
of  Highways  would  be  justified  in  serving  a  notice  to  re- 
move the  steps  altogether,  or  a  notice  to  move  them  back 
to  within  4  feet  6  inches  of  the  confirmed  building  line; 
it  being  stated  as  a  fact  that  the  distance  from  the  build- 
ing line  to  the  curb  line  on  the  south  side  of  Walnut  street 
between  Seventeenth  and  Eighteenth  street,  is  16  feet  6 
inches,  and  the  distance  from  the  foot  of  the  steps  at  1706 
Walnut  street  to  the  curb  is  but  7  feet  9  inches. 

Assuming  the  last  mentioned  statements  to  be  true,  and 
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also  assuming  that  new  steps  are  beings  or  have  been,  con- 
structed at  the  premises  in  question  since  the  passage  of 
the  ordinance  of  1912,  it  would  seem  to  follow  that  such 
steps  project  a  distance  of  8  feet  9  inches  beyond  that 
w^hich  is  allowable  under  that  ordinance,  that  is  to  say, 
the  difference  between  7  feet  9  inches  and  16  feet  9  inches, 
and  notice  should  be  given  accordingly.
